In the next Place, I fubmit to your Perufal my lateft Letters from the Garrifons of Vellore, 
Wandewaih, and Permacoil, by which you will perceive they are all befieged, or very cloltly in¬ 
verted by the Enemy. 


From the Affurances given me by the Officer commanding at Vellore, and from the Difficulty 
,vhh Which he obferves the Enemy muft make their Approaches, I am under no great Appre- 
henfion of its being in immediate Danger, from any Efforts of the Enemy againft it, unlefs a flirted 
by fome treacherous hidden Villainy of that Kind which he has lo fortunately difeovered in the 
Nabob’s Renter, and which I am happy he has checked in To effedual a Manner, by putting him 
in Irons; in which State I have diredted him to keep Him, as he may be inftrumental to the Dif- 
covery of thofe dark Defigns which 1 have long fufpecVed to exift in the Court of a native Power, 
living under the very Walls of our Garrifon of Fort Saint George. 


Permacoil, with a very ffnall Garrifon, and but one Officer, as you will obferve, made as yet a 
very fpirited Refinance, and done u.l*e than could well have been expeded from fo fmail a Body 
of Men. They cannot poflibly, however, long bear up, under fuch conftant Fatigue as they niult 
be fuhjeded to, by the fretli Refources^which Hfcder candgily bring againft them. ' I conclude then, 
that in a very flrort Period of Time they may be reduced^ the utrnoft Diftrefs.

In Time of 
War, it is greatly inferior to its Wants $ and when the exiiiang Numbers are below the EftabliCt- 
ment, it is our Duty to declare to you, that your PoffeffrOns are in Danger of a Ruin as Hidden as 
it may prove irretrievable. The eilential Strength of this Country, and the only Strength on which 
you can depend, is in the Number of Europeans. You are not Strangers to this Fad; and although 
there is no late Proof, from Experience, of the Truth of the Aflerriqti, it cannot be inferred, from 
this Inftance of our good Fortune, that we may never experience the Reyerfe.

A T the fame Time 1 put my Signature to the General Letter of the 9 t h °f January 1781, 1 
muft, in Candour and in Conformity to tM? Qpinipns which I have both kdd and expreffed, 
except againft one Part of it, and which aferibes ail our prelent Misfortunes to the Mamjtft 
War. 

That that Meafure may firft have given Birth to the Idea of a general Combination of the 
Powers of Hindoftan againft us, I will not endeavour to dilprove; but that to it alone we owe the 
formidable Incurfion of Hyder Ally into the Carnatic, I cannot admit: Firft, becaufe long after 
we had 1 eommended Hoftilitres againft the Marattas, Hydgr himjelf continued to make Conquers 
upon them, and which our Operations no Doubt facilitated. It was his favourite Objeff, an<i 
whibh I am Confident he would never have quitted, or fought for a Union with the Marattas 
againft us, had not our Negotiations with Bazalet Jung, about the Gyntopr Circar, (on which he 
had alfo Views) and the Mode jn which they were carried on, awakened his Jealoufy, and very na¬ 
turally made him apprehend, that our ultimate Intentions were to pofiels ourfelves of fome Part of 
his Country.—Whilft it anlwered his Purpofc to make Peace with the Marattas, in order that 
his Attention or Strength might in no Shape be diverted from providing eftedually for the Se¬ 
curity of his own Territories, it was entirely fuitable to the Marattas in their then Situation, as it 
enabled them to direct their whole Force againft the Operations of our Army under Brigadier- 
General Goddard. We alarmed his Fears for the Safety of his own Country ; croflcd his Views 
upon the Guntoor Circar, which he was deftfous of obtaining in Form from Bazalet Jung. Th^t 
an able Agent might not be wanting to foment thefe Offences, we deliberately gave Umbrage to 
the Nabob Nizam; firft, by feeking and actually fubl'cribtng to a Treaty of Fnendfhip with !us 
Brother and Subject Bazalet Jung; without afking his Conft-nt or Approbation; and next, by 
demanding of him a Rctniffion of the Pefcufh, or Tribute, winch for thefe Eleven Years and up¬ 
wards we have paid him, as in Treaty bound, on Account of the Northern Circars. To prevent,• 
any bad Confcquences ariltng from the Delay in the Payment of the Pdcufh,> which was owing in' 
the Firft Place to a temporary Inability, created by the heavy current Expences, which v^ere un¬ 
avoidably incurred by the Siege of Pondicherry, and in the next Place perhaps by Milmanage- 
inent; 1 was induced, when fr flopped here in my Way to Bengal, to recommend the Miftionof 
Mr- HoilOnd, as Ambaffador to the Nizam’s Court, to aflure him, that the Pefcufh fhould be paid, 
anti to explain to him the Caufe of its Detention. It 

The Nizam has in his Letters to this Government, and in his Conventions with Mr. Holland, 
who communicated them to the Governor General and Council, avowed his, Difplealure, on 
Account of our Behaviour with regard to the Pefcufh and the Guntoor X reaty; and has, without 
Scruple, acknowledged his having for thefe Reafons encouraged and connived at a Combination of 
the Powers againft us. •

Thefe Circumftances, added to the ftrbngProfeflions made tons, which we have not found 
falfified in any Inlbncc, and to the Confideratipn Of his real Intereft, which in our Judgment of it, 
attaches him to the Company, rather than to any of the Borers with whom he is obliged to wear 
the Mafk of Amity and Confederacy againft them, unlefs we ihould in general admit, what we are 
very -unwilling to admit, that the Power which the Company poflefs in Hindoftan is fo rxrenfive 
and obnoxious, to the whole Empire, as fo make it the Intereft of all its Provinces, to unite with 
one another in overthrowing it.

And Your Committee find, that the Diftrids of Mafulipatam and Nizampatam were 
acquired from the Subah of the Decan by a Grant, dated May 14th 1759; and that 
the Five Circars were granted to the Company by the Mogul’s Firmaun, dated the 12th 
of Auguft 1765, and afterwards confirmed to them by Treaty with the Nizam or 
Subah of the Decan, to whole Government they had been ftjbjed. By this Treaty, 
dated 12 th November 1766, the Circar of Montezanagur or Guntoor, which had been, 
previous to the Treaty, granted in Jaghire by the Nizam to his Brother Bazalet Jung, 
is referred to that Prince daring his Life ; "nnd the Company engages to pay to the 
Nizam for the Three Circars of Elur, Rajahmundry, and Muftaphanagur, Five Lacks of

And Your Committee find, that, by a fubfequent Treaty, dated the 23d Day of 
February 1768, between the Company, the Nizam, and the Nabob of the Carnatic, in 
which the Northern Circars are confirmed to the Com party', the Annual Payment to 
the Nizam for the Four Circars of which the Company was then in Pofiefiion, is re¬ 
duced to Two Lacks of Rupees for Six Years, and One Lack more, if during that 
Time they fboulcl obtain Pofieffion of the Circar of Guntoor; and after the Six 
Years, Five Lacks for the Four Circars, with Two more when Guntoor fhouid come into

Your Committee find, That thefe Cuftoms or Duties have been ufually received by 
Colle&ors appointed by the Company—They find, however, that in February 1779, Ad- 
vertifements have been publifliecl for letting them at Rent for Five Years; and a Variety 
of PropOlafs appear to have been given in, jh'cohlequence of thefe Advertifements—-This 
Plan, for which a Decay or Falling off in the Receipt, was given as the chief Motive, ap¬ 
pears to have been much objected to by the Merchants and Traders of Madras, as hurt¬ 
ful to Trade, and unufua'l in a F e Government. The Confideration of it was therefore 
remitted to the Diredcors at Home; who do not appear hitherto to have made any Alte¬ 
ration in the Mode of Collection.

But Your Committee findj, 
from the General Letter of that Date, that the former Syftem was again reverted to, with 
refpe^t to all th<* Company’s Servants, except the Governor. The Salary of 40,000 Pa*- 
god as by the Year is continued to Lord Mac Cartny, then appointed Governor, in Con ft- 
deration of his being totally refit idled from every Kind of Dealing, Tranl’adion, or Com¬ 
merce, in Money or Goods, the Trade and Commerce of the Company excepted. But 
with regard to the other Members of Council, the Orders given in the General Letter of 
the 11 th of June 1777, rdpeiSling the Salary of 16,000 Pagodas yearly, is revoked ; and 
the fame Salaries and Allowances ordained to be paid to them, as were in Ufe to be paid 
to the Members of Council prior to that Period ; and all the Members of Council, belovv 
the Prefident, are allowed to trade, in the fame Manner as they might have done before 
the Reftriftions in the faid L.etter of the mh of June 1777.

To what Cattles this growing Deficiency in the Revenues of ittai Circars 

ought chiefly to be imputed. Your Committee cannot take upon them 1 >«ay. They ob- ,, y 

ferve in the Letters to the Prefidency from the fubordinate Councils, much laid of the . y 

Poverty and large Debts of many of the Zemindars; the’refradory Difpofition of Others, 
particularly in the Chicacole Circar are alfo repreiented, as contributing to fivell the Ar¬ 
rears. Your Committee beg Leave to refer to what is laid in the Second Report, with ^Report, 
refped to the Poverty of many of the Zemindars. The Prelident and Council of Tort 
Saint George, in their Letter to the Court of Diredors of the 17th of Qdober ipj write,, i 
that few of the Zemindars, except thofe whofe paternal Inheritance was too eonfideral'-fe ,jikppendim N 
to be wafted, were in Circumftances of Refponfibility to anfwer their Engagements to chef 
Company. They fay that various Caufes had contributed to produce that Effed ; but 
that One alone was fufficient to account for it •, the Pra&ice of exading in Advance from 
the Zemindars Two-thirds of their Annual Jemabundy (Rent) and the Neceflity by that 
Means laid Upon them of taking up from the Soucars (Bankers) or any other who would 
lend them, confiderable Sums of Money at an exorbitant Intereft of Two or Three per 
Cent, per Month, giving Alignments on the Harveft, by Way of Security for Re¬ 
payment.' '>=■■■■ CV);y 

Another Caufe is in the fame Letter mentioned as having contributed to the Diftrefs 
of the Zemindars, and that is, the fliort Term of the Settlements made with them for 
their Lands; which had led them to attend only to their own immediate Intereft, without 
regarding the Confequences to the Revenue in future. 

The great Exportation of Specie from the Country, which is ftated by Mr. Sadlier at 
io or 15 Lacks of Pagodas per Annum, and which does certainly take place to a great 
Amount, mud tend to render Payments more difficult. 

Under this Head of the Arrears, Your Committee mull refer to what has been 
faid in the Second Report, with refped to the Meafore of calling down the Zemindars to 
Madras, leaving it to the Houfe to judge upon what is there laid, how far that Mea- 
fure may have contributed to fwell their Amount. Other Faffs ftated in that Report, and 
in its Supplement, feem to imply that private Exadions have alio contributed to the lame 
Evil. That luch Exadions have actually been made by the Servants of the Company, 
the Fads here alluded to feem to leave no Doubt: To what Amount they may have 
-, it is impoflible for Your Committee to fay. To inveftigate that Matter to its full 
xtent would require other Kind of Evidence than the Records at the India Houfe, or 
die Witnefles they have had it in their Power to examine, could be expeded to afford.

Since this Report was drawn Up and ready to be prelented to the- Houfe, If our Com¬ 
mittee have had an Opportunity of examining Edward Cotsford, Fixture, who is. recently 
returned from India, where he had refided from the Month of Auguft 1778 to the latter 
End of the Year 1780, as Chief of Mafulipatam. The whole of his Evidence, and the 
Anfwer* given by him to the Queftions put to him by the Committee, refpeding the pre- 
fent State of the Company’s Pofleflions on the Coaft of Coromandel, are inferttjd in the 
Appendix. Some Part of thofe Anfwers tends to throw no #1 all Light upon the prefent 
Subjcd. 

Mr. Cotsford being alked, If, under the Mahomedan Government, the Zemindars 
and Renters were fubjed to any Payments belides the Rents of the Diftrids which they 
held ? anfwered, That he believed the Deputies of the Government did receive, over and 
above the Tribute payable to che Government, a further Sum, under the Name, of Na¬ 
zar, or Prefect, which they pretended was for the Payment of their Troops * but that their 
Ability to procure this Naz.ar, was in Proportion to the Strength of their Army—That 
Rep.

The Negotiations of the Chief and Council of Malulipatam with the Zemindar; 
Renters of ffip Diftri<£lv and the Means tiled by them to inforce Payment of their Ba¬ 
lances, as contained in their Revenue Cpnfultatiqps, from June to December 1780, 
brought FJpme by the laft Tlilpatclfes are exceedingly voluminous. It appears in thefe 
ConfuRations, that after various fruitlefs Endeavours to obtain Payment from fundry df 
the principal Zemindars, the Chief and Council had found it neqeffary to proceed to'Mea- 
lures of Conipuifion, by confining their Perfons under Guards of Sepoys, and threatening 
to fequeftrate their Eftates. By thefe Meafures they feetn to have got the Secur ity of Sou- 
ears for Part of rite Arrears; but they at the fame Time inform the Preiident and Council, 
that moft of ebpfe whpfe Tributes had been lately railed, had intimated an Intention of 
applying for a Reduction of them to the Rate at which they had formerly flood and at. 
the lame Time exprefs their Apprehenfions chat, unlels fome Meafure of that Kind were 
adopted, they would not in future be able to procure Payment without a Renewal of the 
fame Sort of Violence they bad lately been compelled to employ ; a Meafure which, 
however effectual it might be to bring Money into the Treafury, they confider as pro- 
cl u drive of ruinous Confequences, by alienating the Minds of the People, and filling the 
Country with iecret Enemies.

Poonamallee, being by far the greateft Part of the Territory immediately under clu 
Presidency, has been almoft uniformly let to the Nabob : For Guntoor, Vmcarachillum, 
to v^horn thefe Lands appear to have been let for Seven Years in fhe Year 1764, feems 
to have been merely an interpofed Name for the Nabob, \\dro gave his own Security for 
the Rent. Your Committee find in the Records of the Company, fiequent Repreienta- 
tions trtfcle by the Governor''and Council to the Diredlors, of the Difadvancagcs arifing 
frgm thefe Lands being poffefied by the Nabob. Even before the Expiry of the Leafe 
to Yincatchillum, thefe Difadvantages had been infilled upon ; and. upon the Expiration

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With refpeft to Tahjore, Your Committee find, in the Seled Cohfultations of 
Fort Saint George, of the aift of November 1778, a particular Account of the Reve¬ 
nues of that Country for a Series of Years, deiiycred in to the Board by Mr. William 
Fetfie, who refided in Tanj'ore for a confiderabk Time, firftj. as Redden t at the Rajah’s 
Court, and afterwards as Chief of Nagore and Karical. This Account Mr, Petrie 
informs the Board, he had received from an oki Man, who had been a Writer under 
the Dobeer and Manager in the Time #f Pfaap Sing, Father to the prefem Rajah 
of Tanjore. 

Mr, Petrie at the fame Time delivered ih to the Board, an A^p unc of the Tanjore 
Revenues excratted from the Circar Books. 

The Extract of the Confultation upon this Subjedl, with the Two Accounts them- 
felves, are inferted in the Appendix.

Mr, Petrie having lately returned to Great Britain, was examined by Yotir Com¬ 
mittee rclpeding the prcfer.t Stale of the ountry of Tanjore. Such Part of his 
Evidence as relates to the Revenues of that Country, is inferted in the Appendix.— 
He reprefents Tanjore as having boo not many Years ago one of the moft flourifliing, 
bcft cultivated, and moft populous Countries in Hindoftan 5 that in 1768, when he firft 
faw it, it exhibited a very diffident Pi&ure from what it does at pretent. After giving a 
general Account of its Trade, and Defcription of its Fertility, he adq|s, “Such was

The Prefident acquaints the Committee, that having, at their Recommendation, applied to the 
Nabob for an Explanation of the Ground of his Letter, concerning an Account now fubfifting be¬ 
tween his Highnefs and Colonel James Capper, he has, in Confeqtience, been requeued by the 
Nabob to inform the Committee, That the Balance due from him to Colonel Capper, amounting, ali 
per his Bond, to Pagodas 25,8804, exdufive of Intereft upon it, confifted principally of Difburfe- 
ments which the Colonel had made in England, upon His Highnefs’s Account, when he left went 
Home with Difpatcbes from this Preftdency: That the Colonel, foon after his Return to this Country, 
fettled Accounts with the Nabob, taking tile faid Bond from him as an Acquittance of his Demand : 
That the Bond will not become due till the Month of December next, but that the Colonel having 
prefent Occafion for this Money, to enable him to make good a Sum which he owes Sir Robert 
Barker in England, and which Sir Robert had ordered his Attornies here to depofit in the Com¬ 
pany’s Treafury, until good Opportunities of remitting could be procured, had Solicited the Nabob 
to affifthim in this Emergency, fo that be might be authorized to tell Sir Robert's Attornies, who

Q. Whether does he, from his Knowledge of the Circars at different Periods 
to be now in a State of Advancement or Decline in Wealth and Population ? 

A. I confider the Zemindaries to be at prefent in a State of Decline. I am led to this Opi¬ 
nion from comparing the Management of the Bufinefs at Mafulipatam under former Chiefs, at 
the Times I have palled through that Place, as alfo from the Records which I have read, to¬ 
gether with my own, in the Years 1779 and 1780. I do not find, that in Times previous to 
my Adminiftration of Affairs there, any Difficulties of Moment occurred •, whereas, during my 
Time, the Impediments to the Collection of the Revenue were great and continual, as will appear 
from a Perufal of the Correfpondence between the Madras Prefidency and Mafulipatam, at the 
Time. 

I underftand, from converfir.g with Perfons. long refident there, that the Vicinity of Mafulipatum 
is not fo populous as it has been 5 but I fee no Caule to imagine, that .the Circars in general are Wi¬ 
fe than they have been for fome Years pa ft, particularly as the Countries have feldom, even in a par¬ 
tial Degree, experienced the Rigours of War, fince they have been in the Poffeffion of the Company.

What are the Caufes of that State of the Zemindars? 

A. From the beft Information I have received during my 
Ganjam and Mafulipatam) the Tribute received from the Zemindars, i 
homedans, fince the Time of Nadir Shaw’s Invafion of the Empire, was very uncertain and irregular; 
frequently large Sums were exacted, but rarely paid, owing to the very uncertain Poffeffion which 
thole exercifing the Government had in thofe fluctuating Times : Pretenders alfo to Authority have 
frequently entered the Countries, and demanded Money. In thefe Times the Zemindars found ic 
neceflary to maintain Troops, both for immediate Protection, and to enable them ro make Ufe of 
fuch Advantages as the frequent Changes of Government prefen.ted to them ; and, upon ,the whole, 
they generally evaded paying any thing confiderable. When the French, under Moni’. Buffi-, took 
Pofffcffion of thefe Circars, the different Zemindars entertained large Bodies of Men. Things were in 
much the fame State when Colonel Forde took Mafulipatam- Since,that Period, the Company have 
had permanent Poffeffion of the Circars, under the JurifdiCtipn of Mafulipatam, and have enforced 
regular Payment of their Tribute : But the Zemindars took fome Years before they difbanded their 
Troops; and even now, in many of their Zemindaries, great Portions of Land are fequeftered, and 
held by the Poflefibrs as Jaghiies. Whether it proceeds from a Principe of Pride in the Zemindars, 
that thefe Lands are not refumed, or whether their principal Servants prevent it from other Motives, 
1 cannot fay. This Drawback, however, without any Advantage attending it to them, as formerly, 
Rev. IV.

qc Have the Revenues under Mafulipatam been well paid? If not, what have been the 
Caufes ? 

A. I believe, when the Circars Hrft came into the Poffeffion of the Eriglifh Eaft India Com¬ 
pany, the Countries dependent upon Mafulipatam were in a much more floiirifhing State than 
they are at prefenf, and the Revenue ariiing from them more punctually paid. In a former Para¬ 
graph, I have noted the probable Caufes why the Zemindars have decreased in Wealth ; but until 
diefe few Years back, this Influence was not felt by the Company immediately, as the Revenue was 
iltU regularly received: But the' Zemindars began to contract Debts, which have fince become 
very confiderable. Since the Period of the unhappy Diiputes in the Council in which Lord Pigot 
was deprived of his Authority, the Affairs of the Company every where on the Coromandel 
Coaft have vifibly declined. Upon rny Arrival at Madras in 1778. I found the general State 
of Things entirely altered, and much for the worfe, fince the Time of my leaving India in

Boring the Time that the Concerns of Mafulipatam were under my Charge as Chief, the Reve¬ 
nues have b^et 1 ill paid, although no Endeavours were wanting on my Parc to enforce Order arid 
Obedience in the Zemindars •, and I believe I may venture to affirm, that no former Chief ha\ \ 
fo many Impediments to encounter as I had, over and above the general ill State of the' 
Company’s Affairs. The following I confick-r as the immediate Caufes of the Difficulties 1 
experienced. 

The calling down the Zemindars to the Prefidency, which I have already taken Notice of in 
ttys 9 th Paragraph ; the Lois of Time alio, from their Stay at Madras after my Arrival, was very 
confiderable, and of Detriment. 

The encreafing the Jemabundy or Tribute of the principal Zemindars, cccafioned much Dif- 
content amongft them. 

The depriving the Company’s Interpreter, or Dubafh, named Vencaty Royaloo, of certain Pof- 
feflions held in the Circars, and the leflening his Authority in the Opinions of the Zemindars, was 
the Caufe of giving me much additional Trouble, and the Meafure itfelf was a great Impediment 
to me. 

The fuffering the Zemindars to have Vackeels, or Agents, refiding at the Prefidency, was alfo a 
very confiderable Bar in conducing the Affairs at Mafulipatam.

The Committee of Secrecy, appointed to enquire into the Caufes of the War that 
now fubfifts in the Carnatic, and of the prefent Condition of the Britifh 
Pofieffions in thofe Parts* and to report the fame to the Houfe, with their 
Obfervations thereupon; and who were itiftru&ed to enquire into the Rife, 
Progrefs, Conduct, and prefent State of the Maratta War,- and all other 
Hoftilities in which the Prefidency of Bengal now are, or have been, engaged 
in the Support of that War* and of the Effe&s which the faid War and 
Hoftilities may have produced in Bengal, and the other Settlements and Pof- 
feffions of the Eaft India Company * 

H AVE laid before the Houfe, in their Eirft RepOtt, the belt Account which 
from various Sources of Enquiry and Information, they had been able then to 
procure, of the Irruption of Hyder Ally into the Carnatic, and of the military 
Tranfafrions that happened, and of the other Meafures that were purfued, in confequence 
thereof; and having thought it their further Duty, in order more fully to inform the 
judgment of the Houfe, to carry forward their Enquiry into an Jnveftigation of the 
C mdu& of the Company’s Servants, as far as it might appear to have had any Influence 
d-i thofe Tranfa&ions, or to have been the Caufe of the Misfortunes which had lately 
happened •, they have fubmitted to the Houfe the Refulc of that Part of their Enquiries 
alfo (as far as they had proceeded therein) in the fame Report. 

But in tracing thefe fuppofed Sources of Misfortune, Your Committee were naturally 
induced to make it the Obje& of their firft Attention, to examine the previous Situation 
and Proceedings of that Government, into whofe immediate Dependencies thelnvafion of 
the Enemy had been brought, with fuch rapid and fatal Succefs. It has been already 
explained to the Houfe, what early and authentic Intelligence of the hoftile Defigns of 
Hyder Ally, appears to have been received by the Governor and Council of Fort Saint 
George, and what Steps they had taken by Negociation to prevent the Attack, or by 
defenfive Preparation to repel it. 

But in the Courfe of this particular Inveftigation into the previous Meafures of the 
Madras Prefidency, there having been difcovered among their Records feveral Sug- 
geftions of other Caufes extrinfic to their own Condudl, and which, though ariflng at a

Pittance, might be fuppofed, by Connexion or Control, to have had a material Efle<tt ia 
weakening the Powers Of their Government, and giving Advantage to the Enemy, Your 
Committee confidered an Examination of thofe Suggeftions to be incumbent upon them; 
and thought that they fliould not have completed, with the Impartiality they are anxious 
to give Proof of, the Duty entrufted to them, if they did not purl'ue every probable 
Gaulc, however diftant, and involved in whatever Difficulties, of Events fo interetting to 
the Honour and Welfare of the Britifli Nation, and her Dependencies. 

And*they have received, with great Satisfaction, an Encouragement and Confirmation 
to their Opinion and Intentions, by the declared Sentiments of the floufe, at the 'l ime 
when the Committee was revived, ar the Opening of this Seffion of Parliament. Thefc 
Cortii deration*; have naturally andmecefi’arily directed the immediate Profecution of their 
o v ' renewed Enquiries, to colleft ■'.ild lay before the Houfe an Account of the Conduct and 
Circumftances of the IET Tv ar. It has appeared to the Houfe from a former Report,

' State of the Carnatic at the Time* oYthe Irruption of Hyder Ally, to the War in which 
the Two other Prefic encies of Bengal and Bombay had impoliticly involved the Com¬ 
pany’s Poffeffions witt the Mefatta Nation, and in Support ot which, at the Requifitiod 
of thofe Prcfif circles, a confide, able Body of Troops on the Madras Eftablifhment had 
been lent to I ombay and Surat. icie Circumftances were laid to have much influenced 
the Defigns of Hyder Ally > bee he by this Means found it eafy to make his own 
Peace with the Mnrattas, and rec ivt -dditional Encouragement to carry into Execution 
his intended Invafion upon the Tt rritc J s of the Company, and of their Ally the Nabob 
Mahomed Alii, in the Carnatic, w file they were thus deprived, not only of the Aflifiance 
of the other Prefidcncies, but alio -f a considerable Parc of their own Forces. In order 
to make the Houfe more competent Judges of the Truth and Extent of this Charge, 
Yqur Committee have thought it proper to carry back their Invefbgation to that Period 
in the Year 1774, when the Prefidency of Bom ny feized upon Salfette and the adjacent 
Iflands, Which appears to have been the firft opcii ^<51 of Hoftility againft the Marattas, 
and to have been followed by a Treaty with Ragonaut Row, for the Purpofe of a fli fling 
him (in Confideration of certain Conceffions to the Company) to recover Pofleffion of the 
Pdhwaftiip, or chief Rule of the Maratta State, over which a great Confederacy had in 
his Stead placed an Infant, the real or ftippofititious Son of Murrain Row, the deeeafed

But as the Subjed of this Enquiry is new and extenfive, involving in it a Necefiity 
of frequenc References, not only to the particular Situation of the Company’s Settle¬ 
ments, but alfo to the general State of political Connedtions and Interefls in ^ India; 
and as the lingular Conftitution, as well as the aflual Condition of the Maratta Empire, 
will be found, to have operated with efiential Influence at the Beginning and during the 
Continuance of the War which Your Committee are to treat of, they think it impro¬ 
per to break at once abruptly into a mere Narrative of Events, without laying a 
previous Ground Work of local Information, by which alone, a fair and ready Judg¬ 
ment can be formed, of the Wifdom or Impolicy, of the Equity or Injtiftice, of the po¬ 
litical and military Proceedings in Queftion. 

The Conftitution and Eftablifhment of a new Plan of Adminiftration in Bengal, by 
which that Prefidency became entrufted to many efiential Purpofes, with a luperirt- 
tending Power over the reft of the licitifh Governments, ami by which the general 
Syftern of Indian A ffairs was materially afFeded, appears to Your Committee, to be the 
proper -ffira in which to take a View of the political Perfpedive, and u> make a flight 
Sketch of its general Outline. \

ment of the Prefidency of Fort William in Bengal, there fiiould be appointed a Go¬ 
vernor General and Four, Cpunfellors, who fiiould have the fame Powers, as were men 
or at any Time might have been exercifed by the Prefident and Council, or Select Com¬ 
mittee, in the Kingdoms of Bengal, Bahar, and Or ifTa. The Opinion of the Majority 
was in all Cafes of Difference to decide the Quefiion y and where the Numbers prtdent, 
-fliould by any Accident be equally divided, the Governor General, or in h*s Abience, 
the next Senior Member, were to have a Calling Voice.

In the fame Claufe the Governor General and Council were direCled to obey the 
Orders of the Court of DireClors, and to tranfmit regular Advices to them; which, within 
a limited Time, they (the Directors) fhouId lay before one of His Majefty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State. 

Mr. Haftings was appointed the Firft Governor General; General Clavering, Colonel 
Monibn, Mr. Harwell, and Mr. Francis, the Firft: Counfellors ; and they were to hold 
their Offices for Five Years, from the Time of their Arrival in Bengal and of their 
taking upon them the Government of that Prefidency, and not to be removeable in the 
mean Time, except by the King, upon Reprefentation made by the Court of DireClors. 
The next in Rank was appointed to fucceed in cafe of any Avoidance of the Office of 
Governor General, and the Court of Directors were impowered to fupply the vacant 
Place of any Counfellor, with the Confent of His Majefty, under His Sign Manual, 
during the firft Five Years. The Powers of Government, until fuch Appointment 
fliouid be made, were to continue in the mean Time in the remaining Body. After the 
firft Five Years the Nomination was to be in the Court of Directors. 

The Eftablifhment of a Board of Trade, and Regulations for the Conduct of thofe 
Matters, which were made the particular Objects of that JurifdiCtion, formed alfo a ma¬ 
terial Part of this ACt. 

And Your Committee alfo find herein a Prohibitory Claufe againft receiving, direCtly 
or indireCUy, any Prefent, Gift, Donation, Gratuity, or Reward, pecuniary or other- 
v fe, or any Promife or Engagement for them, and againft the carrying on, or being 
; oncerned in, any Dealings or Tran factions, by way of Traffic or Commerce of any 
Kind whatfoever, (the Trade and Commerce of the United Company only excepted ;) 
ancl the Firft of thefe Prohibitions were extended not only to any Governor General or 
Members of the Supreme Council, and to any Chief Juflice or Member of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, but alfo to every Perfon under the Crown or the Company.

All the Provifions relative to the Governor General and Council were enaCttd by an¬ 
other Claufe, to commence from the Time that public Proclamation (hould be made of 
their Arrival, or of any Three of' them, at Fort William in Bengal, which Proclamation 
they were required to make.

“ condign Punifhment.”—-And in their Letter of the fame Date to the Council, they 
defired them to aflat their Prefident with their unanimous Efforts for the full Accom* 
plifliment of all Regulations. 

Letter from Governor Haf- And we perceive that the Governor, in the Anfwer which he fent to the Court in Ac- 
,. knowledgtnenc of the Favour and Kindnefs Ihewn to him, “ found him it If under the 

“ Necelfi'ty of avowing his Inability to obey their Commands in regard to an effectual 
“ Enquiry into the Conduft of their Servants and lie at the feme Time declared, in 
Excufe of the Behaviour not only of Individuals, but of the collective Members of 
former Adminiftrauons, “ that the Blame was not fo much imputable to them 
“ as to the want of a Principle of Government adequate to its Subftatice, and a coercive 
“ Power to enforce it,” and he remarked Upon the Incompetency of their Conftitution, 
“ for the Government of a great Kingdom, under ancient Charters, which were framed 
“ merely for the Jurifcliftion of trading Settlements.” He rejoiced therefore, in being 
apprifed of an intended Change in the Syllern of Law and Polity, and after pointing 
out fuch aftual Defefts, as feemed to. him to require Correction, he fuggefted certain 
Regulations for that Purpofe, with an Excufe, for the Appearance of thereby leeking > 
gratify his own Ambition ; as he principally recommended the Propriety of increalinj 
. ^ the Power and Duration of the Office of Governor, by an Expofition of the Mifchiefs 
"“"Which arofe from its Weaknefs and Inflability. 

But in order to profecute the Plan which we have announced, and to lay before die 
Houfe the fulleft Information of the State of the Company’s Territorial and other Pof. 
leffions, and of the Revenues arifing therefrom, under the Prefidencies of Bengal and 
Bombay, previous to the Arrival of the Members of the new Adminittration, Your 
Committee have arranged the feveral Particulars in a methodical Charr, by which they 
may be feen and examined at one comprekenfive View. And we have thought it 
proper to begin this Reprefentation at that Period, when the Report of Your Secret 
Committee, appointed in the Year 1772, clofed the State of Accounts, which had then 
been laft tranfmitted from India.

The ...pendent Greajpefs of 
its former Vafials now hardly flowed the mere Name of Subordination ; and th King 
was apparently fuffered to retain Poffelfion of the fcanty Relicks of Dominion, Lxaule 
mutual Jealoufy alone prevented the Extinftionor Ufurpation of his titular Sovereignty ; 
which, befides, was made ufe of as a political Pageant to attrad fome fmall Popularity 
to the Party which carried it with them. Yet it appears to Your Committee, that in 
this Decline of his Power, he was gone to Delhi, where the Grandeur of his Family had, 
for near 300 Years, been ufed to fhine with fuperior Brightnefs, to expofe himfeif to Con¬ 
tempt by the idle Parade of a Coronation, which he thought indifpenfable for the Ex- 
ercife of his impotent Sovereignty; and, “ in the more idle Scheme of re ft or mg the 
y “ Mogul Empire to its ancient Dignity and Extent.” 

It mull be obferved, that the Provinces of Corah and Currah, which, by the Treaty 
of Iliabad in 1765, had been allotted to him for his Royal Refidence and Demefne,

unfortunate had he been in the Choice and in the Change of his Friends and Allies, 
that he, by th fe Means, afforded a Pretence or Colour of Juft ice to thofe who were 
ftripping him o* almoft the laft Refervation for his bare Subfillence.

It appears, however, that a long Time previous to thefe Tranfa&ions, the Court of 
Directors had written to their Adminiftration at Bengal upon the Subject of the King’s 
Delire and Delagft of' going to Delhi, and forbad them to continue one of the Com¬ 
pany’s Brigades at Allahabad, which he had earndlly requeued. And in regard to the 
probable Confequenees of this Refufal they feemed little felicitous •, but they obferved 
upon the Poffibility of his throwing himfelf into the Hands of the Marattas, that in fuch 
Cafe they ihoukt be difeugaged from him, and that fuch a Step might open a fair Op¬ 
portunity of withholding the 26 Lacks, which they then paid as a Tribute for the De* 
vrWAOlieieB.■: M..t-AT r : ' 5 - ; " f Vv - 1 

Upon this Occafion, however. Your Committee find, That the Nabob Vizier, Sbuja 
ul Dowla, one of the great independent Servants of the Empire, was the Object whom 
the Bengal Prefidency chofe to favour with the Spoils of the Emperor but it is at the 
fame Time to be noticed, that they did not make a free Gift of them, but ftipulated 
for a Confideration of a large Sum in ready Money, and the entire Expence of the 
Troops which Ibould be employed in cafe of Requifition for the Defence of the Vizier’s 
Dominions. By the Treaty of Uiahabab in 1765, the Guarantee of them was not en» 
gaged on iuch advantageous Terms to the Company ; and it now appeared to the Calcutta 
Board, more defirable to improve the Conditions of it, and to procure a Sum of Money 
for their Treafury (which, as we have remarked above, was in fo impoveriffied a State) 
than to feize the Opportunity of acquiring the Provinces of Chunar and Gauzipore, in 
Exchange for thofe of Karah and Currah; it being thought at all Events not advileable 
themfelves rM‘.'I*«MiTulfeffion of them, bccaufe of the Diftance from Bengal, and the 
confequenc Expence of their Protection. Having therefore determined to difpofe of 
them on the belt Terms that could be had, and the King’s helplefs State being held an 
infuperable Objection to their furrendering them to him, they confidered that the Pre- 
tenfions of the Vizier came next in Preference on many Accounts, but particularly as 
being confonant to the Company’s Orders. 

Your Committee indeed have obferved, that the Court of Directors had enjoined 
the Government of Bengal to ufe their Endeavours to effeCt art Exchange of the Pro¬ 
vinces above mentioned, while in Poffefiion of the King, for thofe of Chunaf and Gau¬ 
zipore, with a View to make his Majefty’s Situation more neighbouring on their own 
Poffefiions under that Prefidency •, but by withholding the Tribute due for the Dewannee* 
the Adminiftration thought, according to their ConftruClion of the Company’s Motives, 
that they had fuperfeded the Expediency of the Exchange for fuch a Purpofe. And 
it appears to have been the declared Opinion of the Governor* that they aCted on true 
political Grounds of Advantage to the Company, in feeking to cncreafe the Power and 
Influence of their Ally, the Nabob Vizier •, and indeed we find Principle to have 
been an avowed Inducement, fecond only to the Confideration ffl the pecuniary Benefits 
6 arifing 
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irifiwg therefrom, for confenting alfo to the Support of the Vizier in an Expedition 
again ft the Rohillas with the Company’s Brigade, and in that Inftance to tranfgrefs the 
Extent of the defenfive Line, which was preferibed by the Regulations of Treaty, and 
the Orders of the Company : We fhould not omit to take Notice,that there was a further 
Motive declared, which pointed ouc this Meafure as the fureft Means of acquiring 
another Barrier to the Vizier’s Country againft the Incurfions of the Marattas, whom 
it was only wilhed to keep at a Diftance, without the Neceflity of entering into a 
War with them, '' .C\ ^ 

Your Committee do not mean in thefe introductory Obfervations to enter into a very 
circumstantial Difcuflion of particular TranfaCtions, or of the Arguments by which 
•the Government explained the Motives of their Conduct on thefe Occafions. We ftiall 
confine o-rl'elves to material FaCts, and only invite the Attention of the Houle to a 
•Ref* cnee in the Appendixes for fuch Authorities and Reafonings, as we efteero enential 
y'j their explanatory Illuftration. j 

> Your Committee irideed find, that * the conftant Profeffion of the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment was the Protection of their Allies* without forming any Dehgns againft Other- 
People, and fo trid were they in exacting Obedience to their Orders againft carrying 
the Forces bey nd the Bounds of Limitation, that they exprefled fome DifiatisfaCbon 
at the General/ for a very momentary Deviation from them. Yet this fhould feem to 
have arifen more from a Principle 6f Pifcipline than Policy, as in a Letter under 
an earlier Date o the Court of Directors, they recommended the Advantages of a greater 
Latitude for naion and efpecialiy in Regard to the Marattas, they feemed to 
think, that (asthey could never be abfolutely allured againft the Enterprizes of fo ca¬ 
pricious a Nation) “ if they were to have a War with them, it would be better to meet 
i. them beyond the Line of their own Frontiers ; fupporting the Vizier their beft Barrier 5 
1, their Expences paid •, and in a Manner defending themfelves, rather than to be con- 
« fined to their own Pofleflions, and their own Refources.” 

And it appears (With a View to the fartie Objed) to have been the Wilh of the Ge¬ 
neral at rhat‘ Time, that the Marattas might boldly advance to an Attack upon the 
Korah Province, by which Means it would be within the Reach of his InftruChons to 
come to fome decifive Conflict with them, and an End might thereby be put to the inef¬ 
fectual Campaigns in that Quarter. In this Hope however he was difappointed, as 
they ftill avoided a general ACtion; the Company’s Brigade therefore took Poffeflion ot 
the Provinces, and a Member of the Bengal Board was fent to receive Charge of them 
from the General, becaufe they required che Unmediace Supcnmcidance of a l erfon well 
fkilled in the Bufinefs of the Revenues. And at the fame Time the Governor, as has 
been ft a ted above, proceeded to a Conference with the Vizier at Benares, upon the Dc- 
fign of furrendering them to him. 

It appears to Your Committee, that the Bengal Council wrote from their Secret De¬ 
partment to the Court of Directors, on the 12th Goober 1773, and informed them of the 
Governor’s Return, about a Week before, from the Interview with the Vizier; and that he 
had brought with him the Original of a new Treaty concluded between them. And we per¬ 
ceive that the Board tranfmiued this Treaty to the Court with Copies of the lnftrudhons 
which they had given to the Governor, and his Report on his Return, with all the Papers 
referred to in it, together with the Confutations, Minutes, &c. at large, winch had palled 
upon ir Thefe Your Committee have placed in^the. Appendix, N° 19, and they con¬ 
tain very full Information on the Subject The material Points of Agivc,,,.^, which w* - 
find therein reprefented, were the Ceffion of the Provinces of Korah and Illababad to the 
Vizier, on Condition of his paying Fifty Lacks of Rupees to the Company, Twenty ot 
which in ready Money, and the Remainder in equal Payments at the Expiration ot One 
or Two Y'ears. And the Equivalent which the Vlzier was to pay for the Charge of their 
Troops, when fent to his Affiftance at his Requifition, was ftipulated at i wo Lacks ajd 
Ten thoufand Rupees per Month, inftead of the Payments of I hirty thoufand, fixed by 
General Smith in the Year 1767, and augmented in the Two laft Campaigns to One 
Lack Fifteen thoufand. 

In Regard to the Engagements entered into wjfh the Vizier, for an Attack on the Ro- 
hilla Country, Your Committee find, by the Governor’s Minute of the 12th October, 
that he had aflented to that Propofition for the general Reafons above mentioned. But 
by a Letter from the St-left Committee to the Court of Direftors, dated nth October, 
we perceive, that in Addition to the apparent Expediency of preventing the Marattas 
from makino- an Impreffion on that Quarter, to which they chiefly directed their Opera¬ 
tions, and oi gaining thereby an Inroad into the Vizier’s Country, there was another In¬ 
ducement which leems to have been the more immediate Ground of Soujah Dowlah s

Progrefs, Conduct, and prefent State of the Maratta War; and all other 
Holtilities in which the Prefidency of Bengal now are, or have been, engaged 
in the Support of that War; and of the Effe&s which the faid War and 
Hoftilities may have produced in Bengal, and the other Settlements and Pol~ 
fdlions of the Eaft India Company 

H AVING in,their preceding Report uponjhis Subjedr, taken a curfory View 
of the general State of Politics, and probable Difpofition of the feveral 
Powers in any Degree interefted in the Difputes between the Britifii Govern- 
ments in India and the Maratta Nation, at the Period when Colonel Upton returned 
from Poona to Fort William, in July 1777, defire now to carry back the Attention of 
the Houfe, to examine whether thofe Differences were efFe&ualJy compromized and 
Peace rellored with a Likelihood of Permanency, between the Company and the Poona 
Government. 

It appears that a Vackeel from the Maratta Court accompanied Colonel Upton on 
his Return to Calcutta 5 and it will be remembered, that the Minifters had expreffed 
ar> earned: Defire to prepare for him a welcome Reception by the Governor General 
and Council, in the View of thereby forming a ftronger Cement to the Reconciliation 
of the Two’Governments. But we have difeovered very early Proofs that the final 
Settlement of all Differences was not yet accompliflied. This is very ftrongly manifefted 
by Letters and Papers of mutual Vmmplaint interchanged between Mr. Moftyn and 
the Poona Durbar, loon after his Arrival there, and by Accounts from the Agents who had 
been fent to Broach in order to agree upoi'. the Allotment of a Country of Three Lacks. 
And we have further obferved, that the Maratta Minilter. Siccaram Baboo, after reca¬ 
pitulating many Subjeas of Complaint, in a Letter to Colonel Upton, defired qt the 
fame Time to inform the Supreme Council of the Arrival of lbme Gentlemen on the 
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Part of the Xing of France, in one of their Maratta Ports, and of the real Motives- 
which had induced the Minifters to permit their Approach to the Prefence, and. to ex 
plain the Subject of their Million, being aware, “that the Gov£/oor and Council os ' 

“ Bombay would reprefent that Matter to them in an injurious Light.” 

And Xour Committee have indeed found that the Accounts tranfmitted by the 
Bombay Government, and alfo by Mr. Moftyn from Poona, of the welcome K •“ception 
given to the French Agents, and of their fuppofed Defigns, convey a very different Idea 
of the miniftijffal Views in thisTranfaftion.. It appears by thele Letters, that the prin¬ 
cipal Perlbr) of the Embaffy called himfelf the Chevalier de St. Laub r and. that their 
Vifit was in confequence of an Application from the Maratta Governor to the French 
Cnief at Surat during th<e late Troubles : That they came in a large Frigate to Choul, 
and it was laid with a Commiflion independent of the Government of. Pondicherry : 
That the real 1 Objetft of their Deputation was not known, but was fufpc&cd to aim at 
the fettling a Factory in Poona, and obtaining a Sea Port in fome Part of the Malabar 
Coalt under the Maratta Dominions. And though Mr. Moltyn, in Anfwer to his Remon- 
ftrances to the Durbar,:was allured that nothing was intended to the Prejudice of the 
Company, the Prefidency of Bombay were apprehenfive of very bad Confequenees to 
T heir Trade, and of a dahg^rous Influence to their Difadvantage in cafe, of .a national 
War, Ihoufl the French iucceed in obtaining fueh Conceffions from the Maratfa Go¬ 
vernment , and they had therefore intruded Mr Moftyn, that he Ihould endeavour “ to 
“ excite their Jealouly by reprefenting the ambitious Views and encroaching Difpofition 
“ of that Nation, and their Attachment to Hyder Ally, and at the fame Time to make it 
“ his Study himfelf to preferve the moll amicable Correfpondence with the Durbar.” - 
The Cheyalier, who had obtained an early Pfrmiffion to lay up his Ship for the bad Sea- 
fon at Dhpttl, and to iarffl a confiderable Quantity of Artillery and Military Stores, ap¬ 
pears to have had his Audience of the Pelhwa on the 8th of May, and to have then de¬ 
livered a Letter, purporting to be from the French King, and another from his Minifter v 
on which Occafion Mr. Moftyn renewed his Reprefemations and Remonftrances, and 
feems not to have been fully fatisfied with the Anfwer returned to him ; but obferv- 
ing foon afterwards a Change of Behaviour in the Minifters towards the Chevalier (whom 
he now found to be Monfieur de St. Lubin) he imputed it to a Sulpicion which had 
arilen, through the Nabob of A root’s Vaqkeel, of his having a fled without Authority* 
and having prefenteef fictitious Letters to the Pelhwa. 

Your Committee find that the Governor General and Council had fufpended their 
Confideration and Judgment upon all thefe Matters till Colonel Upton’s Return i though. 
General Claveripg appears to have previoufly declared, that as all the Adts of the Bom¬ 
bay Prefidency had been fo manifeftly hoftile to the Maratta State, he was not lurprifed 
at their Endeavour to form Connections with the French, to protect themfelv.es againft 
fuch unfriendly and unjqftifiable Proceedings j and he wifhed to induce the Court of Di- 
redtors to enforce a Change of Conduct by their Authority. Upon Colonel Upton’s 
Arrival, the Board ordered all Letters and Enclofures which they had received from 
Bombay and from Poona, to be delivered to him j and defired his Opinion as well upotv 
the Difficulties which ftiltretarded the Execution of the Treaty, as upon the Probability of 
Suecefs to the Intrigues of St. Lubin. The Anfwer of Colonel Upton to thefe Refer¬ 
ences, which will be found in the Appendix, N* ii, is very full, afcribing to the Prefi- 
dency of Bombay, almoft in every Inltance, the Blame of wilful Delay, and other unwar¬ 
rantable Obftru&ions to the Conclufion of the Treaty ; and declaring a firm Opinion, that' 
when all the Conditions of it Ihould be carried into Execution, the French Intrigues at 
the Maratta Durbar would no longer give any - Alarm, and that if a Minifter from the 
Superior Council was fent to fefide there, which the Pelhwa and the Minifters had ever 
requeited, the Incereft of the Company with the Poona Government would be ie cuffed 
againft every Attempt to fupplant it. 

Thefe Remarks, together with an A b ft raft, prepared by Order of the Board, of fuch 
other Particulars as had not been decided upon by them, became the Subject of them 
Confideration on the nth Adguft; and their Letter of the i8th to the Prefident and 
Council of Bombay, contains their general Sentiments on thofe Subje&s ; to which, in 
confequence of another Letter then received from that Prefidency, communicating freili 
Advices in regard to the Adjuftment of mutua 1 Stipulations, particularly in the Province 
of the Guzeraf, they added in Reply additional Obfervations and Inftrudtions. 

It Ihould be here obferved, that a Letter was afterwards received by Colonel Upton, 
from Futty Sing, in which he declared that he had found himfelf compelled, by the Cir- 
cumftances of his Situation, to make the Alienations, which he was at the fame Fitric 
.confcious he had not a Right to do, of the Diftri&s in the Guzcrat Province. 
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Your Committee havt obferved, that many Reports, in Addition to tjiofe a; ifing from Appendix; N» 141 
the Projects of St. Lubin, of the inimical Defigns of the French, had for fome Time B«n. Set. c«»r. *8 jui, 1775N 
raft been brought from-different Parts to the Supreme CouhCil ; and the Governor Ge- Jtc, in!!: ,IW “ ‘ ,lr * 

"Vieral had himlelf frggelted fome Sufpicions of them, although he did not think them m;„ m ! f™, a/“th'J 
fufficientiy ftrong to caufe any immediate Alarm for the Provings of Bengal, or the Ne- c Jttn «« c e „nu 
ceffity of removing iome Battalions of the Brigades from their Station in the Vizier’s c,M * rin *» *w* 
Country, which •General Clavering had propofed. But he aftervi/arcls adviled that a Let- 
, ter fhould be fent to the Prefidencies of Fort Saint George and Bombay, requefting them 
to tranftnit a Return of the aCtual State of their Forces, together with their Sentiments 
upon the bell preparatory Steps to be talcen for Refinance, in cafe of Invafiori on any of 
the Cort-jpanyY Settlements. 

With regard to the Progrefs of Monfieur de Sr. Lubin’s Negotiations, Your Com¬ 
mittee have found, that 1 the Supfertie Council, in a Letter to the Prefidency of Bombay, 
complained of the Want of Information fre-n them on this SubjeCt, though it had ap¬ 
peared by a Paper, which had accidentally fallen into Mr. MotfynV Hands, written by 
St. Lubin’s Secretary, that he was certainly charged with a Coniimflion from France, 
and that his Succefs muft of courle be attended with Confequenc.es very detrimental to 
the Interefts of the Company. I his Complaint Was afterwards {till more ferioufly re¬ 
puted, upon Account of Mr. Moftyn’s fudden Return to Bombay, and the belay of the 
President and Council in communicating the Propofals which he brought fron the Ma- 
ratta Government. But by other Accounts tranfrintted from Poona in Mr. Moftyn’s 
Abfence, we perceive that not only Monfieur de St. Lubin appeared to have a greater In¬ 
fluence than ever with the Minifters, but that his Intereft prevailed fo far as to procure 
Encouragement alfo for the Agent of another Foreign Power, who was lately arrived, 
and who was likely to be allowed to fix an Auftrian Settlement on the Maratta Coaft, by 
the particular Favour of Nanna Furriefe. At the fame Time, a Quarrel which hap- 
pened between Monfieur de Sr. Lubin and fome Perfons of his Suite,"opened a Source 
of further Information relative to the Origin and Advancement of his Scheme. Thefe 
Ptrfons, it feems, pretending an Alarm at the Refencment of their Principal, had fouohc 
an Afylum under the Protection of Mr. Lewis (the Affiftant Refident) which he readily 
afforded them. The Government of Bombay, when informed of the Circumftances, 
affured him of their Approbation, and directed that he (hould fend the Two Gentlemen 
to the Prefidency. The Minifter however (Nanna ’Furriefe) refufed the Duftuck to pals 
them out of the Maratta Territories, which Mr. Lewis attributed to the Influence of 
St. Lubin. It appears to Your Committee, that the Governor General and Council 
highly condemned this whole TranfaCtion, as a probable Caufe of new Diffentions with 
the Minifters; intimating alfo their ftrong Sufpicion of Impofture and Stratagem in Col- 
lufton with St. Lubin, for the Purpofe of fomenting Difunioh between the Enelifh and 
that Government. 

But Your Committee have found further Accounts of thefe Proceedings in a Letter 
from Mr. Farmer, who happened to be then at Poona, to the Bombay Government, which 
the Prefident and Council inclofed on the 7th of December in a long Difpatch to the 
Calcutta Board 5 and tranfmitting alfo therein the Propofals which had been delivered 
to Mr. Moftyn, by the Maratta Minifters, they declared, that if Ragoba Ihould not chufe 
to accept the Conditions proffered to him, which were certainly more lpecious than folid, 
they could not prevail on themfelves to remove him by Force "from their Settlements, 
efpecially “ as the Flonourable Company, in a Letter dated 16th April 1777, juft re~ 

“ ceived, confidered the perfonal Safety of Ragoba of fo much Importance, as to make 
“ it one of the Conditions of their acquiefcing in the late Treaty.” The plain Tenor 
and Drift of this Addrefs to the Superior Council, inforced by a Copy of the general 
Letter (both of which we have placed at Length in the Appendix, N° 23, for the par- 
tiefoar Attention of the Houfe) was calculated to infpire a TJiftruft of Artifice and Du¬ 
plicity in the Maratta Minifters, and of their Combination with the French to invade 
the Britifh Settlements. It difeovers alfo the further Defign of perfuading the Superior 
Council to an Anticipation of thefe hoftile Machinations, by a prior Attack on the Pro¬ 
jectors; and endeavours to evince the Certainty of Succefs againft a divided Govern¬ 
ment and a weak, ill paid Army, hard prefled by Hyder Ally •, concludins with a 
Reprefrntation of the limited Powers and unprovided Reiburces of their own Prefidency, 
which left them unauthorized and unequal to the Undertaking, without the Advice and 
Support of the fuperintending Government, to whom they had done their Duty in fub- 
mitting thefe neceflary Recommendations. 

Your Committee indeed obferve, from the Contents of the General Letter of the 16th 
April, referred to above, that the Court of Directors, though they gave their Saotfion 
to the Treaty concluded by Colonel Upton, were not entirely fitisfied with the Terms 
of it, as it had not procured the Surrender of Baffein to the'Company j and alfo that 
Rei\ VI. B jhey 
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they did not approve of the Mode of Interference by the Suj: erior Council in fending 
an Ambaffador to Poona, but plainly pointed out a more limited Seofe, in which 
Ihotild exped the fupenntending Power to be for the future regarded ; amount , 
little more than a Reservation of the Right of final Approval and Ratification of ; 
ties, which the other Prefidencies, in Matters affefting their Dependencies, fhouk 
authorized to negotiate. And Your Committee have further obferyed, that the Co 
very ftrongly intimated the Preference which they fhould have given to an Alliam. 
with Ragoba, and efpecially in the following Diredions; u If the Conditions of the 
“ Treaty of Poona have not been ftridly fulfilled on the Part of the Marattas, and if 
“ from any Circumftances our Governor General and Council fhall deem it expedient, 
“ we have no Objedion to an Alliance with Ragoba, on the Terms agreed upon between 
** him and you.” . :iis F ■■

Bombay in the Difpatch of i6ch of April, the Governor General was of courfe aware 
of the Company’s Sentiments at the Time he drew up this Minute for the Confideratioa 
of the Board, and he evidently formed his general Plan in Obfervance of the Company’s 
Orders. 

It contains a ftrong Recommendation to adopt decifive Meafures, either for the Pur- 
pofe, of final Pacification or open Hottility, between which Alternatives it was become ne~ 
ceffary to determine upon a pofitive Choice or Offer; that mutual Infractions (real or fup- 
pofed) of the Treaty of Poorunder, and the Certainty of Engagements having been en¬ 
tered into between the Maratta Minifters and the French Agent, made it incumbent upon 
the Company’s Servants, to be at leaft prepared for either Event', and induced him to pro- 
pofe a Plan for Accommodation, which, fhould be held conclufive. 

Your Committee obferve in this Plan material Alterations and Amendments of the 
Treaty of Poorunder; the principal Objects of it appear to be a Stipulation of more ad¬ 
vantageous Conditions in Favour of Ragoba, and the eventual or immediate Acquifition 

of Baffein to jhe Company, providing againft the further Eftcfts of the French Intrigues 

at the Court of Poona, and propofing to detach a ftrong Reinforcement of Troops to 

the Prefidency of Bombay, with the Support of which they might the more confidently 
infift upon the propofed Terms of Accommodation, or make the belt Advantage of any 
, Change of Government in Poona; but that above all, they might be enabled to refill; any 
Attempts which the French ftjould make to the Prejudice of the Company’s Interefts-on 
that Side oflndia. , oJ .■

And it appears by the Letter, which in confequence of thefe Refolutions, was then 
written to the Prefident and Council of'Bombay, that the Sanction pf the Superior 
Council was given to their Plan, upon the Suppofiriotvthai the Chief Minifter of the 
Maratta State had particularly iblicited their Interference to compole the inceftine Divi- 
fions of that Empire y and that the ObjeCt of their own Policy wars to preveht the Growth

« adverfe to the Company, and to promote the Security of the Company*® Pofleffiom.” 
And it Ihquid be remarked, that the Governor General propofed, that the Refolutidn 
in regard to fending Reinforcements to Bombay, fhould not be carried into Execution * : 
until the Board received further Advices from thence, which would be neceflary to war- 
rant it: And he further defired to lay before them, ftronger Evidence chan had yet been 
from recorded ofllte Extent and Danger of the French Intrigues at Poona, ^ beeaufe “ they 
” "" •* formed the principal Grounds for the luppofed Refolutions of the Prefident and Council 

“ of Bombay.” To thefe Letters and Papers, which we have put in the Appendix, N“ 29, 
he added a Declaration of his real Opinion, that the Prefidency of Bombay were in a 
•State of fufficient Force to enter upon the Meafure they had propoled, under all the 
prefent Circumffances and Difpofitions of the Maratta Armies ; but that however, he 
thought it neceflary to apprife and warn them, “that the Superior Council deemed 
“ them folely refponfibk- to the Company and the Nation for all the Confequences of 
“ the Meafures they had taken, or might take on that Occalion, without thejr Confenc 
“ and Approbation.” ' ■ ' 

Your Committee find, that the Governor General and Council tranfmitted an Account 
of all thefe Circumftances to the Court of Directors, in their Secret Letter dated 4th . 
February; in which they added, that the Prefidency of Fort Saint George having declined 
to comply wifi the Requeft of the Bombay Government for a Supply of Troops, they 
had expreflec their Defvre, that they would not continue to refute it. And it appears 
by another Secret Letter, dated 16th February, from the Governor General and Council, 
that the Death of the Ram Rajah, which happened in the Beginning of December 1777, 
was expedted to occalion fome Difficulty and Diforder in the Nomination and Eftablifh- 
menc of a Succeflbr ; and that the Defeat of the Maratta Troops by Myder Ally, would 
alfo prove to be an Event very favourable in its Confequences to the Company’s Tranf- 
actions with that Government. 

Your Committee find, that on the 11th January Mr. Moftyn, who had returned to 
Poona, wrote from thence to the Governor and Council of Bombay, informing them of 
his Apprehensions that though Siccaram Baboo would privately affift the Furtherance is 
of their Plan, he would not yet be induced to give it under his Hand. Whereupon the 
Bombay Board appear to have made the following Refolution, “That nothing further 
“ can be done in the Bufinefs, unlefs Siccaram Baboo joins in making Application to us 
“ for the Affiftance of the Company to reinftate Ragoba; as we cannot think of afting 
“ in any Manner contrary to the late Treaty, unlefs by exprefs Defire, of the prin- 
“ cipal Perfons with .Whom it was concluded.”—But the Prefident having on the 19th 
laid before the Board a Paper, of Information, tranfmitted to him by Ragoba, wherein 
it was afTerted, that an aftual Agreement in Writing had taken Place for giving up of 
Rowe Danda or Choul to the French, though the Sunnuds had not yet been iffued, 
they immediately recorded an unanimous Opinion, “ that nothing but a Change in the 
“ prefent Adminiftration at Poona, could fecure the Company from the Danger and bad 
“ Confequences of an Alliance between the French and the Marattas, and that there 
« was no Method to avert the impending Evil, but by the Company’s immediately 
“ taking a decifive Part ” And in further Confirmation of thefe Sentiments, they com¬ 
municated their Refolutions to the Governor General and Council, by a Letter dated the 
20th of January, in which alfo they defired to receive a Direfhon for their Conduft, 
in cafe the French fhould attempt to take Poficffion of the Sea Port which was laid to 
have been ceded to them. 

s«c. Corf. i3 d F«b. This Letter appears to have been taken into Cemfideration by the Calcutta Board, in, 
their Secret Department, On the 23d February, at the fame Time with Difpatches from 
Mr. Moftyn, dated the 19th ahd 24th January, in which he mentions his having bcpiv ' 
informed by good Authority, that no Agreement had yet taken Place between the French, 
and the Maratta Durbar. In confequence of thefe Advices, and of the Application for 
Inflruflions from Bombay, the Governor General propofed an immediate Reply, in 
which they fhould acquaint the Prefident and Council of their Refolution to fend a 
ftrona Military Force to a£f under the Dire&ions of that Government, which would 
aflemble at Calpee, and march by the mod prafticabk Route to Bombay, as ibon as ail 
neceflary Preparations could be expedited, and before their Progress fliould be retarded 
by the coming on of the rainy Seafon. Your Committee obferve, That this Propoficion 
was ftrongly oppofed, as will be feen by the fcVeral-Minutes of the Board, placed in the 
Appendix, "N” 35* whereby the Houfe will be fully informed of the Arguments ufed in 
Objection to and in Support of the Meafure. It was at laft feiolved to lend the Anfwer, 
recommended by the Governor General, with an additional Paragraph, in the follow- 
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ing Words: “ As we hi ve no Property, or Pretenfions to Property, in the Port of Choul, 

“ we cannot authorize you to life any overt Meafures for preventing theprench from form- 
“ ing an Eftablifhment at that Place, however dangerous their Neighbourhood may be 
to your Prefidency. This muft be effected by other Means, that is by an Appeal to 
that Power which alone can give them the Right of Pafleffion. We think it necef- 
“ Fary alfo to add the following Injunction, that you do not on any Pretence become 
“ the Aggreift rs, by commencing Hoftilities againft the French directly, nor. againft 
“ the Maratta State, but that you continue to adhere, as you allure us you will do, 

“ to the ttrift Letter of the Treaty fubfiftiog between the Company and the prefect 
“ Adminiftration of the Maratta State.” 

Your Committee find, that the Board having thus refolved to detach a Reinforce- Ben. Mil. Conf. * 3 Feb. 177?, 
metft to the Prefidency of Bombay, went into a Consideration, in their Military De- Appendix, N° 37. 
partmehf, of the Number and Quality of the Troops they Ihould fend, and of other 0 
neceffary Steps to be taken relative to the Subltitution of a Force, which might be 
judged fufficient For the Defence of their own immediate Dependencies, in the Abfenee 
of fo confiderablc a Detachment. The Opinion of General Stibbert, who had been 
confulted on this Subjedt, and to whom feveral Papers of Information had been referred 
on the 2d of this Month, was on this Occafion laid before the Board by the Governor 
General. ' ' .m; :j\ rr. a r, y”- . 

And Your Committee obferve, That he (the Commander in Chief) c.tfapproved 
of the Plan fuggefted for increafing the Sepoy Battalions to 1,000 Men each, and recom¬ 
mended that Four Battalions Ihould be formed by Drafts from the Four Brigades, which^ 
with Two Field Pieces attached to each, he thought to be full as great a Force of 
difeiptined Troops as could be well fpared from their Eftablilhment for the Service of the 
Prefidency of Bombay, and that no Europeans, either of Artillery or Infantry, could be 
added to them •, that as this Detachment muft go by Land, it would be expedient to 
fecure the friendly Affiftance of the different Powers through whofe Territories they 
muft neceffarily pafs ; and that among thefe, the Permiflion and Favour of Tookajee 
Holkar and Madajee Scindia, would be of the greateft Confequence, and remove 
every material Difficulty.—But we perceive that the Governor General was of Opinion* 
that this Method of drafting would take up too much Time, and. therefore fubmitted 
the fallowing Propofitions to the Confideration of the Board* , 

“ Firft, That a Detachment be formed of 6 Battalions of Sepoys front the Firft 
Brigade, with their Ordnance ; One Company of Native Artillery, with its Com'- 
plement of Ordnance to be furnilhed from the Field Train qf the Firft Brigade at 
Allahabad, and Two Howitzers to be fupplied from the fame Station* 

** Second, That the Troops which are to compofe this Dfctichment, be directed ttt 
affemble at Korah, or in the Neighbourhood of Calpce, 

** Third, That the Stores of this Detachment be furnilhed from the Magazines 
neareft to the Place of Rendezvous } and that the Commanding Officer be furnilhed 
with unlimited Authority to indent for fuch Stores ahd in fuch Quantity as he may 
deem neceffary for the Service to be performed. • 

“ Fourth, That Colonel Leffie be appointed to command this Detachment, with 
One Field Officer from the Firft Brigade, and One from the temporary Brigade j 
and that Major Baillie be nominated to the Charge'of the Artillery, with Two ad- 1 

ditional Subaltern Officers of that Corps to join the Company ordered upon this 
Service. •. . ■ ' ■ l ■; i 

“ Fifth, That Colonel Leffie be directed to make the neceffary Preparatipns to con- 
duft the Detachment by the moft pra&icabte Route to Bombay, or to fuch other 
“ Place in that Neighbourhood as he fhall be guided to by the President and Council 
“ of Bombay i and that it be particularly recommended to him to provide the moft 
“ cffe&ual Means of anfwering a fufficient Supplv of Prdvifions during the Courfe of 
“ the March.” 
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Thefe Propofifions appear to have been agreed upon by the Majority of the Board— 
Mr. Francis however protefting againft the March of the propofed Detachment to the 
Malabar Coaft, from an Opinion, that fo great a Force could not be fpared con¬ 
fidently with the Defence of the Bengal 1 Provinces, and of the Dominions of their 
Ally the Nabob of Oude; and that a Reinforcement, if neceffary, might be fpared 
with more Safety, and proceed with greater Expedition, from Fort Saint George. And 
we obferve, that other lefier Arrangements relative to fhfs Expedition^ being propofed 
by the Governor General on the ath March, were affented :q by the Board} Meffrs. 
Rxp.VI. C . Wilder 
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Wheler and Francis declaring, that having objected in vain to the general Meafure, 
they would not interfere with Details. 

Your Committee however find, that a Packet having arrU'ed on the 12th from tnm 
Court of Directors, containing alfo a Copy of their Diipatches dated 4th July 1777, 
to the Prefidency of Bombay, MefTrs. Francis and Wheler on that Occafion renewed 
their Inftances of Diflike to the Expedition, and addreffed a Letter to the Gover¬ 
nor General on the Subject •, in which, adverting to the Refoludons of the Court, 
and their Directions to the Prefident and Council of Bombay, they declared, that, 
Confidering all Meafures taken by them, in Conjunction with Ragoba, againft the 
ruling Power of Poona, to ftand in direCt Violation of the Company’s InftruCtions, 
they defired to fbbmlt an Opinion, that all Orders already iffued for the March of the 
intended Detachment to Bombay, fhould be immediately countermanded. The Minutes 
of the Governor General and other Members of the Board, at a Meeting in their 
Secret Department, in confequence of this Addrefs from MefTrs. Francis and Wheler, 
are placed in the Appendix N° 38, together with an ExtraCl from the Company’s 
General Letter; on the Contents of which, and the proper Acceptation of them, arofe 
the Debate in Queftion, and which terminated in a Negative given by the Majority to 
the Propofition. made by MefTrs. Francis and "Wheler. 

Your Committee find, that on the 23d March the Governor General propufed a 
Draft of 4 Letter to Bombay* which purported to be an Explanation of the Sentiments .of 
the Superior Council on the laft Paragraph of the Company’s General Letter abovemen- 
tioned to that Prefidency} and to give luch InftruCtions and Authority for their Guidance, 
as appeared necefiary, on a Suppofition that the fame Adminiftration remained at Poona, 
and that the Treaty continued on the fame Footing as that on which it had flood for 
Two Years paft. The great ObjeCts pointed out in this Letter to the Attention of the 
Bombay Board, appear to be, that they fhould principally endeavour to defeat the fecret 
or open Machinations of the French with the Maratta Government-, fhould infift upon the 
definitive Execution of the Treaty by the ruling Powers of that State} and fhould take 
Advantage of every Change in its Adminiftration to negociate beneficial Conceffions to 
the Company.—With regard to their Conduct towards Ragoba, we obferve the following 
explicit Direction : “ But if the prefent or future Members of the Adminiftration fhall 

either diredtly infringe the Treaty, or permit it to be infringed by Perfons aCting un- 
“ der their Authority, or fhall refufe to fulfil the Conditions of it, we, as authorized 
“ by the Company, do ihveft you with Authority to form a new Alliance with Ragoba, 
« and to engage with him in any Scheme you fhall deem expedient and fafe for re- 
“ trieving his Affairs.” In the fame Letter however they informed the Prefident and 
Council that they had written to defire the Pefhwa and his Minifters would allow 
a free Paffage to the Troops with which they intended to reinforce th«. ; Bombay Eftab- 
lifhmenr, and they directed them to make the fame Application immediately from 
themfelves. But Your Committee think it proper here again to refer the Houle to the 
Appendix N® 41, for an InfpeCtion of the InftruCtions at large, and for the general Rea- 
fonings of the Board upon them, and the Objections of the Minority, with the fpbfequeot 
Reply of the Governor General in Defence of them, recorded on the Secret Confnltar 
ttons of the 6th April-, and alfo a further Minute of the Governor General’s, recorded 
in the Proceedings of the 15th of the fame Month } and Mr. Francis’s Minute, recorded 
on Confutations 27th April, in Reply and in Confirmation of his Objections -, being all 
particularly directed to invalidate or fubitantiate the Evidence of the dangerous Ten¬ 
dency of the French Defigns in Conjunction with the Maratta Government, and the Ne- 
cefiity or Propriety of the Meafures advifctTfor counteracting them. 

Your Committee having moreover obferved, that the InftruCtions propofed by the 
Governor General on the 6th of April to be fent to Colonel Leflie, and a Letter in con- 
ieqtience of them to the Prefidency of Bombay, were not refolved upon by the Board 
without Oppofition, have put the Proceedings upon that Occafion alfo in the Appen¬ 
dix N* 42, and only take a curfory Notice in this Place of the general Purport of thofe 
Orders > by which it appears that Colonel Leflie was directed to proceed to Bombay, 
taking his Route preferably through the Province of Berar, on account of the friendly 
Dilpolition of the Rajah, unlefs any unforefeen Prevention fhould arife : That if after 
endeavouring to gain the Confent of the Chief of any DiftriCt through winch he 
might wilh to pafs, he Ihould meet with a Rffufal from him, he was to purfue his 
March neverthekfs in Oppofition to any fu& Impediment, paying Regard however to 
certain preferibed Reft fictions : That in advancing through the different Countries, he 
lbould be attentive to the State and Interefts of the fe.veral Petty Chiefs } that he fhould 
be,careful in preventing any Mifchief to the Inhabitants ; and that he fhould not Suffer 
himfelf to be diverted from the fteady Profecution of his March, by any new Object, 

however 
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ovvever plaufibfe, excepting only for the Safety or Subfiftence of his Troops: Thar hcJ 

?as to confider himfelf to be under the Command of the Prefidency ol Bombay from the 
Time of beginning his March, which he Ihould do as foon as he could be fully provided 

for it. : '■ 'p; 

And Y6ur CoUifRittee obferve, that the Governor General and Council tranfmitted 
Accounts of thefS Proceedings to the Court of Directors, on the 20th March and the 
23d April; and we have fubjoined the Extradts from their Secret Letters of thofe Dates 
in the Appendix N° 43. 

And it appears to Your Committee, that on the nth May, Mr. Frahcis took Ocea- 
fi&hy in confequence of a Letter from Bombay dated 5th April, to repeat his Attempts to 
put a Stop to the Expedition under Colonel Leflie, as no longer flecefiary even on the 
Principles on which it was undertaken. Your Committee obferve, that the Prefident 
and Council of Bombay informed the Superior Board of a Change in the Administra¬ 
tion of the Government at Poona, by which the fuppofcd Friends of Ragoba had 
diiplaced Nanna Furiiefe, the decided Enemy to his Incerefb, though a Compromife 
was fmce likely to be effected between that Minifter add his Opponents. They made 
an Inference of Regret from this Event, that while they had for Want of Powers be.n 
unable to rake a Part, Ragoba’s Friends had found their own Strength fufficient to pro¬ 
tore them buccefs without their Affiftance •, and any favourable Stipulations 1 >r the Com¬ 
pany niu ft t>f courlt be more difficult to be obtained. They feemed however to feel a 
Confolatioif in another probable Confequence of the Revolution, that the Defigns of the 
french wo?' Id be abfolutely defeated. Yet they at the fame Time mentioned the ap¬ 
pearance of Monfieur Bellecombe, the new Governor of Pondicherry, upon their Coaft, 
dnd the Report of his having landed 300 Europeans at Mahe : That Sir Edward Ver¬ 
non however had failed with a fuperior Force to attend his Movements up the Codff; 
and that they had ordered all the Force which they could detach from their Prefidency, 
to be ready to march at a Moment’s Warning, and take Advantage of any Call for their 
Interpolition. of-,!?' 

In confequence of thefe Informations, and the probable Efledte of a Change in the 
Poona Politics, Meljlrs. Francis and Wheler argued on the Inutility and Inexpediency of 
continuing the Defign adopted of detaching a confiderabie Body Of their Troops, and 
moved, that immediate Orders Ihould be fent to fufpend their March •, but the Governor 
General deduced from the fame Grounds of Reafoning an entire contrary Cohclufion, 
ahd fought to convince the Board of the Necefficy of. prbfecuting with Vigour the 
Meafures which they had begun, until the Defigns of them fhould be fully accotn- 
plifiied, Mr. Barwel! did not think the Reafons affigned by Mr. Francis would warrant 
his Afiene to the Proportion, and id was of courie refolved in the Negative, by the 
Majority of the Board. 

Your Committee find, that the fame Subjedt occafioned new Debates oh the 21 ft, in 
which there appeared a like Difparity of Sentiments, from the fame Premifes. Mr. 
Francis, taking Notice of Letters received that Day from, Fort Saint George, and from 
Mr. Moftyn, exprefled his Opinion, that the Board muft judge it wife to fufpend the' 
March of the Detachment ; that having no great Idea of Apprehenfion from the’ 
fuppofed Influence of the French at Poona, and the laft Accounts from Europe Viewing' 
no Probability of a French War, he thought the Mcafure, againft which he was re- 
monftrating, to be moft likely in its Tendency to caule a Rupture with that Power. 
The Governor General on the contrary declared it to be his Perluafion, that the whole 
Tenor of the Letters proved the Neceffity of confirming their former Refolutions, as 
he*, was not convinced that any complete Effcdts had followed from the Refolution at 
Poona, or that there was any Diminution in the Influence of the French, or of their 
debiting from their holVile Defigns. 

And we perceive, that in a fubfequent Minute, recorded on the Secret ConfultaticnS 
1 ft June, upon this Subjedt, the Governor General ufed the following Argument: 
“ I think it proper to obferve, that an Alliance with Ragoba is not the Objedt of the 
“ Meafures which have been lately undertaken by this Government for the Support of 
“ the Prefidency of Bombay ; their declared Objedt is to give Security and Permanency 
“ to the Peace of that Settlement. It fortunately happened, that while we were in 
“ Purluit of this Objedt, Ragoba was offered to us as an Inflrumerst. The Company’ 
“ have warranted us to accept him as fuch, and he is the moft likely to prove effectual, 
“ of any that we could have chofen j we have accepted him, and while his' Agency' 
“ fhall be necell'ary to the above End, and can be employed with a facred Obfervance of 
“ every other Engagement, I hope we fhall continue to employ it.’*—-The Obfervations 
6 made 
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made by Mr. Francis in Reply to this Minute, and others which followed upon the fame 
Subject, are put together in the Appendix. 

Your Committee find in the Letter above-mentioned from Fort Saint George, thefol- 
lowing Reafons affigned for their granting Affiftance of Troops to the Prefidency of 
Bombay. “ In confequence of your Letter to us of the 4th of February, we ordered 
“ the Number of Troops requefted by the Gentlemen at Bombay to be in Readinefs to 
** march, if it fhould be thought neceffary on a further Application from them.”—- And 
it appears that in their Letter of the fame Date to the Prefident and Council of Bombay, 
Copy of which they alfo tranfmitted to the Superior Council, they informed them, at the 
fame Time of their Motives for having at firft declined a Compliance with their Re- 
quifition, and of the Reafons which had fmee induced them to grant it, and, which |hey 
explained as follows; 

*• We a flu re you, Gentlemen, that we p-id every Attention to your Reqpeft r and 
« fhould have been happy if the Situation of Affairs here had permitted us to comply 
« with it in' the Extent you wjfbed i but circumftanced as we then were, the Meafure 
“ appeared too unfafe and imprudent to be adopted : However, upon hearing from the 

Governor General and Council, of Bengal, that their Sanction and Affiftance would be 
“ given to your Proceedings, and upon their opening and recommending the Defign 
“more full to us, we then determined, notwithftanding the incomplete State of'our 

Eftablifbment, to order the Troops you had before requefted, to hold themfelves itl 
“ Readinefs to march. They are now under thefe Orders but as the Seafon is too far 
“ advanced to fend them to Anjengo, we fhall keep them in Readinefs to proceed to 
“ your Affiftance the firft Opportunity that offers, if your abfolute Want of them fhould 
“ continue, and no material'Change fhall happen here in the mean Time. But wemuft 
“ obferve to you, that the Number of our Europeans fit for Duty is fo fmall and difpro- 
“ portionate, that we deem it unfafe, even in the inppft favourable Times, to detach any 
“ Part of them upon fo diftant a Service; and we wifh therefore that Sepoys only may 
« be required, as we can with much lefs Difficulty replace their Lofs.” 

Your Committee find, That the Governor General direfted the Secretary to prepare 
the Draft of a Letter in Anfwer to that from the Governor and Council of Fort Saint 
George, and which he laid before the Board for their Approbation, This Letter con¬ 
tains °Refle<ftions and Information fo clofdy relating to every Subjett of the Enquiry 
committed to our Attentipn, and throws fo much Light on the general Situation of the 
Company’s Settlements, as well as on the particular Objeft of their aftual Attention, 
that Your Committee have thought proper to infert it here at length, in the Body of their 
Report. 

“ Gentlemen, 

“ We have received your Letter of the 29th April, inclofing Copy of one addreffed 
“ to you by the Prefident and Council of Bombay, with your Reply to it. 

« We defire to make our Acknowledgements to you, for the very ufefui Informations 
*« which are contained in your Letter of rhe 16th January laft, refpe&ing the State, Exi- 
“ gencies, and Relources of your Prefidency. To the Reprefentation therein repeated, 
“ of the Neceffity of your being provided with a Fund of Money, which may enable you 
« to anfwer any extraordinary Calls in a Time of War, or other public Diftrefs, we can 
“ only return the fame Anfwer that we made in our Letter of the 19th January, to a 
“ fimilar Requifition contained in your’s of the 30th December. We confider the Aid 

of the. Company’s Refoprces, wherefoever they may exift, as due to the Exigencies of 
“ all their Settlements : Or. this Principle we fhall always be ready to contribute every 
« Means in our Power to the Relief of your’s, whenever they ftiall indifpenfably require 
“ it, and we can afford it without fubjefUng the Intereft of our common Employers to a 
“ greater Inconvenience in one Place, than that which we fhould attempt to avert in 
“ another. The Diftance between the Two Prefidencies is not fo great, nor will the 
** Means of Remittance, we hdpe, be fo difficult in any Seafon of Emergency, as to pre- 
« vent our fupplying you with Money, when there fhall be an abfolute Call for it. On 
“ the contrary, we are of Opinion, that if ever the Carnatic fhould be threatened with a 
“ War, it will be the Intereft of every wealthy Individual at Madras, to transfer his Pro- 
“ perry to Bengal, through the Channel of your Treafury ; and the Merchants of Ben- 
“ gal, who have Property at Fort Saint George, will certainly be glad to avail themfelves 
“ efithe fame Means to withdraw it, on fych an Occafion. At prefent no fuch Neceffity 
« exifts, to require, an extraordinary Aid from us j nor is the Profpect fo alarming, as to 
“ juftify us’ in providing againft it in future •, for whenever we grant ypu pecuniary Sup- 
** plies from Bengal, it mu ft be attended with one bad Effefl, which, tinder any Circum- 
• j fiances, 
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Aa *A G C © U N T of the Bond and other Debts of the Eaft India Company in Bengal, frdrh 
May 1776 to April 1777 j alfo the Balances in the Treafuries.

It may be proper here to remark, that no Reference was made to the Poona Govern¬ 
ment for a Confirmation of this Agreement; and that no Objection was stated by them 
at that Time to Mr. Moftyn, againil the Right of the Guicawars to form fuch Engage¬ 
ment without their Interference. It Ihould however be. at the lame Time obferved, 
nat the Attention of the ruling Powers of the Maratta State was then wholly occupied 
with the Management of their own nearer Concerns; and the Mudiuddies, after'the 
Death of Madharow, and the Appointment of Ragoba to the Naiblhip, were directing 
. ieir principal Vigilance to fupplant him in the Adminiftration of the Government. 

The Opportunities which the enfuing DiftraCtions of the Durbar apparently offered to 
the neighbouring Powers, of accomplilliing any ObjeCt of Negotiation with the Ma- 
rattas, were not overlooked by the SeleCt Committee of Bombay, wherein it was pro¬ 
pos'd to make fome Advantage of the late Events, for obtaining the feveral Points pro- 
poled by their honourable Mailers, when they fixed a Refident at that Court. And 
Your Committee find, that in the Month of January following, the SeleCt Board wrote

^pacific Overtures. 

The particular Circumftances whicB haftened the Execution of that Plan, Your 
Committee will proceed to relate, premifing only a few Obfervations on the State of the 
Military Fbrce, antf of the Revenues under that Prefidency at the Period immediately 
pr-ceding, and at the Commencement of thefe TranfaCtions. Thefe indeed will be 
made apparent by the anr. -ed AbftraCls.

From an Account given of fonie of thefe Circumftances by a Member of the 
Bombay Council, Your Committee have found, that as the Situation of that Place, the 
Excellence of its Port, and more efpecially the Advantages afforded by it to the Marine 
in receiving large Ships into Dock for the Purpofe of Repairs, were confidered as Ob- 
jefts of the firft Importance, and the Prefervation of which would jtiftify very extraor¬ 
dinary Expences on the Works and Fortifications*, fo however from thence there arofe 
a greater Difficulty to fupply the necefiary Refources of Treafure. On this Head he 
wrote as follows; “ Previous to this (1768) tlte Expences of Bombay exceeded its Re~

Your Co nmittee find, that in the Month of November 1774, the Seleft 
mittee of Bombay, in confequence of Advices from their Refident at Goa, that 
Portunuefe defigned to attempt the Recovery of the Dominions they formerly po fl #| 
to the Northward (efpecially Salfette and Baffein) and that there could be no Doubt of 
their Succefs in the Enterprize, came to a Refolution of preventing the Execution of 
thele Plans, by feizing the Iftand of Salfette for the Company, “ who had io frc-.

many Reafons in Confirmation of this Refolution ; fome arifing from the ill Conleque ices

The Anfwer, dated 31ft December, appears to contain Information (particularly) of 
the Motives which had induced that Prefidency to undertake the Reduction of Salfette 
by . orce of Arms ; which Attempt had been begun, and Accounts of it lent to Europe, 
pvcv ouS to the Receipt of the Letter dated 24th October from Bengal, by which they 
were firft made acquainted with the aftual Commencement and Exercile of the new Go¬ 
vernment. ^ . 

The Acquificion of this Ifiand and Bafiein, and their Dependencies, had been, they 
obferve, recommended to them by the Court of Directors, to be made the cooRant 
Obietft of their View in all their Treaties, Negotiations, and Military Operations. 
That Mr. Moftyn, one of their Members, had by expreis luftruftions from Home been 
appointed to refide at Poona, whither he went in 1772, before the Troubles began in 
the Maratta’State; and that although it appeared impoftlble to gairi PoflefTion of theft;

5 Tour Committee find, however, that this Letter was not received by the Governor 
General and Council till March ; and that fome Time before they had been made ac- // 
qu aimed of thefe Proceedings by Intimations and Reports from Mr. Moftyn at Poona ^ 
and tvom the Chief of l eilicherry, tranimitted by the Governor and Council of Mad^ ; 
who had at the fame Time defired .idvice by which to regulate their Condud, in cafe 
they mould receive a Demand for AlBllance from Bombay, Rating, at the fame Time, 
the Inlufficiency of thyir Force and Refources to engage in a War, as they fo much de¬ 
pended for both on the Nabob of the Carnatic. It appears, that in confequence of thefe 
Accounts, Letters had been fent from Fort William on the 16th January and 3d Fe- 
F'jary, to Bombay, in which the Governor General and Council exprefs their Surprize 
at not receiving more immediate Jrtirurimation from them of their political Situation:

Your Committee alfo find, that the Governor General, on the 3d of February 1775, 
propojed th Contents of a Letter to be written to Fort Saint George, in which, after 
thanking th : Prefident and Council for conveying the Intelligence reipefting the Affairs 
of Bombay they fhould declare, “ That they could not apprehend any Conlequences 

which wt re likely to affeft the Company’s Interefts in the Carnatic, or require the Iti- 
“ terpofition of that Prefidency,” or draw them from a cautionary Attention to the De¬ 
fence of their own Poffeffions to any more diftant Operations; and that they would 
therefore only “ recommend it to them to keep a watchful Eye over the French and 
“ Hyder Ally.” 

The Governor General appears to have at the fame Time offered to the Confi, .era- 
don of the Board, feme Obfervations upon the probable Conlequences of the Step which

And Your Committee find, That on the 26th June, a Letter dated 30th Apr:| was 
received by the Governor General and Council from the Prefident and Council of Bom¬ 
bay, acquainting them of the Jundion of their Forces with thofe of Ragoba near Cambay, 
on the 19th April; that fome of the Miniflers had deferted the grand Confederacy, 
and that his Affairs were profperous and promifing, except in the Want of Money, which 
he had folicited of them, and they had refufed ; but that they muff requeft a large Supply 
from Bengal, as the whole Expence of the Army would for the prefent fall on the 
Company. 

And it appears, that on the 5th July, further Accounts of the Situation of the Bom¬ 
bay Affairs were received at Fort William, by Letters from Fort Saint George, dated 20 
June 1775, inclofing a Letter from the Prefidency of Bombay to their Government, dated 
ill June, and an Extrad of a Letter from Colonel Keating; who informed them, that 
at the Clofe of a fuccefsful Engagement with the Marattas on the fi i8th May, a Part 
of the Company’s Troops had by Accident fullained a confiderable Lofs. Similar Ac¬ 
counts arrived on the 10th of the fame Month, immediately from Bombay, in a Letter 
dated iff of June from the Pi efident and Council, who therein add, that the Company's 
Troops in Conjundion with Ragoba’s Army, were on their March to Poona, and at 
that Time probably arrived near Broach; they alfo acknowledged the Receipt of the Let¬ 
ter from the Governor General and Council of -tiie. Sfh March, which reached them on 
the 21 ft of May,, and they promifed to fend their Reply by the firft dired: Conveyance, 
txprefling only by this Opportunity their Thanks for Affurance of Afliltance, and ig- 
peating their Requeft to be aided particularly by a Sum of Money-, they tranknitted 
alfo a Return of their Forces, and of the State of their Revenues, and informed the Su¬ 
preme Council, that they had appointed Mr. Moftyn to refide at Ragoba’s Durbar, in 
order to relieve the Commander of the Forces from all but military Duties. 

Your Committee obferve, that the Board, after reading this Letter, refolved to fend 
an Anfwer, expreffive of their Disappointment and Dip 1 Viure at the unfatisfadory and 
imperfed Accounts which they ftill continued to receive from that Prefidency, particu¬ 
larly complaining of the unintelligible Extrad fibm Colonel Keating’s Letter, and of 
the Inattention and Slight {hewn to their Enquiries and pofitive Inftrudions of the 8th 
March; that a Reply to them had been delayed for Ten Days, and then contained no 
Information of the Meatures taken or meant to be purfued, except 6f one, of which they 
entirely disapproved, namely, the Deputation of Mr. Moftyn to Ragoba’s Durbar without 
-acquainting them of the Deftgn of his Million. It appears that the Copy of the Inftruc- 
*,»f, * lions 


tions prepared for Mr. Moftyn were afterwards fent to the Supreme Council on j 
Odober, but did not reach them till the 5th February following. They will be found iti 
the Appendix, N° 97. 

And Your Committee find. That in the mean time Lieutenant CoNnel Upton had 
*' ved at the Prefidency, and had drawn up Propofals, which were laid before the Bdard 

General Clavering, for his Route to Poona, which he wifhed to purfue by Land 
iirough Allahabad to Calpee, from whence the high Road ufually taken by the Marat- 
'as, leads to that Capital. This Plan appears to have been unanimoufly approved, and 
the Governor General being defired to furnifli him with Paffes, and to write to the feveral 
Powers through whofe Dominions he was to travel, for Paflporrs, Guards, and other 
Affiftanee to him on his Journey, he received his Letter of Difpatch on the fame Day ; 
but we obferve, that a few Days afterwards he tranfinitted a Paper of Remarks on lundry 
Parts of his Inftrudibns which he thought required Explanation j and it appears that the 
Board on the 17th fenc their Anfwer to him, containing their explanatory Orders a., A 
Refolutions on his Queftions and Memorandum.. , and in them we remark, that they 
again pofitiveiy enjoined him to hold a Confi-mation of the Iflands of Salfette and 
Baffein to bean indifpenfable Article in $ r f fie? 7" he might enter into ; and further 
apprized, that Ragoba being the Pefhwa or Rule of the Maratta State, but driven out 
from Poona by the Minifterial Party, who had proclaimed an Infant in his\Stead, they 
fcouid not in fuch Situation formally addrefs themfelves to cither of the Competitors, 
and had therefore referred him to Siccaram Baboo the ruling Minifter. - The Board 
appear alfo to have fettled other lefs important Matters relative to his pecunia y Appoint¬ 
ments, and to the Number and Quality of his Attendants. They likewi je, we find^ 
then gave Notice to the Prefident and Council of Bombay, that no Treaty negotiated 
with them by the Minifterial Party at Poona, would be efteemed valid, un efs ratified 
by Colonel Upton. And they alfo on the fame Day wrote a Letter of Information 
to the Governor and Council of Fort St. George, of the Appointment and Objeds of 
this Deputation, and ordered a Letter of Credence to be delivered to Colonel 
Upton. 

We Ibould not omit to obferve, that the Board moreover refolvcd, on the Motion 
of Colonel Monfon, to make this Million ufeful in other Refpeds than in the dtred 
Objed of it} and therefore agreed to take that Opportunity of furveying the Peninfula of 
India, and of afeertaining the true Diftances of Places through which Colonel Upton 
fliould pahs, and appointed the Reverend Mr, Smith to attend him for that Purpofe, 

And the Governor General having received an Account of the profperous Situation 
of Ragoba’s Affairs, in a Paper of Intelligence from the Decan, which he at this Time 
laid before the Board, it was agreed on his Propofition, to inftrud Colonel Upton, that 
he fhould, in cafe of Ragoba’s farther Succefs, treat with that Prince, and that he fhould 
be provided accordingly with a Letter of Introdudion to him* implying fuch Powers of 
Negotiation. ■ ■< ■ • ■ " ■:

The Prefident and Council of Bombay in thefe Letters reprefented the important Expe¬ 
diency of profecuting the War in Favour of Ragoba, at the dwnKt Time declaring their 
Difappointment from the ill Behaviour of his Troops, which had prevented the good 
Confequence of conftant Advantages gained by the Company’s Troops, and made it 
neceffary to afk for confxderable Reinforcements to them, as vyell as again to repeat 
their Requefl for a liberal Remittance of Money “ over and above the Annual one of 
“15 Lacks:” That they had written allb on this Subject to the Governor arid Council 
of Fort Sc. George, and hoped, that from one or both of the Proficiencies they Ihould 
receive an adequate Supply of Troops in Time to a< 5 t with them on the Opening of 
the Campaign after the Rains; which had now obliged their Army to go info Quarters 
at Dubhoy near the Banks of the Nerbuddah, Ragoba having engaged to make fur¬ 
ther Conceffion of Territory for fuch additional Aid. They however had fome good 
Accounts to communicate} as Futty Sing had made his Peace with Ragoba, on Terms 
very advantageous to that Prince and to the Company, efpecially by agreeing to pay 
Ragoba a Contribution of 26 Lacks of Rupees within Six: Weekc, after the ConCtu- 
fion of the Treaty. , ■ ,• 

The Board, in confequence of thefe Applications for Affiftance of Men and Money; 
appear to have then prdpofed the Queftion, Whether it ihould be granted ? and we 
defire to refer the Houfe to the Appendix, N c 78, in which they will find the different 
Opinions at large of the feveral Members ; andjwe. ihall only obierve in this Place, that 
the Governor General and, Mr. Barwell were difpoied to agree to the Propofition for 
granting Affiftance both of Men and Money; chiefly, becaufe however improper and 
unjuftifiable the Conduct of the Prefident and Council of Bombay might have beetl'in 
the Beginning of this Conceit, it was now become neceffary, out of Regard to the 
Safety of all the Company’s Interefts in India, to give them Support, and endeavour by 
fuch Means to extricate them from their Difficulties; and that Succefs to their future. 
Negotiations could only be infured by a temporary, though vigorous Exertion of the 
Powers of their Government to maintain the Afcendency they had acquired. General

In a few Days after thefe Refolntions and Difpatches, Letters appear to have been re¬ 
ceived by the Governor General and Council from the Maratta Min filers, expreffive of 
tlieir Satisfaction in the View of an early Accommodation. And we find, that in the 
Beginning of Odlober following', .' Letter from the Bombay Prelidency, dated 22d Au- 
gutt, reached the Supreme Council, 'nd appears to be in Anfwer to theirs of 31 May,

** to the reduced State in which, by the Advices from Colonel Keating of the 29th of 177 ' 

** Oftober, they appeared to be.” That they hoped, however, a general Equilibrium 
would be preferved till Colonel Upton’s Arrival at Poona, and that they had warned 
the Minifters of theNeeeflity they fhould find themftlves under, to op pole any hoftile 
Proceedings which might originate from them. That Ragoba had indeed, in ConR- 
quence of the intended Negotiation, required the Alignment of a certain Support for 
himfelf and Adherents, till it fhould be concluded •, and entreated that his Pretenfions 
to the Government fhould be then examined, and that he might be declared either 
Fefhwa or Regent during the Minority, at the End of which he fhould reft fatisfied

derable Men of the Confederacy, and the Differences fubfifting between the Chiefs of 
that Party, have cauled fo great an AUe r '.«j'on ip -'the Polturc ,of Affairs in Favour Of 
Ragoba, that we beg Leave to fubmit it to you as our deliberate Opinion, that a 
Treaty with him would be more advantageous to the Company, promifessmore Stabi¬ 
lity and Permanency, and is more likely to infure the general Peace of }ndia, than 
Orte with the Minifters. The Reafons oh which we ground this Opinion, are fully 
Rated in a Letter we have difpatched to Colonel Upton, thinking it very beceffary he 
Ihould be apprized of the true Situatiort of Ragoba’s Affairs, before he omnieficed 
his Negociations,” *>■ i .

The Governor General alfo, in his Obifcrvatiohs, which 2re placed in the Appendix, qn 
the Minutes of General Clavering, Colonel Monfon, and Mr. Francis, of the 2 ift Novem¬ 
ber 1775, before taken Notice of, expreffes hinffelf nearly to the fame Effedt:

from the Confiiltations of the Board in Confequence of thefe Informations, Your 
Committee have found that the Governor General fuggefted an Advice, « That whatever 
“ Orders were then fent to Colonel Upton in Reply to his Letter, they fhould be pe- 
“ romptory and concluliye; that he Ihould be direded to bring the Bufinefs of his Ne- 
“ gociatipn to an Iffue, either by an immediate Conclufion of the Treaty, or by demanding

That the Confequences of the latter Step mull be confidered and provided for, 
but that “ in the mean Time he would recommend that Colonel Upton be referred 
“ to the InftruCtions which he had already received, and directed to conform lite- 
“ rali y t0 them.”

In this Letter he alfo informed them, that as foon as AdviceShould arrive at Poona, 
of the Englilh Army having marched into their own Garrifcms, foe Minifters would 
order the Communications to be opened. 

^ But Your Committee obferve, that the Prefidcnt and Council foon after informed Letter dated 1- March 
Colonel Upton, that Ragoba would not accept the Terms ftipulaced for him, as he was 1776. 

Of Opinion his Perfon would be endangered by putting himfelf fo much in the Power Appendix, N® 122. 

of his Enemies, and, “ that they Ihoul.l therefore offer him an Afylum in one of the 
** Company’s Settlements, agreeable to his Requeft, and the Latitude given them by the 
“ Governor General and Council in their Letter dated 20th October 1775.” 

It appears that Colonel Upton, in his Anfwer dated the 19th and 21ft of March,' Appendix, N° 122. 
exprefled his Apprehenfion of ill Confequences from the Refoltitions taken by them 
and by Ragoba, which he forefaw would raife the Difpleafure and Refentment of the 
Superior Council, and of the Poona Government. And he declared, that though he 
would ftiil exert his Endeavours to procure Terms more agreeable to Ragoba, he Ihould 
at the fame Time rely on their thing , the Influence of their Advice to perfuadc him 
into an Acquiefcence in thofe already fettled. 

And Your Committee find, that Intelligence of thefe Matters was conveyed to the 
Governor General and Council by Letters from Colonel Upton, and from the Prefidcnt 
and Council of Bombay, both dated 30th March •, in which the latter much infilled on 
Colonel Upton’s having departed from his Inftruftions, and remarked upon his Pretence 
of obeying private verbal InftruUiom. They obferved, that Ragoba fhould have had 
the Option of refiding at one of the Company’s Settlements •, that the Minifters would 
not have objected to it, had their Intentions been good j and that he would have proved 
a moft ufeful Inftrument for alarming their Fears, and foe belt Security for their ob¬ 
serving the Peace ; that lie had now determined to appeal to the Juftice of the Honour¬ 
able Company, and await their Determination at Bombay, to which Place he was about to 
proceed. That they lamented the Dereliiftipn of the many Advantages fecured by the Treaty 
of Surat, and forefaw che Lofs of d ■' Guicawar Didrifts, as it would now be So much for 
the Intereft of that Family to allow tnT They had no Right to grant them. They com¬ 
plained of prefent Ineonveniency and Lofs to the Company, by the Delay ariiing 
from a Reference in regatci to Sallette and the Idler Iflands j but in the End informed 
the Supreme Board, tint their Troops were to march into Garrifon on the 26th of 
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that Month, though the Communication with the Maratta Countries ftili rem 
fhut. , v 

Your Comrhittee obferve, that the Governor General on this Occafion propoftd, that 
a Queftion (houid be put to Colonel Upton, relative to the private verbal Inflruffiqn 
mentioned above; but as the Majority of the Board thought it would anfwer no goex 
Purpoft, he wfthdlrew his Motion, 

Whereupon Genera! Clavering appears to have called the Attention of the Board to a 
Confideration of the C'ondyft of the Government of Bombay, in affording ah Afylufn to 
Ragoba and his Attendants, under Pretence of being authorized by the Governor Gene¬ 
ral pnd Council’s Letter of the 18th of Ottober 1775. And we obferve that a Debate 
then arofe on the following Queftions: 

“ Whether the Prefident and Council of Bombay were authorised to gratit the 
“ Protection of their Government to Ragoba, under the Situation of Affairs at the Time 
“ in which that Application was made to them ? 

v “ Secondly, Whether the Board fhould approve of the Protection granted to Ragoba, 
** Or fhould direct the Prelident and Council of Bombay to withdraw it? 

“ And lattly. Should Ragoba be fuffered to remain at Botilbay, whether the Council 
“ fhould be authorized to grant him a Penfion for his Maintenance at the Company’s 
“ Expence ?” 

The Opinion of the different Members of the Board will be feed by their Minutes, 
which are put in the Appendix, N° 124. And Your Committee therefore think it 
proper only to obferve in this Place, that they difeover in them great Contrariety of Ar¬ 
gument and Decifion, but that the Majority on a further Confideration of the Queftions, 
ar the next Council held on the 9th of May, agreed to the Draft of a Letter to the Pre¬ 
fident and Council of Bombay, which was then laid before the Board by the Secretary, 
and ordered to be difpatched. It contained Affurances of their Concern at Ragoba’s 
Intentions to feek an Afylum at Bombay, and of their Difpleafure at the Permiflion 
given to him by that Prefidency 5 explaining the Senfe of their Letter of the 20th 
October, to have allowed no fuch Authority beyond the Period of the Cefiktion of Amis, 
whilft the Negociation was carrying on ; and that a Provifion having been made for that 
Prince by the nth Article of the Treaty, the pretended Exigency did not exift ; that 
they were very apprehenfive pT IJanger from the Ufe defigned to be made of hini, as an 
Inftrument of Alarm to iifa ;i^jpifters, and fhould hold thetf* to: be anfwerable to the 
Court of Directors and to the Britifh Nation, if the Government of Poona fhotild in 
confequence refufe to ratify the Treaty, and fhould renew the War, 

And Your Committee find, that Colonel Upton increafed thefe Apprehenfions by 
Accounts which he fent from Poorunder on 10th April, of the Manner in which the 
Pefhwii and his Mihifters received the News of Ragoba’s being permitted to feek a Re- 
fidence in one of the Company’s Settlements, and wherein he added the following Ob* 
fervation : “ Your full Directions to the Prefidency of Bombay are neceffary ; otkerwife 
“ I fear the Articles of the Peace will with great Difficulty be carried into Execution. 

“ The Minifters fay they cannot withdraw their Army, and that fubfifting this Army 
“ (including the Nizam’s Forces) amounts to Thirty Lacks of Rupees per Month, and 
“ that we occafion this heavy Expence to themT 5 y protecting, or rather taking Part iu 
“ the Difputes between them and Ragonaut Row.” 

And it affo appears to Your Committee, that Colonel Upton fuggefted further Grounds 
of Uneafinefs, from the Stile which Colonel Keating had ufed in proclaiming the Peace 
“ between the Honourable Company and the Poona Minifters, at the Head of the 
“ Forces under his Command,” and alfo from the Promife of Protection given likewife 
by Colonel Keating to Ragoba, and the Defign of fending his Elephants, Horfes, &c. 
into the Neighbourhood of Broach, under Efcort of a Detachment from that Garrifon. 

That he likewife exprefied much Alarm at the probable Confequences of fuck Pro¬ 
ceedings, and gave the following Reafon in Confirm Aon of his Fears. 

“ I underftand that the Mihifters have not fent a Vackeel to Bombay as they pro- 
" ftiiied, to have explained any Difficulties that might have ariferr, and they now* ref vile 
“ to fendoiie.” ^ 

And 
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_And Your Committee find, that in Confequence of thefe Suggeftions, General Appendix, M° tvf, 

Gravering defired to warn the Board of the urgent Neceffity which now manifeftiy an- Ben.5ec.Conf, *6 May 

pearcd, of fending more po.fi.tive Orders to thofe who had in fo many Infiances fhewn t7?6 ' 

<uch Contempt of all Authority ; and therefore, to prohibit “ exprefsly the Prefidency 
of Bombay to receive Ragoba in any of the Company's Poffeffions; and in cafe he 
ould be there before a Letter could reach it, that they Ihould be commanded to fend 
.1 away.” 

Arid further, “ that it would be advifable in order to obviate all Doubts and tJncer- 
« tainties concerning the Authenricity of the Treaty, that the Prefidency of Bombay 
“ ihould be directed to proclaim it exprefsly in the Name of the Maratta State;” and 
that the Mmifters at Poona Ihould be informed of the Orders given to that Purpofe. 

The Minutes delivered on this Confutation will be found in the Appendix, N° 127. * M „ 

And from them it will appear how far the Governor General and Mr. Harwell objetted N ,ljr * 

to the Propofition as contrary to good Policy, and not required by the Terms of the , . 

Treaty, though they difclaimed all Ideas of ( .pporting or encouraging any hoilile At- / 

tempts in Favour of Ragpba; the Governor General remarking at the fame Time, that 

from the extraordinary Declaration made by Siccaram Baboo, in his Letter received the <?,. a 

lit April, he was led to doubt of the Validity of the Treaty on the Part of the Maratta iyy$. ' or ^ * 0 

State j “ and that he Ihould never think it binding on the Company, while,a Latitude 

“ Was avowedly claimed by the oppofite Party, to declare it null, whenever the Caprice 

** br Intercft of the Parties flioup invite them to break it.” 

It appears however that the Majority of the Board agreed nearly ifi Sentiments with 
the General, except that Mr. Francis did not approve of the Removal of Ragoba by 
Force from Bombay, fhdukl he be there, advifing rather, as in all Probability an equally 
eftettua! Means of getting rid of him, to withhold all Support and Encouragement from 
him ; and it was accordingly refolved to fend Direttions to the Prefidenc and Council of 
Bombay, and to Colonel Upton, agreeable to this Opinion. 

It has appeared to Your Committee, that the Event of a Pacification with the Ma- 
facta Miiliftefs haying been notified to the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, the Governor 
and Council held it to be unneceflary to fend to Bombay the Reinforcement they in¬ 
tended, in Conlcquence of" the Recommendation from the Calcutta Board, of Two Bat¬ 
talions Of Sepoys, and therefore countermanded the Orders for their March to Anjengo, 

And we have further feen, that the Bombay Council, by Letter dated 24th March, ap¬ 
prized the Government of Madras, that they Ihould, as Opportunity might offer, fend 
found the Detachment of Europeans and Kelly’s Battalion of Sepoys, belonging to the 
latter Presidency. ■ 

But this Intention appears, by a fubfequeht Letter from the Prefidency of Bombay to 
that of Fort Saint George, dated 15th April l?7 6, to have been laid afide ; and the 
Reafon alfigned for it - , /as the Expediency of being provided again!!: all Events in fo 
uncertain a Situation of Affairs; as the,Miniflers, got having fhewn much Inclination to 
perform their own Part of the late Treaty, had pretended nevertheleis to term the Pro¬ 
tection granted to Ragoba by the Prefidency of Bombay, an Infringement of it on 
tncirs. t ' 

And Your Committee obferve, that the Government of Bombay, in their Letters 
dated the foth, 22d, and 24th of April, to the Supreme Council, expreffed their Senti¬ 
ments m fimilar Terms of Difguft at the Impolicy and Defetts of the Treaty, and of 
Complaints againfl the Poona Government for repeated Breaches of it, particularly in 
Attacks made by their Ships upon thofe of the Company ; defending at the fame Time 
their own Behaviour in the Protettion afforded to Ragoba, and hoping, that were the 
Miniflers to break with them on that Accounr, they Ihould be fully juftified in making 
Refinance. e 

As a further Proof the Defetts of the Treaty, they acquainted the Board, that Futty 
Sing had demanded Reftitution of the' Geflions made to the Company by his Treaty 
with Ragoba, as the Conditions of it we, not fulfilled ; and he pofitively denied all 
Right of the Poona Government to alienate the Guicawar Territories. 

^ our Committee aiiq obferve, that the Bombay Prefidency having received the Letter 
before mentioned of the 7th March, from the Governor General and Council, took Occa- 
fion in acknowledging it to fubmit to them, whether for many Reafons, and efpecially on 
Account of the probable Confequences of their own Proceedings, in having made Offers 
to Ragoba, and applied for the Affifiance or Neutrality of the Country Powers, it might 
6 noi 
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not yet be more'eligible and confident with the Honour and Advantage of the Company, 
not to ratify the Treaty formed by Colonel Upton, but to permit them to enter into new 
Engagements upon the Plan laid down in that Letter (of 7th March) with Ragoba, 
who was then at Sutat in great Diftrefs, and not able to dilband his Army for want of 
Money to pay their Arfears. : 1 . ^ -f

But we perceive,’ that notMthftanding this Situation, they reprefented fome favourable 
Circumftanccs which had happened, and by the Interference of the Company, might ' 
be rendered of effectual Advantage to him ; that Commotions were likely to arife in the 
Maratta State by the El’cape of Sudabah out of Prifon, where he had been long con¬ 
fined by the Poona Government, and from his claiming the Office of Regent, either for 
himfelf fingly, or jointly with Ragoba during the Minority of the young Pefihwa, in 
Opposition to the Minifters; Sudabah being the Son of Chimnajee Oppab, the Brother 
of Badajee Row, who was Ragoba’s Father, was confequently next tq Ragoba entitled 
to the Peflbiwaftiip or the Regency of r 14 -Maratta Empire. , 

That Ragoba had likevvife informed them of his having received Promifes of Afiifi¬ 
ance from the Nizam, upon Condition that .he Company would not affift the Minifterial 
Party, and they defired Iriftrudtions for their Conduit in thefe Particulars. - , c i 

And Tour Committee find frdm the Confulrations of the Supreme Board on this 
Occafion, that a Reply to thefe Letters from Bombay was agreed upon by the Majority 
after much Difference of Opinion, which will appear to the Houfe from the Minutes 
fubjoiped i» the Appendix, N" 130. And it appears to contain exprefs Infiruftions to 
that Prefidency, that they fbould conform ftriftly to the Terms of the Treaty and avoid 
any Step whatloeVer which might give Occafion of Diftruft or Jealouiy to the Maratta 
Government } that it therefore became neceffary for them peremptorily to require the 
immediate Departure of Ragoba and his Army out of the Company’s Pofleflions, and 
to decline giving the Afffirances of Neutrality which Ragoba had demanded of them for 
the Satisfadtidh 6f the Niiarn. . 

With l'egard to the Pofleffions claimed by Futty Sing, they gave the following 
Directions: “ As thefe Pofleffions are all ftipulated, either to be reftored to the Maratta 
« State, or ceded to the Company, we defire you will rejeft the Pretenfions of Futty 
« sing to the Reftoration of a Moiety in the Revenues of the Town and Pergunnah of 
« Broach, and his Demand for the Pergunnahs of Chickley, Veriow, Batta, and the 
« Three Villages of Chureaey, as inadrmflible.” 

And it appears to Your Committee, that Overtures were alfo made fecretly to Colonel 
Upton from the Nizam through Fazel Beg Cawn, for a Plan to reftorc Ragoba to the 
Maratta Government, by their joint Affiftance, upon Terms of mutual Advantage to 
them It among which we Sad the following fpecific Engagement: 

« After Ragoba is fettled in Poona, the Nabob Nizam does promife to make him 
« grant to the Englitb Company, Sunnuds for the Cuttak Country, and relinquifh all 
*V Claims of the Chout.” And Colonel Upton was requefted to write to the Supreme 
Council, and get a Treaty under their Signatures and Seals for that Purpofe. It further 
appears, that Coforiei Upton in his Anfwer exprefled fome Degree of Refentment at 
fuch an Application at fo hue a Period, and confidered the Alliance propofed as, in the 
prefent Circumffances, difhonourable ro thejinglifh ; and that although he would keep 
the Secret, as he was di-fired, communicating it only to the Supreme Council, he would 
not have the'Nabob flatter himfelf with their doing any Thing to the Prejudice of the 
Treaty lately entered into with the Minifters. I his indeed appears to nave been con¬ 
firmed by the Governor General and Council, who in their Letter to Colonel Upton, 
elated 20ch June following; declared their Approbation of the Anfwer which he had 
returned to Fazel Beg Cawn’s Meffage, adding however a Wifh that he had declined 
aiving any Countenance to k whatever, even in _promifing to tranfmit it to them, and 
directing him for the future to avoid all Correfpondence with any Foreign Power, for 
Fear of exciting the Jealoufy of the Maratta Government. 

It would be tedious and ufelefs to call the A^ention of the Houfe to every minute 
Circumftance of nuitbal Complaint beU‘.n the Minifters of Poona and the Prefidency 
of Bombay, in regard to pretended Infringements of the Treaty •, and Your Committee 
will therefore only" obferve, that the Language of the former ieems to have in dome In- 
ftances approached to Menace. “ They were afraid (they laid; that they fhould be at 
“ laft under the Neceffity of following the Example of Hyder Ally, who fecured his 
<« Peace with the Englilh in a Manner very honourable to himfelf; and that it was their 
« Refolution, if War again commenced, to carry Fire and Sword through all the Com- 
• parly s 
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But Your Committee find, That the Execution of thefe Threatening?, if ever really 
intended, was prevented by the Defection of the greateft Part of Ragoba’s Troops, 
which joined the Maratta General; and Colonel Upton, in a Letter dated 27th May, 
informed the Governor General and Council, that the Ministers had confented to the 
OmTffions required by them in the Treaty, and had figned it, defiring only that a few 
Alterations might be made, which however he had not agreed to, but had engaged to 
reprefent them to the Supreme Council, and at the fame Time to requeft, that a con¬ 
fidential Vackeel from Poona might be permitted to go and re,fide at Fort William. It 
appears by tSe Anfiver of the Governor General and Council,. -dated 3d July, that they 
were determined not to admit of any Alterations in the Treaty, but gave a ready AiTertt 
to che jlrbpofed Refictence of a Maratta Vackeel; and by their Letter of the lame Dare 
to the Pfcfid'ent arid Council of Bombay, they direfted them to receive the flipulated 
Payment of the Twelve Lacks of Rupees, at the' Periods when it Ihould become due 
from the Poona Government, in whatever Money it fhould be offered to them. 

Your Committee obferve, that the executed Treaty wa$ tranfiifitted, by Colonel 
Upton, to the Supreme Council, with a Letter dated 3d June, wherein he acquainted 
them, that the Minitterial Forces were put in Pofieffion of all the ceded Pi.ygunnafis 
except Jamboofier, which was to remain as a Pledge until the Country of .three Lacks 
near Broach was given up to the Company’s Agents. 

Arid it appears by Letters from Bombay, that Ragoba, after thp, difbanding of his 
Army, had retired to Surat with only 200 of his Attendants, and that the President and 
Council had defired Colonel Upton “ to ufe his Endeavours to induce the Minifters to 
** alftgn him a fuitable Eftabltfhtnent, to relieve the Company from th,e heavy Expences 
«« they would othervvife incur by his Maintenance.” They further apprized the Supreme 
Board, that the Communication between the Company’s Settlements and the Maratta 
Dominions being now opened, they had returned the Bengal Detachment, and fhould 
be obliged for Want of Money to lend back the Madras Battalion. 

‘ Tfite Board appear to have ordered the Treaty to be placed among their Records, 
and direfted Colonel Upton to return immediately to Bengal. Your Committee indeed 
obferve, that they had already on tft of July lent Inftruftions to him to quit Poona; 
that having then received a general Letter from the Court of Dire&ors in their Secret 
Department, dated the 15th December 1775, and found iya£pBtain a Declaration of 
their Intentions to keep all Territories and PofTeffions ceded to the Company by the 
Treaty concluded with Ragoba, they relolved, that as they had epafidered that Treaty to 
be invalid, arid had fince concluded another with the Minifies of the Maratta State, by 
which many of thofe Poffeffions were given up, they could not carry into Execution the 
Orders of the Court; and that efteeming Colonel Upton’s Prefenc'e at Poona to be no 
longer necefiary, but that his Services might be more effe&ually employed at Bombay 
for^the full Aceompwfhman of what remained to be fettled $ the Execution of the 
Treaty, they direded him to repair thither, and to exert his Endeavours to effed the 
Conclufion of the different Articles required by it. And Your Committee further ob- 
ierve, That they at the fame Time enclofcd a Copy of the Company’s Orders, and of 
their Relolntions upon them, to the Prefident and Council of,Bombay, repeating their 
Injundions to them to execute on their Part every Arricle of the Treaty of Poorunder. 
It may be proper to remark, that Mr. Barweil on this Occafion declared, that “ he 
“ did not mean, by iubferibing to the Refolution of the Board, to allow that their 
<* Government was not at Liberty to adopt hoftile Refolutions, and to feizc the firfl 
“ Opportunity that offered to execute the Company’s Intentions.” 

It will be proper further to obferve, that Mr. Tayler, a few Days after the Difpatch 
of the Letters above-mentioned, lent in to the Board a Paper, containing a Complaint and 
Proteft againft their Decifion upon this Subjed; in Anfwer to which, they having de¬ 
filed to be informed by what Authority he thought himfelf juftified to make a Repre- 
fentation in fuch a Stile,' He appears to have replied in ftrong Terms of Self-juftification 
under the Powers deputed to him 6> the Prdidency of Bombay. Thefe Papers, with 
the Minutes of the Board, containing the. federal Opinions and Reafonings, are, for the 
fuller Information of the Houle, placed together in the Appendix, N° 138, 

But Your Committee find, That the Orders of the Company relative to the Terri¬ 
tories acquired under the Treaty with Ragoba, occafioned Refolutions very different

ftant Departure of Ragoba from Bombay and all its Dependencies. It is however to be 
remarked, that in a Letter which they wrote at the fame Time to Colonel Upton, they 
took Notice of Circumftances which they thought betrayed too ready a Difpofition to 
Enmity in the Min liters, and feemed to fufpetft, that he Was himfelf detained by Com- 
pulfion at Poona, for which Reafon they again enjoined him to take his Leave imme¬ 
diately of the Maratta Court, acquainting him alio that they had written to the 
Pbfhwa on that Subjeffc. And it may be proper further to obferve, that the Supreme 
Board having in their Letter to the Court of Directors mentioned their Apprehenfions 
in this Head, General Clavering defired at the fame Time to tranfmic his Minute, in 
chich lie protefts again It l'uch Conclufioris as unwarrantable. 

And it indeed appears by other Letters afterwards received from Colonel Upton, 
that fliele Sufpicions of the Majority of the Supreme Council were not well'founded, and 
that he: had beeri only prevailed upon to continue at Pobna till Mr. Moftyn, who was 
at iaffc appointed by the Prefidency of Bombay to go thither as their Refident, fhould 
arrive; which however did not happen, as Mr. Moftyn, who was-at his Firft Nomi¬ 
nation particularly objected to by the Mir.-ftjers, did npt arrive at Poona before the 
Beginning of April, and Colonel Upton left it on the 7th of March preceding, having 
before his Departure communicated to the Governor General and Council leveral Cir¬ 
cumftances which had occafioned frefh Dilguft in the Poona Government to that of 
Bombay, particularly by a Letter to the Peihwa from the Prefident, and becaufe that 
nddatisfadtory Explanations'of their Conduct in regard to Sudabah and R ’gonaut Row, 
had been lent to the Minifters. But Your Committee have perceived that the Prefident 
and Countil of Bombay, in their Letter dated ift February to the Supreme Council, 
thus exprefled their future Intentions: “ We lhall likewife diredt Mr. Moftyn to do all 
« in his Power to promote the molt friendly Correfpondence with the Poona Govern- 
“ ment, and we hope a fuitable and permanent Accommodation will be effected be- 
«f tweeti that State and Ragonaut Row, who ltill refides at Bombay, whereby all future 
** Jealoufies will be removed, and the Honourable Company relieved from the Expence 

incurred by his Relidence." 

Such is the moft material Information relative to the firft Quarrel with the Maratta 
State; which Your Committee have been able to colledt and lay before the Houfe; and 
upon which'they may regulate their Judgment of the Condufl: and Difpofition of the 
Company’s Servants in fome of their chief Settlements in India. Such was the apparent 
State of Compofition to which thole Difputes between rhfc Prefidency of Bombay and 
the Poona Government were brought, at the Time of Colonel Upton’s Departure from 
the Maratta Court, in the Beginning of the Year 1777; ■ ui 

It may not be improper to turn our Attention for a Moment to con fid er the political 
Situation of Affairs in other Quarters at this Period ; fo far as they appear to have had 
any Connexion with, or may be fuppofed to have been influenced by the Tranfadtions 

we have related. 

The Prefidency of Fprt Saint George, to Which of Coilrfe we direct our firft Regard 
on this Occafioh, was then betraying Apprehenfions of hoftile Defigns from Flyder 
Ally in Conjunction with the French, which were only allayed by the Report of his 
Preparations being agaimft the Maratcas. But the following Extract of a Letter from 
that Prefidency, dated the 4th of December 1776, to the Supreme Council, will belt ex¬ 
plain their Circumftances and Situation. ''■'y'OiUi 

“ We have the Honour to encloj’e you Intelligence received in a Letter from the 
“ Nabob, which, after giving an Account of the Situation 6f Affairs at Poona, repre- 
“ fents Hyder Ally Cawn to be railing Troops and preparing for War; and that the 

“ Polygars and Zemindars were ordered to attend at the Paffes towards the Payen 

“ Ghaut ; this is in a great Degree weakened by Advices we have received through 
“ another Channel, Copy of which we encloie you, which reprefents Hyder’s Prepa- 
“ rations to be in Confequence of the Apprehenfions of the Marattas.” 

«* We underftand that the French have received at the Iflands Troops and Stores 
“ from France, and that Barrapks are building in Pondicherry. They moft probably 
“ look forward to difpute with c"'- the Government of this Country; and confidering 
“ their Views with thofe of Hyder Ai'y, who has reduced many petty Princes around 
“ him, we ought to prepare ourfelves agaiiift the Defigns of either. Were we able when 
* c Necefficy fhould require to take the Field with a well-regulated and well-paid Army, 

“ with good Condutt, we might hope one vigorous Campaign would reftore Peace to 

<( Country •, we are fenfible of the Neceflity of Peace, and every Endeavour fhall

We haVe obferved, that the Nabob of Arcot had been invited, by the minifterial 
Powers at Poona to aflift with his Mediation in procuring a Peace for them with the 
Company •> but that afterwards, upon the r Vputation of Colonel Upton, they had re- 
fufed to accede to the Articles propoled in his Favour, affigning, as a chief Ground of 
their Refufal, that the Rajah of Tanjore, a Relation of the Ram Rajah, had been dif- 
poflfefled of his Country, and that they would not treat upon any Terms of CpJfceflBm 
with the Nabob* till after the Reftoration of the Maratta Prince. This Event bad now 
taken Place j find though the Inclinations of the Nabob had not been much qonfuh^d 
therein he had however" been obliged to acquicfcc in it, and was fo far become a lefs 
Object of Refentment to the Poona Adminiftration. It is evident indeed that his in¬ 
veterate Enmity to Hyder Ally made him almoft of courfe a Well-wilher to the Ma- 
rattas, who had been before their Troubles Hyder’s rnoft formidable Opponents. How 
far Mahommed ABy was at ,this Time to be dreaded by other Powers as an Enemy, and 
of what Importance he appeared to the Company as their Ally, will be found in the Let¬ 
ter above referred to, and has been feen by the JFirfl: Report. 

The Subah of the Decan had been manifeftly employed in watching the Turns of 
Fortune of the fevera) Combatants, and endeavouring to convert every Change to his 
own Advantage. In this, View, though he had latterly lent a large Body of Troops to 
join the minifterial Army, he was well known not to with them to be engaged in Adrian, 
efpecially againft the Britilh Forces * and he has appeared, at the very Time, to have 
been forward in propofing a Plan of hoftile Union againft the fame Power, with whom 
he was feemingly connected in cjoie Alliance. But a Reprefentation made by himlelf of 
his own Conduct and Dcfigns, with fome Remarks on thofe of other Powers, having 
been given by him to Colonel Upton, who pafled through Hyderabad in the Beginning 
of April on his Return to Bengal, we fhall delire to refer the Houfe to it, as the lateft 
Information of his political Views, and particularly of his real or pretended Attachment, 
both to the EInglilh and Marattas. 

Moodajee Boofila, the Rajah of Berar, was imagined to have been well difpoled to the 
Caufe of Ragonaut Row. But in a Letter received from him on the 28th March 1777, 
by the Governor General, he mentions his having determined to fend Ragpjee his Son, 
with 5,000 Men, to pay a Vifu to the Pelhwa, as a Meafure which their long Friendlhip 
had rendered abfoluteiy necefiary.

“ To thefe Confiderations wc tnuft add, that we Hull not think ourfelves warranted^ 
“even under the inoft prefling Situation of your Affairs, to offer our Relief, if it fhall 
« appear to us that you have the Means of it left in your own Hands unapplied. The 
“ Prote&ion of the Carnatic, while it depends on the Company, requires that no private 
“ Claims ought to be fuffered to interfere with their Right to the Share of its Revenues, 
“ which may be indifpeniably neceffary for its Safety and Defence; 

“ We are lorry that you fhould have thought it neceffary, bn the flight Grounds of 
“ private Information, to intimate to the Prefident and Council of Bombay, that theDe- 
“ tachment ordered by us was to Winter at Corah, and afterwards proceed pn their 
“ March. Such an Information from you, however qualified, , mufl have the Effett of 
“Authority; and we fee great Reafon to apprehend, that it will tend tt> difcourage their

** their Undertakings. To this End their Difappoihtment in the Hope of Aflifiance

■Your Committee obferve, that this Letter was much difapproved of 1 ,by Mefirs. Francis 
and Wheler, particularly on the Ground of Refufal to grant a Supply of Money, “ con- 
“ fidering (to ufe their Expreffion) the unexampled Profuiion with which we have 
“ fupplied Bombay.” And when the Governor General afterwards propofed the follow¬ 
ing additional Paragraph to the Letter-—-* 

“ If you fee a Profpebt of the Continuance of Troubles at Poona; we beg Leave to 
“ recommend that you caufe a Part of your Forces to be aflembled near the Northern 
“ Frontier of the Carnatic, for the Purpofe of affording either direft Affiftancc to the 
“ Prefidency of Bombay, or a Diverfion in their Favour; in any Way that you majr 
“ judge inoft advifable”— ‘p’ ' ■ 

-;Jt appears that thofe Gentlemeh enforced their Remonftrances againft it with 

ftill greater Energy :—Their Minutes upon this Occafion, with the Replies of the 
Governor General, are placed in the Appendix, N® 48, and recommended to the No¬ 
tice of the Houle. 

But Your Committee think proper to obferve, that the Governor General, in Juftifica- 
tion of his Motives for the Refufal of a prefenc Supply of Money to the Prefidency of 
Madras, for the Purpofes affigned by .hein, prepared and laid before the Board an exaft 
Account of the State of their own Treafury ; by which he made it appear “ that they 
“ could not at that Time command a larger Sum than Three and a Half Lacks of Ru-

Ii appears by the Anfwer which the Board upon this Oceafion fent to Mr. Middleton, 
that they admitted' the extraordinary Charge on Account of the Cavalry, which w&s 
not provided for in the PirftEftimate of rbe Expence ; difapproving however of his 
having taken upon himfelf to exceed his original Orders. 

It may be proper to obferve, with regard to the Cavalry here alluded to, that the 
Governor General and Council, in their Military Department on the 27th of March, 
had agreed to a Requifition made to them by Colonel Leflie for a Corps of Cavalry to 
attend his Detachment j though it will be feen, by referring to the Proceedings on that 
Oceafion, placed in the Appendix, N° 52, that the Opinions of the Board were not 
unanimous, and that the Commander in Chief had figmhed to the Governor General his 
Disapprobation of the Mtafure. 

Your Committee find, by a Letter from Colonel Leflie, dated in Camp near Cal pee, 
20th May, that notwithftanding his Profeflions of Amity to the Chiefs, and Protection 
to the Country through which, he was marching, he had met with much Oppofition, 
and fome Inftances of declared Hoftility from the Marattas, by which, after much 
Forbearance, he had been obliged to make fome Ufe of Force, and had taken PofMion 
of the Fort of Calpee, which he found evacuated. And Your Committee further ob- 
ferve, that the Governor General propofed a Draft of an Anfwer to Colonel Leflie ; in 
which the Board fhould approve of his Conduct, recommending however a Continuance 
of the utmoft Caution, and directing him to advife Mr. Moftyn at Poona, of any 
Occurrence which might require Explanation to the Maratta Government, or the In- 
terpofition of its Authority, to prevent further Interruptions to his March. It ap¬ 
pears, that Meffrs. Francis and Wheler confidered the Intelligence tranfmitted by 
Colonel Leflie as a fit Ground for the Repetition of their Inftances againfl the Profe- 
cution of the Plan ; and that the Governor General complained, with fome Degree of 
Refentment, againft their perpetual Oppofition to the Execution of Meafures already 
refolved ypon, and declared his unalterable Determination to profecute the Expedition, 
to the utmoft of his Power, to its Conclufion. The feveral Minutes upon this Occa- 
fion, containing much Information of the general Situation of thofe Countries, and 
the fuppoled Connexions or Dependencies of the feveral Chiefs with each other, or 
upon the Poona Government, are therefore placed in the Appendix,' N° 54, and re¬ 
commended to the Attention of the Houfe. It is neceffary only to add, that the Letter 
propofed by the Governor General was agreed to by the Majority of the Board, who’ 
alfo unanimoufly confenfed to his Propofition, of informing the Pefbwa and Mr. Moftyn 
of thefe Occurrences, and defiring the former to give Orders for learning an unmo- 
lefted Paffage to their Troops through the feveral Diltridts through which their March 
lay, as the Board had given the' ftricteftlnjun&ions to their Commander to obferve, 
on his Part, the molt friendly Conduct and regular Difcipline. 

jvne Your Committee find, chat on the nth of June, a Letter was received at Calcutta 
from the Prefideht and Council of Bombay, dfted 2d May, which informed them,

job Hyder Ally; but that the Sartine was ordered from the River off Goa 
up to Ghouh Arid it alfo appears to Your Committee, that the Board received on the 
fame Day a Letter from Mr. Mollyn, dated 12 th May, filled with Cotriplairvts againft 
the Equivocation of the Durbar, both before and l'mce Moraba Fus neie had the exe¬ 
cutive Authority; in regard to the Dilmiffion of St. Lubib; and tb the Duffucks 
which he had demanded for 1 the FalTage of the Bengal Detachment, in both which 
Points he much doubted of Sueceis.

Three Letters appeared to have been written in the Tetnis of the Governor General's 
Propofition, to Colon-i Leflie, to Bombay, and to Mr. Moftyn, which will be fpund in 
the Appendix, N^ br. , V 

And Your Committee find, that, on the 15th of June the Board received a Letter froni 
.Colonel Leflie, dated 30th of May, communicating the Particulars of an Agree¬ 
ment which he had entered into with the Maratta Chiefs, fof the fafe Paffage of the 
Detachment tinder his Command through their Country ; but that having received 
Orders from the Prefident and Council of Bombay, pofuiyely forbidding his Advance, 
as unneceffary in the prefeht State of Affairs at Poona, arid directing him to wait their 
further Orders, he had taken a Station on the Banks bf the Bettovvar River, as mod 
convenient for putting in Execution any fubfequent Directions he might receive. And 
We obferve that the Board fignified to him their Approbation of his ConduCt. 

But it appears to Your Committee, that he had before this Time received frelh 
DifpatChes from Bombay and from Mr. Moftyn, by which he was required to profecute 
his March towards that Prefidency in Countermand of their former Orders; and that in 
confequence of them, he intended immediately to fet forward, under fome Doubt how¬ 
ever of the Sincerity of the Maratta Chiefs in their late Engagements with him ; upon 
which Sut^eift it is to be obferved, that Mr. Moftyn in His Letter had thus expreffed 
himfelf, “ It will be neeeffary to be ftribtly on your Guard, and to avoid as much as lays 
“ in ybur Power the giving any Caufe of Complaint, though from the di (traded State of 
“ this Government, and the Difi'entions ambngft the Heads, 1 do not believe they'will 
“ dare to oppofe your March.”

R eceipt of the Bengal Letter dated 23d March, and promifing future Information 01 
their Refolutions in confequence of it. And it appears that Mr. Francis took Occafion 
hereupon to prefent frelh Remonftrances again ft the March of the Detachment upon new 
Grounds, infilling that the Government of Bombay having in this Inftance a&ed lb 
capricioufly, and without Reafon affigned, common Prudence dictated to them the Im¬ 
propriety of leaving the Army under fuch Direftions, efpecially as the Prefident and 
Council, by their Conduct and Expreffions, endeavoured to fix the Refponfibility upon 
them. He prefied alfo a further Argument, drawn from the Complication of the 
national Engagements and the dangerous Defigns of France and Spain, which ihould- 
induce them to have Regard to their own Defence, and not to weaken or divide their 
Force. It further appears, that the Governor General perfevered in recommending die 
Profecution of the Expedition ; and that, allowing the original Meafure and the Refponfi¬ 
bility to be theirs, he declared his Opinion that all their Refolutions concerning it fhould 
proceed from their own Knowledge of the Circumftances which had any Relation

‘Tetter from Bombay, toed which Yo .ir Committee find to contain the Reafons for their contradictory Orders to

pprn tx, 05. Poona, the French Influence would have been destroyed, and from their Difappoint- 

ment in finding that the new Adminiftration feemed inclined to tread in the Footfteps of 
their Predeceffors, as well with regard to the Chevalier de St. Lubin, as to Ragoba 
and the Execution of feveral Articles of the Treaty of Poorunder. That thefe Re¬ 
flections had determined them not to wait any longer in Expectation of Propofals from 
Poona, but to direct Mr. Moftyn to make a categorical Demand on the Durbar, agree¬ 
able to the Directions received from the Superior Council in their Letter of 23d March;

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By a Letter from Mr. Moftyn, dated 29th of May, and recorded on this Conft.il- 
tation, it appears, that, doubting of the ProfpeCt of obtaining Paflfports from the Dur¬ 
bar, he had applied immediately to Madajee Scindia and Tookajee Holkar for a free 
PafTage to the Detachment, in cafe their March fhould lead through the Dominions of 
thefe Chiefs; and having obtained the Confent of the former, he had difpatched Information 
of it to Colonel Leflie : He added, that although Monf. de St. Lubin had received an 
oftenfible Difmiflion from the Minifters at Poona, he had many Reafons (which he 
communicated) for believing that the Chevalier would not depart, or that if he did, 
it would be only with the Intention of an early Return with the Succours of Troops and 
Stores, which he had" engaged to procure; and he fuppofed that merely in. order to 
gain Time for this Purpofe, and to amufe the Company’s Servants till the Rains fhould 
iec in, by which Time (if ever) St. Lubin could perform his Promife, the Mini- 
fters had lately renewed their pretended Delign of fending an Ambaflador to 
Bombay. . . . 

It mutt be obfervedy that the Governor General, on account of this Intelligence, 
fearing left Colonel Leflie might in confequence of a Paflport from Scindia, be ,in¬ 
duced to prefer a Route through his and Plolkar’s Territories, propofed on the 6th of 
July a Letter of poficive InftruCtions to him, that he fhould march through the Pro¬ 
vince of Berar, “ as that Chief might be more fafely trufted than any other Power 
“ between that and the other Side of India, on account of the long and friendly Inter- 
“ courfc which had fubfifted between his Family and their Government; and becaufe 
“ they had no Connection with Madajee Scindia, who was always reprefented as a Par- 
“ tizan of Nanna Furnefe, which might render his Offers fufpicious.” 

But it appears, that before the Difpatph : C»f the propofed Letter, Information of an 
Event was received at Calcutta, which occafioned the Board to have Regard to a con¬ 
venient Station for the Return of the Troops, if it fhould appear expedient to recall 
them for the Defence of the Provinces. The following Letters were therefore written 
to Colonel Leflie, and inimed iately difpatched.

Tour Committee find, that the Governor Generaldilating the War with France as a 
Fa£t of undoubted Certainty, introduced a very long Minute upon thatSubjeft, with the 
following Obfcrvations, which, as they fhordy ftate his Idea of the Condition and Re« 
fources of the different Prefidencies, and the probable Defigns of the Enemy at 
fuch an interefting Period, we have thought proper to infert in the Body of this 


“ It is the Part of this Government to confider in what Manner it is likdy to affeft 
“ the Britifh Pofleffions in India, and to provide accordingly for their Security. This 
“ imift comprize and limit all pur Operations. In the View of this opening Settle, the 



“ our future Meafures. 


** Great as the Power is which the Britifh Nation has acquired in India compared 
“ With that of its Rival, its general Line of Aftion is and moil be purely defenfive. 
“ It can gain, the French lole nothing. Even the Capture of Pondicherry and of the 
** other Pofleffions of the French, will yield- no pofui-ve Advantage to the Eriglifli, al- 
“ though it will deprive the French of their Inftruments of Attack, and thereby effeft 
“ our Own Safety. ,^-r ' 

“ from this Point therefore all our Conclufions muff originate, arid all our Meafures 
“ be fo laid as to obviate or to oppofe the probable Defigns of our Enemies. Their 
“ fiffl Attempts will be againft Bombay or Fort St. George. Bengal will be their laft, 
“ at leaft their diftartt Qbjeft. 

“ The Prefidency of Fore St. George poflefies in itfelf the complete Means of De- 
“ fence. We can add nothing to them but in the EflFefts of our Political Arrangements. 
“ W’e have already yielded it a large Supply of Treafure—it requires no other prefent 
Aid. 

“ Bombay requires every Thing. Weak in itfelf, arid entangled rather than ftrensth- 
“ ened by its diffipated Pofleffions on the Continent, it can only defend itfelf againft a 
** direft Invafion, and to that it is perhaps equal if it has to contend with the French 
“ alone. But this is unlikely. The laft Advices from Poona contain fuch Evidence, as 
“ the Event itfelf mult foon refute or realize, of an Engagement aftually made by the 
“ French Minifter there to bring a large Military Force to Poona, profeffedly defigned 
“ to aft with that Government againft Ragoba, who at that Time redded at Bombay 
under the Englifh Proteftion. 1 


“ In effeft, this is the obvious Policy which the French ought to adopt, if they feek to 
“ regain their Influence in India ; and it is no longer to be doubted that they have adopted 
“ it- They have befides an ancient Claim to the Alliance of Nizam Ally, which is en¬ 
tered by their accidental Union in a common Caufe, the Defence of the ruling Admi- 
Rbp. VI. E « niftration 
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« niflration at Poona, of which his Letters to Mr. Rumbold and the Nabob of A 
“ afforded an undoubted Proof.” 


But the great Objefts which the Governor General appears to have had in View, 
on which he dwelt in the Bulk of his Minute with much hiftorical and political Re 
ing, was, in the firft Place, to point out the immediate Neceffity of forming ai 
fiance with fome great Country Power, to counterbalance the fuppofcd Con fed. , 
between the French and the Marattas, and then to recommend a Deputation to the 
Court of Berar as the moft confidential and powerful Ally with whom they fhould wifh 
to enter into the doled Bonds of League and Amity. That in order to accornplifli 
this End, they had to propofeTwo advantageous Inducements to the Rajah ; the f irft being 
the Support of his Pretenfions to the Sovereign Power over the Maratta State; the 
Second the Recovery of the Capture made on his Dominions by Nizam Ally; while 
on their Parts they ihould by fuch Conneftion poflefs a powerful Barrier to their Fron¬ 
tiers. The Governor General at the fame Time offered leveral other Propofals, which 
were agreed to by the Board, conducive to the Augmentation of their Military force, 
and tlWpreparatory Defence of their Prefidency; among which, one particularly relating 
to the prefent Subjeft of our Enquiry, was as follows: “ That the Commander in Chief 
i* be requeued to furnifh the Board with fuch a general Plan of Defence as he fhall 
« judge necefiary, in Addition to the prefentDifpolition of our Army, and in the Suppo- 
fition f iat the Detachment now employed under Colonel Leflie may not return* for a 
Length of Time into the Provinces.”

Ben:See.Conr.n MV177S. Your Committee find, That at the next Meeting of the Board Mr. Francis delivered 

Appendix, N° 69. his Sentiments upon the Arguments and Propofals contained in the Governor General s 
Minute of the 9th 5 and ftrongly declared his unalterable Opinion, that the Safety of 
Bengal, which they had been always direded to make the firft Objed of their Attention, 
required the Recal of Colonel Leflie’s Detachment, though however it might be advife- 
able to fend a Reinforcement of 2 or 3 Battalions of Sepoys to Bombay, which fhould 
proceed from Madras, and be replaced, if necefiary, from Bengal; that the Prefidency 
of Bombay fhould be inftruded to make Conceffions to the minifterial Party at Poona, 
as the moft effectual Courfe for defeating the Defigns of the french, and moft agreeable 
to the Plan of Defence to which he thought they fhould confine their Views; and on 
which Principle they had alfo given Orders to the Prefidency of Fort Saint George to 
cultivate the Friendfhip of Hyder Ally. That therefore he ihould have no Objeftion to 
a Treaty of Peace and Alliance with Moodajee Boofla on ufual Terms, but was afraid of 
the propofed Engagements with him, becaufe “ he did not know whither fuch Engage- 
w ments might lead the Company’s Arms, or how long they might implicate them in the 
“ political Contefts of the Country Powers,” which they were taught to avoid. 


The Governor General declaring that the Meafure which he had propofed was formed 
on Grounds purely defenfive, anefthat the prefent Queftion was only whether a Nego¬ 
tiation fhould be entered into, the Conditions of which would be proper Subject for 
future Debate ; it appears that the Majority of the Board affented to that Proportion; 
and alfo that his Recommendation of Mr. Elliot to be employed or that Commiffion 
was unanjmoufly agreed to.

On the 18th July thfc Governor General laid before the Board the tnrtruflionsAwhich 
he propofed to be given to Mr. Elliot for .the Management of his Embafiy to the Court 
of Berar. Your Committee have placed them, and the Arguments of the fevCral Mem¬ 
bers of the Board, both in Objeftion and Support of them, in the Appendix, N” 7 < 3 > to 
which we defire particularly to clireft the Attention of the Houfe for a full Examination 
of them •, it will therefore be necefiary in this Place merely to obferve, that the Propo¬ 
rtion of the Governor General was refolved in the Affirmative, and that die Inft/uftiotis 
to Mr. Elliot, and the Minutes thereon, were fealed up and depofited in the Secretary’s 
Office ; and that in confequence of a Second Propofition made by the Governor General, 
it was agreed to inform the Prefident and Council of Bombay, Mr. Moftyn, and Colonel 
Leflie, of Mr. Elliot’s Deputation, and to requeft them to give him their Affiftance by 
Advice and Intelligence of every Occurrence or Circumftance which might advance the 
Succefs of his Negotiation; adding to the Prefidency of Bombay this fpecial Dirtfiion, 
“ The Succefs of the Meafures we have entrufted to Mr. Ellior, muft depend m a great 
“ Meafure upon their prefent Secrecy. He will however notify to you fuch Articles as 
« he may a»ree to with the Rajah. In tfye mean time, to prevent any Seeps of a contrary 
“ Tendency on your Part, we requeft that you will refrain from forming any Engage- 
« ments of a Nature hoftiVe to the aftual Adminiftration at Poona, excepting fuch as may 
«* appear abfolutely necefiary for the Defence of yourov/n Pofiefiions.”—And to Colonel 
Leflie as follows“ You will conform to luch Articles and Engagements av hc^Mr. 
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Elliot) may conclude on Behalf of this Government with Moodajee Boofla, as far as 
hey may refpedt the Forces under your Command.” 

It appears that on the aoth of July the Governor General moved for the Notification 

'Mr* Elliot’s Appointment to the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, and that they 

ould be reauefted “ to inform him of any Events relating to Peace or War, but par¬ 
ticularly of any Changes in their political Situation with the Nizam.” Several Mat- 
.jrs of Arrangement, in regard to Allowance of Salary and Attendants, being then 
fettled, Your Committee find, that the Board agreed to Mr. Elliot’s Credentials, by 
which he was intrufted with full Powers, and a Declaration on the Part of the Superior 
Council, that they would ratify and confirm whatever fhould .be concluded by him in 
their Names, and on their Behalf, according to the Inftru&ions with which they had fur- 
niflied him for that Purpofe. 

And Your Committee further obferve, rhat the Governor General and Council com¬ 
municated to the Court of Directors, in their Secret Letter dated tyth Auguft, an Ac¬ 
count of all thele Proceedings, as well in regard to the Situation of the Detachment un¬ 
der Colonel Leflie, and to their own Defign of forming an offensive Treaty with Moo¬ 
dajee Boofla, as to the Advice “ which they had given to the Prefidency of Fort Saint 
“ George, to open a Negociation with the Nabob Hyder Ally; who had lately made 
“ repeated Applications, lbliciting an Alliance with the Company.” 

With regard to the Situation of Affairs at this important Period in other Quarters, 
connected in any Degree with thofe we have confidered, Your Committee have oblerved, 
that Moodajee Boofla, whofe Alliance appears to have been confidered as of fuch Im¬ 
portance to the Company’s Intereft, had, by his Letters, expreffed in general Terms the 
Aflurancesof Friendlhip and Attachment’, and had in particular promiled to furnifh every 
Kind of Supply neceffary for the Convenience of the Detachment which was to pafs 
through a Part of his Dominions. It appears, moreover, that he had addreffed fome 
Enquiries to the Government of Poona, relative to the Nature of their Correfpondencq 
with the French, and had communicated the Anfwer he received, which will be found 
in the Appendix, to the Governor General ■, but did not add any Opinion upon it. 

It has been remarked, that in notifying to the Prefidency of Fort Saint George the in¬ 
tended. Deputation to the Court of Berar, the Governor General and Council had par¬ 
ticularly requefted them to communicate to Mr. Elliot any Changes in their political 
Situation With the Nizam *, arid it appeared, from the Letters referred to in the Governor 
General’s Minute of the 9th July, that the Support of the Poona Adminiftration was 
an undoubted Obje& of the Soubah’s Policy * and alfo, that his Enmity againft Rago- 
ba was as determined. In his Letter to Governor Rumbold, received 21ft June, he con¬ 
cluded with thefe Words : “ If the Gentlemen of Bengal, in fupporting Ragonaut Row* 
“ are determined to make War with the Pundit Purdhaun Madharow, I fhall be 
“ obliged, in Confideration Of the Treaty fubfilling between him and me, to give him 
“ every poffible Afliftauce on my Part. You, Sir, will be pleated to communicate thefe 
“ Particulars to the Government of Bengal, and,aequaint me with the Rcfult of it.” 

Your Committee have further obferved, that in the following Month a Letter was re¬ 
ceived at Calcutta from Nizam Ally himlelf; in which he very explicitly declared his 
Sentiments and Intentions concerning the Difputes with the Marattas, and the Probabi¬ 
lity of his interfering in them. 

This feerned wholly to depend on the Nature of the Support which the Britiih Go¬ 
vernment might give jo the Pretenfions of Ragonaut Row j againft “ whofe bad Faith 
“ and invincible Villainy,” he expreffed a moft fettled Refentmentj and adverting to 
the Treaty formed between himfelf and the Prefidency of Madras, by which the Com¬ 
pany engaged not to protect the Enemies of his Government, he faid he had formerly 
a Iked Colonel Upton, *« Whilfl fuch a Treaty fubfifts, what is the Motive of giving Re¬ 
fuge to Ragonaut Row, the inveterate Enemy of my Government, and labouring at 
his Eftablifoment ?”

Being ftill fufpi clous of the fame Defign, he now alked the Governor General, if he 
was ignorant of that Treaty, or if, being ro^de by the Company at Madras, it was not 
binding on the Company at Bombay. Btic foat his Meaning might not be miftaken, he 
thus recapitulated it : 

“ If you have any Quarrel with Pundit Purdhaun on any other Account than that of 
« Ragonaut liow. it matters not to me, I have nothing to do with it; but if you engage 
“ in Hoftilities with Pundit Purdhaun on account of Ragonaut Row, as I am inviolable

« in my Engagements, and am bound by a firm Treaty to Pundit Purdhaun in cafe Ra- 
“ gonaut Rowmakes War on him, it becomes my indifpenfable Duty, in confequence or 
“ fuch Engagement, to give my Affiftance to Row Pundit Purdhaun. You will in 
“ fuch Cafe refer to the Treaty I have before alluded to. It was needfary to intimate 
“ thefe Particulars to you, and I have accordingly done fo.” 1 

In ConcVufion, he affured the Governor General he needed entertain no Sufpicions or 
Apprehenfions on Accounrof St. Lubin, for whole DifmilRon from Poona he had him- 
feli importuned, and did not Doubt but he was already fet off. 

And it appears, thilt the Governor General in his Anfwer written the following Day, 
ftrftrrgly infilled on the Certainty of an Alliance formed between the French and the 
Marattas, “ the Foreknowledge of which (he obferved) has induced me to prepare a Force 
“ to be lent to Bombay, not for the Support ofRagonaut Row, to whom this Government 
“ is under no Engagements, nor to make Wsir with the Minifters with whom we are m 
“ Friendlhip, but in Conformity to the Duties incumbent on this Government, charged 
“ with the Care and Proteflion of all the Englilh Pofiefiions in India, for the Purpofe 
“ of fecurrng the Prefidency of Bombay, which i3 now expofed to a War with our 
“ declared Enemies the French, and maybe alfo involved in one with the Marattas, 
♦* for fuch are their apparent Defigns. We are the Friends of the Pelhwa and of the 
“ Minifters, and (hall continue fo whrlft they are our Friends. We lhall be their Erte- 
“ mies, if they compel us to be fuch.” 

Having given this Explanation of his Conduct, he did not doubt of the Continuance 
of the'Nizam’s Friendlhip. 

With this Anfwer the Nizam, as far as may be judged by his own Expreffions, was 
apparently well fatisfied. “ The good Faith I have found in the Company, exceeds 
“ what l have experienced from any Other Power. With refpedl to what you write of 
“ Ragonaut Row, the Conduct you have purfued is fuch as the Faith of Treaty 
** required. I formerly, in the ftrongeft Terms, deftred the Poona Minifters not to 
“ give Encouragement to the Prcnch Vackeel. They are now afhamed of their Con- 
“ duft, and have not the leaft Idea of connefting themfelves with the French. But 
“ fliould the leafl Symptoms of fuch a Defign be proved on them, I will give itritte- 
“ diate Information to you, and withdraw myfelf front my Engagements with them.” 

It Ihould Item indeed, by a fuppofed Letter from Ballajee Janaurdon to the Nizam, 
Copy of which Mr. Moftyn tranfmitted to Calcutta, that the Minifters applied for his 
Affiftance againft the Englilh lb early as June 1778, and at the lame 1 ime, avowed 
the Treaty which they had made with the French Vackeel in the Month of May 
prcceeding. 

Hyder Ally however in this Interval had been making fome luccefsful Inroads upon 
the Maratta Dominions, and reduced fcveral of their Forts. It has been Hated in a 
former Report, that the Governor General folicited the Affiftance of Hyder Ally to expe¬ 
dite the March and the Succefs of the Bengal Detachment; but Hyder declined engaging 
in that Expedition, becaufe his Operations againft the Marattas required the Exertion of 
his whole Force ; fo that from thefe Informations, he appears at this Period to have been 
eanuftly bent upon Hoftilities againft the Marattas, and apparently defirous of the 
Englilh Friendlhip, though ftrongly fufpedied "Of a cloier Attachment to the 
French. • 

With regard to the Idler Powers in the Neighbourhood of Bengal, Your Committee 
find, that in contequence of the Rupture with France, Orders were given, upon the Rd- 
fblution of the Supreme Board, to General Stibberr, Commander in Chief, to caufe Three 
Battalions of Sepoys to be immediately raifed and maintained at the Expence of Chite 
Sing ; which, the Governor General informed that Rajah, would amount to Five Lacks 
per'Annum ; a Sum which he, not without earneft Reptefentation of his Poverty, agreed 
to pay. 

A Renewal of the Treaty between the Vizier and Fizoola Cawn had been made, under 
the Guarantee of the Company. 

Nudjiff Cawn having made Peace with the Seiks. had exprdfed his Defire of receiving 
Major Hanny as an Agent from the Government of Bengal; and the Governor Genei a 
and Council had in confequence directed the Major, who appears to have then bad the 
Command of the Vizier Body Guard, to vific Nudjiff Cawn with the Vizier’s Confent, 
and to report to them any Propofals which he might have to offer. 
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The Vizier was intent on the Defence of his own Frontiers, and had confenied to a 
Plan propoled by Captain Olborn, for railing a Battalion of Sepoys for the Protection of 
the Douab, which the Governor General and Council had recommended to Him. 




Cfiloncl Lellie was arrived at Chattapore, where he was obliged to halt for the Put- 
pofe. of repairing his Artillery Carriages ; and from whence he had thought it necefiary 
to'ditfft an Attack upon the principal Station of the Maratta Chief, Ballajee Punt, who 
had given him much Trouble on his March, and who, having affembled his Men on the 
Banks of the River Kane, Hill threatened to oppofe the Progrefs of the Troops. 

1 ?y thfe laft Atcourits froth Pooha, a Second Revolution had taken Place in the Adrhi- 
niilration of that Government, at the Mead of which Nanna Furnefe was again replaced, 
by the powerful Intervention of Madajee Scindia. But the Government of Bombay 
had refolved to clofe with the Propbfals of the oppofite Party, and to purfue the moft 
practicable Way of placing Ragoba in the Regency, by Means of their own Forces^ 
aided by Colonel Lefiie’s Detachment, and-fupported by the Troops of that Party.

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Your Committee have thus endeavoured fhortly to ftate an Account of the Proceed- 
jngs ot,the Supreme Council, in regard to the Nature of their latter Interference in the 
Difputes between the Prcf-deicy ;of Bombay and the Maratta Durbar. We have re¬ 
ferred the Houle to very'ample Documents and Authorities in the feveral Appendixes, 
for fuller Information of the declared Principles and Reafons of their Conduct upon that 
Subjeft. We have made it appear, that they had not only fent very confiderable Affift- 
ance of Men and Money from their own Prefidency to that of Bombay, but had alfo pre¬ 
vailed upon the Government of Fort Saint George to give their Aid, by detaching a 
Body of Troops from their Eftablifhment. to ftrengchen the Army on the Malabar 
Coaft, and had fmee applied to them fora Preparation of further eventual Reinforcements 
for the lame Service. We have alio Ihewn the Difficulties and Impediments which the 
Bengal Detachment met with in the Oucfct of their March, and the Contrariety of Or¬ 
ders which the Commander of it received from the Prefident and Council of Bombay, 
before his Arrival at Chacterpore in the End of June. To thefe we have added the Opi¬ 
nions and Propofitions of the feveral Members of the Superior Council, in confequence 
Of tlrole Incidents •, till, on xhe Receipt of apparently authentic Intelligence of a Rupture 
with France, that Board directed their Attention to a new Objed, by deputing an Em- 
baOy to the Court of Berar, which they expedited to produce irt its ultimate Consequences 
an Efted feemingly incorifiltenc with the Puriuit of p eir former Views and Defigns upon 
,, the Subject s though it is to be obferved, that the Governor General intimated in his Mi¬ 
nute, that he had already “employed the Agency of Moodajee Boolla’s Vackeel to excite 
“ the Ambiwon of his Mailer to alpire to the Sovereign Authority Of the Maratta Empire 
* upon ihe Death of the Ram Raja.” We have explained the Tenor of the Inftrudions 
which they kot to Bombay, when they communicated to that Government their Inten¬ 
tion of forming amAlhance with the Bcrar Raja ; and we have finally reported their 
lafl: Resolutions of r.pprdVation ’and Cqncairence with the prefidency of Bombay, in a 
Meakre which; being in Support of Ragoba, appears linoft calculated to claffi with and 
to counterad the Accoqiphffiment of their Defigns in Favour of Moodajee Boofla. Ic 
is at The mm Time hoVvever to be remembered, tjiat tpe Advancement of the Pre- 
tenfibns ot !: ignnaut Row was ex defiled to be the Objed of the Detachment 

under Colonel Ldlie, or that it would prove the Cattfc of afty Dilpute with the Poona 
Government. 

Your Committee therefore find it neceflary to proceed in queft of Information which 
may tend to ex lain or reconcile thefe Appearances of political Contradiction 5 but we 
fhail firft lay before the Houfe, the Kefulc of our Examination into feveral Records of 
the Prefidency of Bombay concerning thefe Matters, that it may be Teen what Steps they, 
who were upon the Spot and moft immediately interefted in thefe Tranfadions, took in 
this Interval, to make the bed Exertion of their own Faculties of Power or Policy, to 
bring them to a Termination beneficial or honourable to their Employers; but parti¬ 
cularly, that it may be explained what were the Circumftances which led to, and what 
was the Purport of thofe Propofals of Moraba, and thofe fubfequent Anfwers of Nanna, 
which occafiotied the Resolutions taken by the Seled Committee of Bombay, and the 
Confirmation of thofe Refblutions by the Superior Council. 

Your Committee, however, in the Firft Place, defire to refer the Houfe to an Inflec¬ 
tion of the Papees hereunto immediately annexed, that they may fee and examine the 
State of the Revenues, ahd of the Military Force under that Prefidency at the Period in 

queftion. 10

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our Committee will next proceed to point out the following Extract of a Secret 
er, dated 14 March 1778, from the Prefident and Council of Bombay to the Court 
fireftors, which appears to have been written a few Days after the Receipt of the 
'ernor General and Council’s Letter of 2d February. “ We have had the Satif- 
aftion of...receiving the moft complete Sanftion and Approbation of the Governor 
jenpral and Council tq the Plan and Principle upon which we are determined to 
proceed. The failure Of this promifing Scheme may in a great Meafure be afcribed 
“ to tjie Diftruft entertained by Ragoba’s Friends, of Our Want of Power to fulfil our 
“ Engagements. Moraba's Words to Mr. Lewis were, “ If we enter into Bufinefs, let 
“ us go through it heartily ; let there be no Excufe on the Part of the Governor and 
“ Council afterwards, that they have received Orders to make a Peace, as they did 
“ before” 

“ The Necelfity of taking fome Meafures to anticipate the Defigns 0/ the French, 
“ and to counteract the Party in the Poon.* Government inimical to the Company, 
“ appears every Day more eminent. The Governor General and Council’s Appro- 
“ bation is too much confined to the particular Plan propofed to them, without 
“ giving us any more general Latitude to aft. as Circumftances might require, which 
“ we had very ftrongly prefied them to do j fo that at laft we may be obliged ei- 
“ ther to hazard the Confequences of afting without Authority from them, or pafiively 
behold the very Exiftence of the Company endangered, without making an Effort to 
“ preferve it.” 

But Your Committee obferve, that when Mr. Moftyn, in his Letter dated 27th March 
to the Prefident of Bombay, gave an Account of the Revolution (which he had long 
expefted) whereby Moraba, who made Ufe of the Name of Ragonaut Row, became 
veiled with the Sirpaw of Duan by Pertwetta Boy, to whole Care the Perl’on of the young 
Pelhwa had been entrufted, he (Mr. Moftyn) applied at the fame Time for Advice and 
Direction; fuggefting however the following Doubts : “ Should Nanna condefcend 
“ to make up Matters with his Opponents, it may induce the Party not to comply 
** wholly with Ragoba’s Treaty, and fhould Ragoba refufe to accept of their Invitation 
“ on any other Terms, Moraba and his Party might look upon themfelves as abfolved 
“ from the Oath they gave to Ragoba, which is the Realon of their having made this 
“ Effort, and think no more of them. Our Confederation feems now to be, whether it 
“ would not be more advantageous to the Company to recede fomething, and thereby 
“ fix Ragoba in the Government with a Body of our Troops, and remain in ftrift 
“ Friendihip with the Maratta State, and confequently entirely fhut out our natural 
“ Enemies the French, and all other Europeans, than, by perfifling in a full Compliance 
“ with the Treaty have Ragoba thrown upon our Hands, without any further Profpeft, 
** at Variance with the Government, leave all Hopes of any further Advantage from 
“ them, even by the prefent Treaty, than what we are in abfolute PofTeflion of, and give 
** them an Opening to admit the French, or any other Power they pleafe ?’* 

And Your Committee find, that thefe Doubts were further confirmed by another 
Letter from Mr. Moftyn, in which he exprefied mucji Mortification at the Probability 
of a Reconciliation between Nanna and the oppofite Tarty ; who being expefted at Poona 
in a few Days, would then probably make Propofals refpeftirtg an Agreement with the 
Company and Ragoba. The Prefident and Council of Bombay refolved thereupon to 
inftruft Mr. Moftyn not to recede from any Article of the Treaty of Surat ; adding, 
** that it would be Time enough to relax in their Demands hereafter, if they lhould find 
“ it neceffary.” And we obferve, that the Board having at the fame Time confidered 
the Contents of the Letter received the Day before from Bengal, dated 26th of February, 
complained of being confined by it from taking the more aftive Meafures they had 
recommended; and therefore acquitting themfelves, they declared the Refponfibility to 
reft upon the Superior Council, ftiould the French lucceed in getting an Eftablilhment 
at Choule. 

Your Committee find, in feveral of Mr. Moftyn’s Letters recorded on the Secret Con- 
fultations of the Bombay Board, repeated Intelligence of the probable Defigns of the 
French, of the Promifes made by the new Durbar to difmifs St. Lubin, of their fub- 
fequent Evafions on that Subjeft, and alfo in regard to any certain Propofals for an 
Agreement with the Company and Ragoba; Q n the 14th of April he wrote that Tam- 
bucker was to be difpatched with full Powers to treat with the Prefidency and Ragoba. 
On the 18th he informed the Board, that at tlTe Durbar, where he found aflembled 
Butcheba, Proonder, Morabah, Chintoo Wittall, Tookajee Holkar, and others, Mora- 
bah allured him that they all confirmed the Agreement formerly made with Ragoba; 
but their Arrangements with the Company would be belt fettled after Dada Sahib’s Ar- 
Rep. VI,' w K rival 
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rival at Poona ; which Pelay Mr. Moftyn was difpofed to approve of, thinking that Ra¬ 
goba would confider the Treaty of Surat as the only legal one.

X77& It appears, however, that the Prefident and Council of Bombay did not think it prop v ^ 

c^)nfultation >r0cee< * ln ^ , on tb ‘ 9 that Mr. Moftyn ihould come with any Propofals whatever from the Minifters, unleft 
Appendix, N°9i. they would firft deliver to him in Writing the particular Stipulations which they were 
willing to agree to. And Your Committee obferve, that it was at this Time that the 
Majority of the Board being of Opinion that from the prefent Situation of Affairs, 
there was no Profpedt of having any Occafion for the Bengal Troops that Seai'on, and in 
order to avoid the heavy Expence by their marching forward, agreed to write to the 
Commanding Officer at Calpee, to remain there till further Orders •, and upon this Oc¬ 
cafion MefTrs. Draper and Stackhoufe diflenting from the reft of the Gentlemen, declared 
that they did. not think their Situation fo much altered, either with refpeft to the Ma- 
rattas, the probable Defigns of' the French' upon Choule, or their own military Refources, 
as to juftify the countermanding the March of the Troops. Whereupon the Majority 
thought it neceflary to obferve, mtheir Vindication, that the Difficulties of the March 
from Calpee to Bombay were fo great, as to make the Attempt next to impracticable y 
that they would not upon any Account expofe the Company’s Troops to fuch Dangers, 
without the moii ablolute and imminent Neceffity > that they were allured, by later Ac¬ 
counts from Europe than the Governor General and Council could have had, that there 
was no B obability of a Rupture with France. 
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It has been feen how foon thefe Refolutions were altered, and what Reafons of abfolute 
and imminent Neceffity were affigned for commanding the Advance of the Detachment. 
To thole Letters, which are referred to above. Your Committee have added, in the Ap¬ 
pendix, N° 92, a Secret Letter from the Prefident and Council to the Court of Dire&ors, 
dated 26th April, by which will be difeovered the Idea they then entertained of the Si¬ 
tuation of thole Affairs ; and wherein we find an Obfervation, which proves that Ragoba 
did not well brook any Delay, and that it had been neceflary to hold a Conference with 
him, to moderate his Impatience And it appears, that on that Occafion he particularly 
infilled on his Alarm left: Delay Ihould weaken the Refolution of the Party in his Favour j 
to which, he added the further Stimulative of an earneft Profeffion of his Hope to gain 
an earlier Opportunity of putting the Company in Poficffion of Bafiein. 


Your Committee find, that Mr. Moftyn communicated to the Prefident and Council 
trttew from Mr. Mofty* to 0 f Bombay, in his Letters of the 25th and 28th May, feveral Pieces of Information 
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which he had gained, in further Proof of the favourable Attention Hill paid to the French 
Agent by the new Durbar, and of their Endeavours to prevent the Advance of the De¬ 
tachment under Colonel Lellie, for which Purpofe it was laid that they had written to 
Moodajee Boofla, defiring him to Hop their March either by friendly Intervention or by 
Force, in which latter Cafe he Ihould be fupported with Affiftance from them, if he 
Ihould require it. And Mr. Moftyn appears to have openly declared to Perfons deputed 
to him from the Durbar, that he confidered all the Pretences of fending Propofals to 
Bombay as mere Finefle calculated only to gain Time, and to check the Progrefs of 
the Troops from Bengal. And Your Committee obferve, that the Prefident and Council 
of Bombay expreffed on the 3d June the fame Opinion in thefe Words : “ Any Offers 
« the Durbar may now make to Ragoba, can only be intended to gain more Time, and 
the more important Object we have in View cannot be put to the Hazard upon the 
mere Hopes of Advantage to him.” 

. It appears, that on the 16th May theTreGdent and Council apprized Colonel Lellie 
t|iat the rainy Seaion on their Coaft might be expected to fet in about rhe icth or 15th 
of June ; That on the 3d of June they fent Inftruflions to him to direct his Mark to- 
Surat, unlefs he Ihould think it more expedient to proceed to Broach. And we perceive, 
'that oii the 19th of June, having received Information of the Commencement of Hofti- 
lities between Great Britain and France, they repeated their Directions to him to purfue 
his March with the utmoft Diligence on that Account. And it appears, that on the 22d 
of the fame Month, Mr. Moftyn forwarded to him Duftucks which he had received 
from Moraba and Butcheba, for the free Paflage of his Corps through the Maratta 
Dominions. 

But Your Committee find by Mr. Mlftyri’s Letters, and by the Secret Confultaticns 
of the Prefident and Council.Of Bombay, and by their Secret Letters of the 17th June 
and 8th of July, that Mr. Moftyn had prefcnted on the 4th of June to the Minifters a 
formal Paper of Demands with the Company’s Seal annexed, in Obedience to the Direc¬ 
tions which, as has been before taken Notice of, he had received from the Prefident 
and Council of Bombay ; That he had defired an immediate and explicit Anfwer like- 
k . • ' wife 


wife in Writing, allowing only a Delay of Fourteen Days} that he had not however been 
able for a confiderable Time to obtain any Reply to thofe Requifitfons, till by the 
\ffiftance of Scindia and Holkar, Nanna Furnefe again appeared in formidable Com- 

•tition with Moraba and his Party, and foon after regained the Afcendancy of MinKte- 
iial Power; during which Struggle it appears that Moraba and his Friends at lall deliv¬ 
ered to Mr, Moftyn every neceffary Paper and Credential for fettling the Demands of 
the Company upon that State, and bringing Ragoba again into the Government: That 
with thefe, at their particular Requeft, and not having received any Anfwerfrom the new 
Adminiftration, he determined to proceed to the Prefidency, in order to lay them before 
the Board ; which he accordingly did on the 13th Day of July ; and on the 21ft the Seledt 
Committee took them into Confideration. 

I It is however to be remarked, that Mr. Moftyn in his Letter of the *yth of June to 
the Board, exprefsly mentioned that Nanna had more than once lent Maderow Jaderow 
to defire to fee him, which he had declined to comply with, having afligned as a Keal'or* 
that the Articles did not require Explanation, and if there was any other Proportion to 
make, it fhould be delivered in Writing ; to which Maderow had replied, “ That the 
“ Bufinefs Nanna wanted him for, was to talk on the Articles and the Increafe of their 
“ Friendship.” Hereupon Mr. Moftyn makes the following Reflection in Explanation 
oJtihis Reafons for having ftill perfifted to avoid a Meeting with Nanna. 
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“ This more fully points out their View in fending for me to be nothing more than 
,c to delay Time, and to evade giving an Anfwer to the Paper in Writing. And as from 
“ the Excels of Time your Honour, &c. may judge it a Refufal, I have thought it moft 
“ prudent to evade going, and from Experience I am convinced it is the only Method 
“ of drawing any Thing from them in Writing.” 

And Your Committee find, that a few Hours after Mr. Moftyn had quitted Poona, 
a Reply, very different indeed from that delivered by Moraba and his Party, was lent 
in Writing to Mr. Lewis by the Durbar, and by him tranfmitted to the Board; whofe 
Sentiments upon it will be taken Notice of, as having been the Principle of thofe 
Refutations, which were provifionally approved and confirmed by the Superior 
Council. ' 

But Your Committee obferve, that previous to the Meeting of the Seleft Commit¬ 
tee upon this Subject, they received Advice from Poona of Come violent 'Proceedings 
agamft Moraba and his Party, by Nanna in Conjunction with Madajee Scindia, who had 
employed a Body of Horfe in feizing ahd confining the Perfons of Moraba and But- 
cheba ; had obliged Holkar to give up his Duan and accept one Of their Appointment, 
and were fufpeCted of Defigns againft the Liberty of Siccaram Baboo, who had not 
been contained in any of thefe Meafures. 

On the 21ft of July the Seleft Committee of Bombay, which Your Committee find 
to have confifted of Governor Hornby, Mr. Carnac, Colonel Iigerton, and Mr. Draper, 
afiemblCd to take in Confideration the Situation of Affairs with the Marattas and having 
confidered the Durbar’s Aniwer to the Refutations prefented by Mr. Moftyn on the 4th 
of June, they judged it neceffary to confult him on feveral Points before they took their 
Refutations on the Papers before them ; which will be found together in the Appendix 
N* 104. 

And Your Committee further find, that Mr. Moftyn attending accordingly, delivered 
his Sentiments; in,which, after infilling upon the Danger of Nanna’s inimical Intrigues 
with the French, and on the State of the different Parties at Poona, he declared ?t to 
be impoffible in his Judgment to chufe any other Alternative than that of taking Parc 
with Moraba, and that it fhould be done without the fmalleft Delay, confidering the 
aftual Situation of Affairs with France. And on his further Examination by the Select 
Committee on thefe Matters, he gave them every Encouragement to make a vigorous 
Attempt from a Confideration of the State and Difpofition of the Maratta Armies, from 
the Affiftance to be expe&ed by a&ing in concert with the confederate Chiefs, and from 
the little Difficulty there would be in fecuring all the Paffes between the Prefidency 
and Poona. 

, % 

And , it appears that the Seled Committee thereupon proceeded to confider the 
Durbar’s Aniwer tranfmitted by Mr. Lewis, fince Nanna Furnefe had refumed his 
Place in the Adminiftration ; and they came thereupon to the following unanimous Re¬ 
futations : 
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** That the Anfwets are in the higheft Degree vague, evafive, and unfatisfadory, and 
ti amount to a Refufal.” 7 

“ That we are authorized by the Governor General and Council's Letter of 23d 
“ March, to declare the Durbar’s Anfwers a Violation of the Treaty of Poorunder, and 
“ confequently that we are free from all Obligation laid on us by that Treaty, and at 

full Liberty to take Meafures for fubverting that Party in the Poona Government 
“ which is connected with the French in Schemes hoftile to the Englifh Company j and 
** for eftabiiihing an Adminiftration at Poona, with which we can maintain a permanent 
" Alliance. ; 

“ That the Situation of public Affairs in Europe, and Nanna’s Reftoration to the 
** executive Power at Poona, render it indifpenfably neceffary to effed thofe two Points 
“ with all poflible Expedition. -id ■ 

“ That for accomplifhing thofe Purpofes, tb<* moft pradicable Meafures be perfued 
“ for placing Ragoba in the Regency at Poona, with this fpecial Provifo, that the 
“ Government and Sicca be conduded in the Pefhwa’s Name during his Minority, and 

furrendered to him on his obtaining legal Age.” 

The Plan of future Meafures appears to have been the next Subjed of Confideration * 
w hich terminated in other unanimous Refolutions (the Particulars of which are placed In 
the Appendix, N* 106) to engage with Moraba and his Party, and to make ncceffary 
Preparations (without imparting their Intentions to Ragoba) againft the Seafon of Adion, 
before which Time they might expe’d to receive Advices from Europe, and obtain the 
Sentiments of the Governor General and Council. And we perceive, that in order to L, 
fecure the Co-operation of Colonel Leflie’s Detachments, they fent new Directions far 
the Courfe of his March ; and that, with a View of engaging the Neutrality at leaft if not 
the Affiftance of Moodajee Boofla and the Nizam, they recommended it to the Go¬ 
vernments of Bengal and Madras to prefer Demands of that Tendency upon thofe 
Powers. 

And Tour Committee End, that the Prefident and Council of Bombay tranfmitted 
an Account of thefe Circumftances and Proceedings to the Court of Diredors, in their 
Secret Letter dated 31ft of July, which concludes with the following Paffage: 

ie Moraba and his Party have engaged to join Ragoba with all their Forces as foon 
« as he pailed the Ghauts, but we cannot place much Dependance upon them, at leaft 
“ for any immediate Affiftance, as Nanna Furnefe, upon Sufpicion of their Defigns, has 
“ feized and confined moft of this Party, and even fecured the Perfons of Moraba and 
«* Butcheba themfelves. Yet fo much is the Poona Government weakened by the in- 
“ teftine Divifions which have fo long fubfifted, that we hope we jfhall be able to effed 
“ our Point without much Difficulty, even if Moraba ffiould” not be able to join us; 

** and we doubt not, when it is feen that we openly efpoufe Ragoba’s Caufe, but many . 

principal Maratta Officers will declare for him, as his Claim and Family are in general 
* ( favoured by them, and Nanna’s opprefiive Government detefted. 

“ In the Terms to be made with Ragoba for the Company, we propofe to look for 
« nothing further than the Performance of the Treaty of Surat, the total Exclufion of 
«' the French, and the Payment of our Expences.” 

Your Committee think it proper in this Place to remark to the Houfe, that we have 
found, among the various Records and DoctlrneTits which we had called for, in order 
to gain all proper Materials for the Profecution of our Enquiry, a Report of the Com¬ 
mittee of Correfpondence of the.Baft India Company ; which appears to have been ap¬ 
pointed by the Court of Diredors to examine into the Affairs of Bombay, and par¬ 
ticularly the Circumftances previous to and during this Expedition undertaken in Favour 
of Ragoba. And Your Committee intend to place an Extrad of the moft material 
Parts of this Report in an Appendix, from which the Houfe will derive much Informa¬ 
tion; and as we mtift neceffarily, in the Courfe of our Report, confider many of the 
fame Points which have been the Objefts of their Attention, we fball occafionally 
annex to our Obfervations any decifive Opinion which the Committee of Correfpondence 
appear to have fubmitted to the Court of Ditedcrs upon each r tf fuch Points. And in 
Oblervance of this Defign, Your Committee will here infert the Opinion, which was 
given upon the Refolution of the Select Conmittee abovementioned, of the 21ft July. 

“ And the Committee having duly attended to the Whole of the Proceedings pre- 
** vious to the Expedition under Confideration, are of Opinion, that the Refolution of 
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lie Seleft Committee of Bombay, of the 21ft of July, for placing Ragoba in the 
iegency at Poona, was not improper, under the favourable Circumftances fee forth 
n their Proceedings at that Period.” 

four Committee have not found in the Records of the Presidency of Bombay, any 
ceedings which tended to a further Profecution of thefe Meafures, till the 12th of 

^ober, when the Se!e£t Committee, compol'ed of the fame Members, refumed their 
Consideration of Maratta Affairs. But it will be proper to obferve, that previous to 
this Meeting of the Committee, a Letter from the Governor General and Council, dated 
17 Auguft, had b&fh received, containing their Approbation of the Resolutions of the 
Seled Committee of the 2 j It of July, on the following exprefs Proviflons : 

« Firft'.f—That it do not interfere with any Engagements formed with Moodajee 
« Bouncello by Mr. Elliot, and previous Notice to you by him. 

** Second.—That your lateft Advices from Europe Shall be equal to an ASTurance, 
“ that the Force required for this Service may be fpared, without endangering the Safety 
“ of Bombay, in the Event of a French Invafion. 

“ Third.—That the Engagement you may form with Ragoba himfelf, or Moraba 
«« and his ASTociates, be not contrary to thofe concluded with Moodajee by Mr. 
« Elliot, and noticed to you, nor of any hoftile Tendency to the Government of 
“ Bciar.” 

And it appears, that there was much Difference of Opinion in the Members of the 
Bombay Board, upon the exaft Interpretation of the Governor General and Council’s 
Meaning, in the reftri&ive Pfovifion relative to the Engagements with Moodajee Boun¬ 
cello, whether they Should not consider it as an Instruction to delay Execution of their 
Resolutions, till they might be informed by Mr. Elliot of the particular Articles of the 
Alliance entered into with that Power, which in Effedfc would amount to a virtual 
Prohibition of their intended Enterprize. 

Tour Committee having obferved that the Committee of Correfpondence delivered 
an Opinion upon thefe Instructions from the Governor General and Council, here in¬ 
ferred it as follows: 

“ The Committee find, that when the Governor General and Council approved the 
«« Resolution of the 21ft of July, they could not have been informed of the Confinement 
«« of thofe Maratta Chiefs, who were fuppoled to be well inclined to Ragoba, and 
“ capable of affording him the Afiiftance abovementioned.” 

And it further appears, by the Advices transmitted in this Interval by Mr. Lewis 
from Poona, that Moraba Furnufe and Butcheba Proonder had been transferred from 
the Cuftody of Madajee Scjridia to that of Nanna Furnefe, who kept them in clofe 
Confinement. That “ the Durbar had been consulting how they Should oppofe Colonel 
** Leflie’s March, but were much puzzled what Officer to fend, as S.iccaram and Nanna, 
“ being mutually afraid of each other, would not confent to Scindia’s going, as they 
“ considered him as the Umpire between them : That Hurry Punt had declared his 

“ Refolution of not ftirring without the Minifters, who were afraid to truft Holkar 

“ with the Command : That Purferam Bhow muff return to Meritz, Hyder’s Army 
“ being in Camp on the other Side of the Kiftna, with a determined Refolution of at- 

«« tacking it as foon as the Seafon opened.” That they had therefore contented themr 

felves with having privately written to the different Rajas and Officers through 
whole Didrids the Colonel muff neceffarily pafs, to uSe every Endeavour to prevent 
his advancing; but drat in cafe their Efforts Should prove ineffectual, they were di¬ 
rected to deny having received any Orders from Government. 

And it is to be obferved, that by the laft Accounts received at Bombay, of Colonel 
Leflie’s Situation, he had not advanced much beyond Chatterpore. 

And Your Committee find on the Seledt Confutations of 12th October, a Minute of 
Mr. Carnac, in which he lamented, that not a Single Step had yet been taken in Pro¬ 
fecution of their Resolutions of the 2tft of July, or to avail themfelves of the Oppor¬ 
tunity offered by the Diffractions in the Brahmin Ministry to exclude Nanna from any 
Share in the Government; that mod: ferious Evils might enfue to the Company by any 
longer Delay ; that they were not neceffarily retarded by any Circumstances arising 
from the Reftridtions contained in the Governor General and Council’s Letter of Ap¬ 
probation ; that the Party of Moraba was not fo depreffed as to be incapable of 
rendering very 'material Service •, and that their Condudt muff be liable to a Charge of 
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Inconfiftency by their honourable Employers, Ihould they remain inaftive after havin® 
received a full Latitude from the controlling Prefidency to aft with Vigour and 
Effeft.—And we perceive that Mr. Moftyn, whofe Opinion was again confulced upon 
this Occafion, Repeated every encouraging Afiurance of the Certainty of Succtfs, i 1 
of the ptefent Crifis being the molt favourable that could offer for the Execution ;i 
their Defigns. And in Support of this Opinion he offered feveral Reafons, which will 
be found in the Appendix, N 0 nt. It appears that at the Clofe of. the Debate, the 
Majority of the Committee, Mr. Draper only diffenting, refolved to carry into imme¬ 
diate Execution the Plan agreed to under 21ft of July. 


Your Committee find that Mr. Draper delivered in his Minute of DiflVnt to the 
foregoing Refolution on the 19th of Oftober j in which he afcribed to the Difference of 
Circumffances the Reafon of his changing his Opinion fince the 2 iff of July, and of his 
objefting 19 the Profecution of thofe Meafures at the prefent Junfture; to which he 
added the following Inducements : 

Firft, Becaufe of the exprefs Conditions contained in the Governor General and 
“ Council’s Letter of 17 Auguft. 

“ Secondly, Becaufe of the Reftraint Moraba and Butcheba, and their Adherents, 
“ feem to be under. 


Thirdly, Becaufe of the very great Deficiency In our European Force to /he laft 
‘ Eftab’ilhmenc ordered by the Honourable Company.” 


in 


On thefe Heads he enlarged in long explanatory Arguments, which are placed 
the Appendix N° 112, and are judged well deferving the Attention of the Houfe. * But in 
Condufion, he declared his Concurrence of Opinion in the Necefiity of removing 
Nanna from the Adminiftration of Affairs, and of rein (taring Ragonauc Row in quality 
of Regent, for the Welfare of the Prefidepcy, though he thought it adviteable to 
delay die Attempt for a few Months. 


On the 26th of Oftober Your Committee obferve, that the other Members of the 
Seleft Board declared in Anfwer to Mr. Draper’s Objections, that they conlidercd the 
Succefs of the intended Expedition to depend entirely upon its being immediately 
undertaken to prevent a Junftion between the French and the Maratta Forces; and 
that it was in no way likely “ the Degree of Support they meant to give Ragonauc 
“ Row could be at all affefted by a Negociation with Moodajee Boofla, even luppofing 
* f it (hould have been recommended to him to affert his Pretenlions to the Rajaftiip 
« of Sattarah.” The Majority of the Committee having thus confirmed their firft 
Opinion, an immediate Expedition to Poona, in Support of Ragoba, was refolved 
Upon. , . 


Upon this Refolution, and the fubfequent Execution of it, the Court of Direftors, 
in Confirmation of the Report made to them by the Committee of Correfpondence, 
conveyed their Opinion to the Seleft Committee in the following Words: 

« Your Refolution of the 2 iff of July was not improper, under the favourable 
“ Circumffances dated by you at that Period-, but the Change which happened 
“ foon afterwards in the Situation of Ragoba’s Friends, and the Lapfe of Time from 
“ the 21ft of July to the aid of November, rendered it extremely imprudent to under- 
“ take the Expedition at that Time.” 


And Your Committee find, that the Firft preparatory Meafure which the Seleft Com¬ 
mittee took, toward the accomplilhing "tif their Defigns, was to order a Letter to be 
drawn up in the Name of Ragoba, to the principal Maratta Officers, with a View, when 
he Ihould have approved it, to caufe it to be circulated on his landing on the Contiiftnt. 
And it appears, that on the 4th of November it was refolved to appoint a Committee, 
as a Method the belt Anted for the Purpofe of carrying their Plans into Execution ; and 
upon the Prefident’s Propofal, Meffrs. Carnac, Egerton, and Moftyn were appointed ac¬ 
cordingly, and immediately direfted to confider the further Arrangements neceffary for 
the iticended Service-, and to wait upon Ragoba to communicate their intentions and 
the Conditions to be previoufly ftipulated with,him ; in which they Ihould enjoin him to 
obferve the utmoft Secrecy. Buc we perceive, that on the 7th or the fame Month 
Colonel Egerton declaring that he had, through Mifapprehenfion, affented to the Ap¬ 
pointment of a Committee, which he fince accidentally found was intended to accom¬ 
pany the Army to Poona, de,fired to withdraw his Aflent, and to fubftitute his Proteft 
againft it, for Reafons then delivered by him in .Writing, the principal of which appears 
to be, becaufe he deemed it diametrically oppofite to the Intentions of the Company, 
and becaufe he doubted whether in the Abfenee of the Commander in Chief, the Power 
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of the Select Committee could exift without the Prefence of the other Three Members 
\\ hereupon the Pre hdent put the following Queftion, in which Meflrs. Carnac and 
Egerton declined voting: ^ 

“ Whether Two Members of the Committee can be''detached from the Prefidency 
“ I 1 ' th *r lame 11 me upon any temporary Service, and whether the Two remaining 
1 L? are ’ , in t1e,r Ablence, competent to form a Committee We perceive 
that Mr. Draper thought himfelt obliged, from his idea of the Company’s Meaning, to 
vote in the Negative; but the Prefidenc being of Opinion, that in Cafes of great Con- 
tingency, even his own Preience might be difpenfed with, the Queftion was decided in 
the Affirmative, by his calling Voice. 
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The Animadverfion of the Court of Dire&ors on this 
Words : 


Meafure, is in thefe 


“ Your Appointment of a Member of the Seledt Committee to accompany the 
ommander in Chief to Poona, was highly improper. By the Departure of the 

L °<r !r 3 f dcr » um Mr ’ Carnac ’ tfie Governor having a cafting Vote became 

poireifecl m baft of ab olute Authority for tranlading all Political, Military, and 
Naval Affaire, and luch as require Secrecy, at Bombay; and as this Tranfadtion 
militated agamft the Letter and Spirit of the Court’s Orders of the 10th of April 1778 
the Appointment of a Member of ttk Select Committee at Bombay to accompany’ 
Gommanderm Chief to Poona, muft have our Difapprobation, and we declare 
J e r M W °i t ]' e , hld Committee very reprehenfible for their Cdnduft in that 
Reipeift. We find the Commander in Chief protefted againft the Meafure- artd wc 
exempt Mr. Diaper from this Cenfure,. becaufe, juftly fuppofing it to be the Intent 
of the Company, that none of the Civil Members of the Committee fliould be detached 
from the Presidency, if the Commander in Chief was to beabient alfo, Mr. Draper 
very properly delivered his Opinion in the Scleft Committee accordingly/* 

And Your Committee find, that Ragoba made feveral Objections to the Tefms of the 
Circular Letter above-mentioned, particularly to the Claufe relpedinp his carrying on 
the Government as Regent only during the Minority j and that his Behaviour in this 
InUance was not without Symptoms of evafive Difiimulation, in Firft protending Com¬ 
pliance, and afterwards attempting to obtrude ieveral very material Alterations," which 
uw \° madmiffible, and therefore refolved (in Confideration alfo of 

thfe Dangers of Delay) to make a very explicit Declaration to him, that oh his Compliance 
mutt depend the Continuance of c .- rr "■- • • - ■ 
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their 


. -upporr. This appears to have had its Effedt, 
by inaucing him to fign the original Letter on the 16th of November, having previoufly 
obtained a Prorruie from the Committee to inform the Court of Directors of his folemn 
Allegation and Engagement to prove the yoyng Peflma to be a fuppofuitious Child, 
and that moreover, if he * ailed in that Proof, he was neverthelefs ftilt entitled, according 
to the Gcntoo Law, to an equal Partition of the Government and Country. And we 
perceive, that the Seled Committee at the fame Time refolved to gratify him in his 
Requell for a Supply of Arms and Ammunition, and for a Loan of 3 Lacks of Rupees 
which (they obkrved) the State of their Treafury at Bombay and Surat would enable 
thtn * ve ,7 conveniently to grant.” But they would not admit the Validity of his 
pretended Engagements with Mr. Shaw, relative to the Ceffion of Ahmood,' nor confent 
to accept that Place as well as Han food, but as a free Gift from him. Yet they after¬ 
wards allowed that Plea to prevail fo far as to induce them to add another Lack to the 
Loan* which they proinikd to make him. ^ 

Your Committee think it proper here to date, that the Amount due from Ragoba to 
the Company the 30th Day of April 1777, was Rupees 2 4,7-2,775 i that in November 
I77<j, the Governor and Select Committee paid to the Executor Of Mr. William Shaw 
ao.Goo R s on Account of Ragoba, and lent befideS 15,000 to Two of his Servants 
which, with the Four Lacks mentioned above, amounted in the Whole to m.m.ooo 
. U P* 5 F S ; and chat the Committee of Corrdpondence reported it to be their dear 
Opinion that thefe Loans were unjuftiriable j and that the Court of Directors announced 

to me deleft Comdntte* thdr Sentiments- and Refohuions on this Point to be as 
follows: 
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u Your Payment of 80,000 Rupees to Mr. Shaw’s Executors, and your Loan.of 
Four Lacks to Ragoba, and 15,000 Rupees to his Servants, befides Arms.arid 
Military Stores furnuhed for his Ufe, were unjuftifiable Meafures, more elpecia ly as 
fo large a Sum as 1,50,000 was lent with the Troops, and as Authority was alfo 
granted to the Conarmfiary and Paymafter to pafs Draughts on the Select Committee 
for their neceflary Difburfements during the Expedition; and we find, that bills 
have actually been accepted on that Account, to the Amount of Rupee? 2,28,529 : 
Unlefs therefore you fhall be able to produce better Reafons for having made tne 
above Loans and Payment, amounting to 4,95,000 Rupees, than appear to us at pre- 
lent, you muft expert to be made reiponfible to the Company for the laid 

Amount.” 

On the Seleft Confultations of the 18th of November, four Committee find re¬ 
corded the Draft? of the propofed Treaty with Ragoba, which had been approved of 
bv the Committee; but it is proper to remark, that the Prefident on the next Day 
dignified to the feveral Members his Opinion, that the 16th Article appearing to him 
to be a greater Conceffion than the Gentlemen at Bengal were by Law entitled to, and 
not only unnecefiary but a dangerous Precedent, he had ordered it to be new mo¬ 
delled. 

The Article in Queftion Rood as follows: % _ 

,6th Article—•“ When the contracting Parties have mutually interchanged this 
« Treaty, it will be fenc to Bengal fot the Ratification of the Governor General and 
“ Council.” 

The amended Article we find to ftand as follows: 

“ If any Article of the prelent Treaty Ihould interfere with any Engagements 
“ formed by the Governor General and Council not yet known to the SeleCt Com- 
“ mittee of Bombay, fuch Article may be altered or amended as may be ne- 

" ceflary.” 

It appears, that Mr. Draper returned an Anfwer in Dilapprobation of the Amend¬ 
ment becaufe he conceived the Ad of Parliament obliged them to lubmit the P ro- 
uofed Treaty to the Controul of the Governor General and Council; but Mr. Carnac 
thinking that the Queftion fhould be fairly debated in the Committee, it was accordingly 
confidered thereon the 21 ft * ^’hen Mr. Draper appears to have been abfent, and the reit 
of the Board agreed, that is they had obtained the Confent and Approbation of the 
Superior Council, and exprefsly mentioned that Circumftance in the hirft Article of the 
Treaty, it would be fuperfluous and humiliating to the Dignity of tneir Government if 
they Ihould declare that they had no Authority to conclude a final Engagement. 

But Your Committee find, that the Proceedings of the Seled Committee were prefled 
forward to a Condufion of thefe preparatory Agreements, upon hidden Intelligence that 
the Minifters had got Intimation of their Intentions, and, were making Preparations to 
receive them. 'Whereupon it was determined to fend off One Divifion of the troops 
immediately, and that the Remainder of the Forces Ihould proceed afterwards with all 
Expedition. Yet it appears to your Committee, that another unexpected Interruption 
arofe from Ragoba, who objected to feveral Parts of the Treaty, particularly thole re¬ 
garding the Security of the young Pelhwa’s Perfon, a ” d . . tlie _ P [ omlfe futU Jv 
t eft ion and Favour to Mofaba and the other Chiefs of his Party; and he renifed to 
fign the circular Letters (though wanted for immediate Ufe) till lie had executed the 
Treaty, which he was at laft, after a Conference of Seven Hours, hardly prevailed upon 
to agree to, though he was indulged in his earneft Defire to make feme Imal Alterations 
in it And we perceive, that in confequence of this apparent Accommodation of all 
the remaining Differences, Colonel Egerton fee off the fame Day to Bemtpore to put 
himfelf at the Head of the Forces; and the other Members of the Seleft Board be.ng 

Tern bled in the Prefident’s Chamber, executed the Treaty and lent it that Evening by 
Mr. Moftyn to Ragoba, who however, notwithftanding his Promiie, again refuted to ra¬ 
tify it, unlefs fome Addition was made to the Claule regarding the Cuftody of the Child 
and the Ceflion of the Autgums depending upon Saliette. And we perceive, that m 
order to remove all Doubts the Board agreed to make fome explanatory Conctfiions in 
thofe Inftances, adding however a Refolutibd, in confequence “ of their leaving expe- 
«c rienced fo much Evafion and Delay on. his Part,” to fend a threatening Mdfage to 
him that if he fhould not agree to the Treaty with the above Additions ‘‘they would 
“ drop all Connection with him, and take Poffdlion of the Government at Poona in the 
<c Name of rhe Pefhwa, and carry it on in his Name until they Ihould receive Orders 
** from Bengal whom to appoint Regent.” 


Still however Your Committee obferve, that the DeGre of having a Negative in the 
Appointment of Guardians to whom the Care of the Child's Perfon fhould be entrufted, 
encouraged Hagoba to exprefs a further Diffatisfaftion; and that the Select Board there¬ 
upon made yet a further Conceffion to him, “ as they were very anxious to have the 
“ Treaty concluded, and unwilling it fhould be known at Poona that any Disagreement 
“ fubfifteU perweep them to all which they added a formal Exculpation of his Pertina¬ 
city, as iuppofing it “ not to proceed from any evil Defign againfl: the Infant, but to be 
“ occafidned entirely by his Fears that they fhould place it under the Charge of Moraba 
" or fofne of the Chief Officers, which wou.ld give them great Afcendancy.” And it 
appears that theic Apprehenfions were not yet fubdued •, for though the Committee, in 
Hopes of accommodating Matters wfpout delivering the Mefiage agreed upon, ap¬ 
proved of Mr. Moftyn’s Con dud in having fupprefied it, Ragoba lingered out his Ar¬ 
guments and Objections till the 27th, and in the Evening of that Day at laft: relu&antly 
put fils Hand and Seal to die Treaty in the Appendix N° 126. 

And Your Committee find, that Ragoba left Bombay very foon after this ; and having 
landed upon the Continent, followed the Army with very little Expedition, attended by 
a Detachment of the Company’s Troops and a fmall Body of his own : That on the 
7th Meffrs. Carnac and Moftyn fet out to join the Army, carrying with them their Com- 
miffion and In [fruitions for concerting and conducting, in Conjunction with Cplonel Eger- 
ton, all the neceffary Operations, political and military, of the Expedition, and alfo cir¬ 
cular Letters which were difperfed as a Manifefto, being addrefied to the Mutfeddes, 
Sirdars, Jaghierdars, and Subjects of the Maratta State. Thefe Papers are dated 5th of 
December 1778, and placed in the Appendix N° 127. 

On the 19th of December, a Secret Letter was difpatched from Bombay to the Court 
of Dirc&ors, which Your Committee find to contain a brief Account of thefe Meafures, 
and alio Congratulations on the Profpedt of retrieving the valuable Acquifitions loft by 
the Treaty of Poorunder; ftating the Force detached on the Expedition to confift of 

Artillery — — 172 

European Infantry — 549 

Artillery Lafcars — 500 

Sepoys -— — 2,689 

making in all a Body of — 3,910 Men, all Officers included ; with which Force 

they trurted (all Circumftances confidered) to bring the Bufmefs to a happy Conclufion, 
relying with fanguinc Hopes on a general Difpofition among the Maratta Officers and 
People in Favour of Ragoba and of his Pretenfions, on the Advancement of the Bengal 
Detachment, and on the Damp thrown by the Fall of Pondicherry upon the Expectations 
of Nan-na Furnefe of Affiftance front the French, 

It will have been obferved, that Mr. Draper, in his Minute of the 19th of October 
in the Select Committee, refted much of his Argument of Objection againfl: the imme¬ 
diate Execution of their Defigns in Favour of" Ragoba, upon the Deficiency of their Eu¬ 
ropean Force, which he called a lamentable one, compared with the laft Eftabliffiment or¬ 
dered by the Company in April 1775, of 3 ^'Artillery and 1,200 Infantry, and that it 
could not be better deferibed than in their own Letter of the 8th of September to Sir 
Edward Vernon; in which Your Committee find it reprefented, “ That they had no 
“ other Refources for Defence than their own Garrifon, vyith the further difadvantageous 
“ Circumftance, that their Force confifted almoft wholly of Sepoys, though they had 
“ drained every European they poffibly could from their fubordinate Settlements.” And 
it is further to be oblerved, that the Body of European Artillery and Infantry, with a 
Battalion of Sepoys, which the Prefidcncy of Fort St. George had held in Readinefs to 
affift the Bombay Operations, were not arrived, and that no other Reinforcement of Eu¬ 
ropeans had been received but thofc which were recalled from the Subordinates. And it 
fhould not be omitted, that in Addition to the Force as ftated above to have been at firft 
detached on the Expedition, upwards of 400 Rank and File, with Officers in Propor¬ 
tion, appear to have been afterwards ordered on that Service, and that a confiderable Part 
of" the additional force confifted of Europeans. . 

And Your Committee find, that the Court of Dire&ors thus expreffed their Difap- 
probation of the Condmft of the Seleft Conrimittee, in rifking fuch an Enterprize under 
thefe Circumftances of their Military Force. . 

“ The State cf your Garrifon, as reprefented by yourfclves to Sir Edward Vernon in 
“ your Letter of the 8th of September 1778, could not warrant your fending fo large 
‘‘ a Force on Foreign Service at the Commencement of an European War; more 
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« cfpecially when fpeedy Succour was rendered precarious, and confequently 
« very doubtful, by the very difagreeable Alteration which had happened in th 
« tion of Ragqba’s Friends. Under the above Circumftances, the Undertak 
tf evidently become hazardous, and npt to be juftified ; the Reaforrs urged 
“ Draper againft it were folid and judicious ; and you ought certainly to hav 
» the Arrival or near Approach of the Bengal Detachment, before vo ; u' attended to 
“ reinitiate Ragoba at Poona.” 

But Your Commictae obferve, that after having thus palled a Declaration of Ceniure 
on feveral diftinA Parts of the ConduA of the SeleA Committee, the Court of Di- 
reAors adopted alfo the, Opinion of the Committee of Correipondc-nce, upon lumming 
up the Whole, and tempered their final Rebuke, with fame Qualification in relpeA of 
the Intention. . 

“ Although this Committee cannot concur in the Reafons o fie red by the SelcA 
« Committee of Bombay fo far as to approve their ConduA, they are neverrhekfis of 

Opinion that the laid’ SeleA Committee appear to have aAed according to the beft 
« of their Judgment in undertaking to place Ragoba iu the Regency at Poona in 
■J* November 1778.” 

And the Court of Di reAors, in their Letter to tjie SeleA Committee, made life of 
nearly the fame Style of Reprehenfion. “ Although we are willing to hope, for the 
“ Reafons offered by the Majority in Anfwer to Mr. Draper’s Dilfent, that you aAed 
■«* according to the beft of your Judgement in undertaking to place Ragoba in the 
“ Regency at Poona in November 1778; we neverthelefs confider you as having pro- 
<l needed with great Ihdifcretion on that Occafion.” 

It isto be remembered, that thefe Cenfures were pafifed upon the previous Refolutiops 
which let forward the undertaking of that Expedition, and that this was the Ponifh- 
ment infliAed upon the Advifers of them, viz. the Governor and SeleA Committee 
of Bombay.—Your Committee find, that a Failure In the fuccelsful Execution of 
the Plan met with rougher Cenfure and more fallible Pumfhment. 

In what Manner the Accomplilhment of the fanguine ExpeAations formed by the 
Governor and SeleA Committee was ffuftrated, and changed into a fad Reverie of 
Difficulty and Diftrefs, qnd. by what Steps, and under what Circumftances the Bom¬ 
bay Army was led on towards Poona, till it was obliged to fubrntt to an Acceptance 
of the Enemy’s Permiffvbn for its Return to the Prefidency, under the Stipulations 
of a dilgraceful Canvefttidn at. Worsham on the 17th Day of January 1779, will be 
fuRy explained to the Houfe by a Perutal of the Poona Diary, which Your Committee 
have thought it proper to place in* the Appendix N° 130 ; to which we have fubjoined 
an ExtraA of a Letter, dated 27 March 1779, from the SeleA Committee to the CoUst 
of DkeAors, wherein a fuller Account is given of thele Events, accompanied with 
their Obfervations, and a Detail of their Proceedings thereupon. To thefe Your Com¬ 
mittee have added, the material Parts of the Reports of the Committee of Corrcl- 
pondence, from which we have already made fome ExtraAs, and wherein moll of the; 
efiential Papers tranlrnitced from Bombay are referred to and made ufe of as Evidence, 
for the DireAion of their Opinion on the Matters fubmitted to their Xnveftigation • and, 
in order to complete the Weight and Authority of the Relations and Remarks which 
we have met with on this SubjeA, we think it proper to anticipate our regular Return 
tso the Confideration of Bengal Proceed ings , and place in the Appendix R° 130, the 
Opinion of Sir Eyre Coote, which indeed appears to relate chiefly to the Military 
ConduA upon that Occafion, and prefents an Exculpation of the Soldiery from tfe 
Slur thrown upon them by Mr. Carnac, whom, as the Prefident of the Field Depu¬ 
ties, he confkkred the rood refponfible and mod guilty Perfon of all who were con¬ 
cerned in the Counfel, or ConduA of thefe TranfaAions. 

And as Your Committee have found that Sir Eyre Coote, before he was informed 
of the Event of this Expedition, had exprelfed his Sentiments upon the Undertaking, 
and at the fame Time upon the political ConduA of the Two Prefidencies of Bengal and 
Bombay, in regard to their Differences with the Maractas; we Jhali here lay before 
the floufe an ExtraA of his Letter from Fort *Saint George to the Committee of Cor- 
refpondence, wherein he communicated thole Opinions. 

After giving a very fatisfaAory Account of the State in which he found the Com¬ 
pany’s Affairs at his Arrival at Madras, and which he aferibed to the great Exertions 
of die Prefident and Council, he wrote as follows: 

“ I wilh 
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r wilh I could give as favourable an Opinion upon the Proceedings of the Prefi¬ 
xes-of Bengal and Bombay; but it appears to me, that they ought, at this cri- 
4 Time, to have united againft the national Enemy, and given due Affiftance to 
is Settlement, which has hitherto borne the whole Burthen of the War: inftead of 
hich, a large Army is lent from Bengal, at an immenfe Expence, into the Heart 
die Country, where, if I can judge from the Information I have received, they 
can produce nothing but Diftrcfs to the Company, not to fay Dilhonour to the Na¬ 
tron, whether fuccelsful or otherwife. And Bombay is left defencelefs by fending 
their whole Force upon a Maratta Expedition, which, befides the Danger to which 
fhe is expofed, brings upon us the Inconvenience of transporting Troops from hence 
to Mahi, the Attack upon which ought naturally to have fallen upon the Settle¬ 
ment lo nearly in its Neighbourhood. Indeed I may fay the lending Troops upon 
this Expedition, is rather calculated for the Security of Bombay, in its prefenc weak 
State, than any great Propped of Sue cels we have againft Mahi } as I am apt to 
fuppole Hyder Ally will interfere in defending that Place againft any Attempts we 
may make upon it-; however, it is determined that no improper Rifk (ball be run, 
as they are to wait at Anjengo, in Readinefs either to purfue the Plan again It Mahi, 
if advifeable, or to embark for the Defence of Bombay, if neceflary.” 

ft will be remembered, that Your Committee, in their FirO: Report, to >k Notice of 
the Opinions on this Subjed, which appear on the Seled Confultations of the Madras 
Prefidency in the Month of February 1779. 

Your Committee will in this Place confine themfelves to a few Obfervations, and a 
curfory Recital of the molt material Incidents of the Expedition, for the Sake of the 
Narrative. 

It is to be remarked, that when Meftrs. Carnac and Mollyn arrived in the Camp 
on the 15th of December, and required the Publication of their Commiffion fay the 
Commander in Chief in General Orders; Colonel Egerton abfoiucely protelled againil 
it, making Objections both to the Tenor and Terms of the Commiffion itfeif, and to 
the Competency of I wo Members (Mr. Moftyn being abfent from Indifpofition) to do 
any Ad of Authority. And we obferve, that the Select Committee of Bombay, 
(which it is to be remembered con filled only at that Time of the Prefident and Mr. 
Draper) in Anfwer to a Reference which had been made to them for a Decifion of this 
Difpute, expreffed their Surprize to find an Idea could be entertained chat the Powers 
of the Committee were fufpended by the Sicknefs qr accidental Abience of One of the 
Members. It, is proper therefore to add a further Remark, that Mr. Moftyn, who died 
foon after, never once- attended any Meeting of the Poona Committee. On the 13.0th 
of December Mr* Carnac appears to have remonftrated with the Commander in Chief, 
upon the flow Progrefs which the Army made in its Advance ; and reprefented, in 
ftrong Terms, the Ncceffity of haftening their March with all poffible Expedition ■, and 
that Colonel Egerton declined making any Anfwer- at that Time to theie Complaints. 
Your Committee have found, thar the Enemy gave at fxrft no Oppofindn to the March 
of the Troop:, till the 22d of December; and-from that Time till the 4 th of January 
their Cannonading was diftanc and ineffectual, except that Two good Officers were ac¬ 
cidentally killed by if. That on the 5th Colonel Egerton fignified bv Letter to the 
Preudent, fiis Defign of attempting to furprize the Enemy next Morning in d- 
campmenr, which however he did not carry into Execution ; but indeed on Account 
of his ill State of Health, refigned on that Day the Command of the Army, to which 
Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn lucceeded. 

And Your Committee obferve, that the Court of Directors exprefied the fevered Dfft 
pleafure at the ConduCt of Colonel Eigerron in thefe Particulars : “ The firft Object 

“ that ftrikes us, is the flow Progrels of the Army •, this we deem an irreparable Injury 
“ to the Service ; and in this refpedl the ConduCt of the Commander in Chief appears 
“ extremely defective. The Confequence was obviousthe Enemy had full Oppor- 
“ tunity to colled their Strength. The Friends of Ragoba, inftead of being encou- 
“ raged by the fpirited Exertion of our Force to join his Standard, muft, as'we con- 
“ ceive, have been deterred from declaring in his Favour by the Languor of our 
“ Military Proceedings.” It appears, hUv/e er, that Colonel Egerton, not being able, 
becaufe of the Number of the Enemy’s Horfe-in the Conkan, to efieft his Return to 
Bombay, continued with the Camp, and a&ecft throughout as a Member of the Com¬ 
mittee ; in which Capacity he figned, together with Mr. Carnac, a Letter to the S,eled 
Committee of Bombay, containing a defpondent Reprefentation of their Pifappointment 
in not meeting with any Appearances of Affiftance or Support from the Maratta Chiefs, 
upon whole Co-operation with them they had been taught, both by Mr. Moftyn and 
by Ragoba, to reft their principal Reliance : That every thing indeed gave Proof of a 
9 general 
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general Determination to oppofe theEftabliflunent of Ragoba in that Degree of Autho¬ 
rity which the Seled Board had, from faife Afiurances, been led to engage for :—That 
they (the Poona Committee) had on that Account explicitly announced to him “ the 
“ too great Reafon they had to believe, that there fubfifted a total Want of Confidence 
“ on the Part of the Maratta Chiefs, in his Promifes and A durances •, and that no Ne- 
“ gociations would ever be fet on Foot with them, uniefs commenced by the Connnit- 
“ tee, who therefore found thcmfelves under the Neceffity of taking fuch Meafures as 
“ appeared moft eligible to them, without further Dependence upon him.” You* 
Committee have indeed found, that the Concluft of Ragonaut Row had given too much 
Ground for thefe Intimations, as there were flrong Reafons to lufpfdt that, milling to 
fubdue every one by Force of Arms, he had not only neglecled to conciliate the rcfpec- 
table Chiefs to his. Caufe, but was even fufpedted of having given Orders to the Kiiledar 
of Ahmednagur not to releafe Moraba himfdf till he got further poficive Orders from 
him on his Arrival at Poona. And by his own Reprefentation of the real Circumftances 
of Affairs, he- acknowledged himfelf to have been deceived, and gave no Encourage¬ 
ment to hope for better Succefs as they fhould advance, either from the Junction of 
powerful Adherehts, or Refources of Provifions, unlels they fhould defeat the Forces 
of the Enemy. And \ye find, that the Leaders of the Maratta Army gave no Oppor¬ 
tunity for that Event, by llri&ly obferving the Plan which, according to early Report, 
they had revived upon, of avoiding any regular Adtion, and of burning the Towns, 
and laying wafte the Country, in order to deftroy the Means of Supply to the Britifh 
Forces. That thefe having advanced on the ioth of January as far as Tultegawn, 
about 16 Miles from Poona, and found that large and populous Town in Aihes, and 
all the Grain carried off or ddlroyed, it was thought imprudent and hazardous to at¬ 
tempt any further Advancement; and upon a Report of the State of Provifions, and 
upon Colonel Cockburn’s Declaration, that without a Body of Horfe,' he could not 
engage to protect the Baggage, the Committee refolved to order Preparations for a 
Retreat, which was begun on the Night of the nth. 

Your Committee obferve, that the Court of Directors appear to have felt much 
Indignation at this Retreat— 4 * When the Army was fo far advanced, and the Troops' 
“ full of Spirits and Intrepidity; when Moraba’s Horfe were reported to be in the 
“ Conltan, to aft in Favour of Ragoba; when r8 Days Frovifion were in Store, and 
“ Ragoba had promifed a further Supply”—It is however proper to remark on this 
Protnife, that Mr. Holmes the Commiflary had, by his own Infpe&ion, feen that Ragoba 
could not perform it. They;complained, “ that no Council of War was called at Tullc- 
“ gaun, to take the Senfe of the Officers of the Army, on the Neceffity of retreating; 
“ that although the Order for the Retreat of the Army on the nth of January was 
K the joint Act of Mr. Carnac and Colonel Egerton, yet as Mr. Carnac had a calling 
Voice in the Poona Committee, and pofieffed in Fad lupreme Authority in Camp 
at the Time, he was particularly refponfible for that Meafure.” 


<( 


It appears, that the Enemy having Intelligence of their Defign, attacked them before 
Day-break, cut off Part of their Baggage, and killed a good many Men, On the 
13th the Committee finding their Situation become more alarming (the Army having 
not ventured upon any further Movement from Worgam, where they had halted the 
Day before) deputed Mr. Farmer to the Maratta Camp to negociate for their peaceable 
Return ; direding him to reprefent to the Miniflers, that having been deceived by con¬ 
fident Afiurances of the general Defire among the Chiefs of the Maratta State, for the 
Re-eftablilhment of Ragoba in the Regency, they had been induced to accompany him 
with a Detachment of their Troops, for the Purpofe of replacing him in that Rank of 
Government; . but finding by Experience that they had aded under the Mifguidance of 
faife Information, they had determined to defift from that Attempt, and were defirdhs 
of returning to Bombay, under Agreement of a mutual CdTation from Hoftilities:—That 
the Durbar, in Anfwer to this Application, appear to have infifted upon the Delivery of 
the Perfon of Ragoba into their Hands, as the only Terms on which any Accommoda¬ 
tion lhould take place ; and that the Committee at once refolved not to make his Safety 
an Impediment to their quiet Return, efpecially as he had already declared his Intentions 
, of giving himfelf up to Madajee Scindia. And it is obfervable, elm in the Overtures 
which he had made to that Chief upon this Occalion, he endeavoured to perfuade him 
to a Belief, that his Motives for addreffing him did not ariie from any Senfe of Inability 
to accomplilh his Aim by the Aid of the Europeans alone, but becaufe “ thole Euro- 
“ peans in taking Part in his Quarrels, fought only their own Aggrandizement, and to 
“ obtain the Country; which neither fuited his Views nor Scindia’s.” And as fome 
Explanation was hereupon neceflary to fatisfy the Doubts of thole Europeans, he told 
Mr. Sibbald, “that his Scheme in this was, by a total Compliance with the Demands 
“ of Scindia, to gain him over for the prelent, and afterwards he would do as he 
“ pleafed.” 

'. . ' But 
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But we perceive, that when the Compliance of the Committee was communicated the 
next Day by Mr. Farmer to the Durbar, in which Madajee Scinda prefided, and 
e v ident!y took the Lead, he (Scindia) received the Offer of that ConcdjRon with marked 
Indifference ; and, reproaching the Company’s Servants with a Breach of Colonel Upton’s 
Treaty, he infilled upon the Conclufion of a new Agreement while the Army remained 
on that very Spot. This new Demand being tranfmitted to the Committee, they con¬ 
futed Colonel Cockburn upon the Practicability of making a fuccd'sful Retreat; and 
on his Report of the Impoffibility of effecting it, they acquiefced in his Opinion ; 
though it is proper to remark, that Mr. Carnac declared his real Sentiment? to be in 
favour of an Attempt to force their Way ; and that the Committee of Con-efpondence, 
after examining every Evidence relative to that Queftiori, highly condemned the contrary 
Refolution. 

“ 15 afierted by the Select Cdnimittee, that Captain Hartley declared he could rely 

tc upon the Men he commanded, and urged every Argument in favour of forcing a 
“ Retreat, and even formed and prefented Colonel Cockbum the necefifary Difpoficion 
“ conducing it. It cannot be doubted that Mr. Carnac continued in Pofieffion of 
** Authority without Controul, except to make Treaties. He was confident, if the 
“ Oncers and Men did their Duty, that the Army was fufficiently numerous, and fo 
“ ^ell provided with Artillery, as to be able to force their Way bac> aiainlt all 

Oppofition ; he had no Doubt, that the Attempt ought to be made.” 

In confequence however of a Refolution to return by Sufferance only, the Com¬ 
mittee directed Mr. Farmer to inform the Durbar, that having no Power to negociate 
or agree to any Treaty without the Sanction of the Superior Council, they fhouFd only 
deceive the Maratta Government in pretending to fubmit to their Demands; and that 
by giving up the Caufe and Perfon of Ragonaut Row, they afted to the utmoft of their 
Power, and that thereby all Difputes would effectually be put an End to. But wc per¬ 
ceive, that this Reprefentation drew the following pertinent Remark from Madajee 
Scindia: « If you had not Powers to make new Treaties, I wifh to fee by what Power 

you broke that made by Colonel Upton, by the Aid given to Ragoba • and defire 
** an explicit Anfwer, whether or not it was by virtue of any direct Authority from the 

Governor General and Councilif it was, I defire to lee that Authority, in order 
“ that I may look to them about it.” And he allured Mr. Farmer, that till a new 
Treaty was made between the Englifh and the Maratta Slate, the Army mult remain 
where it was, whatever might be the Confequence. 

. It appears however, that previous to the Receipt of this Determination, the Com¬ 
mittee had diipatched another Gentleman, “ with full Powers to fettle with the Durbar 
“ for the peaceable Return of the Army, upon fueli Conditions as he might be able 
“ to obtain, fince it was the Opinion of the Commander in Chief, that a Retreat was 
“ impracticable.” And Your Committee will conclude this Account with the Report 
of Mr. Holmes (the Gentleman laft deputed to the Durbar) and the Obfervations of the 
Committee thereupon, in their own Words, 

- “ This Night* about io o’Clock, Mr. Holmes returned from the Maratta Camp, • 
“ and advifed us, that he has fettled Matters with Madajee Scindia, and the reft of the 
<“ Durbar, for the peaceable Return of the Army to Bombay, oft the only Conditions 
** they would hear of, and which are fuch as cannot fail to fill us with the deepeft 
“ Concern, being humiliating in the higheft Degree, and which nothing but the avowed 
> e Opinion and Declaration of the principal Officers, as to the Impradlicability of effeCt- 
“ ing our Rctrear, could juftify our acceding to. We muft however obferve, that 

^ Madajee Scindia and the whole Durbar cannot plead Ignorance of our Want of 

“ Powers to conclude fuch a Treaty as they have now preferibed to us, they having de- 
** manded both a true Explanation and Tranflation of our Letter of Yefterday to Mr, 

“ Farmer, wherein we exprefsly diredt him to acquaint them, that we have no Powers 

“ to enter into any Treaty whatever; that were we to pretend fuch Powers, we fhould

Your Committee have thought it proper to place thefe Extrafts 
the Eye of the Houle, that they might at the fame 1 ime, in fome of the moil ft-iking 
Point si fee and confider the Conduit of the Company’s Servants and the Judgment of 
their Employers. But we muft neverthelefs defile to refer the Houle to the Appendix, 
N“j 30, from which they will receive much more ample Information, by coalul mg 
thef^Documents at large •, and we ffiall therefore here fimply mention die t-ad cf the 
further- CWEres. and Punifhments, which the Court infixed on thole whom theydkeimd 
Delinquents. ' 

Your Committee obierve, that they commended the Charge which was bro «g }it ^ 
Governor Hornby a^aind Colonel Egerton and Colonel Cockburri, and, upon the moft 
Impartial Review of their Conduft, they difmiffed thofe Officers fiomthor^Service U 
regaifd to Mr. Carnac, upon whom, they obferved, no Ccnfure had been palled, not any 
Enquiry made by the SeWfc Committee into his Condud and Behaviour during the late 
Expedition, which however they found not lefs exceptionable than that of Colonel 

Egerton, tf-y, after duly confidering all the Circumftances revive Committee of 
to difmifs him from his Office as One of the Council and Seleft Committee of

Your Committee having dun taken Notice of the Diftpprobation *hich the Court of 
DireSor. ex^retfed of the® Refohttion, taken by the Seka Co^tBee. and 
that all their feverer Marks of Difpleafure«ere hxed upon.hofcjhofa ed 
cution of thefe Refolutions, it remains only to obferve, that the Court beitowed 
fome Tokens of their Approbation and fome Rewards for the meritorious Conduct of 
others of their Servants / though it would be premature in this Place to memion any but 
One which regards Mr. Draper, whom they named to be Second of Council and of the 
Seledl Committee upon the Removal of Mr. Carnac and Colonel Egerton , and as a 
« further Teftimony of their Approbation of his Conduct, they appointed him to fuc-

Your Committee find, that Mr. Farmer returned to the Camp on the 17th, with the 
Papers of Agreement executed on the Part of the Durbar, by the One of which, all the 
Company’s Acquifitions in thofe Parts, made Code the Treaty with the late I effiwa, hia- 
derow S 1746, were to be given up, and by the other (being a private A rod eof Ad* 
vantage to Madajee Scindia) that Chief was to be put m complete 1 offeflion of Bioach, 
as it was held by the Moguls, Ragoba was iurrendered into his Cuftody, and Mr. far¬ 
mer and Lieutenant Stewart were alfo t©-remain. with1 him asdEfoftagM for 
fbrmance of the Stipulation in his Favour ,-a Circumftance which the Court of Direftora 
mention with great Concern and Anxiety for their Safety. 0 

Aaid it appears, that the Army on the 20th moved down the Ghauts on its Return 
to Bombay, and Meffrs. Carnac and Egerton received that Evening at Campoly a Letter, 
dated nth January, from Bombay, addreffed to them as the Poona Committee, in w uc 
thev were exhorted to prefs forward with Vigour and Expedition towards Poona, 

“ the.likelieft and moft effe&ual Way to improve their Situation, and to induce Rago- 
« ba’s Friends to declare openly in his Favour.” It is Icarce necefiary to reinatk, that 
their real Situation was not known to the Prefident and Seleft Committee when they 
wrote that Letter of Encouragement, which -ertainly arrived m a tnoft unlucky Moment. 
It muft however be oblerved, that there was deftined to the Seka Committee alfo a 
Shock not lefs mortifying in the Circumftances which enfued, for, at the Moment of 
the Return of the difeomfited Army, Colonel Capper arrived, and brought with him a 
Letter from the Committee of Secrecy of the Eaft India Company, dated 31ft A^guft 
i'*78- acknowledging the Receipt of thofe from the Prefident and Council 01 25^ 
ot January and 14th of March, and Poftfcript of the:15th, 1778,

four Vigilance refpedting the French hath our fulleft Approbation.—In regard to 
goba, it would have afforded us much Satisfaction if the Overtures you expedted 
m Siccaram Baboo, the Prime Minifter, and other Maratta Chiefs, had actually 
ten place, and in confequence thereof Ragoba had, under proper Conditions, been 
“ eftablifhed in the Government of Poona; and as you attribute the Failure of this 
« Scheme to a Diftruft entertained by Ragoba’* Friends of your Ability to fulfil your 
“ Engagements, we authorize you to declare in our Name, that we will not only ratify 
“ and confirm the Meafure, if carried into Execution at the Requcft and with the Af- 
“ fiftance of the Maratta Chiefs, but alfo to affure them that we will ufo <111 Means in 
** our Power to effedt it, though refufed the Concurrence of thofe Perfops who have 
« lately manifefted an Attention to the French, inconfiftent with the Friendfhip fubfift- 
“ ing between the Maratta State and the Eaft India Company. 

*< The Neceffity of counteracting the Views of the French at Poona, and of taking 
“ immediate and decifive Meafures to prevent their Eftabfllhment at Chou), appears to 
« us fo very linking, that we not only direCt you to fruftate their Defigns of obtaining a 
«« Grant of the Port of Choul, but alfo to oppofc, by Force of Arms if neceffary, their 
** forming a Settlement at that or any other Place which may render them dangerous 
“ Neighbours to Bombay. 

** As the Reftoration of Ragoba to the Pefhwafhip is a Meafure upon which we are 
** determined, and as the Evafions of the Maratta Chiefs refpedting the Treaty of Poona 
** juftify any Departure therefrom on our Part, we therefore diredt, that if on the Receipt 
«* of this Letter you Iball be able to obtain Afliftance from the Friends of Ragoba, and 
« with fuch Affiffance find yourfelves in Force fufficient to effeft his Reftoration without 
«.« dangeroufly weakening your Garrilbn, and thereby rilking the Safety of our Pofiefllons 
« under your Government, you forthwith undertake the lame; and we further direCt,

“ We think it however abfolutely neceffary to inform you, that no Order in this 

Letter is to operate further than is confiftent with the .Safety of the Ifland of Bom- 
« bay ; and that in all your Proceedings, you are to confider a Rupture between Great 
«« Britain and France as inevitable, although War has not yet been formally declared be- 
« tween the Two Crowns. 

**' Having given you this cautionary Tnftrudtion, it is proper for us to add, that you 
•• may depend upon your having your European Military Effablifhmcnt fully completed 
“ by the Ships this Seafon, and in your Decifion on this important Subjedt you mult 
“ govern yourfelves accordingly. 

‘ f Enclofed you will receive Copies of our prefent* Inftrudtions to the Governor Ge- 
« neral aBd Council of Fort William, and to the Prefident and Seledt Committee at Fort 
« St. George, and alfo of our f Orders, dated 15th April 1778. The former muff be 
“ 2 ent to their Addreis immediately.” 

Your Committee have thought it proper to infert the above Letter at length, and to 
add the Enclofures in the Appendix, N° 131, becaufe it contains Information of the 
Sentiments of the Court of Diredtor?, not only on the Circumftances of the Maratta 
Difputes, but of other political Matters, which marked this as a very interefting Period 
of the State of India Affair?.

We fhould not omit in this Place to offeree, that while the unfortunate Expedition 
to Poona was in Frofecution, feveral Letters arrived concerning the. Situation and Defigns 
of the Bengal Detachment, both from the Commander of it, and from the Governor 
General and Council, to the Prefident and Seledt Committee of Bombay, and alfo to the 
Poona Committee to which Anfwers were returned, containing a Variety of Information 
and Change of Directions in confequence of the different Turn of Affairs during the 
Progrefs and the Return of the Bombay Army, and therefore properly to be taken Notice 
of at the Clofe of the Relation which has been made of the Events of that Expedition.

Your Committee find, that the Prefident and Council of Bombay received, bn’the f 
18th of December, a Letter from the Governor General and Council, dated 15#' 
October, by which they were informed of the Death of Mr. Elliot, and that no Succeficr 
would be appointed to him for the Purpofe of carrying on the intended Negociation with 
the Raja of Berar, till it could be feen whether Moodajee himlelf, who had expreffed 
much Satisfaction at the Overtures made to him, would not on this Event make feme 
Advances for a Renewal of that Plan. They were alfo informed of the Removal of 
Colonel Leflie from the Command of the Bengal Detachment, and the Appointment of 
Colonel Goddard in his Place, with the Orders given to him to make Application to the 
Raja on his entering the Province of Berar for a Conjunction of Forces, and leaving him 
a difcretionary Power to lufpend his Proceedings in cafe of Inattention or Refufal from 
that Chief _ . • r; ; f: V- i ' • 

In regard to his Co-operation with the Prefidency of Bombay, the following InftruCtions 
were fignified to them : “ If the Plan which you had refolved to adopt and to carry into Ex- 
“ ecution in September, for the Reftoration of Ragoba, and which you notified to vis in 
“ your Letter of the 25th of July, ftill fubfifts ; or if you lhall have formed any other 
“ for the fame, and confidently with the Terms prefcribed for our Affent to that Mea- 
« fure ; or if you fhall judge a ftrong Reinforcement immediately and indifpenfably ne- 
“ cellary. ‘b enfure the Safety of Bombay againft a French Invafion-, and lhall dvem it 
« requisite or advifable, in either of thefe Cafes, to command the Detachment at all 
“ Hazards to proceed further towards Bombay, even without the Junction of the Troops 
« of any Power in Alliance with us-, you will in fuch Cafes, and fuch only, require Co- 
“ lonel Goddard to advance with it; but in all other Cafes you will give him Notice of 
** your Intentions, and leave him to aCt under our Directions.” 

And Your Committee find, that the SeleCt Committee difpatched a Letter the next 
Day to Colonel Goddard, which they enclofed in a Packet to the Poona Committee, 
and left it open that they might be made acquainted by its Contents of their having 
taken Advantage of the Governor General and Council’s Permiffion, to require him to 
advance (according to their former Orders of the 15th November and 6th Inftant) even 
without the Junction of any allied Troops, in Hopes that mutual Advantages might 
arife to both Detachments from the Progrefs of each. 

On the 26th December, a Letter from Colonel Goddard, dated 6th of December, ad- 
drefled to the SeleCt Committee of Bombay, was read by the Poona Committee, and 
found to contain an Account of His Arrival on the South Side of the Nerbuddah, where 
he meant to halt for a few Days, in order to found the Inclinations of Moodajee Boolla, 
before he determined on his future Route, which would alfo depend on Information from 
Bombay ; he had not received any Letter from thence of a later Date than the 21ft of 
July, and by a Confufion of. Cyphers, could not read the Letters fent by Mr. Lewis 
from Poona, fo that he was at a Lofs for proper Intelligence, which became the more nc- 
ceflary, as the Marattas began to colleCt Forces in Oppofition to his March, and he was 
apprehenfive they would be ftrengthened by thofeof the Nizam. With a View to coun¬ 
teract them, he fuggefted an Attempt to influence, if poffibk, the Motions of Hyder 
Ally, and to make them co-operate with theirs. 

Your Committee do riot find that the Poona Committee wrote to Colonel Goddard 
before the 10th of January. 1779, when they were juft about to fall back from Tulle- 
garni, and they theft appear to have intimated their Doubts of his being able to fecure 
Provifions, or to repel the continual ancTKarraffing Attacks of the Enemy (to which he 
would certainly be liable, in his March) defiring him, however, if he thought himlelf 
fecure of Force and Supplies, to proceed towards Broach and Surat, but to halt on jjthe 
Frontiers of Berar or elfewhere, if he was apprehenfive of imminent Hazard it*, the 
Attempt to advance under thole Circumftances. 

But when the Convention took place at Worgam, Your Committee obferve, that the 
Return of the Bengal Detachment was One of the Stipulations to which the Poona 
Committee confented, and were in confequence obliged to write a Letter to Colonel 
Goddard on the 16th January, with pofmve Directions to march back to Bengal with 
the Army under his Command, Yet here again we perceive they difeovered an Advan¬ 
tage in having no Authority, and that they made Ulc of it on the 19th, as will appear by 
the following Letter;

> Your Committee indeed remark, that they had more Authority to write this Letter 
than they were aware of at the Time they fent it *, for in the Difpatch before-mentioned, > 
which they received on the 20th of January from the Scleft Committee, there was men- AtC»wi>oiy. 
tinned the Receipt of a Letter from the Governor General and Council, and the fol- se»Di«y. 
lowing Account given of its Contents. ^

Your Committee find, that after the difgraceful Return of the Army from the late Boihbay $el. Conf. 19 Feb. 177c}* 
unfortunate Expedition, the Governor and Sele£t Committee of Bombay did not im- Appendix, N° 134. 
mediately take any material Steps in regard to the Situation of their Affairs, except by 
the Removal of Colonel Eger ton and Colonel Cockburn from the Command of thd 
Forces, and by making fome Promotions of other Officers in order to diftinguilh thofe 
whofe Merit was acknowledged to have been moft confpicuous on the late Service; that 
on the 19th of February however, the Prefident laid before the Selefl Board a Minute* N° 

containing a Review of Maratta Affairs, and feveral Resolutions propofed by him in 
confequence. Thefe Your Committee perceive to have for their principal Objeft, the 
Neceffity of Preparations for a defenfive War with the Marattas, who were afiembling 
Troops in the Neighbourhood of Caranja and Salfette, and were faid to be determined 
on an immediate Invafion of thofe Ifiands, if they were not peaceably yielded up to 
them/ together with all the Ceflions ftipulated for in the Convention of Worgatn. 

The Prefident obferved, he had already taken Care to apprize the Durbar, that the 
Convention was not valid, and that he had informed the Superior Board of the Circum- 
ftances of it, and would do nothing further in it without their Orders ; that however he 
did not think it would be fair and confident Conduct towards the Governor General 
and Council themfelves, who had certainly furnilhed them in their Letters of the 23d 
March and 17th Auguft, with ample Powers for the War they had begun, if they 
failed of making an Exertion towards extricating their own Affairs from their prefent ' 

Embarraffments, which, though humiliating, had not reduced them wholly into Con¬ 
tempt : That Colonel Goddard being arrived on the 29th of January at Berampore, 
was there probably fecure from all hoftile Attempts ; but he thought it advifeable, that 
t in their Directions to him they Ihould leave it to himfclf to take his own Opportunity 
for coming on to Surat and Broach, informing him at the fame Time of the urgent Oc- 
cafion the Prefidency had for his Army, and how much they thought their Safety might 
depend on its fafe and fpeedy Arrival.—But it appears chat the PrefidenPs chief Deftgn 
in this Minute, was to recommend an Endeavour to engage Madijee Scindia in their 
Interefts, explaining the Reafons why he thought luch an Attempt would prove fuc- 
cefsful, and infilling particularly on his known Averfion to the French, and Partiality 
to the Englilh, to which they were much indebred for the more favourable Terms of the 
Convention at Worgam ; “ as it was qwinp to him that the Point of detaining the whole 
“ Army as Hoftagcs, which Nanna had required, was given up, and by that Means they 
“ had it in their Power to difavow the Convention ; andthatin regardto the private Article

Appendix, N“ 135. f r0 m the Seidel Committee, a Letter from himfelf, add relied to the Committee of Se¬ 
crecy of the Court of Dircdors, wherein he incloicd a Paper containing his Sentiments, 
as well on the a&ual Pofture of Affairs, as on the Profpeft before them, between the 
Time of his Writing and the End of the following O&ober, being the Form in which 
he had prepared to bring the Matter before the Seled Committee as foon as their Dif- 
patches were fent off; Your Committee having placed this Letter, and the inclofed 
T Paper in the Appendix N* 135, defire to refer the Houfe to them, and will therefore 
in this Place make only a very few Obfervations. It appears by thefe Papers* that no 
Refolution had yet been taken with regard to the necelfary Meaftires for their Conduct 
at that Jun&ure; that previous to this Date, the Governor and Seledt Committee had 
received a Copy of the Inftru&ions given to Mr. Elliot by the Superior Council, for the 
Management of his intended Embafiy to Berar; that they had been made acquainted 
with tTie fubfequent Powers deputed to Colonel Goddard, for completing the Treaty with 
Moodajee Booffa ; that Colonel Goddard had informed them of the Raja’s declining to 
proceed any further in the Negotiation, after he knew of the Bombay Troops being in 
the Field in Favour of Ragoba, and of his own Determination to march forward without 
waiting to hear further from them ; and that he was aftually arrived at Surat: From a 
Knowledge of which Circumftances, Governor Hornby obferved there was a very mate¬ 
rial Change made in their Affairs, and as there was no Realon to doubt of the Determi¬ 
nation of the Governor General and Council to proceed in their Defign of AllianCe with 
Moodajee Boofia, they muft look to that as the leading Circumftance in their political 
Tranfadions with the Marattas in future.—It appears further, that no Anfwer had yet 
been received from Madajee Scindia to the Letter which the Governor, in confequence 
of the Refolutions of the Committee, had written to him, though he had in the Name of 
the Poona Durbar, on the 2d and 6th of March, made a Demand of the feveral Cdfions 
ftipulated for in the Convention at Worgam, and his Agent had taken Leave without open¬ 
ing himfelf as to the particular Views of his Mailer, from which Steps he was fuf- 
peded of a Defign and Hope of making a more advantageous Bargain by Delay. 
Your Committee obferve, that the Reprefentation herein made by Governor Hornby, of the 
State of the Bombay Treafury and Refouecev with a Calculation of the Sums they 
fhould require for a Chance of retrieving their Affairs, was truly diftrefsful, efpecially 
as he feemed apprehenfive of a Deficiency in thofe of Bengal, from the immenfe Expence 
Of Colonel Goddard’s Detachment, and the Drafts which would probably be mad<f> 
upon them by the Prefrdency of Madras, whofe Diftrefs for Money was laid to have been 
the Caufe of their delaying fo long to carry into Execution the projeded Expedition 
againft Mahe. Notwithftanding thefe Difficulties however, he argued, that as the De¬ 
fence of their Settlements abfolutely required that they fhould find Means of keeping up 
their prefent Force, it was become necelfary to take immediate Meafures for that Pur- 
pofe, which could only be effeded by fecuring fuch Revenue under their own Colledion 
as might be nearly aniwerable to their Expences. With this View he propofed the Plan 
which will be found in the Appendix N° 13c. fc,r obtaining a determinate Knowledge 
of Moodajee Boofla’s Refolutions, to which they lhould pay their Firft Attention, and 
for temporizing in the mean Time with Sc’mdia and the Maratta Chiefs ; while Colonel 
Goddard, with the Command of the Forces to the Northward, fhould feize upon the 
Share of the rich Diftri&s about the Mahe and the Tappy Rivers, and endeavour to 
eftablilh an Agreement with the Guicawar Brothers under the Guarantee of the Company, 
and 10 conciliate the other Northern Chiefs. Nor did he dtfpair of their being able, 
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i the remaining Force of their Garrifon, to make a fucceisful Attempt upon,Baffein 
ff, and afterwards effe&ually to thwart the French Defigns, by taking hidden Poflefiior. 
Chou!. Thefe he recommended as preparatory Steps to their Defence againft a 
ench Invalion, or in Furtherance of the Plan to be concerted with Moqdajee Booda,; 
.ating the Improbability of any material Oppoficion to their Succefs, and urging the 
Danger, of their Inaction, as an Argument againft any Objeftions which might be made 
to their proceeding without frefh Authority and Sanction from the Supreme Council. 

Your Committee have thus taken a View of Proceedings under the Government of 
Bombay, and pointed out the Refolutions of the Select Committee in favour of Ragoba, 
the Iffue of which proved Fo very calamitous, as by his Captivity to have apparently 
extinguished his Caufe, and by the Terms of the Convention to have reduced the Com¬ 
pany’s Power within a very narrow Line of Defence; but it has alfo been fbewn, that 
the Barrier of the Convention was immediately pufhed down, almoft before it was 
attempted to be fet up j that the Fate of Ragoba was confidered Only as a perfonal Lofs, 
for which the Committee firft fought a Subftitute in Madajee Scindia, and afterwards 
in adopting the Governor General and Council’s Plan in favour of Moodajee Boofla ; 
and that the Arrival of Colonel Goddard with the Bengal Detachment at Surat, revived 
even the Hope of acquiring a Territory fufficient for the Expences of a War, which the 
decided Enmity of Nanna, and the undoubted Projects of the French, were fuppofed td 
render abfolutely unavoidable. The Plan, which was conceived by the Prefident, for 
making the War a Means of retrieving their Affairs, has been alfo laid before the 
Houfe, and it has appeared, that it was deflgned to wait for the Opinion and Dirc&iorl 
of the Superior Council, before every Part of the Plan fhould be carried into Ex¬ 
ecution. iu ■: * ‘ i- . f ■'A; 

The annexed Papers, to which we defire to refer the Houfe, prefertt an Account of 
the general State of the Revenues, and of the Military Eftablifhment under the Prefidency 
of Bombay, at the Period in which the Prefident appears to have formed the Plan of 
Meafores which Your Committee have fhortly explained.

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*'• v our Committee will now return to a Confideration of the Meafures which the Co¬ 
nor General and Council may be found to have adopted in this Interim, and will en- 
tvour to inveftigate the Motives of their Conduct, particularly in regard to the Change 
rich it has appeared was made in the Command of the Bengal Detachment, and to 
he Variety of their Relolutions and Directions for the Purpofe of completing the in- 
•nded Connexion with the Berar Raja. And we lhall afterwards in regular Order at¬ 
tend to the Effect which the News of the unfortunate Events on the Malabar Coaft had 
upon their Councils and Proceedings. Your Committee will however in the firft Place, 
defire the Houfe to recoiled the Account given in the former Reports, of the Situation 
and Management of the Company’s Affairs in other Parts at this very important Period, 
by which Means they will be better able to judge of the Wifdom and Expediency of the 
Meafures at prefenc in Queftion, as confidered on the larger Scale of Regard to the 
general Interelt and Welfare of the Whole. And it fhould not be omitted to point one 
the concluding Part of the Letter from the Seled Committee, dated 27th March, to the 
Secret Committee of the Court of Directors, as it contains material Information relative 
to the Expedition againft Mahe, and the Sufpicions then entertained, and communicated' 
by the Government of Bombay, of the hoftile Difpofition of Hyder Ally towards the 
Company, and of his open Attachment to the French. 

And Your Committee find, that the Seled Committee of Bombay in the Letter juft 
mentioned of the 27th March, adverted to the Slownefs with which the Bengal Detach¬ 
ment had at firft advanced, and to the confequent Uncertainty of its Arrival on the 
Malabar Coaft, as a Reafon in Exculpation of their own Condud for having under¬ 
taken the Poona Expedition without waiting for a more immediate Co-operation 
with it. Hr ; * f H 

It has been (hewn, that on the Receipt of News in June 1778, of a Rupture with 
France, the Prefident and Council had written to Colonel Lefiie in Terms of much 
Anxiety to prefs forward his Detachment; and that on the 2.1ft of July, when the 
Seled Committee came to their firft Refolutiou of undertaking cffedually the Support 
of Ragoba, they had again addrefled him in fimilar Terms, and gave him particular 
Directions for his Route. And it appears that Colonel Leftie, in his Letter to Bengal 
of 25th of July, acknowledged'the Receipt of the firft Order, and declared his Intention 
of immediately obeying it in the following Words i “ You may depend on my utmoft 
«« Attention to the Wifhes expreffed in the Prefidency of Bombay’s Letter, in ufing all 
“ Expedition; and every Faculty of mine (hall be exerted to effed as fpeedy an Ad- 
** vancc as can be made through a Trad of Country yet but little known, and the 
« Delays I muft exped to encounter at this Seafon of the Year, by the lwelling of the 
« many Nullahs and Rivers which the Country abound with.’* 

But Your Committee find, that the Supreme Board wer<* not fatisfied with his long 
Delay at Chauerpore, and wrote a Letter to him on 31ft of Auguft, requiring him 
to date the Caulc of his Cohtinuance there, and ordered him to purfue his March to 
Berar with all convenient Expedition, agreeable to their Commands. That on the 2d of 
September 1778, the Governor General laid before the Board fome Letters from Colonel 
Leflie; by which it appeared that he was (till at Chatterpore on the 14th of Auguft, 
and was engaged in Negotiations with the Rajahs of the Bundlecund Country ; but he 
thought no” Difadvantage or Delay had attended his Halt there, from which however 
he refolved immediately to purfue his March by way of Rajicgur; and we perceive that 
the Governor General exprefied his own Confidence, and hoped the Board would be 
fatisfied, 4t that no Confideration would have induced Colonel Leflie to enter into En- 
« gagements of a Nature to retard his Progrefs, or to divert the Services of the Troops 
« under his Command a Moment from their deftined Courfe or preferibed ObjeCts. 
T^he further Difcuffion of this SubjeCt, in Minutes between the Governor General and 
Mr. Francis, will be found in the Appendix N° 138 ; by which it appears, that the 
Governor General acknowledged, that if Colonel Leflie had delayed his March in order 
to interfere in any unneceflary Negotiations with the Country Chiefs, he would be unworthy 
of any further Truft; and he repeated his Obfervations, that the Colonel ought not to 
have been retarded by the Rains, as that Seafon was certainly the mod favourable for 
the Profecution of his March. 

And Your Committee find, that Colonel Leflie arrived at Rajigur the x^th Auguft, 
and found the Enemy prepared to difputc the Pafiage of the River Kane; that he had 
previoofly received Advice from Mr. Lewis at Poona, not to put too much Confidence 
in Madajee Scindia’s Pafiport, as he was the moft deceitful of all the Maratta Chiefs; 
that on the 2ad of Auguft he received the Orders from the SeleCt Committee of Bom¬ 
bay, to march by Way of Berampore and Juneer, through the Buglana Country, inftead 
of his former Deftination to Surat or Broach ; that on the 4th of September he wrote 
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from Rajigyr. to the Governor General and Council, alluring them that he had with the 
uemoft Caution avoided interfering with the Bundelia Chiefs, either in their private or 
public Dilputes, except in the In (la nee of Surnaut Sing, in which he hoped for the Ap- *■ 
probation of the Board, as he adted from Motives of Advantage to his Detachment and 
to the Expedition •, that his Troops were healthy; and that the Moment the Rains 
would admit, he would continue his Route.—It appears, that he wrote again from the 
fame Place on the yth of September, enclofing a iatisfadlory Letter from Mocdajee 
Boofla, who was pleafed at the intended Embafly to his Durbar j and complaining of the 
Weather a? die principal Obftru&ion to his immediate Progrefs, as he had coriipleated 
an Interchange of friendly Engagements with the Rajahs Gomaun and Comaun Sing and 
liimfelf, on Account of the Company. 

And Your Committee find, that on this Occafion Mr. Francis delivered a Minute, in 
which he exptdTed much Doubt and Diflatisfa< 5 tion in Regard to the Conduit of Colonel 
Leflic, fearing that the Objeits of the Expedition might be defeated, while he delayed 
his March to make Treaties with die Princes of the Country ; and he therefore moved 
for an Enquiry upon that Subjeft. And we perceive, that the Governor General was 
alfo difpofed to condemn his Conduit, remarking on the flow Advance of tzo Miles in 
the Space of 4 Months, and at an Expencc of 12,00,000 Rupees 5 but wifhing not to 
enter precipitately into a Meafure of fuch Importance, he recommended a Delay till they 
fhould be furnifhed with every proper Material, and be able to form their Refolutiotis 
upon direil * J roof of Mifconduit. The Board appear to have acquiefced in uis 
Reafoning. 

But Your Committee find, that the Board at this Time received Information of the 
Death of Mr. Elliot, which Event appears to have been regretted as a heavy Misfor¬ 
tune, and efpecially in Refpeil to the Embafly with which he was charged, as on his 
perfonal Qualifications the Confidence of the Government was particularly repofed, 
And we obferve, that the Governor General immediately propofed that a Perfon fliould 
be appointed to repair to the Court of the Rajah of Berar, and furnifhed with the fame 
Inftmftions as were delivered to Mr. Elliot, for concluding a Treaty with that Govern¬ 
ment j but on Account of Mr. Barwell’s Abfence, he defired to fufpend for a Day inch 
Propofitions as might be necefiary for the further Profecution of the Subject. 

And it appears to Yoyr Committee, that at the next Meeting of the Board, the Gover¬ 
nor General declared, that having more thoroughly confidered the Subject of the pro¬ 
pofed Commiffion, he was induced, for many Reafons which he then affigped (particu¬ 
larly from the Hope of receiving Advances fromMoodajee Boofla himlelf) to requeft the 
Permiflion of the Board to withdraw his Motion; which was accordingly agreed to : But 
a.confklerable Debate arofe, as will be feen in the Appendix N° 144, about the Decla¬ 
ration of their future Views in the further Advance of the Detachment, either for the 
Purpofe o f Alliance with the Rajah of Berar, or of promoting the Defighs of the Council 
of Bombay for the Reinftatement of Ragoba ; which, however, they all believed to be 
a Project now entirely relinquifhed by that Prefidency. Nothing explicit feetns to have 
been declared by the Board upon this Occafion ; the Governor General, who was parti¬ 
cularly called upon, only profelfing in general Terms, that the Reinftatement of Ragoba 
had never been the Objedl of their Government, and that he entirely looked up to Moo- 
dajee Boofla. In regard to the Detachment, he confined himfelf to the following Argu¬ 
ment: “Whether the Detachment (hall be required to ad in the Profecution of any 
“ Engagements with Moodajee, or for the Reftoration of Ragoba, or in diredl Oppofi- 
“ cion to the French, or even fhould it be found neceflary or expedient to recall it at a 
“ future Period, ftill the prefent ContimtacKe of its March is proper, until the Grifis 
V (hall arrive which lhall call upon us to make our Option of its ultimate Beftinadon. 

“ Its Situation in Berar will be central to all our Settlements in India: It will be M 
“ Check on the Poona Government, if it only meditates Defigns againft us : It will Be 
“ at Hand to oppoie them, if they fhall be adually formed j and. that fuch Defigns are 
“ formed, I am morally certain.” 

And it appears, that at the Conclufion of the Debate, the Governor General offered 
Propofals to the Confederation of the Board, for forming fuch Orders as fliould be given 
Colonel Leflie for the future March of rhe Detachment, and for fettling what Informa¬ 
tion or Inftrudions fliould be written to the Prefident and Council of Bombay ; upon 
which we obferve, the ieveral Members of the Board delivered in very interefling Mi¬ 
nutes on the 12th and 15th. And we therefore wifh the Houfe to confider them at 
large in the Appendix N" 1 46, in which they are placed, and wherein they will fee the 
Reafonings of Mefirs. Francis and Wilder in Objection to the further March of the 
Detachment, on every Ground which the Governor General and Mr. Bai well had taken 
lor recommending the Profecution of t!ie Expedition. And it is proper to remark, that 
10 the 




the j 3 oard were unanimous in their Refolution of not any longer intruding the Command 
of fhoie Forces to Colonel Leflie, whofe Conduit they deemed a direct Violation of his 
X*mcts ■, and he was therefore directed to return to the Prefidency with all Expedition, 
giving up the Care of his Command to Lieutenant Colonel Goddard, who was'the 
•'xt Senior Officer. The Board alfo thought it proper to difavow the Treaty which he 
had taken upon Himfelf to conclude with the Two Rajahs, and alfo to apprize him, that 
they fhould confider any other Engagements to be invalid which he fhould have fince en- 
tered imo, contrary to the Tenor of his InftruClions. At the fame Time, a Letter ap¬ 
pears to have been written to Colonel Goddard, containing Orders to him to receive the 
Charge of the Forces from Colonel Leflie, and immediately to direCt his March into the 
Province'of Berar; adding other InftruClions, which have already been explained to the 
Houle, when Your Committee before took Notice of the Letter difpatched in confe- 
quence of the Governor General’s Propofals on the 15th of October, to the. Prefident 
and Sejedt Committee of Bombay, and which was received by them on the 18th of 
December, 

But Your Committee find, That the Account of this Difgraee <Ba not reach Colonel 
Leflie-, for the Board on the 19th received a Letter from his Secretary, inclofing one 
from the Colonel, dated the 28th of September, but not figned by him, as he had 
been prevented by an Attack of a Fever, which in a few Days after put an End to his 
Lifq. -This Event appears to have been communicated by Colonel Goddard, on the 
3d of "October, who at the fame Time obferving, that the Command of the .Detach¬ 
ment had devolved upon him, promifed to execute the InftruClions tranfmilted to his 
Predecefior with the molt implicit Attention and Expedition. We perceive by another 
Difpatch from him, dated the 1 ith of October, that he had kept his Word, and was 
already advanced to Chowkey, and hoped foon to reach the Nurbuddah River; and in 
a private Letter to the Governor General of the fame Date, we find the following 
Obfervations; “ I have the Satisfaction to think that I have fairly bid adieu to the 
“ Regions of Bundlecund, at leaft for the prefent, and to the tempting Prize which 
“ the Divifions and Family Cornells of Poffeffors offer to an Invader. 1 have left them 
“ profefling Amity to each other, and Refped and Friend (hip to the Englifh Nation, 
“ whofe Power and Prowefs they have at leaft learnt to dread. The whole Country 
«« now wears a Face of tranquil Peace, and the Army is plentifully, fupplied with every 
** Neceffary for its Support and Convenience.” 

Your Committee obferve, that the Governor General on the 16th of November pro- 
pofed, in order to complete the Confultatious for the approaching Difpatches, to re¬ 
cord the Inftrudions which had been given to Mr. ElliQp, and the Minutes qf the 
Board upon that Occafion; all which Your Committee for obvious Reafons had antici¬ 
pated, and have already laid before the Houfe. 

It appears to Your Committee, that a Letter dated the 22.d of October was re¬ 
ceived from Colonel Goddard, giving an Account of his Progrefs towards the Ner- 
buddar, and at the lame Time Letters arrived from Moodajee Boofla and his Dewan, 
in which they lamented the Death of Mr. Elliot, but hoped that unfortunate Event 
would not prove the Means of difeontinuiog the Plan for a Negotiation of Alliance 
between the Two Governments; the Fame of which had gone forth and alarmed tire 
Fears of the Pefhwa and the Nizam, ro tvhom Moodajee had avowed, that the 
** Ties of Connection between him and the Englilli, by Realon of the Bengal Tribute, 
** and the Vicinity of their Territories, were lo firmly bound, that no Circumftances 
“ had or fhould loole themand indeed, in Proof of it, he had caufed M. Chevalier 
to be intercepted in the Cuttack, and delivered up to Mr. Elliot. The Governor 
General ordered theie Letters to be circulated among the Members of the Board, with 
Propofitions on his Part in Confequence of them. Thefe Your Committee find to 
contain a Motion, which was agreed to by the Majority of the Board, for the Appoint¬ 
ment of Colonel Goddard to carry into Execution thofe Defigns which had been the 
Objects of Mr. Elliot’s Embaffy ; that they fhould advife the Prefidencies of fort 
Saint George and Bombay of this Commiffion, and require their Conformity to it, It 
is however to be remarked, that many forcible Objections, which will be feen by turn¬ 
ing to the Appendix N° 153, were urged againft this Refolution, both on account of 
the Impolicy of the Alliance, as amounting to a Declaration of War with the Nizam, 
very dangerous to the Carnatic, and in refped of perianal and profcfiional Impro¬ 
priety in the Nomination of the intended NjegJciator, and alfo from a Confideration of 
the Uncertainty in which the Superior Council remained, of the Defigns of the Bom¬ 
bay Government in regard to Ragoba, and of die Orders they might iffue, which 
would occafion much Embarraffluent and Difficulty to Colonel Goddard, from a Poffi- 
btltry of his receiving contradictory <Dire£ti©ns. And we perceive, that on this Occa¬ 
fion a Copy of Mr. Ell lot’s Inflructions were indofed in the Diipatch to Bombay,

Your Committee find, that ftrong Evidence of a Connection, hoftile to 
pany, between the Maratta Adminiftration and the French Power m India, ' 

Time tranfrnitted by Mr. Lewis from Poona, ir^ Copies of Letters from the 
of Pondicherry, who therein engaged to co-operate with them on the Mala,, 
as foon as the Bricifli Troops ftiould be defeated before Pondicherry. It 
however alfo by thefe Accounts, that Hyder Aliy was i 

of the Maratta Troops to oppole him in the Carnatic. 

Your Committee have indeed found Letters however from the Pefinva and the 
Minitters, immediately addrefied to the Bengal Government, which convey unqudtion- 
able Progf of their Uneafinefs and Refentment, charging the Bombay Prefidency with 
having purpofely thwarted every Plan of Reconciliation, and complaining of the Superior 
Council for fuffering it, and fending a Detachment of Iroops to their Support. 

The followin'* Paragraph concludes one of thefe Letters: “ From the Commence- 
« ment of the Authority of the Family of the Peftiwa, they-have entered into Treaties 
“ with many of the Chiefs both of theEaftand Weft, and have never before experienced 
«« f uc h a Want of Faith from any one-, nor even to the prefent Time deviated m their 
“ Eng; gement, or been wanting in their Duties of Friendlhip and Alliance. 1 he Blame 
“ refts with you.” 

Your Committee have further obferved, that they carried their Complaints to foreign 
Courts and efpecially endeavoured to move Moodajee Boofia with them, but in vain, 
as appears by a Letter from Beneram Pundit, who at the fame Time having received 
the News of the Capture of Pondicherry, declared his Conviftion, that the Influence 
of the Fndifh Fortune would at all Times effeft the Ruin of their Enemies; and he 
thereupon°added an Aflurance to the Governor General, that the Rajah waited impa¬ 
tiently for the Arrival of a SuccelTor to Mr. Elliot. 

And it appears to Your Committee, that the Governor General turning his principal 
Attention to that Quarter, and conceiving the original Plan upon which A Alliance was 
deftined to Bombay to have been defeated by the Second Revolution at Poona, now pro¬ 
pos'd that the Detachment ftiould no longer aft under the Orders of that Prefidency, 
left they mi° lit eventually counteraft the Ends of the Negociation lately given in Charge 
to Colonel Goddard: And he fubmitted to the Board, Drafts of Letters to Bombay 
and" to Colonel Goddard, fignifying their Revocation of the Powers delegated to the 
Prcfident and Seleft Committee, and the refuming to themfelves the Direftion of that 
Corps not however fo entirely as to prohibit its Co-operation in the Defigns of Bombay, 
under certain Provifions of Compatibility with any Engagements formed at the Court 
of Berar. Thefe Letters being agreed to by the Majority, appear to have been then 
difoatched ■ and Your Committee have before had Occafion to mention One of them, which 
arrived at Bombay on the 10th of January following. It was not however we perceive, 
without much Animadverfion on the Inconfiftency of this Change of Rcfolution, that 
thefe Propofals were carried, and it was particularly remarked, that the Plan in Favour 
of Ragoba being fet alkie, (though no Advices of the Faft were received) did not put 
an Fnd “ to the Cafe of an Invafion of Bombay by the French, which had been fo much 
infilled upon by the Governor General, as the Ground of giving Powers to that Prefidency 
to direft the Motions of the Detachment. And it (hould not perhaps be here omitted 
to remark that previous to this Refolution, a Letter from Mr. Lewis dated 27th of 
October had been received in whicFfieTnformecI the Board, that he was in hourly Ex¬ 
pectation of being recalled, as the Governor of Bombay wrote to him, that the, Select 
Committee had determined to aft againft the Poona Durbar. 

But Your Committee find that the Raja of Berar had on the 23d of November written 
a Letter to Colonel Goddard, in which, though he repeated his Profeffions of Fnendfhip, 
and Promifes of Supplies to the Detachment, he did not mamfeft the lame Degree of 
Impatience as he had done to conclude Engagements, which iliould require the imme¬ 
diate Tunftion of his Troops. And having communicated to the Colonel a Raper 
of Intelligence received from Poona, wherein Intimation was given of the Advance ota 
confiderable Force under Scindia and Uolkar to oppofe the Profecution of his March, 
he betrayed Symptoms of Alarm from the approaching Parties of the Maratta 1 roops, 
and thole of the Decan y which, he Obferved, had been by Colonel Ldlie’s unneceflary 
Delays fuffered co col lea themfelves at the Paffes; and he refblved himiclf to wait 
frefti Advices from Calcutta, in anfwer to his Letters, before he would enter into a 

Overtures of Negociation ; recommending it alfo to Colonel Goddard, to halt upon ti 
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/iate Objcds to which the B.oard were to dire 61 their Attention. * By the Advicifs 
iAd-.! Bombay, which were dated * 12th of December, the Reiblutions of (he Governor 
/:2nd Seled Gommi'wee op the 12th of Odober,' and on the fubfequern Confultations, 
which Your Comhiittee have already repreiented to the Houfe, were commurifeatCd 
to the Superior Council, and the Treaty formed with Ragoba in confequence of them, 
was trieiofed. By Colonel Goddard’s Letters, dated the 5th January, the Board 
were informed of the Steps which he had taken to obey their Commands, in endea¬ 
vouring to form a Treaty of Alliance with Moodajee Boofla and alio of the Difpo- 
fition in wh’ich he had found that Chief towards a decifive Agreement; obferving, 
that iri the prefent Situation of Affairs in the Decan, that Court found Kxcufes for Delay, by 
which they were determined to be influenced. And though he was convinced that they 
did not mean to give up the Advancement of their own Schemes hereafter in con¬ 
cert with the Englifb, and had refolved to.fend Baneram Pundit back to Calcutta with 
a freffi Conuniflion, they ftarted many Obftacles againft the immediate Commence¬ 
ment of any abtive Operations, and principally from the Parc taken by the Council 
of Bombay in favour of Ragonaut Row; That difappointed in his Views with the . \ 

Raja of Berar, he had thought it proper (confiftently al(b with the Spirit of his Inftruc- hctCer ftom to Col . 
tions) to turn his Attention tp the Requifmons received from the SeJed Committee at Codded, 6thD«. a77 s. 
Bombay, and to march towards Poona without further Hefitation. 


Your Committee find, that a few Days after the Receipt Of thefe Advices, the Gover¬ 
nor General delivered in a very long Minute, in which he examined the Condudt of the 
Bombay Committee, with a Reference to the Inftrudftons they had received from the 
Superior Council, and to the fubfequefit Circumftances under which they'had at la if 
refolved upon the Execution of their Plan; and though he feerned to think them war* 
ranted by the Letter of their Inftrudtions, he was riot inclined to hold them free from 
Blame, in that, after fo long a Delay of proceeding to A&ion, and fuch entire Negledt of 
timely Notification, they had not continued to wait for the Refute of the depending 
Meafutes of their Superior Government, to which they had turned as an Indemnification 
for .the fuppofed Difappointment in accomplifbihg their original Plan. In regard to A 
Remedy for this Gonfufion of Meafiires, he prefurritd it to becle'affy within their Power; 
that their Duty required them to apply it; that, their own Plan having been rendered 
impradicable by that which the Bombay Committee had refuriied, they could find rib 
Option left, but muib give the latter the Aid that could be effedually bellowed on it ; 
in doing which, they fboulditill however have Regard to the Superiority and Indemnifi¬ 
cation of their Government, by aflerting the Independency of the Command given to 
Colonel Goddard, and by fecuring a Provifion for the Reimbursement of their Expences. 
*—The feveral Pfopofitions into which the Governor General then reduced and arranged 
the Su.bftance.of his Reafonings, 'will be found in the Appendix N° 171, wherein are 
alfo placed the different Opinions of the Board expreffed..;n their.Minutes upon them, 
and the Letters font to the Governor and Seled-Committee’of Bombay, and to Colo¬ 
nel Goddard, enclofing his Credentials as Minifter to the Poona Government, iri con¬ 
fequence of the affirmative Reiblutions of the Majority; all which are pointedly recom¬ 
mended to the Houle. 

Intelligence of thefe Events and Proceedings "appear to have been tfanfirritted to the 
Court of Diredors, in Difpatches from the Board of ill arid nth of February. 

And Your Committee obferve, that on the 9th of February the Governor General 
wrote to Moodajee Boofla in Terms of Concern and Regret bordering upon Complaint, 
at his prefeot Reludance to a 61 up to his former Profeffions and invitation, afluring 
him, that had he accepted of the Terms offered him through Colonel Goddard, and 
concluded a Treaty thereupon, the Obligation of it would have been held fuperior to 
that of any Engagements formed by the Government of Bombay. With refped how¬ 
ever to the future, the Governor General Hill fignified his Aflurances, that his Difpofi-» 
tiori and Wifhes would remain the fame, and that nothing was yet loft, although the 
Profped might be removed to a greater Diftanee. 

Your Committee will in this Place defire to dired. the Attention of the Houfe to Two 
Minutes, which we have placed in the Appendix N° 174-; the one delivered by Mr. 
Francis, being a clofe Examination and direct Charge on the Governor General, for the 
Inconfiftency of his Meafures and Arguments relative to the different Plans and Terms 
of Alliance with Ragonaut Row and Moodajee BoGfla ; the other, being the Governor 
General’s Defence of his Condud in thefe Particulars; on which' we {hall only remark, 
that the Governor General pointed out Two feparate and unconnected Schemes of AI- 
•liance, which it had been the 0bje6t of their Government to form with the Raja of 
Berar, for different Pwrpoies, anff.at different Periods; the one delenlive,- for the mutual 
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and perpetual Support of their refpeftive Territories immediately bordering upon i 
other-, the other often five, for other Purpofes: That the Defign of the Firtt had ei-k 
ever fince the Tear 1773, and that a fair Opportunity prefented itfelf of accomplish 
it, when the Prefidency of Bombay called their Attention to another Object, fit v 
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Ben.Sec,Co»r.*$Feki^79- Your Committee find, that Letters from Bombay, dated 13th January, which appear 
to have reached Calcutta on the 25th February, brought Advice of the flow Prog refs 
which their Troops had made in the Expedition towards Poona, and of the Backwardnefs 
of Ragoba’s Friends in declaring themfelves in his Favour; that they (the Prefidenc and 
Seleft Committee) had in thele Circumftances, notwithftanding the Receipt of the Go¬ 
vernor General and, Council’s Letter of 23d November, ventured to prefs and enjoin 
Colonel Goddard (tq whom they had fent a Copy of‘their Treaty with Ragonaut Row) 
to march direftly to Poona without a Moment’s Lofs of Time, as they thought the 
Aid of his Detachment, on which they had always depended, was necefiary to enfurc 
Succefs. The News however, which Your Committee obferve was on the fame Day 
laid before the Board by the Governor General, entirely took away all Hopes from that 
Profpe<ff ? and convinced them of the dilaftrous Failure of that Expedition, and of the 
Captivity of Ragonaut Row. It is to be remarked, that the Nabob of Arcot, from 
whom all'o Intelligence of this Event was then received, concludes his Letter in thefe 
Words: I have taken every Opportunity of pointing out to my Friends fuel) Mea- 

“ fures as appeared to me to be proper. I inclofe you a Copy of a Letter containing 
“ my Advice, in confequence of Information which I have lome Time ago received 
“ from Poona, addrefied to the Governor and Council of Madras, under Date 3d De- 
“ cember 1778, and alfo of one I wrote them with the Intelligence received from PoOm. 
“ Had they purfued ray Plan, the Affairs there had been well fettled. With you, my 
“ Friend, who are endowed with Wifdom, even now take fuch Meafures as fhall be 
“ molt advifeable ?”—Anclit is further obfervable, that in a Paper containing the like In¬ 
telligence from the Durbar of the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, it is mentioned, that when 
his Highnefs recei ved from the Maratta Vackeel an Account of this Event, he laid to 
him, “ It is well, the Right has prevailed, in that your Enemies have of their own 
“ Accord delivered themfelves into your Hands, But the Naig has reduced the Fort of 
“ Chittledurk to great Extremity. If you now take Meafures to raife the Siege, it is 
“ Well j otherwife you will Idle it in a Month or Two, From the Poffeflion of the fingie 
“ Fort of Cottee the Naig made himfelf fo powerful, Ihould he be fuffered to reduce die 
“ Fort of Chittledurk, it will be attended with the worft Confequenees.” 1

Your Committee find, that die Governor General did not think it adviiable upon 
this Occafion to propofe any immediate Meafure, till Accounts fhould be received from 
Colonel Goddard of his Movements, upon being informed of the Calamity in Queftion. 
But we perceive that Mr. Francis fuggeited the Expediency of providing againftany con- 
fequential Danger upon the Weftern Frontiers, by fending Orders to General Stibbert to 
be upon his Guard, This Propofition appears to have caufed a Debate, the Particulars of 
which will be found in the Appendix, N° 177 ; and we fliall only here remark, that it 
turned in great Meafure upon the probable Eff'eft which this Event might have upon the 
Neighbouring Country Powers, and upon the necefiary Precautions to be taken againft: 
their Defigfls, and especially of thofeof Nudjif Cawn, who was reported to have entered 
into a Treaty with the Marattas ; which however did not feem to be allowed in its full 
Extent by all the Members of the Board ; though the Governor General declared, that 
he did not mean to hold forth Nudjif Cawn as the Friend of the Bengal Government, 
as he confidered all the Powers around them to be their Friends or Enemies merely 
as their Interefts impelled them.—It appears that the Relblutions of the Board in the 
Terms of Mr. Francis’s Motion, with an additional Amendment propofed by, Mr. 
Barwell, occasioned a Letter to be written to General Stibbert, which will be found at 
the End of the Appendix N° 177. 
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But Your Committee think it proper to infert here in the Body of this Report, the 
Letter from the Governor and Council of Fort Saint, George, among whom Sir Eyre 
Coote will be obferved to have figned his Name, which inclofed the Papers of Intelli¬ 
gence abovementioned ; becaufe, though it has been taken Notice of before in a for¬ 
mer Report, it teems advifable to place it immediately before the Attention of the 
s«e»)fo sir Eyre coou*. Let- |.j otl f e while they are confidering the Conn eft-ion between the Circumftances of the Ma- 
S- ratta War and the enfuing Misfortunes in die Carnatic. 

“ Inclofed we have the Honour of rranfmittirag to you a Paper of Intelligence, re- 
“ ceived by the Nabob from his Agent at Poona. Its Authenticity is too ftrongly 
marked to leave any Doubts on our Minds concerning the Particulars ; and we have 
“ now only to hope, that the Efteft of fo confiderable a Check on the Progrefs of the 
«.« Company’s Arms may not create fome immediate Attempts todifturb our Pofiefiions no 
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fes of the Nurbuddar in the like Expectation, and in the mean Time feek to con- 
ate the Dilpofition of the Pelhwa by written Affiirances, which he would forward with 
Jdrefs from himfelf, of the pacific Purpofes of the Expedition. Attention will 
inly be given to the entire Contents of this Letter, which is placed in the Ap- 
!ix 159 and 160, and by that Means it may be judged, how far Mr. Francis was 
, grounded’in propofing the following Queftion, to which Mr. Wheler only appears 
nave joined him in giving an aflknfative Anfwe'r : 

“ Whether it dpes./vtyappear to the Board, from the whole Tenor of this Letter, that 
“ Moodajee BooQa is not inclined to join Colonel Goddard, or to co-operate in any En- 
“ terprize againft the Poona Government ?—Secondly, Whether it does not at this 
“ Time appear to be the Opinion of Moodajee Boofla, that Colonel Goddard’s Proceed- 
“ ing 00 his March will expofe the Detachment to the greateft Difficulties and 
“ Dangers-?’’ 

The Negative given by the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, were accompanied 
with Reafpns, which will be found in the Appendix N° 161, and which turned chiefly 
upon the Impropriety of the Difcuffion, till they could receive the Comment of Colonel 
Goddard upon the Subjeft, and the leading Circumftaoces to ic> the Governor Geneial 
however feeming to allow, that there might be Danger in the March of the Detachment, 
if unfupported by the Berar Forces •, and that indeed there would not otherwife be an 
adequate ObjeCt to warrant fuch a Rilque. It may be proper here to remark, that in a 
Letter to Moodajee, dated 29th December, the Governor General exhor.’ed him to be 
Ready in his Friendlhip and Dilpofition to firm Alliance with the Company ; and ieemed 
to think it necefiary to prefs upon him, for that Purpofe, the Force of his own Expref- 
fions, which he had ufed immediately upon Mr. Elliot’s Death, and which his later Lan¬ 
guage appeared to contradict. 

And it appears, that a few Days after the Debate abovementioned, the Governor Ge¬ 
neral recommended it to the Board, that in confederation of the probable Diminution 
which the Detachment muft have fuftered in its Strength, from the unexpected and unne- 
cefiary Delays before the Death of Colonel Lellie, and becaufe of the like Contingencies 
which would naturally increafe with the Length of the March, they ffiould provide a 
proper Reinforcement; and for that Purpofe fhould detach, under the Command of 
Major Camac, an additional Corps, confiding of 2 Battalions of Sepoys, amounting to 
1,6*2 Men, which might proceed immediately without their Artillery to the Extremity 
of the Weftern Frontier, and there wait the Directions of Colonel Goddard, either to 
form a Junction with the chief Detachment, or to preferve the Communication with the 
Provinces. And we perceive, that this Propofal was agreed to by the Majority of the 
Board, though not without Oppofition on the Ground of a Deficiency of Information* 
by which the FaCt of the Diminution might be eftablilhed; and becaufe the Point of 
Expediency appeared more urgent for the Recall of thole Troops which had already 
been fent out of (heir Province, than for a further weakening of their ElMblifhment, in 
order to increafe Colonel Goddard’s Corps; and for other Reafons 5 which, as well as the 
Arguments adduced in Support of the Propofition, may be confulted in the Appendix 
N“ 163 ; wherein alfo will be found the Inftru&ions given to Major Camac, on the 14-th 
of January •, and a Letter to Beneram Pundit, in which the Governor General communi¬ 
cated the Refolution of fending the Reinforcement, and afiigned, as a Motive for fo do¬ 
ing, that it might obviate every poffible Inconvenience apprehended by the Maha Raja, 
in The Profecution of the March of their joint Troops. 

Your Committee find by feveral Letters from Colonel Goddard, that he had fuccefs- 
fully prefixed forward his March to the Banks of the Nerbuddar, and eroded that River 
in the f Beginning of December, which being fooner than he was expected by the Agents 
from Berar, he propofed halting there for iome Days, as well to wait the Receipt of Ad¬ 
vices from the Raja, as to refrelh his Troops. It appears, that his Progrefs had been 
frequently interrupted by the harraffing Attacks from the Troops of Ballajee, and other 
Chiefs in the Intereft of the abtual Adminiftration at Poona, who had alfo threatened 
Vengeance to the Nawal of Bhopal, for adting in Contradiction to the Pelhwa’s Orders of 
preventing, if poffible, the March of the Detachment acro'fs the Nerbuddar. From this 
Chief Colonel Goddard appears to have had very friendly Affiftance, and alfo to have 
palfed through a Diltrid of Madajee Scindia’s Country without Oppofition. 

But Your Committee.obferve, that though Colonel Goddard was thus fafely arrived 
on the Borders of the Berar Dominions, he was not likely to have immediate Succefs in 
accomplilhing the intended Flan of Alliance with the Raja; for we perceive by a 
Letter from Moodajee himfelf to the Governor General, received at Calcutta on the 
2d of January 1779, that he confidered all their Defigns to have fallen to the Ground by 
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the Death of Mr. Elliot; and that the Negotiation muft be fufpended till another Op¬ 
portunity, and a further Knowledge of the Sentiments of the Government General. He 
declared it to have been the ObjeCt of his own Views to have removed, if poffible, the 
mutual Sufpicions and Apprehenfions of the Engl ill) oh the one Part, left the French were c 
to be affilied by the Poona Government in Hoftilities agaihlt them ; and of the Pelhwa 
and the Nizam on the other, left Ragonaut Row was to be fopported by the Company’s 
Forces in his Pretenfidns to the Regency of the Mararta State-, and he lamented, that 
although the Durbar had repeatedly denied all Idea of iuch Connection with the French 
as mijght’in any Way juftify the Complaints of the Etigfilh; and notwjth'ftand}ng .the 
Governor General Had himfelf formally allured the Berar Vackeel there was not, or 
ever Had been, any' Iritentiort of giving Support to Ragbnaut Row, thqle Jealdufief ftiil 
remained; and he added, that in order to put an End to them, he had written to Colonel 
Goddard to rerriatn in a Station near Huffungabad till frefh Advlce'| and'In)ft>r?p?tibrii'/ 
lhould be received from- Calcutta, and from the Poona Durbar. No Progrefs,' he 
forefaw, could be made through the Territories of the Pelhwa without fighting, and, a 
Junction of a Body of his Forces with thofe under Colonel Goddard would avail nothing 
in the Face of fuch large Armies of the Marattas, but would only involve himfelf in the 
greateft Loffes. In the Conclufion of his Letter Moodajee thus express himfelf: 

« As he (the Pefliwa) pleads a Prohibition in the Treaty to the March of Forces over- 
« land, and likewife complains refpedting the Money that Colonel Ldlie collected in his 
“ Territories, what Anfwer cart be made thereto ? . 

w As the T ( \hes require that a Conciliation take Place with the Poona Msnifters, yob 

will confidef and determine what Reply (lull be given to thefe Two Points, of which 
«* they complain, arid by what Means they may be fatisfied, and communicate your Re- 
“ folution to me, that 1 may write conformable thereto, and remove all Doubts.” 

It appears that this Letter, and others received at the fame Time, from the Berar Minif- 
ters, and which are all placed in the Appendix N° 165, became the Subject of a 
Minute delivered by Mr. Francis, in which Your Committee find, chat he expreffed 
great Apprehenfion of Duplicity and ill Defign in the affeCted Delays of the Rajah, 
pnd that his Alarm for the Safety of the Bengal Detachment, which he thought inca¬ 
pable of furmounting the Danger? and Difficulties of a further Progrefs towards Bom¬ 
bay, made him felicitous for its Return to the Prefidency with all Expedition, nor- 
withftanding the avowed Difcredit, which would thereby fall upon the Wildorn of their 
Councils, and the Power of their Arms -, and he recommended, that for this Pur- 
pofe Letters fhould be written to the Pelhwa, to inform him of that Alteration, and 
to defire Permiffion for the Army to return without Moleftation, infilling, that at all 
Events, feme clear and deciffye Orders lhould-be immediately difpatched to Colonel 
Goddard, In thefe Reprefenpttipns and Advices, Mr. Wheler appears to have flip* 
ported Mr. Francis, -and though the Governor General declined bearing any Part in the 
Debate, as there was 00 Quettion propofed in the Minutes of the other Members, Your 
Committee obferve, that ata fubiequenc Meeting of the Board he delivered in a Minute, 
in which, though the diced ObjeCt of it feems to have been an Addrels to Mr. Barwell, 
to prevail upon him to alter f|is Refelution of returning to Europe, and thereby abandon¬ 
ing his Share in the Support and Refponfibifity of the Meafur.es, which the Majority 
had hitherto purfued, he took Occafion to advert to Mr. Francis’s Minute, with feme 
Decree of Indignation at his Advice about the lafe Retreat of their Army from Berar 
to their own Confines. It is to be obferved, that Mr. Barwell fuffered himfelf to be pet - 
funded by the Arguments pf the.Governor General, to make a Declaration of his Refo- 
lution to continue at the Prefidency as long as his Support might be oeceffary to- 
wards effecting the Execution of the Governor General’s Plan of public Meafures : 
And that MLFrancis, in Part of his Reply-to-the Governor General’s Obfervations, 
ftrove to enforce his former Remarks on the ftudied T ardinefs of iVloodajce Boofia, by 
pointing out Expreffions in a fubfequent Letter from him, when he had ' 

formed 'by Colonel GpddAI'd ; of all the particular Objedts of the 
fiance. 
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To the entire Contents of tlie feyeral Minntes delivered upon this Occafion, Your 
Committee defire to refer the Houfc, wherein they will find alio fome Allufibns to 
the probable Defign of the Powers at Home, in regard to a Change or Continuance 
of the prefent Adminiftration at the Expiration of their natural Exi/tertce m the 
Month of the following October; and fon.'thing alfo of the probable Effect which 
the Arrival of Sir Eyre Coote, then daily expefltd, might have on the future Com¬ 
plexion of their Proceeding?. 

But Your Cocrmlittee find, that on the-Firft of February, Dilpatches were received, 
both from Bombay and Colonel Goddard, which made a material Change in the imme- 
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,is Side of Incha, or to fmftrate the Expectations we had' formed of putting a final

1 lie Succefs of our Arms againft Pondicherry, probably determined him to, perfevere 
in the Line of Neutrality he had adopted • and we have every Reafon to think we-. 
, mighphave puflued our Operations to the Point at which we aimed, without any 
Moleitation whatever from him, had not the Misfortune of the Bombay Troops caufed 
lo material a Change in the Face of Affairs. Hyder now perceiving fo glaring an 
Inftance of Weaknefs and Difgrace, may be encouraged openly to refft our proboied 
Attempt on Mahe ; which he confiders, in fome Sqrt, as under his-Protection. 

With refpeCt to the Nizam, his avowed Attachment to the Poona Minit ers, and the 
Warmth with which he remon ft rated to ;y our Board and to this Government againft 
the Defigns which he underftood had been formed in Favour of Ragonam Row fuffi- 
ciently fhew how he muft have received the News of our Dilafter, and how mate¬ 
rially this Misfortune will contribute to ftrengthen the Inclinations he will naturally 
have received t{> our Prejudice. s ' 

“ The Dilpofuions of thePelhwa and the Minifters at Poona upon this Event, 
inay be eafily conceived. 1 he Lffeds of this Refcntment mav be fuipended for a 
l ime, but we can never fuppofe they will reft fatisfied with the Advantage they have 
acquired ; much Ids can we expedfc they will unite in Ffieiidfhip or in Meafures with 
thofe who have attempted fuch, dangerous Defigns againft them.

“ ! n l J? e Midft thefe unpleafing Refledions, we feel no fmall Degree of Satisfadion 
at the fuccelsful Meaiures which have been purfued againft the French. By removing 
them from our Neighbourhood, we are at Liberty to ad with much greater Spirit and 
Security; and we yet flatter ourfdves, that it is within the Power of the Two Pre 
ncs of Bengal and Madras, by prudent and vigorous Meafures, to repair the 
Milch lets that have been occafioned by the M.fcarriage of the Bombay Troops, to 
wipe away the Ddcredit that has fallen on the Company’s Arms, and to keep in Awe 

thole Powers who may be dilpoled to take Advantage of our ill Succefs on that Side 
of India, 

« On Receipt of Intelligence from Poona, it became a Queftion with us, whether it 
would be fafe or prudent to purfue the Expedition we had fet on Foot apainft Mahe 
vve faw the additional Rilk to which it was expofed, and the, Inconvenience offend- 
mg luch a Lody^of 1 roops at this Time out of rhe Carnatic; but we perceived alfo 
the particular Advantage that would refult from the fuccelsful Execution of our 
Meaiures,, Vve Jaw that this was the only Opportunity that might offer for re- 
moving the difadvautageous JmprdTions, which have been occafioned every where by 
tne late Defeat; that the Appearance of Diffidence or Timidity on this Occafion would 
ltrengtlien and confirm tliefe Impreffions, and probably operate more to our Prejudice 
than any failure that could happen from the Profecution of the Enterprize; and daftly 
that the withdrawing our Troops will be inevitably followed by the Capture of Telit 
.cherry, which though perhaps not important in itfelf, would in the Eyes of the Coun¬ 
try Powers be confidered as a Victory of no fmall Confcquence to the French and 
perhaps induce thofe who are now wavering, to declare openly in their Favour 
Upon the whole, our Conclufion was, that the Expedition ffiould be profecufced • and 
we came to that Refolution accordingly. 1 l ’ 

“ We have fome Hopes that Hyder Ally, who fdcretly favoured and wifhed well to 
the Caufe of Ragonaut Row, feeing the Danger to which he may be expofed from the 
Refentmem of theMaratta State, will be glad to avail himfelf of our Support; in that 
Cafe we may be able to detach him entirely from the Interefts ofthe French, and ren- 
cer hm a moft uleful Ally to us. Indeed we are fo eonviAced of the cr 0 od Policy 
Ot uniting cloiely with Hyder in a defenfive Alliance, that we Ihall embrace every 
Gpportuoity to effect: ip We have lately appointed one of the Company’s Servants 
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u to proceed to his Durbar, and have written to him for the necefiary Purports, which 
we expert daily. 


“ Tour Northern Circars lay fo open to Invafion from the Dominion of Nizam 
** ■Ally, an£ ^ as t ^ iere * s but t0 ° much Reafon to doubt the Sincerity of his Friend/hip 
“ for the Company, we think it highly expedient at this Juncture to hav? the belt ln- 
** telligence of his Defigns, and to be timely informed of any Motions he may make to- 
“ wards tliefe Provinces. For this Purpofe, as well as to fettle every Thing that may 
■** be necelfary for obtaining the Guntoor Circar for the Company, and procuring the 
** DiTmilhon of the French from the Service of Razalet Jung, we have appointed one 
« of the Company’s Servants to proceed to the Court of Nizam Ally in Quality of 
“ Refident ; he will have InRrudlions to correfpond with your Board, and to communi- 
“ cate every Information you may require from chat Quarter. 

“ The Northern Circars being too extenfive to be properly defended by the ordinary 
“ Force maintained there ; and the Protection of the Carnatic and Tanjore requiring all 
“ the Troops that are Rationed for their Security, we are appre hen fi ve, were any ?ud- 
“ den Attack made upon pur Pofieffions to the Northward at this Jun&ure (while we 
** have Jo large a Detachment employed in the Expedition to Make) we might not be 
56 able to colkdt a fufficient Force in Time to repel it. Confidering the Value and lin- 
“ portance pf thofe Pofieffions to the Company, we think it our Duty to attend pyirti- 
“ ocularly co their Safety; and with that View we beg Leave to communicate a 

Thought which has occurred to us, and which may poflibly be improved by you to 
“ fome ul'eful Purpofe. 

“ We underftand that Colonel Goddard’s Detachment by the laR Advices was burned 
“ near the Confines of the Berar Province; /hould it be found necefiary to withdraw that 
“ Detachment from the Objeft to which it was deRined, we would propofe to your 
“ Confideration, whether it would not be an eligible Meafure to march it towards the 
“ Coaft of Oriffa fomewhere about the Chicacole Circar. How far it might be prafti- 
“ cable to direft the Progrds through the Countries dependent on the Raja of Berar, 
“ we cannot determine, but we are of Opinion if that could be done without much Dif- 
“ ficulry, the Plan may be deferving your Attention. The March of the Detachment 
“ by that Route will be the molt effe&ual Means of checking any holtile Detigns 
“ of the Soubah upon the Circars, or of repelling any aftual Invafion that may be ac- 
“ tempted on our PoReffions there ; and we think.it poflible too, that by marching your 
“ Troops towards the CoaR they might reach Bengal nearly as loon, if "not /boner’ than 
“ by any other Route.” 

Your Committee find,’ that Colonel Goddard, Rill ignorant of the fatal Difafier 
which had befallen the Bombay Army, had however received a Letter from the 
Poona Committee, which gave him fome Uneafinefs, as he was thereby no longer in¬ 
vited to advance towards Poona ; and in being directed to turn his March to Surat or 
Broach, he was at the fame Time warned of great Difficulties which would probably 
obRrud him in his Endeavours to effeft it. He appears alfo to have been in great 
DiRrefs for a Supply of Treafbre, and the Governor General thereupon made a Motion 
to fupply him with Six Lacks of Rupees, which the Board appeared willing to agree 
to, though fome of the Members exprefied great Doubts about the Means of tranf- 
porting them to him: It was however re/oiVed, that fuch a Remittance fljould be 
made, and Bills obtained for that Purpofe on the moR advantageous Terms. And we 
percei ve, that the Governor General followed this with another Motion, upon the Sub¬ 
ject of eflablifiting a Mode of Defence facjjie, Countries immediately dependent upon 
their Government, and with this View, fubmitced to the Confideration of the Board, 
*•* the Expediency of ordering General Stibbert to caufe the FirR Brigade to croE 
“ the Jumna, and to encamp in the moR convenient Station in the Neighbourhood of 
5‘ Allahabad, and of the high Road leading from thence to Berar, and to the Southern 
“ Parts of Hindoftan.” 

The Confideration of this Propofal appears to have been deferred till the next Day, 
at che Defire of Mr,„.Erancis, at which Time the Governor General renewed his Pio- 
pofal with, fome little Alterations, as he now recommended an Encampment on die 
Bengal Side of the Jumna, in a Station the moR convenient for pa fling that River; 
a/figning, among Others, the following Rea fen : “ As we may hope foon to be aided by 
“ the Prefence of Sir Eyre Coote, 1 lhall be better pleafed to wait his Arrival, than 
“ to propofe any decided Operations for which there is not any very urgent Caufe.” 
And it appears that a Letter was agreed to be written to General Stibbert, in the Terms 
of this corrected Motion, though we find recorded on the fame Conlultation, and have 
placed in the fame Appendix N“ 181, a joint Minute of Meflrs. Francis and Wheler, 
containing their Reafons for refufing their Aflcnt to it.

And Your Committee find* that Mr. Francis thought it proper to offer feme Re* 
marks on Colonel Goddard’s probable Situation, and to fubmit a Propofal relative to 
^ 'future Deftination, as the Governor General had not, in confequence of the late In- 
' telligence, recommended any Orders or conditional inftrudlions to be fent to him. The

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And Your Committee obferve, that Mr. Francis declared, that in the Terms of this 
Motion he intended to adopt the Meafures recommended by the Prefidency of Fort 
Saint George, and probably there propofed by Sir Eyre Coote. And it appears to 
Your Committee, that the Governor General, among the Obj'e&ioiis which he exhibited 
againtl t/te Proportion, contended, that they had not yet received fuch authentic Infor¬ 
mation Of all the Circumllances of the late difaftrous Event, as might warrant their 
..tak'pg-any alkive Part with Safety, that the Aid required by the Prefidency of Fort 
Saint George, was not neceflarily to be furnUhed by Coloriel Goddard ; that the Step 
sdvifed might tend to render abortive any Negotiation which Colonel Goddard might 
poffibly have refutned with Moodajee Boofla; and that u the propofed Route of the 
“ Detachment would be through a confiderable Part of the Dominions of Nizam Ally 
** Cawn i and it was not to be ex ported, from the known and avowed Difpofition of 
“ that Prince, that he would confent to their Paffage $ nor was it a Time to furnilh 
“ him with a Pretext for open Hoftilities againft them;” It appears that much 
Debate afterwards enfoed j when Mr. Francis propofed to leave out the latter Part 
of his Motion, and to retain fo much of it only as might occafion the Retreat of the 
Detachment from a Situation of Danger into the Country of a friend. But this too 
we perceive to have been over-ruled by the Majority,- after much Difcuffion of tht 
Force and Purport of the Orders Colonel Goddard had already received, and of the 
probable Motives which had induced him to profecute his-March towards the other 
Side of India. It Ihould however be remarked, that Mr. Francis argued upon a Sup- 
pofvtion that the Bombay Army had furrendered at Difcretion, and were therefore 
Hoftages in the Hands of the Enemy, whofe Treatment .of ; them 'might' be- much* In’**' 
fluenced by the Advance or Recall of Colonel Goddard’s Detachment. But it is alfo to 
be obferved, that at a fubfequent Meeting of the Board, he delivered sn another Mi¬ 
nute upon the fame Subjeft, in Anfwer to the Governor General’s Gbfervations 
on the Uncertainty of the real State of Affairs under the Bombay Government; and re- 
fle&ed upon theWeaknefs of thofe Arguments, when adduced as Objections “tocon- 
“ ditioriai Orders, exprefiing clearly the feveral Cafes in which they were or were not to 
“ operate.” \ ’ - r, ■ • 

But Your Committee having placed ali thefe Documents-in Length in the Appendix; 
N* 182, defire, in Tufttce to their leveral Authors, to recommend to the Houle an attentive 
Perufal of them ; for which we acknowledge and adopt an additional Motive, in the. 
following Reafons Urged by Mr. Francis on the Introduction of the prefent Minute.—f 
“ But fince l am convinced, that the late-political Meafures of this Government, and 
“ of the Prefidency of Bombay, will ere long be the Subjedt of a Parliamentary En- 
“ quiry, and that every Part of our Proceedings, which has occafioned or led to the 
“ late Difarter, will be fubmitted to the Judgment of the Public, it highly concerns 
“ my Reputation, if not my Safety, that my Conduft through the Whole of the 
** TranladUon Ihould be fairly represented, and in no Inft«mce mifunderftood.” 

% 

But Your Committee find, that Colonel Goddard in feveral Letters informed the 
Governor General and Council of his advanced March beyond Berampore into the Ma- 
ratca Dominions, without having received any certain Intelligence from Bombay, or from 
the Army Committee, by which he might decifively regulate his Judgment on the pre¬ 
ferable Expediency of any particular Objeft for the Direction of his Detach me- ,, though 
feveral Reports of an unfavourable Nature had reachecLhim ; that deeming it however 
necertary to make an early and determined Choice, he had, on full Deliberation, and for 
Reafons which he affigned, refolved to harten forward with all Expedition to Surat, and 
he had been confirmed in this Refelution by a fubfequent, though Hill inexplicit Letter 
from the Selert Committee of Bombay. 

And it appears, that on the 15th of. March, when no Accounts immediately firom 
that Prefidency had yet reached Calcutta, Mr. Frar.ds took Oecafion to make feme 
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jealous Remarks on their Silence, conceiving it as well as this Letter of the- uar\ 

to Colonel Goddard, to be ominous of an Intention, fhould he reach Bombay, oreak 
their laft Engagement with the Poona Government, and to renew the War at all Evenrv : V 
and under that Imprefiion he moved, “ that a Letter fhould be immediately written to. , 
the Prefident and Seledt Committee, to exprefs Concern and Suirprize at their profound 
“ Silence on the late Operatiws and Defeat of their Army, and to prohibit them in the 
“ moll preciie and pofuive Terms, and as they would anfwer the contrary at their Peril, 

“ from commencing or renewing Hoftilities againft the Marattas, or any other Indian 
“ Prince or Power, except in their own immediate Defence, without our Confent and 
«* Approbation firft had and obtained.” 

R 0 1S4. This Motion however was objected to and negatived by the Governor General and 

Mr. Barwell,. on the Ground of its being only a Repetition of Orders already fent under 
the 4c,h of February, and premature, becaufe in all Probability more authentic and 
circumftantial Accounts would arrive in a few Days. 

And Your Committee find, that on the iSth Advices were at laft received from the 
Prefidentand Select Committee of Bombay, dated 3d February, giving a Ihort Relation 
previous to a more ample Difpatch promised by an Exprefs VefTd, of the mere Fad of 
the Convention, with an attendant Remark on the Invalidity of the Stipulations agreed 
to i and giv'ng Notice, that they fhould endeavour to treat with the Marattas on another 
Footing •, and had dlre&ed Colonel Goddard to. march to Surat. 

And weobferye, that Mr. Francis hereupon renewed his Motion made on the 15th, 
alleging, that from the Terms of this Letter, he found htmfelf confirmed in his Idea, 
that the Seledt Government of Bombay “ had it in Contemplation to renew Hoftilities 
“ with the Marattas, and it was for that Purpofe they had ordered Colonel Goddard to 
“ proceed to Surat.” But the Governor General and Mr. Barwell would not allow that 
this Refolution was to be deduced from the Letter, or any Thing more than a Dis¬ 
avowal of the Treaty, as far as regarded the Surrender of their Pofieflions, which might 
indeed draw on into a Renewal of Hoftilities, but of the Propriety^or J office of which 
the Superior Council were as yet incompetent to judge, till they fhould fee the Treaty 
and the written Declaration of the Military Committee-—They therefore put a Ne¬ 
gative on the Motion. ‘ And Your. Committee obferve, that; the Governor General at 
this Time propofed a Draft, of a Letter to Colonel Goddard, which the Board ac- 
quiefeed in (with an exprefs Refervacion of former Opinions) and in which they allured 
him of their Approbation of his Conduit in proceeding to Surat; and gave him a dil- 
cretionary Power of employing his Detachment in the Service and Protection of the 
Prefidency of Bombay, with a Caution not to involve bimfelf or their Government in \ 
the Refponfibility of the Aits of that Prefidency, entirely independent of which he 
was to confider the Authority of his Command. 

And it appears by a Letter from Colonel Goddard, dated February 9th, and received 
a few Days after the preceding Difpatch was fent to him, that he gave Reafons for a 
Perfeverance in his Refolution of marching forward, notwithftanding he had received from 
the Pefhwa’s Vackeel the Inftruitions of the Military Committee for his Return to Cal¬ 
cutta* thinking htmfelf releafed from the Obligation of Obedience to them by their Letter 
qf a fubfequent Date, before received •, and thereby alfo relieved from any Alarm on Ac¬ 
count of the perfonal Safety of the Gentlemen left as Plottages—-That he was anxious for 
a Knowledge of the Meafures which the Superior Council might decide upon, in confe- 
quence of the late unfortunate Event, as Tte Steps to be purfued would reft folely upon 
them, in the probable Inability of the Bombay Government to form at prefent any Plan 
of military Operations. It is proper here to obferve, that Mr. Wheler at this Time de¬ 
livered in a Minute, in which he enforced a Reprefectation of the NecelTify of adopting 
pacific Meafures, by a melancholy Piflure of the general Pofture of the Company’s 
■teih ijZ‘. Affairs in India •, and he particularly dwelt on the alarming Situation of the Prefidency 
'' of Fort Saint George, to which he thought this Government could not in Safety or Pru¬ 
dence refufe a Supply of Money, though it would be proper to recommend the ftridtefl 
CEconomy to them, accompanied by an Affurance that there was no Probability of being 
able to continue fuch Supplies in future; and that they muft exert their own Efforts, 
see Gener.1 letter to tii« an j j-egulate their Expences accordingly. Apd it appears, that a Promife of 15 Lacks 
was made to the Prefidency by the Governor General and Council, though Your Com¬ 
mittee find that Five of them were afterwards withheld, in conlequence of the reduced 
State of the Bengal Treafury by the Lois of the Stafford, on board of which was fent 
10 Lacks for the 0 fc of that Prefidency.

An Account of the Refolutions and Proceedings of the Board upon the partial Infor¬ 
mation which the/ had hitherto received from Bombay, appears to have been tranfrmtted 
2 to 
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'o tfic Court of Dife&ors in a Secret Letter, dated 29th of March 1779. But Your 
< .Committee find, that in the Beginning of the eniuing Month, when Lieutenant General 
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ftantial Intejligenge before they proceeded to confider of fuch Meafurcs as, in the 
prefent Situation of their Affairs, it might be advifable to refolve upon; and with that 
Intent he laid before the Board, on the 5th of April, a long Minute, containing a full 
Difcuflion of the Subject. It ihould be oblerved, that the Governor General had pre- 
vioufiy received private, but certain Intelligence, that Colonel Goddard, with the Troops 
under his Command, had reached their Defttnatiotv at Surat towards the find of February. 
The fallowing Propofitions were the Refult of his Opinion : 

!*« That we inveft Colonel Goddard with full Powers, ds the Miniftcr of this Govern- 
“ ment, to treat with the Pefhwa and Minifters of the Maratta State, for the Renewal or 
“ Confirmation of the Treaty of Poorunder; provided they will recede from the Pre- 

tenfions which they have acquired by their late Engagements with Meffrs. Carnac 
“ and Egerton ; and that they will engage never to admit any French Forces into their 
?« Dominions, nor allow them to form any Eftablifhments on the Maratta Coal!; and 
if that thefe Conditions be made the Alternative of Peace or War,, 

“ 2dly, That the Firft Brigade, which has already been ordered to march to a Station 

convenient for cfofling the River Jumna, be completely fupplied with Odnance, Am- 
* 6 munition, and Stores, fit for any Service on which a Body or a Force equal to it may 
“ be deftined. 

f* J make this Diftin&ion, becaufe it will officially reft with die Commander in Chief 
“ to recommend both the Strength of this Corps, and the Parts of which it fhould be 
« compofed ; expreffing my own Hope, that it may not be found neceffary at any I ime 
“ to employ either our European Infantry or Artillery, but for the Defence of our own 
« Provinces, and the preferibed Limits of the Dominions of the Nabob of Oude. 

«* :jdly. That Major Camac be ordered to return to Korumber, or to any other 
*« Station as convenient, near atid within our own Borders, and to remain there 
“ until'further Orders ; and that he be fupplied with Ammunition, Guns, and Stores, 
if- for complete Battalions. 

“ 4thly, That the Commander in Chief be requefted to iffue the neceffary Orders for 
“ carrying the Refolutions of the Board into Execution in the Two foregoing Propo- 

litions. 

“ 5thly, That a Letter be written to the Pefhwa and his Minifters, wkh the fame 
£* Subftance as Colonel Goddard’s Inftruftions, according to the accompanying Draft. 

“ fithly. That a Letter be written to Moodajee Boolla, according to the annexed 
“ Draft. 

« 7thly. That a Letter be written to the Prefident ami Select Committee of Bombay, 
“ advifing them of Colonel Goddard’s Inllrudions, and requiring them to conform to 
“ them, and in the mean Time to be prepared, either for repelling-any hoftile Attempts 
** of the Marattas, or for any other Service-which may hereafter be judged neceffary, but 
« to undertake nothing offenfively without explicit and pofitive Orders front us. 

« 8thly. That a Letter be written to the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, to inform 
«« them of this Defign, and in the Event of their Succefs againfl Mahe to order all the 
« Troops which are now employed in that Expedition to remain there, or otherwife at 
“ Tellicherry, and. to be prepared ,tq move, on the Receipt of any Orders for their 
“ Jundion with our Forces on that Side of India.” 

And it appears, that thefe Propofitions were agreed to by the Board, and that Let¬ 
ters were accordingly written ; all which will be found in the Appendix N“ 191. And 
Your Committee have thought it proper to infer c therein, for the Obfervation of the 
Houfe, the Letters previously received from Moodajee Booffa and his Minifters, upon 
the Subjeft of the propofed Alliance with him, and upon the Event of the Poona Expe¬ 
dition, as alfo a Letter received from Siccaram Baboo, on 28th March J779. 

And as it appears to Your Committee, that in Confequence of thefe Refolutions of the 
Board, Letters were written to the MaraUa Durbar and to Ma.dajee Scindia, in I.)ifa- 
vowal of the Convention Treaty, affuring them however of a Difpofitioti to Accommo¬ 
dation on the Part of the Bengal Government, if they would give it on theirs a proper 
Encouragement, by relinquishing any Claims arifing from the late ineffettual Engage¬ 
ments, and by a Promiie 6r feparating themfelves from the French, either for Traffic or 
otherwise; we have placed thefe Letters in the Appendix N* 192, to which we refer

And Your Committee find, that the Governor General on 3d of May, notified to 
the Board the Arrival of Mr. Horfely, who, it has been before obferved, was deputed 
from the Bombay Prefidency to give the Superior Board an exad Information of the 
late Tranfadions and Events of their Government, And it appears that he brought- 
with him a Letter from the Select Committee, dated 4 April, in which they referred 
the Board ro a Variety of Documents contained in their Difpatches, and alfo to Mr. 
Horfely himfelf, for more complete and circumftamial Information, and by which the 
Board might be enabled to decide on the Conduct of their Government, which they 
declared had been guided “ by the beft of their Judgments, according to the Situation 
“ of Affairs and the Powers given to them.” 

|t further appears, that they laviihed the higheft Encomiums on the judicious and 
decifive Behaviour of Colonel Goddard, whom they had admitted to have a deliberative 
Voice in their Councils; and being happy to find his Condud had alfo met with the^ 
Approbation of the Superior Government, they begged to folicit for him from them 
fome diftinguilbed Mark of their mutual Senfe of his Services. 

Your Committee obferve, that the Board employed feveral Days in reading all the 
Papers fubmitted to their Confideration by the Governor and Seled Committee of Bom¬ 
bay j and fuch of them as have not been already placed in a former Appendix, 
3 SJ* 130, to which we refer, are put in another and will confequently atcrad the Notice 
of the Houfe. 

Your Committee find, that on the 24th-of May the Governor General laid before 
the Board an Arrangement of the feveral Queftions, which they might propofe to them- 
felve3, as St^jeds of Difcuifion, and which he had taken the Pains to extrad and 
put in Order from the Contents of the voluminous Difpatches lately received from the 
Government of Bombay ; and that he proceeded afterwards to make his Obfervations 
on the principal Circumftances of the various Matters in queftion, as introdudory to the 
Decifion and Diredions which they were to pronounce upon them. Among thefe we 
find principally, that he thought their Difavowal of the Treaty of Convention to be 
ftridly jjuftifiable in every Particular, except the feparate Article of Stipulation in Favour 
of Madajee Scindia, which he found himfelf compelled in Confidence and in Duty to 
declare ought to be ratified by them, unlefs Madajee Scindia flbould have forfeited his 
Right by any fubfequent Ad. The remaining Hope therefore was, that he might be 
prevailed upon to depart from the Letter of his Stipulation, and to accept of what he 
mighf deem an Equivalent for it: That the Seafon and Circumftances of Affairs Ihould 
prohibit them from loading the part Conduit of the Prefident and Seled Committee 
with any harfh and unoperating Reproaches, but Ibould rather induce them ro excite 
their Zeal.to exert themfclvcs for the retrieving of their pall Misfortunes ; and to arm 
them with Means adequate to that End, reftriding their Powers where the Ohjed was 
...'y.v.-K : "• ; f i-;, determinate. 
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germinate, and permitting a more liberal Extenfion of them in Cafes too variable and 
uncertain for pofitiye Injunctions. And in the Draft of the Letter which, we obfcrvej 
he then propoied to convey their InftiuCtions to the Prefidency of Bombay, he fuggefted 
a general Caution, to which their ftrfeteft Attention Ihould be required; “ that their En- 
“ gagemen,ts ftiould be offenfive only for the ObjeCts of their immediate Operations, 
“ and in all other RefpeCts purely defenfive.” The whole Difcufllon of a SubjeCt fo 
important as this is, will of courfe be attentively examined by the Hotife. And Your 
Committee having therefore thought it proper to place.this Minute and Propofition of 
the Governor General in the Appendix N c> 196, together with the feveral Minutes and 
Propofitions of the other Members of the Board, will confine ourfelves in the Body of 
the Report to,a very conoile Statement of the moft ftrilcing Points. With this View, we 
lhall here only take Notice of the principal Objeds recommended to the Obfervance of 
the Seleft Committee in the very Words of the Governor General’s Recapitulation: 
“ To fum up what we have written •, our firft Defire is to obtain Peace on the Terms 
« propoied by our InftruCtions to Colonel Goddard of the 5th of April, and it is only 
**■ in the Event of the Failure of this Defign, that we have formed the fubfequent 
‘ l Inftrudions, or will allow of their Operations. In thefe, the Plan of Military Ope- 
« radons recommended by your Prefident, is to have the firft Place with its dependent 
“ E ngagements with the Guicawars •, the next in Order is the Negociation with Moo- 
“ dajee Boofla; and the laft, the propofed Engagement with Madajee Scindf 

The Execution of the projected Trbaty of Peace with the Poona Miniftry, and the 
Negociation of Alliance with Moodajee Boofla, were to be left to the foie Management 
of Colonel Goddard; whom it was recommended to the Prefident and SeleCt Committee 
to confult upon ail proper Occafioris, as the Superior Council would be glad, by invert¬ 
ing him with the chief Command of the Bombay Eftablifliment whenever that Office 
ihoiild be vacant, to give him an effective Voice in the Councils of that Government. 

Your Committee obferve, that Sir Eyre Coote delivered in a Minute upon this Qc- 
cafion; the principal Part of which we have already adverted to, and fhall therefore here 
limply remark, that he Heftowed the higheft Commendations upon Colonel Goddard, 
whom however he did not think it in their Power to appoint to the chief Command of 
the Bombay Eftablifliment, thouglvhe could wifh to have him confuked upon all military 
and political Points. He declared himfelf averfe from ever concurring in the Meafure 
of deftroying the Bramin Ufurpacion, by reftoring the original Ram Rajah Government 
in the Perfon of Moodajee Boofla, conceiving the real Interefts of the Company to be 
concerned in keeping up Divifions among the Maratta Powers. He remarked, that the 
natural Diminution of Colonel Goddard’s Force, and feme Symptoms of Difaffedion 
among the Sepoys, made it necefTary to lofe no Time in exerting their utmoft Vigour to 
fupport their military Reputation ; and he pointedly recommended an Alliance with the 
Country Powers, efpecially with Hyder Ally, whofe more particular Intereft it was to 
join them in any hoftile Attempts againft the Maratta State, In regard to the Plan of 
military Operations, he thought that the Commander in Chief, who was principally re- 
fponfible, fhould have a diferet ionary Power-to adopt, or not. Governor Hornby’s Plan, 
as be might think moft advisable. And on the Queftion of Supply of Treafurc, he 
was willing to make ample Grants, if proper Reftridions were provided for the parti¬ 
cular Ufe of it. 

Your Committee find, that Mr. Francis alfo gave in a Minute, which appears, as he 
profefled it, to be an Examination and Opinion upon the Refolutions and Tranfaftions 
of jhe Bombay Government; both in the Council and in the Field, relative to the Poona 
Expedition ; and he feems therein to agree materially with the Sentiments of Sir Eyre 
Coote. Btit Your Committee further obferve, that Mr. Francis alio prefented feme 
Propofitions to the Confideration of the Board, which he recommended to be made Part 
of their Letter to Bombay. Thefe, which are placed with the other Papers in the Ap¬ 
pendix N” 196, regard only the Circumftance of Reference from the Selefl Committee 
of Bombay to the Superior Council, on the military Condud of Colonel Egerton and 
',1 ,el Cockburn; and convey Opinions of Condemnation on the Proceedings of the 
mittee in refped to the Treatment of thole Gentlemen. 

It appears on the contrary, that Mr. Barwell avoided any Difcufllon of the Queftion 
on the Demerits of Individuals, and meant to ’onfine himfelf to the important Subjefts 
of Peace or War-, on which he delivered an Opinion correfponding chiefly with that of 
the Governor General, except that he feerned, in the Point of Alliance with Moodajee 
Boofla, to incline more to an Agreement with Sir Eyre Coote, with whom alfo he con¬ 
curred in advifing the Brevet of Brigadier General to be given to-Colonel Goddard. 
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Your Committee find recorded upon the Confutations of the 3 ift ot May, 7th aim.., 
10th of June, feveral Minutes and Propofitions on this important Subjett, iptreduced by 
the different Members of the Board ; in referring to which the Hpufe will perceive what 
Alterations and Amendments the Governor General was induced to offer, in order to 
qualify and accommodate the different Opinions which had been farmed un the original 
Draft of the Letter to Bombay : They will obferve the Nature and the Rea fans, the 
Terms and the Extent, of the Oppofition or Approbation giyen to them ; they will'lee 
and eonfider the Arguments of Mr. Francis upon the Neceffity of pacific Meaiures, from 
an Expofition of the Charges attending a War Eftablifhment, and,{he avowed ^cate ot 
Poverty of the Company’s Trealuries. 

From a further Examination of thefe Confultations, the Hpufe'will have an Oppor¬ 
tunity of regarding the Draft of a Letter tc Bombay, propofed by Mr. Francis and 
reje&ed by the Majority ; and they may review the Scrutiny and Decifion which the 
feveral Members of the Board pafled upon each Paragraph of the amended Letter drawn 
up by the Governor General, till on the 14th, the further corrected Copy was entered 
in the Form herein under tranferibed, and being approved by the Majority, was ordered 
to be difpatched to the Presidency of Bombay.

« We have received your Letter of the 4th of April, with its EnclofurCs, by the 
“ Hands of Mr. Horfely. 

“ We do not think it neceffary to enter on the Review of your Proceedings, but fhall' 
« confine our prefent Enquiries to the Choice of luch Means as may bed conduce to 
u retrieve their unhappy Confequences, leaving the paft t6 the Scrutiny of a higher and 
“ more effedlual Authority. 

“ Having given full Powers to Colonel Goddard to negotiate and conclude a Treaty 
« 0 f Peace with the Maratta Government, and having no Caufe to alter the Terms 
.1 which we have preferibed in our Inftruaions for that Purpofe, we have only to repeat 
** that we look to the Iffue of that Commiffion as our primary Object, and the ler- 
“ mination of all our political Views on your Side of India, if it fiiajl prove Juc- 
«* cefsful. 

« B llt if the Minifters lhdl rejeft the Propofals which we have ordered to be made to 
them, and fhall reduce us to the Neceffity of defending the Rights and Interefls of 
the Company by an open War, we leave a Latitude of Adion to Colonel Goddard, 
under your Inftrudiorts, to avail himfelf of the Situation which Fortune may prefent 
to him •, and if a War ibould be indifpenfably continued, it muff alfo reft with him, 
who is refponfible to us for his Condud, to adopt any Part or the Whole cf Mr. 
Hornby’s Plan laid down in his Minutes of the 30th of March, or not at all, as he 
may think moft advifable for promoting the Diftrefs of the Enemy. Should this Plan 
be carried into Execution, we require your ftrideft Attention to the following Cautions; 
that vour Engagements fhall be offenfive only for the Objeds of your immediate 
Operations, and in all other Refpeds purely defenfive * that your Engagements with 
the Guiqawar Family fiiall be made with the Head of it, and with him exclufively 4 
that you (hail not affume a Mediation between the Brothers, or take any Part Whatever 
in their domeftic Difputes, further than to fupport the Party in Alliance with the Com¬ 
pany, and his Poffeffions againft foreign Invafion; and that you do not commit the 
Dignity of the Company, or pledge the, nat ional Faith, in formal I reaties with Perfons 

of Rank or Power unfuitable to iuch a DiftTndton. 

“ We are fenfible of the Attention which you have fhewn to oyr Views with the 
Government of Berar, concerning the Overtures lately made to Moodajee Bod'd a 
by Colonel Goddard, and in your Refolutions to avoid whatever might again in¬ 
terfere with this Negotiation. We confefs, we at this Time entertain little Hope 
of his concurring with our Defigns; he will wait for Proofs of our Superiorly be¬ 
fore he will hazard the Confequences of a decided Connedion with us; and every 
Offer made to him while he is under the Influence of fuch a Policy, will but ferve 
to encreafe his Referve, as he will naturally conftrue it to proceed from the Confciouf- 
nefs of our own Inability to fupport ourfelves without a foreign Affiitance j and 
that it is an additional Motive for our preferring a Scheme of military Operations, 
practicable by our own Forces, unincumbered with the Weight of a timid Ally., If 
not with (landing Moodajee Boofla fhallhave anfwered the Letters which have been 
written to him, by a Willingnefs to accept of the proffered Alliance, we (hall leave it 
to be concluded under the Inftruaions already given in Charge to^ Colonel Goddard: 
If on the contrary, as we expe&, he fhall dire&Jy refufe, or hehtate, dr make ne\v 
References to us, we have in fuch Cafe ordered Colonel Goddara to break off the 
Negotiation.

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“ We think ourfelves ftridly juftifiable in refufing to ratify even the fmalleft Tide 
;•* of die Treaty or Convention of Worgam ; anil we have already intimated our Sen- 
u timents on this Head to Colonel Goddard, and given him our final Inftrudions 
K upon it} but, as we had not at that Time before us the feparate fecret Engagements 
** entered into with Madajee Scindia, we could not take it into our Confederation, nor 
“ judge of the Obligation we were under to exprefs our Senfe of his Services at 
the Inftant we dilclatmed the Adfc of the Committee. Though we abfolutely deny any 
“ Validity to the Ads of the Committee, and will not admit of any Pretenfions 
“ founded on thofe Ads, yet they cannot cancel any Rights, which have their Balls in 
efiential and intrinfic Benefits reaped by our Nation. This Right we muft acknow- 
“ i f dge to be poflefied by Madajee Scindia, and muft therefore declare, that, unlefs he 
“ Ihould have forfeited it by any fubfequent Ad, he is entitled to a full Compenfation 
*' for any Difappointment he may fuffei by our Denial of the Ads of the Committee. 

“ We have therefore inftruded Colonel Goddard to exprefs the Senfe in which this 
“ Government is pleafed to regard the Services of Madajee Scindia at Worgaum, by 
“ offering him fuch a Gratification as may be afforded him by your Government, or 
“ from Means which he may poffefs from the Operations of War, in cafe Peace is not 
“ concluded upon the Inftrudions he is already furnilhed with. 

“ In the Event of a War, if Madajee Scindia lharll be difpofed to t.'ke Part with 
“ us, we have authorized Colonel Goddard to enter into fuch Engagements with him 
“ Utah not be contrary to any before concluded, and which he may judge moft ad- 
“ vifeable; making our future Security, Peace, and an adequate Revenue* his chief 
“ and indifpenfable Objeds, and the Grounds of our Engagements with hiHn. 

4( To fum up what we have written; the firft Defire is to obtain Peace on the

is only in the Event of the Failure of this Defign, that we have formed the fubfequent 
Inftrudions, or will allow of their Operation. 

The Execution of the projeded Treaty of Peace with the Poona Minifters, we 
** leave to the foie Charge of Colonel Goddard, according to the Inftrudions which we 
“ have already given him. 

“ The feparate Negociation with Madajee Scindia bears fuch a Connediofl with the 
<£ foregoing, that we have therefore thought it neceflary to leave this alfo to his Charge. 
“ The Negociation and Treaty of Alliance with Moodajee Boofia we alfo leave to the 
“ foie Management of Colonel Goddard, in the Authority of his Inftrudions of the 
“ 16th of N< ember, until the Period of their Sufpenfion, by the Refufal, or fuch 
“ Hefitation of Moodajee Boofia as he fhall deem fufficient to warrant his declaring the 
“ Negociation fufpended. The future Renewal of this Negociation we referve to be 
“ determined by our exprefs Orders, but without revoking the Credentials and Inftruc- 
“ tiony already granted to Colonel Goddard refpeding it. In all other Negotiations, 
Treaties, and Plans of Military Operations, it is our Wifh fa to blend the Powers of 
*' your Government with our own, in the Diredion of them, and in every formal or 
“ occafional Inftrument which they may require for their Ratification, as to preferve the 
Credit and diftind Refponiibility of both, and to make both the Pledges for the 
faithful Obfervance of them. For this Purpofe we need not recommend that 
** Colonel Goddard be confulted, whefv his Prefence on the Nature of the Subjeds will 
“ admic of it, on all Meafures which have a Relation to our prefent Inftrudions, as 
“ you have been already pleafed to allow him a deliberate Voice in your Councils > and 
** we are happy to find that you are fo well fatisfied with his Condud, and his ready 
“ Difpofition to affift in the Execution of your Defigns, as to leave tls little Ofccafiorl 
*' to lay down a clearer Line for the Employment of the Forces under his Comrriand, 
•* than that we have already deferibed. 

“ We have direded Colonel Goddard to execute whatever you fhall think pradicable, 
and which fhall not be contrary to our Inftrudions, or to any exifting Engagements j 
a Caution which we hope will be unneceffary, but with which we do not confider our- 
** felves at Liberty to difpenfe, while the principal Refponfibility refts with us ; and 
“ for the fame Reafon we require, that all Treaties which fhall be concluded by you in 
virtue of thefe Inftrudions, be referred to this Government, for its final Sandion

“ We fhall heartily join with you, in recommending Colonel Goddard to the Court 
** of Diredors, for the Appointment of Commander in Chief at your Prefidency on 
“ the firft Vacancy; and in the intermediate Time'we think it abfolutely neceflary, in 
the prefent diftreffed Situation that the Military upon your Eftablifhrtient are reduced 
V to, that he Ihould have the Rank given him of Brigadier* in order to enable him to

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« carry on the Public Service with more Weight and Dignity; for which Purpofe 
•« have granted him a Brevet Cornmiffion of Brigadier General lor the Service on w 1- 
“ he is now employed.” 



It may be proper here to remark, that the Recommendation of Colbnel GbcTdartl to 
the.Court of Directors had its Effed, and procured him the Appointment foliated 
for, 'and a Confirmation of advanced Rank. 

Your Committee obferve, that all Objedions and Oppofuion to this. Letter did not 
then ceafe ; for, befides ; a very earned Proteft from Mr. Francis, grawofled on a Variety 
of Reafons, which may be confidered in the Appendix N° 198, and which diew from 
Mr. Barwell ah immediate Explanation of a Pafiage in his former Minute, and from 
Sir Eyre Coote a Reply on a fnbfequem Day, to which Mr. Francis then gave an Anfvver, 
we perceive that Mr. Horfley, who had applied before to the Board for Permiffion of 
general Accefs to the Records of the Governor General and Council refpeding Bombay, 
and feems not to have been well latisfied with the Refufal of his Demand in its full F 'x? 
tent, tranlfnitted a Letter on the 14th June to the Board, wherein he allured them, that 
though the Bombay Government were unanimous in writing to have the Line of their 
Condud, refflved on for them by the Superior Council, laid down as dearly aS poffib’e, 
and were deLmmined to give it every Afliftance in their Power, yet he thought it necel- 
fary to interfere with his Reprefentations, that the Refolutions of the Board, in con¬ 
tinuing or extending the Powers conferred on Colonel Goddard, might not be incon- 
fiftent 1 with thofe referved to the Government of Bombay by Ad of Parliament, 
and efpecially entrufted to the Seled Committee by the Court of Diredors ; and he 
entreated to be heard whenever thofe Points might come under Confideratioo. And it 
appears, that having been admitted to perufe the Letter addrefled to the Prefident and 
Seled Committee of. Bombay, and being indulged with a further Pet-million on his Rc- 
queft to carry a Draft of it Home with him, he returned it on the 18th, with a long 
Paper of Remarks, exprefiive of much. Diffatisfadion and Complaint, and even of 
•Indignation, at the Refolutions and Inftrudions contained in it, confidering them cs 
dired Encroachments Upon the Powers of that Government. And it further appears, 
that the Governor General hereupon thought it proper to take fome Notice in Dif- 
approbation of Mr. Horfley’s Arguments, as well as of the Manner in which they were 
conveyed; and propofed a Refolution to the Board, which .they confirmed, that, the' 
Secretary fhould be defired to inform Mr. Horfley, “ that they did not require his 
“ Animadverfions upon their Meafures, although they (hould have been pleafed to have 
“ received any Lights from him which he could have afforded them,'and for which 
“ they were referred to him by the Prefident and Seled Committee, upon the Subjed 
« of Affairs at Bombay.” 


To this Rebuke was added a Notification, that their Records would no longer be open 
to him, and that he was at Liberty to return to Bombay " whenever he had fulfilled the 
« Terms or Objeds of his Million.” 

It Ihould be obferved, that a Letter of Inftrudions to Colonel Goddard, propofed by 
the Governor General, was acquiefced in by the Board, on the Suppofition that they 
cprretponded with the Contents of the Letter to Bombay, which they will be found 
to do. 


Having thus explained to the HouftTthe ultimate Refolutions and Orders of the 
Superior Government, on which were to depend the Re-eftablilhment of Peace, or Re¬ 
commencement of WV with the ruling! Powers of the Maratta Empire; Your Com¬ 
mittee think it proper to introduce in this Place, a View of the State of their Revenues, 
and of the Military Force on their Eftablilhmenr, at that interelting Period.

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It appears to Your Committee, that Colonel Goddard wrote to the Governor General Ben.Sec.Oonr.-i*June 1779. 
id Council from Surat on the 20th of May, and that his Letter reached them on the Appendix, zoz. 

. iflr of June ; and that he therein informed them of his own Situation while attending 
he'Arrival of their Inftrudions before he entered upon any adive Meafures, and of 
the Diflentions which by confirmed Advices from Poona he was convinced fubfifted 
among the principal Leaders of the Maratta State, whereby a favourable Opportunity 
might perhaps be opened to them for a fuccefsful Interference in the Allairs of that Em¬ 
pire conducive to the Re-eftabliftiment of their own ; that without looking to Schemes of 
Conqueft fo extenfive as the fettling the Adminiftration, or difpofmg of the chief Au¬ 
thority of the Maratta Empire, many Advantages might be taken of its Confufion, and 
particularly in the Quarter near which he was Rationed, namely, the Guzerat Province, 
whofe Situation and prefect State of divided Government expoled it an eafy Prey to an 
Invader. 


And it appears, that on the Receipt of the Inftrudions from the Governor General and 
Council, inefofed in their Letter of the 5th of April, the Colonel immediately addrefied 
the Pelhwa and Nanna purnefe on the Subjed of his Appointment to negociate 
with them •, but he at the fame Time obferved to the Board, that he apprehended 
much Difficulty in fettling the Difpofal of Ragoba, whom it could not be expedited the 
Mini iters would ever conient to reltore into their Hands, and without which however he 
cou'xi not forefee any Cure Provifion for his peribnal Safety. 


Information of thefe Occurrences appears alfo to have been tranfmitted by the Prefi- 
dent and Seled Committee of Bombay j who at the fame Time acquainted the Board, 
that in order to avoid any Obftrudion to the Negociations which the Superior Govern¬ 
ment had been pleated to commit to General Goddard, they had Cent Diredions to the 
Chief of Surat to defire Ragoba to feek an Afylum ip fome other Place, unlefs the 
General Ihould think proper to receive him, and be refponfible for the Confequences. 
And we obferve, that the Board returned an Anfwer to the Prefident and Seled Com¬ 
mittee in fimilar Terms to thofe which they had made ufe of to General Goddard. 


It appears, that more particular Accounts of Ragoba’s Efcape, and more minute Ob- 
fervations on certain advantageous Points, which the Pofieffion of his Perfon would put 
in their Power to infill upon in Addition to thofe preferibed by the Inftrudions of the 
Superior Board, were communicated by General Goddard on the 12th of June, before 
which Time Ragoba was arrived at Surat, and had paid a Vifit to the General, bringing 
with him his adopted Son, Amrut Row, and a Child of pour Years old, bom to nim 
fince the Adoption of the other. 


The Conduct of Madajee Scindia in taking fo little Precaution for fecuring the Perfon 
of Ragoba, feems to have been a Subjed of Aftonifhment to General Goddard; who 
obferved, that by Accounts from Poona, the Maratta Chiefs were greatly incenfed with 
him, and declared they Ihould confider him as refponfible for that Lois. And we per¬ 
ceive, that General Goddard thought it proper upon this Occafion to write again to the 
Pelhwa, informing him and his Minillers of this Event, and of bis Defire to have a 
confidential Perfon fent from Poona, with whom he might adjuft all Matters of Differ¬ 
ence, as well with regard to the peribnal Interefts of Ragoba, as to the more immediate 
Concerns of the Company. “ '

I But Your Committee find by another Letter from him,dated the 6th of June, and received 
at Calcutta the 8 th of July, that a moll unexpeded Event had fallen out, which was likely, 
by removing this Gbftacle, to co-operate with the other Circumftances abovementioned 
in Faypur of the Company’s Affairs in that Quarter, and to lead to a more advantageous 
Accommodation with the ruling Powers of the Poona Government. And we perceive 
that with Obfervations of this Nature Colonel Goddard accompanied the Intelligence of 
Ragonaut Row’s Efcape from the Cuftody of Madajee Scindia, and of his Application 
to him for an Afylum and Protedion, which he had thought himfelf authorized, in good 
Policy and from the Spirit of the Board’s Inftrudions of the 5th of April, to afford him, 
and to promife that he would write to the Governor General and Council for further 
Orders how to ad upon this Occafion, And Your Committee obferve, that this imme¬ 
diate Anfwer yvas returned to Colonel Goddard by the Board : “ We entirely approve of 
the Offer you have made to Ragonaut Row, and dired that you continue to afford him 
* e the Protedion of your Camp, provided lie (ball not forfeit his Right to it by any Ad 
•** of Infidelity, or attempt to defeat the Effeds of your Negociations, to which you 
■“ will give your entire Attention without Regard to any other Confideration. For the 
£e reft, we leave you to ad under our Inftrudions of the 5th of April, ia which we fee 
£ no Caufe to make any Alterations on Account of this Event,”

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it is obfervable, that the General, after giving an Account to the Sclent Committee oi ■ 
Bombay, of the C ire um fiances of Ragoba’s El'cape and Retreat till he camd under the 
Protedion of his Camp, preferred a Complaint againft: the Chief of Broach for having 
received him in that City, and thereby prefumed to encroach upon the feferved Powers 
of the Supreme Council*, and to offer an Affront to them in his Difrefp'ed (hewn to their 
Minifter. And Tour Committee have remarked, that Mr. Gambier had taken Tome 
Pains to perfuade Ragoba not to advance to Surat, till Inftruftkms could be received 
front the President and Scledt Committee i and obferved in his Letter to them, that he 
believed Ragoba would himfelf, if he thought his Bufinefs could be effectually done 
by them, without throwing himfelf into the Hands of General Goddard, prefer much the 
putting the-Management of his Affairs under their Diredtious.

And Your Committee find, that General Goddard addrefied another Letter upon this 
M g* ' Subjed to the Superior Board on the 18th June, Cnclofing one from Ragonaut Row to 
the Governor General, and giving an Account of the Information he had derived, from a 
Conference with him* of the State of Parties in the Maratta Government, of his Reafons 
for delivering himfelf up to Scindia, of his having difeovered the perfidious Intentions 
of that Chief, and of certain Overtures which had been made to him by the Nizam, as 
an Encouragement to attempt his El'cape. And we obferve, that General Goddard 
added fame Remarks of his own on this Circumftance, by which' he fought to reconcile 
it with the p obable Line of interefted Policy which the Nizam might be fuppofed in¬ 
clinable t6 purfue } and he further took Notice of another Source of Hope in the En¬ 
mity which Hyder Ally bore to the ruling Adminiffration of the Maratta Empire, and 
in the Marks of Attachment and Favour which he had IheWn to Ac Perfon and' 
the Cable of Ragoba.

“ The Forces of Madras and of this-Eftablifhment are, in my Opinion, fully fufR- 
« cient to protect our Po'ffefiTohs on this Side of India; moreover, we are in daily Ex- 
“ pedation of great Addition to our Strength from Europe, I therefore alfo recom- 
“ mend that Drafts be fent from hence to complete the original Number of General 
“ Goddard’s Detachment.”—The bebat'e which enfued hereupon, and the feveral Mi¬ 
nutes of the Members of Council, tls well upon this Point as upon a following Propofal 
made by the Governor General for a Letter of Inftrudions to General Goddard, on Ac¬ 
count of the intended Re-inforcement to him, are all placed in the Appendix N* ait. 
And Your Committee think it proper to exprefs their particular Recommendation to the 
I-loule, to give them an attentive Perulal, as they fo very diredly treat upon that Subjeft, 
which we efteem to be the moft immediate Aim and Scope of our Enquiry.

And as Your Committee obferve that Mr. Frantis delivered a fubfequent Minute of 
. Difapprabation to fame Part of the Letter to General Goddard, and a partial Debate 
terwards arofe upon the Mode in which the Recruits fhould be fent from Bengal to 
oin the Army at Surat, we have annexed thofe alfo to the reft of theie Documents*, 

In regard to the Advancement of the Negotiations with the Marattm, Your Com¬ 
mittee have found, that on the 13th September the Governor General fuggefted the 
PolTibility, that the Minifters might have wilhed and have found Means to protract 
then% and that thereby General Goddard might ftill remain in a State of Sulpfence •, to 
put an End to which he recommended an immediate Direction to him to repeat their 
Offers to the Pelhwa and Minifters, and to demand their final Determination upon them 
in the Space of Twenty-four Hours from the Time of their being preiented, declaring 
that their Refufal, or the Delay of their Anfwer beyond that I une, would be con. 
fidered as a Declaration of, War. 

InftrucHons conformable to the Terms of this Propofal appear to have been lent to 
Gene al Goddard, and at the fame Time the Seleft Committee of Bombay were advifpd 
of them, and defired to grant him every Aid in their Power, if he fiiould e_reducef 
to the Extremity of engaging in Hoftilities. And by a Letter from General Godoau., ^ 
dated the 1 <tth ]uly, which reached Calcutta a few Days after the Diipatch o. thefe In- Appendix, N° 213 
ftruftions, Your Committee obferve, that .he alfo expected to meet with Delays in the 
Bufmds of Accommodation, although the Language of the Poona Minifters in Anfwer 
to his Addrefs breathed throughout a manifeft Inclination for Peace, and 10 further 
Teftimony of which they had immediately contented to fend a.confidential Vackecl to 
him for that Purpofe lie explained many Reafons however why he was dilpoled to 
doubt the Sincerity of thefe Profeffions, from the Information he had received of Nanna s. 

Preparations for War, and. his Solicitude to engage the Affiftance of the neighbouring 
Powers, particularly the Nizam, from whom he had recently received a^very favourable 
Anfwer. He declared himiclf therefore particularly anxious tor pteafe Inftmdions how 
far, upon a Conviction of the Duplicity and Deceit of the Poona Government, he 
fhould nuke known a juft Refentment of their Behaviour, the hoftvle Part he was au¬ 
thorized to take, and the particular Meafures he was to pwfue in confluence of the 
political Advantages that might fugged themfelves from the Situation of Affairs already 
fubmitted to the Conlideration of the Board. 

In the Reply which the Governor General and Council immediately returned to Ge¬ 
neral Goddard, Your Committee perceive, that they referred him to the Contents of their 
Letter of the 13th Inftant, and to the Tenor of their former Inftruftions; out that he 
might not be at a Lofs with refpeft to the Plan of his future Conduit, they added the 
following Diredions : “ That you conform literally to thofe Orders in all Cafes where 
«* they are exprefs •, and that in any other, where no Provifipn is made, or an Option left 
« you to life your own Difcretion, you adhere as nearly as poffibie to the Spirit 0. 
them,'without waiting the Refult of further References to us.

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In the mean Time however the Negotiations in queftion appear to have been retarded Btn> Sec . co#f. *j o& 
even beyond Expeaation, as the Agents from Poona did not arrive at Surat before the *779; ^ from GeMrat 
Middle of Auguft, when a long Conveiffation enfued on the Points of Difference between codd.rd, dated i6tb Aug. 1779. 
the two Governments. The Particulars of this, as tranfmitted by the General to the Appendix, N" 215. 
Superior Board- Your Committee have placed in the Appendix N*. 215, to which we 
uefire to refer the Houfe. We perceive, that the Minifter’s perfed pifpofition to make 
Peace with the Englifli was not doubted by the General, though he fufperted that the 
late Succefs againft the Bombay Troops had given them Hopes of better 1 erms than 
he had offered to them : Doubting therefore whether fome more Conceffions, and even 
the Perfon of Ragoba, would not’be demanded, he had declined conferring upon that 
Head till Two preliminary Articles, upon the Acceptance or Refufal of which the future 
Negociation would depend, were fully adjufted. 1 he Reafons which induced Genera; 

Goddard to fuppole that the Maratta Miniftry was at this lime loJicitous tor 1 eace, 

Your Committee find to reft chiefly upon their avowed or pretended Wifh to be at Li¬ 
berty to check the Progrefs of Hyder Ally , and upon the Difientions fubfifting between 
Nanna and Madajee Scindia, who was become, by the Support of the other military 
Officers of the Government, fince the Confinement of Siccaram and Marabah, the only 
Bar to the abfblute Power of chat Minifter. 

It appears that the General expe&ed to receive Anfwers to the Letters then difpatched

to Poona in Eight or Twelve Days, when the Refult of the Negociation would be cer¬ 
tainly known. But Your Committee find, by another Letter from him, dated the 12th 
of September, that being difappointed of receiving any Reply, he thought it expedient 
to obviate the Inconveniencies of further Delay by difpatching Lalla Nehaul Chund, s 
one of the Maratta Agents, exprefs to his Matter, at bis own Solicitation, and on his 
Promife to return in Twenty Days at farthett. The Opinion which he had formed of 
Nanna’s Inclination to make a Peace, was not altered, but on the contrary he declared 
his Perfuafion, that whatever Obftacle might be thrown in their Way, would originate 
from Madajee Scindia, whom, notwithstanding the Sentiments of the Gentlemen at Bom¬ 
bay, he confidered as their mod inveterate Foe. And he had thought it mod confident 
with the Object of the Board’s Inftru&ions, not to commence any exclusive Intercourle 
with that Chief, unlefs the Anfwers which might arrive from Poona fhould point it out 
for the Intereft' of their Affairs to do fo. 

Sec. Conf. *9th Nov. On the 4th of October, General Goddard appears to have written again to the Gover¬ 
nor General and Council, informing them, that though he had received no diredt Anfwer 
from the Durbar, Intelligence had been communicated to him from Poona, which he had 
Reafon to confider mod authentic, that the expefted Reply would in all Probability be 
fuch as to preclude him from the Opportunity of renewing the old, or making any frelh. 
Demands; that: the Event of the Rivalfhip and Diffention between Madajee Scindia, 
and Nanna, l ad taken a different Turn from what was forefeen, and that they were both 
then in Concert making every Preparation for Hoftilities, and fettling the Plan for an en- 
fuing Campaign ; which Coalition on the Part of Nanna he attributed to the Profpedl of 
A(Tidance from the French: He had, confequently, thought it neceffary to be himfelf 
in Readinefs for the Alternative of War, and had appointed the Rendezvous of the Troops 
which were dedined to make an Acceffion to his Force from the Prefidencies of Fort 
Saint George and Bombay, to be at Surat, which he thought the mod convenient Situa¬ 
tion on many Accounts, but particularly in the View of being an effe&ual Check upon 
the Guicawars. 
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On the 20th O&ober, having received the Governor General and Council’s Inftruq- 
tions of the 13th September, the General in his Anfwer to them obferved, that he had 
then waited Twice the dipulated Time for Advices from Poona, from which Delay he 
augured more unfavourably than ever of the real Defigns of that Court, especially as the 
Maratta Agent remaining with him had received in the Interval repeated Difpatches from 
thence. That on this Account he had judged it expedient to make this final Notification 
to that Agent, “ That I would wait only Fifteen Days more : In which Time lie 1'aid a 
*• Letter might arrive in Reply to one he would difpatch that Inftant, at the Expiration 
»• of which, if Nehilcbund did not arrive, or a fatisfaftory Anfwer to the Propofals I 
“ had tranfmitted by him in the Name of my Government, I Ihould confider this Delay 
“ as a Declaration of War, and ad accordingly.” 

This Point of fuch material Importance to the Affairs of the Company in thofe 
Parts, being thus on the Eve of Decifion, and as appears from the Reprefencations of 
General Goddard, likely to terminate in an open Rupture with the Maratta Nation; 
Your Committee think it proper here to confider the Condition and Difpofitions of 
the Parties immediately concerned (in which are included Ragoba and the Two other 
Prefidencies) as far as from the Materials before us we are enabled to difeover them, and 
alfo to take a (hort View of the State of the Country Powers, and of the probable Effefb 
which this Event might have upon their political Condud, 

H Ben. Sec. Pert. Corr. Your Committee have already taken Notice of an Addrefs from Ragonaut Row to the 
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Governor General, loon after his Efcapc to the Englifh Camp at Surat; and we find, 
that on the 19th of Auguft the Governor wrote to him, informing him of their Diiavowal 
of the Convention of Worgam, and their Refufal “ to abide by a Tittle of the Terms 
“ contained therein ” adding however, “ that it was the invaried Pradice of the Rulers 
« of the Englifh Government, to adhere moft rigidly to the Faith of public TreatiesV’ 
and concluding with Exprefllons of Satisfadion at his Efcape, and of Approbation of the 
Protedion which General Goddard had afforded him. It has been fliewn, that the Supe¬ 
rior Board, in their Inftrudions to General Goddard, had not thought it neceffary to 
make any Alterations in them on account of Ragoba’s Return under their Protedion ; 
See Letter to General God- and it appears that the General, in his Convc.-fation with the Maratta Agent deputed 
rd, 16 Aug. before referred to. from Poona to negociate with him, had been fo far explicit on this Point, as to declare, 
s« Apptndix, tot 15. „ 'jpjjjft the Englifh would never confent to any Reftraint being ufed towards the Perfon 

« of Ragoba; that he muff be permitted to refide wherever he might chufe, with a fuf- 
“ ficient Allowance from the Maratta State; and on thofe Conditions he ihould not be 
« fuffered to carry on any improper Correfpondence, raife any Commotions in their Do- 
«« minions, or if he did, he Ihould forfeit the Allowance from them, and the Friendfhip

,< of the Englifh.” But we perceive, that from Apprehenfion of the Interpretations 
which might be put on the Diforders of Ragobd’s neceffitons Partisans, at lb critical a 
Jtin&ure as the Moment of Negotiation with the oppofite Party, the General having ven¬ 
tured, in order to obviate this Evil, to advance him, fince his Arrival in June, 50,000 
Rupees per Month, for the Quiet of his People and the Supply of his family, he in¬ 
curred thereby the Disapprobation of the Superior Council, who delired it to be under¬ 
stood, that their Orders concerning Ragoba were merely confined to Protection •, and 
added the following Signification of their Sentiments and Intentions on this Head ; “ If 
“ Ragoba’s Influence is fo far funk, that he cannot procure for hinafelf the Neceffaries, 
“ we cannot confent to fupply him with the Superfluities of Life; nor can we fee how 
“ the Company's Affairs will be benefited by an intimate Connexion with a Man, from 
“ whofe Influence no Advantages can be derived; and we already find Jo many Difticul- 
“ ties in anfwering the Demands made upon our Treafury, for the neceifary and una~ 
“ voidable Expences of your Detachment, that we cannot agree to authorize any unne- 
“ ceffary Dilb u demerits.” 

In regard to the Opinion and Interference of the Bombay Government, on the Subject 
of Protection granted to Ragoba, Your Committee have already noticed their Con¬ 
duct, by which they evidently vvifhed to throw the Refponfibility of that Mealure upon 
General Goddard. It appears that they were not well pleafed with the Powers and Rank 
grafted by the Governor General and Council to him, confidering them as Infringements 
of the Rights immediately inherent in themfelves; that they al-fo dilapprovcc of the In- 
itrufrions given him* for the Line, of his military Operations, and dpecially of the 
Rendezvous at Surat, as an ill-judged Meafure for the profefTed Purpole of the Defence 
of Bombay againft a French Invalion, of which however they did not l'eerft very apprehen- 
five. But it is proper to remark, that notwithftanding fiich Symptoms of Diflatisfaftioiv 
in theft* Particulars, they determined, firft making due Refervation of their Rights, not 
to oppofe the Execution of thole Orders, but on the contrary to unite with the General 
with the fame Confidence and Cordiality as before, in promoting the Succefs of whatever 
Meafures Circumftances might render it, neceifary to adopt; adding, that they would 
hold their Quota of Forces in Readinefs to join the Army upon the earlieft Occafion or 
Demand ; and that they had difpatched Veffels to Mahe, to bring up the Reinforcement 
of Troops and Stores from that Quarter alfo; having only further requefted him to pro¬ 
ceed to Bombay, to concert with them on the final Meafures proper to,be refolved upon 
in caic of War. 

In regard to the Sentiments and Proceedings of the Prefidency of Fort Saint George 
on thefe Matters, Your Committee have already laid before she Houle a Letter from the 
Governor and SeleCt Committee, in which they made a fuU Communication to the Supe¬ 
rior Council of their political State, and the State of their Finances, and we have alfo fhewn 
the Requifition made upon them by the Superior Board, on the Motion of the Com¬ 
mander in Chief for a Reinforcement of Troops to be fent from their Eftablilhmens 
in Addition to the Detachments on Service at Mahe, to ftrengthen General Goddards 
Army. But indeed the Circumftances relative to thefe Points have been fo fully 
expatiated upon in our former Reports, that Your Committee hold it more than ufelefs 
to add any Thing to a Reference, which we make to them, except by a few neceffary 
Obfervations.-—It will be remembered that the Government of Madras agreed to the 
Tranfportation of the Detachment under Colonel Braichwaite at Mahe, to join General 
Goddard at Surat, -but they apprehended, that their Situation would not admit of 
affording any further Afliftance. It will not be forgotten, what Sufpicions they exprefled 
of the Purpofe for which thefe Reinforcements were demanded, while the Apprehen- 
fions of a French Invalion were the only oftenfible Motives, and how ftrongly they 
enforced their earneft Wilh to contribute any Thing in their Power to bring about an 
Accommodation with the Maractas, as one of the fureft Means to prevent the Exe¬ 
cution of Hyder Ally's hoftile Defigns againft the Carnatic, and that they generally 
accompanied thefe Reprefentations with a Repetition of their Diftrefs for Want of 
Money to anfwer the extraordinary Demands of their Government. The Houfe will 
alfo recoiled the Degree of Concern which the Bengal Council exp relied at the 
Difappointment' of not being furnilhed with the Whole of the Military Afliftance 
they had required from them, and alfo the Complaints which they urged in very 
ftrong Terms againft the Gentlemen of Fort Saint George, for detaining the Recruits 
from Europe, the Lofs of which they laid they had fenfibly felt, and would continue 
to do fo, for the Support of their Part in the War with France and the Maratta 
State, which they now regarded as inevitable. 

The Negociations with Moodajee Boofla had been now for fometime dilcontinued ; and 
Your Committee have referred the Houfe to the Letters from the Governor General 
to that Chief, wherein he exprefsly declared, that he relinquHhed all future Thoughts 
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of accomplifhing a Treaty with him, retaining ftill a lafting Remembrance of his Kind* 
nefs. And it appears, that on this Subjeft General Goddard wrote as follows on 
the izth of September: “ The Anfwers I have received to all my Letters written. 

to Moodajee Boofla fince my Arrival at Surat, and particularly to one, informing. 
“ him of the Com million you had been pleafed to entruft me with at the Court of 
“ Poona, as they contain nothing but general Expreffions of Friendfhip, end eafneft 
“ Wifhes for an Accomplifhment of a Peace with the Marattas, feem to warrant my 
“ confidering the Negociation at Naigpore fufpended, until fuch Time as you fliall 
“ honour me with your Inftruftions for its Revival.” 

It is very evident, that Moodajee’s Politics were much influenced by the Misfortune 
which had attended the Efforts of the Bombay Government again!! the Marattas, 
whofe Power and Atchievements he thereupon reprefented in very elevated Terms, in 
a Letter to the Governor General; and he added the following Obfervation, on the pro- 
pofed Union between him and the Bengal Government: 

“ Yet notwithftanding all this, the Englifh propofe, without having made Prepara- 
“ tions, or collected the Neceffaries of War, to overcome them by a trifling Effort, and 
“ to reduce them to Obedience. This is really furprifxng. You write me, that One 
“ Line was Sufficient to have given an Anfwer to the propofed Defigns, and that there 
“ was no N'.ceffity to have written voluminoufly •, that is to fay, “ Your Forces Vre 
“ arrived at Huffingabad; my Troops (hall join them, and ffiall fettle the Bufinefs,” 
“ This caufes me real Surprize, and the End of it would have proved a Parallel to 
“ that of the Plan of the Englifh at Bombay. To oppbfe a Mountain, a Mountain is 
“ requifite. What Effect would be produced by throwing Pebbles at it ? By the 
** Bleifing of God, you are known to have great Experience in Bufinefs. Regard what 
“ I have above written, as dictated folely by warm Friendfhip ; and on confidering 
“ maturely, you will approve thereof.” 

And Your Committee obferve, that the Rajah had, during thefe Tran factions, re¬ 
peated his Recommendation of an Agreement with the Marattas, and offered his Me¬ 
diation and Guarantee. It is alfo to be oblerved, chat he had fent his own Dewan 
Dewagur Pundit, in Embafly to Poona, at the Defire indeed (as he informed the Go¬ 
vernor General) of the Minffters, and that he had been there received with Marks of 
great Diftin&ion. And we gain from Dewagur’s own Account to the Berar Vackeel 
at Surat, the following Information of his Proceedings; “ It having been judged 
“ advifable that 1 fhould come to Poona, I have had leveral Interviews with Row 
« Pundit Purdhaum and Nanna Purnaveefe, and long Conventions with them on the 

Subject of the Englifh Chiefs. Nanna is fteadily fixed in Friendfhip towards the 
“ Englifh, and I have therefore written to Colonel Goddard very fully, my Sentiments 
“ on what is molt advifable and coofiftent with the Ties of Friendfhip. As I have 
« the molt warm and hearty Friendfhip for the Englifii Chiefs, I have expreffed my 
“ Sentiments with that Warmth and Zeal which my Regard to them dilated, which 
« you will further explain. It is highly proper that Mr. Weathcrftorie fhould repair to 
« Poona; this you will declare. 1 have difpatched a Pair of Sirkar CofFids to you, to 
ft obtain Anfwers from General Goddard and Mr. Weatherftone as foon as poffible, 
“ and forward them hither. They are earneltly expected.” 

It is however to be obferved, that Your Committee have found a different Reprefen- 
tation of his real Views in the Conferences he held at that Time with Nanna Furnefe, 
over whom he feemed to have much Influence. “ The Englifii Nation (he was re- 
« ported to have laid) is a Thorn in our Side, which it is neceffary to get rid of.” 
Nanna replied, “ I am not inattentive thereto, and fhall leave no Means untried for 
“ that Purpofe.” It was moreover remarked, that Moodajee Boofla had a Vackeel 
with Pateel Sahib *, with whom he kept up a conftant Correfpondence. And it ap¬ 
pears by a Letter from Dewagur Pundit to the Governor General, that lie reprefented 
in rather a pointed Stile, the, Infringements of I reaty of which the Government of 
Bombay were accufed by Nanna Furnefe, whom he at the lame Fime extolled as a 
Pattern of Wifdom and Sincerity; and he concluded his Letter in thefe Words. 
« Notwithftanding their -f repeated Breaches of Treaty, I am ready to accommodate 
« Matters through General Goddard, and will never, as long as Attention is ihewn to 
“ the Honour and Dignity of this Family, relinquifh my Hold of their Friendfhip. 
“ From all that I have heard from the Poona Minifters, it appears they are inclined to 
c< Peace. It is therefore incumbent on you to accommodate Matters in an amicable 
« Manner.” 

He appears to have written in much the fame Stile to General Goddard, declaring that 

his coming to Poona was folely from Friendfhip to the Nabob 7 A> .aud ul Dowla, and 
0 Regard 
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.Regard for the General, and to remove all Mifunderftandings ; but offered his Exctifes 
g for not waiting at Poona till the Accomplifhment of the Pacification, as he was obliged to 
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fel off to Naigpore for the Obfervance of the Duffarah *. 

Tour Committee will here take Notice of the Sentiments of the Court of Directors 
* the Swbied of &rt Alliance with Moodajee Boofla, expreffed in their Letter of 14th of 

or General arid Council. “ At prefent we Ihall only remark, that Di^&on! 14 May 7 jj& 
“ the 1 Undertaking appears to us contrary to the Company’s former Policy to our En- 
“ gagetnfents with Ragoba and Nizam Ally, and doubtful refpeding any reafonable 
“ ProfpeX of Advantage to arife therefrom.” And in 3 Letter on the fame SiibjeX, 
dated 27th of May' 1779, to the Prefidentand Select Committee of Bombay, haying then 
heard of Mr. Elliot’s Death, and that no other Perfon was to be immediately appointed 
to fuetted him ; arid having been alio informed of the intended Expedition to Poona, in 
favour of fUgoba, .they obferved, “ We earneftly hope, that upon your Negotiation and 
“- Treaty with Ragoba being communicated to our Governor General an(.h Council^ 

“ they would concur with you in giving full EfteX thereto, and defift from entering into 
** any" new Connexions which may let alkie or counceraX your recent Agreements with 
“ Ragoba.” It has already been fhewn what Opinion the Court delivered at a ' f ' ' 
quent Period, upon the Failure in the Execution of that Plan. 


The Connexion of the Nizam wich the Minifterial Party at .Poona, and Tokens of 
his prefent Animofity againft Ragoba, have been frequently noticed in *his and our 
former Reports. The Nabob of Arcot in particular, in his Advice of Accommodation 
with the Maratcas, has been found frequently to have given Intimations of that Con¬ 
nexion i and that any Marks of Support, Ihewn to Ragqnaut Row, would iocreafe the 
Soubah’s Difinclination to the Englifh. It appears alio, that Moodajee Boofla iuggeftecl 
Apprehenfions of the lame Nature, by apprizing the Governor General, “ that die Na- 
bob Nizam, and others alfo, who Were ail alarmed at the Incroachments of the J$ng» 
Iilh into the Decan, were waiting a favourable Opportunity to repel them.” And we 
have leen, in, the Letter from the Nizam himfelf to Nanna Furbde, the mod explicit 
Declaration of theie FaXs * “ I have therefore determined as fdon as the Rains are at 
art End Twill fend a diftinguifhing Chief, with a refolqte Army and good Train of 
“ Artillery ; or, if I find it pofilble, 1 will repair in Perfon to you, and rouze that bad 
“ Race from the Dream of Security, and overthrow all their ambitious Defigns. You 
** will therefore depend on my Friendfhip for Pundit Purdhaun, which is univerfally 
*« known.” But of the Nizam’s Difpofition in thefe RefpeXs, there can be no ffrdnger 
Evidence than what Your Committee find in his Letter to the Governor General, writ¬ 
ten during General Goddard’s Negotiations with the.PopnaAlihlflry. In this he up¬ 
braids the Englifh with Breach of Treaty and good Faith to him, by fupporcing Rago- • 
naut Row, who was known tb be his Enemy: That he had pevertheleis, trufting to 
their Declarations, withheld his Afliftance from Row PundiciPu^aftri againff all Soli¬ 
citation, though bound by the Laws of Friendfhip to have afforded it to him : That he 
had effeXed the Dilmiffion of the French AmbaflTador from Poona, nor would give any 
Countenance to the Advances they had like wile made to himfelf: But he now found 
that new Defigns were formed for the Support of Ragonaut Row, and that General 
Goddard was come to Surat from Calcutta, and joined with the Bombayer in the fame 
Plan.—r>To theie Complaints He addecLothcrs, relative to the CouduX of the Madras 
Government towards him in regard to the Pefcnih; and on that Head he ufed thefe 
Expreffions : “ I have anfwered Mr. Holtond, that tuch Propofitions are i neon tellable 
Proofs of a hoftile Difpofition : That if it is determined to break the Treaty,.it mat- 
t( ters not to me •, I am prepared for all Events that may happen,- and thank God that 
“ the Breach of Treaty falls on .them.” The moft material Points indeed relative to 
this Part of the SiibjeX, having been fully made known in our Former Reports,-peed not 
were be repeated and are orily alluded to with a View of reminding the Eloufe that 
there exifted at the lame Time feveral conjunXive Caufes of the Nizam’s DiffatisfaXion 
with the Englifh. 

Of Hyder Ally and his hoftile Defigns againft the Company’s Poffeffions at this Time, 
Your Committee have already reported lufficient Proofs. But we have alfo difeovered, 
that during thefe Negotiations under the Management of General Goddard, the Nabob 
of Arcot communicated the following Information relative to his further ProjeXs. “ |J 
“ have received certain Advice, that Hyder Ally Khan has fent an Agent to Poona to 
“ folicit the Maratta Friendlhip, who preftes the Poona Minifters to keep up their En- 
“ mity to the Englilh, and proffers his Mafter’s zealous Afliftance, and offers the Pay- 
“ ment of Forty Lacks of Rupees to ftttic his former Accounts, and an annual 
“ Pefltculh of Eleven Lacks of Rupees, and to reftore the Country oil the other Side 
* r of the Butmudder, which he wrelted from them. The Marattas have not yet agreed

Your Committee have alio found, that Reports of this Nature had reached General 
Goddard from Poona, and that he-communicated them, as in his Opinion authentic, in 
a Letter dated 30th September, to the President and Seleft Committee of Bombay. 

It does not appear that he at the fame Time gave Intimation of them to the Superior 
Council. “ The Particulars of ic are, that the Minifters and Scindia, in Conjunction 
“ with Hyder, Nizam Ally, and Moodajee Boolla, mean to make a general Attack upon 
“ the Englifh at their feveral Settlements, and have entered into and fealed written 
« Agreements for that Purpofe.” The Bombay Committee feem to have given little 
Credit to the Account of this Combination, and regarded it as an Artifice of, Maratca 
Politics. It is obfervable, that no Mention is made of the French in this Confederacy 
yet we have remarked, that the Defign of a Coalition of all ihefe Powers againit the. 
Ertgillh, was the Objed of the French Intrigues at the End of the Year 1777. j he 
Nabob of Arcot, in a Letter to the Governor General, oblerved, “ chat the I*rench had 
“ Vatkeels with the Nizam and with Hyder, as well as with the Marattas, and by means 
« of their Connedion with thefe feveral Powers, were employing every Ad to bring 
« them into an entire Compliance with cheir Views.” And it may be proper to add upon 
this Subjed, ? further Remark ; that ftich an Union was dilcovered in the End of 
Year 1778, ,'*o be among the Projefls of Mr. Bolts, the Auftrian Agent * $nd that in a 
Letter to St. Lubiri, he flrongly recommended to him to prefs Nanna h urnefe on that 
Head, prontiling himfelf to effect it with the utmoft Secrecy. And it appears that 
Meflrs. Carnac and Moftyn took fo much Notice of it at the Time, as to wain die 
No,30. Seleft Committee of Bombay againft receiving To dangerous a Pei ton within tnat 
Prefidency. f 

With refped to the other Powers neighbouring on Bengal, not hitherto engaged in the 
i?reat Scene of the War, but liable to be affeded by predatory Conflids with the Ma¬ 
rattas bn the Frontiers, Your Committee have intimated the Suipicions enceitaintu of 
Nudjif Cawn, and we may add, that fome Doubts appear to have been conceived about 
the King. ' '■ : ,. u .' ... . , / dd;...,.,■ 7 ■.T . b' d" 

It has been feen, that the Government of Bengal had, in the Year 1 77 ^’ obliged the 
Raja Cheit Sing to contribute a Subfidy of Five Lacks of Rupees towards the Ex- 
pences of the War •, and Your Committee find, that the fame Demand being made upon 
him for the prefent Year he had repeatedly urged, in Hopes of being exempted from that 
Payment, a Plea of Inability j which the Governor General in his Letter to him, dated 
the 25th of September, treated as futile, and threatened, in cafe of further Refufal, to 
force Him to Compliance, by iumrnoning 1 wo Battalions of Sepoys to Benares. And 
it appears that this Menace Had its Effect, and produced the reluctant Diicharge of chat 
Incumbrance. ’ .'U,; 

But Your Committee find, that a Difficulty of this Kind arofe in an adjoining Qaat- 
ter, of more material Confequence, and not fo eafily to be accommodated. Mr. 1 urling, 
in a Letter from Lucknow, dated the 19th November 1779, mformed the Board, that 
the Vizier had abfolutely refufed, upon a Plea of Inability, to grant any I unkars for 
the fufficient Supplies of the prefent Year; and r.otwithftaoding every Reprefentation to 
him, perfifled in the Refufal,' and in his Intention of difmifling Part of the Troops 
under Britifh Officers, attributing the Failure of his Revenues to the Drought which 
had deftroyed the Harveft of his Country, ancT which Mr. Purling acknowledged to 
have been very fatal.—“ While he had the Means (he faid) of providing for the 
« Demands of the Company, he bad never refufed it, and he did not believe the Council 
« meant to feize the Expenccs of his Table and Houlhold, which was all that was now 
«« left him.”—The whole Amount, as it appears, required for the Expences of the rear, 
were. Rupees 1,36,12,188. 12, and the Amount granreti Rupees 68,82,000. And Mr. 
Purlinp ftrongly reprefented the Neceffity of fome immediate Directions, “ as upon the 
“ prefent Principle, no Bill from the Prefidency could poflibly be■ anlwered ; (mce the 
“ Demands on the Treafury upon the prefent Eftablifhment exceeded the expected In- 
« come, and the laft Drafts of the Board, and their Order lor the Payment of fwo 
“ Lacks and a Half to Captain Popham, wif eh had been complied with, had fo effeccu- 
ally drained che Treafurv, that he had not been able to pay t.ie vnn Bngave for 
“ Oaober >' and upon die ElVimateof the prefent Year, there was a great iixccft on 
that of the laft t'or the Payment of Troops. The Vizier in his Letter ago#this Subject 
ro the Governor General, appears to have complained heavily of harm I reatrnent m 
the Mo.de of hegociating with him, and earneftly Ibhcited to have the particular Du 

rect lOfiS 


' >ns of the Government thereupon. And we obferve, that the Governor Generai in 
Anfwer to him, remonftrated with him on the ill ConfccfuencCs of his Behaviour, 
eluding with the following peremptory Warning: “ At all Events; the Defence of 
yotjr Country is the firft ObjeCt to be attended to, and the regular Payment of a well- 
difcipljned Body ot Troops is indifpenfably neceffary for this End. Add to this, that 
your Engagements with the Company are of fuch a Nature, as to oblige me to re- 
“ quire arid infill: on your granting Tuncars for the full Amount of their Demands 
“ upon you For the currenc Year, and on your referving Funds fofficient to anfwer them, 
“ even ihould the Deficiency of your Revenues compel you to leave yoUr oWn Troops 
* ! unprovided for, or to clilband a Part of them to enable you to efteX it.” 

Your Committee think it proper however to add to this, an Obfervation of Sir Eyre 
Coote, who was at this Time vifiting the military Stations in thofe Parts. After men- 
tionh'ig an Interchange of Vifits between him and the Vizier, and the Profeffions of his 
Attachment to the Engjifh, he adds, “ It is to be wiflied we had employed the 
“ Influence which fuch favourable Sentiments mull have given us, more to the Benefit 
“ of the Country and ourfelves. But I fear the Diftrefles, which evidently appear on the 
“ Face of the one, and the Failure of Revenues to the other, are not to be wholly aferibed 
to the Vizier’s Miimanagement.”

I is proper that Your Committee fhould take Notice in this Place of a Negociatiori 
(the ObjeX of it being pointed particularly again ft the Marattas) betwCed the Go¬ 
vernment of Bengal and the Ranna of Gohud, which appears to have been propofed 
by the Governor General on the 12th of November, when he laid before the Board an 
Account of the Overtures made by the Ranna, ahd the Draft of a Treaty of Alliance, of- 
fenfive and defenfive, which he had arranged in Conformity to them. The further Cort- 
fideration of this Affair was however deferred till the zd of December, when the Gover¬ 
nor General prefented an amended Draft of the Treaty •, which Your Committee find to 
have been agreed to by the Majority of the Board after much Difcuffion, and feveral 
Minutes of Oppofuion and others in Support of it, which are placed together in the 
Appendix N" 239, and wherein it will be feen, that many Remarks were made upon 
the Infignificance and Obfcurity of the Chief, with whom the Company’s Government 
were to enter into Alliance for a Scheme of Cdnquefl beyond the Jumna, thereby tfanf- 
grefling the Line of preferibed Policy ;—that thde Motives and Reflexions were on 
the other Hand contraduded, and it was aflerted that the Treaty fecured the Support 
and Afififtance of a powerful Prince, whole Dominions adjoined to "their Frontiers, and 
lay in one of the principal Roads through which the Marattas muft pafs to invade them} 
and that the Objects propofed by the Alliance were fuch as were molt likely to weaken 
the Maratta State, by depriving it of its Refources, and dividing its Attention; for 
which Putpofe however Mr. Francis thought, that an offenfive Unibn with Hydei 
Ally, or the Nizam, or even with the Rajah of Berar, if be could be feparated from 
his Countrymen, (bight, on the Principles of the prefent War, be of more Importance 
to its SucCefs:-i*Your Committee, in order to place in one View all the Opinions delivered 
On this Treaty, have fubjoined to the Minutes of. the. Members who‘were prefent on 
this Ocafion, the Froteft of Sir Eyre Coote, which he afterwards tranfmitted to the 
Board, and we have added the Anfwer returned by them to him on the Irregularity of 
his Remonftfarice. And it appears to have been further refolved on a fubfequent Day, 
after much Difference of Opinion, that a Perlon Ihould be deputed on the Part of 
the Bengal Government to the Ranna of Gohud, for the Purpofe of feeing the Treaty 
executed, and for exchanging the Ratifications. And we obferve, that Captain Palmer, 
Military Secretary to the Governor General, wait afterwards appointed to that Deputa¬ 
tion, and permitted to draw the lame Allowance as Mr. Elliot had on his EmbaflV to 
Berar. ' ■ ;; v / 

Your Committee have indeed obferved, that thefe Applications on the Part of the 
Ranna, fubmitted to the Board by the Governor General, were not the Firft he had 
received from him. In the Beginning cf the Year 1776, the Fears of the Ranna for 
the probable Attacks of the Marattas occafioned a Requeft from him, that he might be 
llipported with an Army, for which he was ready to agree to luch Terms as Ihould be 
Intimated to him. He had fometime before received a royal Firmaundj, and allb a Sun- 
hud from the Vizier of the Empire, for the Pofleflion of the Fort of Gualier. 

The Governor General informed him, thatwas riot at that Time in his Power ro grant 
him any Affirtance, but recommended him to cultivate the Friendlhip of the Vizier. The 
R anna’s Vackeei remained at Calcutta, and thefb Solicitations appear to have been after¬ 
wards frequently repeated. Colonel Goddard, we have ieeri, pointed out the Advan¬ 
tages of an Alliance with him; and we perceive that in the Beginning of the Year 
1779, the Ranna wrote to Mobarcck ul Dowia, the Subada'r of Bengal, and defined 
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his Interceffioo in his Favour, acquainting him, that the'Governor General had prfo 
mifed him Afiiftance whenever he Ihould require it. 7 v 

Immediately after the Resolution of the Board by which the propofed I reaff • was 
aflented to, and while the Arrangement of ieveral collateral Points was yet incomplete, 
the Governor General laid before the Board Intelligence conveyed in a Getter from 
Sir Eyre Coote, dated 20th November, of an Irruption into the Territo, ies of Gohud 
by a Party of Marattas, who had taken' One Fort, and were likely to poflels them- 
felves of the whole Country, as the Ranna’s Troops were few, difpirited, and 
mutinous for Want of Pay : That the Governor General thereupon remarking that 
this was probably the Prelude of a genera! Plan of Attack on the Company’s Poflei- 
fions, of which he had lately received good Information, propofed to tranfmit immedi¬ 
ately a Copy of the Treaty to the Commander in Chief, with Inftruaions to comply 
with any immediate Requifitions which the Ranna might make for a Detachment of 
the Company’s Forces, proportioned to the Exigency of the Service required by it, of 
which he would be the Judge. 

This Motion alfo met with the like Oppofnion, but was carried by the fame Majority, 
and a Letter was in Confequence of it difpatched to Sir Eyre Coote; who however, 
before he could have received it, had written to inform the Board, that Captain Pop- 
ham’s Detachment was ready, and would be joined by the reft of the Vizier’s Camf/har 
Horfe, which he had, on the Application of th& Governor General to him, very readily 
confented 0 lend ; and that final Orders refpefting their Movement were then waited for. 
But we perceive that Sir Eyre Coote at the fame Time expreffed a Willi to receive 
previous Advices from General Goddard, as at that late Seafon, and when the Defign 
was now too well known, it might be necefiary to advance great Part of the Troops 
from the Camp on the Jumna, to fecure the Jun&ion, they meditated, with him ; and 
upon this Subjed he concluded in thefe Words : 

“ Indeed, if War is to be continued with the Marattas, other and more confequen- 
tia! Steps rriuft be taken, than merely the fuppjying General Goddard’s Army from 
44 hence, and I fhould hope the Gentlemen of Madras have taken into Confideratipn 
“ before this Time, the Letter we add re fled to them on that Subject.” 

Yb'ur Committee find, that Oh the Day on which this Letter was read by the Cal¬ 
cutta Board, Accounts were brought from Europe by the Way of the Porte, of a R upture 
with Spain ; and what was perhaps more interefting to them. Intelligence from Colonel 
Goddard, that thC Maratta Agent having “ in plain and dired Terms declared, in the 
“ Name of liis Maftfer, that he would not accede to the Propofals made to him, or con- 
" elude a Peace With the Englilh, unlefs Ragonaut Row was delivered up to him, and 

Salfette reftored to the Maratta Governmenthe had broken off the Negociation, 
as not being able, confifterhiy with his Inftrudions, to agree to either of thofe Points ; 
and that he ftiqqld fet out immediately for Bombay, in order to concert with the Com¬ 
mittee a Plan of future Operations. He alfo oblerved to the Board, that finding 
Madajee Scindia to be the molt hoftile of any of the Maratta Chiefs, he thought it a very 
unfavourable Moment to addrefs any Overtures to him, and fhould therefore defer it till 
he received further Inftrudions on that Head. It appears, that the Board immediately 
ordered a Copy of General Goddard’s Difpatches to befent to the Commander in Chief; 
and with relped to the Expediency of fending Captain Popham’s Detachment to rein¬ 
force the Army on the Malabar Coail, they defired him to give fuch Orders for its 
March or Detention as he might judge neceflary. 

On the 14th January a General Letter was figned and difpatched to the Court of Di- 
redors; but Your Committee obferve, that prcvioully to an Agreement on the Draft of 
it, fome difientient Minutes paft'ed between the Members of the Board on certain Articles 
of Information which fhould be inferred in it, arid particularly, that the Governor Ge¬ 
neral differed with Mr. Francis on the Propriety of acquainting the Court with the Intel¬ 
ligence received of Hyder’s Accommodation with the Marattas; to which Mr. Francis 
gave Credit, and the Governor General did not ieem to deny, though “ he was convinced 
44 from the whole Tenor of Hyder Ally’s Condud and Difpofition, that he would never 
44 moleft the Englilh, while they endeavoured to preferve a good Underftanding with 
44 him.” 

The Intelligence indeed which appears to have been at this Time tranfmitted from the 
Decan, and laid before the Board by Mr., Francis, was particular, not only in this refped, 
but in regard to the Motions of other Country Powers, and especially of Moodajee 
Boofla, whole Dewaft, Dewagur Pundit, was reported to'have made an Engagement with 
Nanna, before his Departure from Poona, that in Six Weeks he would march towards

u *l, and lay wafte the whole Country. And it is obfervable, that the Caufe herein 
[Signed for the unfuccefsful Conclufion of the Negotiations between General Goddard 
and the Poona Durbar was on account of a Demand of Money, which the General was 

laid ^ have infilled upon as an indifpenfable Preliminary to the Treaty. And we find, see Letter to Genet*! Goa- 
that the Governor General and Council imparted to General Goddard the Circmnftane? : A«fw« wTHjpip^ onO^ 
of this pretended Charge, defiring his Anfwer to it, which he returned with an abfolute fultati y »ns 24 July 17S0. 
and indignant Denial of the Fad. Appeudix, N» z+9 . 


Your Committee find, that Sir Eyfe C'oote took no immediate Step in regard to 
Captain Popham’s Detachment, upon Receipt of -the Letter 23d of December from the 
Governor General and Council, which inclofed a Copy of General Goddard’s Difpatch, 
but complained of the Impoffibility of making any Attempt for Want of Information 
refpefling the Relblutions of the Board in confequence of the Tranfa£tions with the 
Marattas; and r.he Recommencement of Hoftilities. He enclofed a Paper, intituled. 
Strength of the Army under Brigadier General Goddard, upon a Suppofition that the 
Detachment from Mahe had joined him. It appears, however, that the Junftion of 
that Corps had not taken Place, of which the Board informed the Commander in Chief in 
their; Anfwer to his Letter on 24th January v at the fame Time conveying their Opinion* 
that the iSeafon was too far advanced to make the March of Captain t 'opham’s Detach¬ 
ment to the other Sjde of India an advilable Mealure, though the Corps might--be kept 
eml xiied, and perhaps be advantageoufiy employed on the Wellem Frontier of the 
VizTr’s Dominions, either to repel an Invafion from the Marattas, If they (hould at- 
t-rm.ht ir m rW Onaitef or to proceed againft- them on the Weftern S'de of the 
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In regard to the Proceedings of General Goddard and the Select Committee of Bom¬ 
bay, after the abrupt.Termination of the Conference with the Maratta Agents till the 
General's Return to Surat in the Beginning of December, Your Committee have found 
that the Seledl Board very readiiy furnidled the Reinforcements which they could pru¬ 
dently fuffer to quit the Illand, though not in Number equal to the Propoficion dire died 
by the Superior Council. They confifled of 200 European Infantry (including Two 
Grenadier Companies) 100 Artillery, One Battalion of Sepoys, and Eight Companies of 
Grenadier Sepoys felefted from the different Battalions, to be increaled to Ten Compa¬ 
nies when the Opportunity ftvouid permit; a force with which the General feems to 
have been well fattsfied, and to have e(teemed Sufficient for the Firft Plan of Conqued, 
even without the Affiftance of the Madras Troops either from Mahe or the Presidency, 
of whole Arrival he had not any early Expectations. The feverai Propofals, with the 
Reafonings upon them, which palled between the General and the Committee on this committe’e’siett’to^ad d«- 
Occafion, for the Arrangement of their whole Scheme of'Proceedings, are put together 
in the Appendix N“ 253, to which Your Committee defire to dikil the Attention of the 
Houfe. It will therein be found, that the Committee was at firrt reluctant to Hep for¬ 
ward into aftive Operations, from an Appreheniion of-their Inability to raife a Fund ade¬ 
quate to the ExpenceS of a War; and it will be feen by what Arguments the General 
endeavoured;to-.overcome, their Backwardnefs and Alarms, till it was agreed to make it 
the Firft Objedl of A&ion to lecure an immediate Territorial Revenue, both to feim- 
burfe them for pad EspenceS,, and to fupporc the future Exigencies of the Service,' as 
well as to eftabtifh a certain Fund of iolid and fubftaritiai Benefit to the Company here¬ 
after. The Mode of proceeding upon thefe Defigns being refolved on, they furmihed 
him with Powers and Inftru&ions to treat with Futty Sing Guicawar, on w hich Bufinefs 
he meant immediately to enter , forefeeing however the Neceffiry of much Art and 
Adclrefs to compafs the Acquiefcence of Ragoba in the Line marked out for him on a 
Divifion of the Spoils, and placing, in the meanwhile, a. confident Reliance on the Sup¬ 
port of the Superior. Government, till by Succds they could acquire the Means within 
yheir own Reach of Command. Ragoba had already applied to General Goddard For an 
Increafe of his Monthly Stipend, which was nor granted to him ; but it appeared to be of 
fo much Importance to have him dependent on the Company, chat the General thought 
it proper to feed him with a Profpefl of future Favour and Affiftance, cfpecially as 
Hyder Ally had lately made fome fecret Overtures to him, nocwichftanding the new 
Connection he was himfelf believed to have formed with the Minifterial Party, aiid which 
the General however fufpe&ed to be deceitful. 


On the 2d of January General Goddard addrefTed a Letter to the Governor General 
and Council from the North Banks of tile Rappee, which he had that Day been induced 
to crofs with a View of Simulating the Refolutions of Futty Sing to an Acceptance of 
the Terms of Alliance proffered him, for which he had before been rather backward 
in (hewing a due Acknowledgment. At the fame Time, the Defigns of reducing the 
Fortrefs of Dubhoy, which was within Twelve or Thirteen Cofs of Broilers, furnifhed a 
eood Reafcm to fatisfy Futty Sing on account of that Advance. 
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This was the only principal Diftrid South of the Mahe, belonging, to » 

Government, which was not already taken Poffeffion of in the Name of the L ,... 

Company, and delivered over to the Chiefs of Surat or Broach to be collected. The 
Difficulty of humbling the lofty Ideas which Ragoba had entertained from the fe f "ance 
upon adive Operations, and of quieting his Solicitations for Money, or for a Cefiion of 
fome of the conquered Diflrids, made the General very anxious for IndrudUons how far 
it was the Intention of the Superior Council, in any Event, to allift.his Fortune or Cktim 
of Power, and what Degree of Support fhould in the mean Time be given to him and 
his Troops. And the Diftrefs for C'afh to pay his own Forces, made him alfo very fo- 
licitous for an effectual Mode of fpeedy and regular Supply. No Reinforcement from 
Madras or Mahe had joined the Army; and indeed there was no Profpeit of early Af- 
ftftance from the Detachment under Colonel Braith waite, which he. had been obliged to 
re-land at Tdlicherry for the Safeguard of that Settlement. 
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toB««j, f j 0 . n DecTi77 wili Il0Wever be remembered, that much has before been reported by Your .Corru 

swflen. 5 ec. Conf. 14Feb. mittee of the Military Affiftance given by the Prefidency of Fort Saint George to 
17?0- - ftrengthen Colonel Goddard’s Army ; and that when the Accounts reached them of the 

Detention of the Troops at Tellicherry, they came to a Refolution of fending a all 
Events a refpedable Reinforcement •, and therefore, in the Clofe of the Year 1779 hey 
ordered a complete Battalion of Europeans, a Company of Artillery, and a Battalio. ’ .of 
Sepoys, to be embarked and to fail immediately for Surat, and held another Bait? don 
of Sepoys in Readinefs to the Southward to embark from Anjengo; d ‘daring at the 
fame Time that by this Exertion they reduced themfelves to the Neceffity of a mere 
Defence, in cafe of a powerful Invafion on the Carnatic. 

The Bombay Government, it has been obferved, had promifed a zealous Support in 
the vigorous Ppfecution of the War, but they could fupply nothing towards the Ex- 
pen ces, and difclaimed all Share in the Refp.o'nfibility of it.-—!n their Letter, dated 
2d of January 1780, to the Governor' General'and Council, which we have placed in 
the Appendix N° 256, will be found a linking fidure of their Zeal and their Po¬ 
verty. 
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, The Letter which they difpatched on the 31 ft of December '-pYecedifig, to the Seledr 
Committee of the Court of Directors, contains a Ihort State of Proceedings j on which 
however they oblerve, that “ to give an Idea of their political Situation with refpfed to 
“ the Marattas, they muft principally take their Accounts from General Goddard’s Let- 
ters, as no Degree of Agency being left to them they could give no' dired Account 
“ from themfelves.” And upon the agreed Plan of Operations they further remark, 
that, having difclaimed all further Refponfibility, “ what they niteht have to offer to 
** General Goddard in the Courfe of the Service, could only amount, to Advice of Re. 
“ commendation ; neither were they warranted by the Governor General and Council to 
“ give him dired Orders for his Conduit.” 

In regard indeed to the Expences of the War, it has clearly appeared from the 
avcjwed State of the Trtafuries under the other Prefidencies, that they were to fall 
altogether upon the Superior Government, and were likely to prove a heavy Drain upon 
that Treafury alfo. In the General Letter from the Governor General and Council to 
the Court of Diredors, the 14th January 1780, they ttated the Sums which General 
Goddard had drawn for fince his Arrival at Surar, befides what they had remitted in 
Bullion; which Mode of Supply they intended for the future to purfue, on account of 
the Diladvantage fuffered by the Company in the low Rate of Exchange. 

• > And Tour Committee find, that the Governor General and Council very openly took 
upon themfelves the Refponfibility of the War, fince the Recommencement of it Jy 
the breaking oft' thb. Conferences at Surat > and in their Directions to General God¬ 
dard, of 24 January, very diredly avowed, that they confidered Ragonaut Row himlelf 
as a mere Inftrument, whom alfo they could not fuffer to become a chargeable one. On 
this Subjed having remarked, that they had found no Probability of Accefilon of Force 
or Influence , from him, they clearly declared the Motives and Rule of their Condud as 
follows ; “ We are determined to (land forth as the Principals in the War, and to main - 
“ tain that Charader through the whole Courfe of it; as the Minifters, by rejeding the 
“ Terms of Accommodation which we propofed to them, have in Efted made us to. 
“ For this Reafon we think it neceflary further to dired, that you do not fuffer Ri- 
goba to become of too much Importance in your prefent Operations, and to caution 
“ you agatnft entering into any fpecific Engagements which may entitle him to. a Par- 
“ ticipatiori in your Succefs, unlefs he is able, contrary to our Expedatiohs, to 
“ afford you fuch effedual and adual Support, as fhall juftify his Admiffion to fueh 
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&■**> Benefits.”*—And it appears that they cormxuinicated the fame Sentiments and Reso¬ 
lutions to the Court of Directors in their Secret Letter of 3d March, in which they alfo 
gave fome Account of the State of the War. 
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Your Committee do not find at this Period, that the Effe&s .of the iuppofed Combi¬ 
nation betweeen • the Marattas and the great Country Powers, had began to appear by 
any open Adt of Hoftility againft the Company's Pofleffions, though indisputable 
Proofs of its Exiftence had been tranfmitted to the Superior Council from various 
Quartets, and efpecially in Letters from the Nizam, from Moodajec Boofla, and his Mi- 
nifter. It is obfervable that each of thefe Chiefs endeavoured to convince the Governor 
General, that the other was the firft jfnftigator of this Confederacy; which however both 
of them avowed, though they accompanied that Intimation with Profcilions of Friend 
Ihip to the Englifb, and of their Defire for a general Pacification.—It appears indeed, 
that the Rajah of Bqrar had already marched out his Troops under the Command of his 
Son Chimnajee, with Orders to remain at the Ghaut of .A nd-ary till Anfwers to his 
Letters (hou Id arrive frofi Calcutta and Fort Saint George. But as Your Committee 
have put together Extracts of the principal Parts of thele I.etters in the Appendix 
N> 251, we defire to refer the Houfe to them for more complete Information on the

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Your Committee have obferved, that General Goddard recommended a Delay in the 
final Settlement of the Province till all the great Objects of the War fhould be fecured, 
left any difputed Claims might excite Jealotify and Apprehenfion in Futty Sing, for 
whofe Services they had prefect Occalion, and who had juft granted them for the Com¬ 
pany the Privilege of having a Faflory at Ahmadabad ; for the Eftablifhment of which 
hr.wever no immediate Meafures were taken by the Proficient and Seleift Committee, nor 
did they deem -it neccfiary to have a fixed Rtfident at the.Guicawar Court. And we 
perceive, that in their Letter to the GovernQhGeneraLand Council, dated 7th of March, 
in which they gave an Account of thefe Tranfaftions, and tranimitced Copies of the 
Treaty-concluded with Futty Sing for their Confirmation, they made feveral Remarks 
on the difproportionate Shares of the Prqvfnce allotted to the Company, and thought it 
neceffary, from a Knov/ledge of Ftwcy Sing's Character, to fuggelt an Advice, th%c the 
Board would not give a hafiy and definitive Ratification to it without a.guarded Reierve, 
that a new and equitable Settlement* might be provided, for hereafter according to the. 
5th Article. And we further obferve, that wnen peneral Goddard fome Time after this 
applied .to the Select Board for a Loan of Five.or Six Lacks of Rupees for Futty Sing, 
on the Security of Affignments on pis Purgunnahs^ and ce^ommcoded a Compliance 
witfv his Requeft on Grounds of political Benefit, \lic Contrriiuee declared ft to be a 
Meafore utterly impoffible, from the State of their Finances, and from the fmall Relources 
which their Northern Acquifitions would as yet.afford them.

Your Contmittee obferve, that General Goddard, in his Letter of 1ft of March to i 
the $de£t Committee, informed them of the Arrival of Scindia arid Hoikar in thole 
Parts with an Army of 40,000 Men, and that they were advancing their March 
towards Surat, and that he intended immediately to proceed with the Fortes 
der his Command, in the Hope of intercepting them, after leaving a Body of Sepoys 
for the Defence of Ahmadabad* And it appears, that by the Rapidity of his 
Movements he reached the Neighbourhood of their Encampment ne^ir Erckiera on n 
the 8th of March, and had intended to attack them in the Night, but was pre^ 
vented by a Letter from Mr. Farmer (who it will be remembered was left with Cap¬ 
tain Stewart as Hoftages with Scindia for the Performance of the Stipulations in the 
Convention Treaty of Worgam) containing Information of the Profcffions which ^ 
thole Chiefs made, of thfeir Wifh to be on amicable Terms with the Erigliftt; and of 
which they gave a favourable Prefage next Day, by reftoring Meffrs. banner and 
Stewart to their Liberty* They lent them to the General's Camp, accompanied by 4 
Yackeel, who allured him, that Scindia declared his Enmity to Nanna Fumfcfe to> be 
equal to that which the Englifh bore him, and that he was only anxious to know what 
Defigns were formed againft the Pelhwa and himfelf j wifhing to receive Propofals froni 
the General, for an Accommodation on fuch Terms as might be conducive to the Views 
and Interefts of both Parties* This the General thought it proper to decline, bi t 
figniSed his Defire of being made acquainted with the Sentiments of Scindia, who w: 
the beft Judgr in vvhat Manner a new Settlement of the Government at Poona might: tin 
be effected with mqft Ea/e and Advantage. After fome inexplicit Letters of friend* jr 
Profeffion, Scindia at laft commilfioned Tiis Vackeel to explain his Propofitions; whic i 
being evidently calculated to get Ragoba and his Son into his own Power, and there! y 
to aggrandize himfelf in the State, without any Regard to the Interefts of the Englifh, 
Were immediately rejected by the General, who difmificd the Vackeel, with an Affurance 
that the Englifh would put no Reftraint upon Ragoba, or rilk the Safety of his Son; 
and beforethey put the Power of the State into hts Mafter's Hands, would expeft 
fome Conditions in their own Favour, though they were entirely dii’pofed to a fair Accorn- 
modation.; Your Committee however obferve, that at this Time the General had 
Reafon to fufpeft the Intentions of Scindia to be more than dilatory, as he had fecretly 
rrwtie 'Overtures of • Aftjftan.ce to-Govind Row, the difaffefted Brother of Putty Smg;f 
and actually received him in his Camp, That being afterwards ftill more convlriced 
of his Duplicity, the General: fought an Opportunity, but in vain,, of attacking him, 
as he conftantly retreated upon his Advance, and was guarded againft all Surprize. 

But it appears that General Goddard at laft fucceeded on the 3d of April, in bring¬ 
ing their whole Army to an A&ion with a Part of his, in which he totally defeated 
and drove them off the Field with a very confiderable Lois. This Advantage teems 
to have given great Satisfaftion to the Select Committee; who however, from the Ad¬ 
vancement of the Seafon, began to be anxious for the Return of their Detachment 
ferving under General Goddard, as neceffary for the Defence of Bombay : And there., 
fore, in confequence of an unanimous Opinion upon this Head, they wrote to the 
General, requiring him to fend back that Corps, ihould he not determine himfelf to 
come to the Southward before the fetting in of the Rains; and they exprefled fome 
Concern to find that their Hopes of an Attack upon Baffein, which they nad earneftly 
recommended, would hardly now be gratified in the Courts of the prefent Campaign. 

Your Committee have found, that in Addition to thefe Succeffes under the imme¬ 
diate Conduft of General Goddard, fome Operations dire&ed by the Select Com¬ 
mittee, were attended with fortunate KVtmtsv On the 8th of April the Committee 
relblved to take Poffdfion of the Village of Culwa, and the Fort of Bellapore, with a 
View of commanding an Extent of Shore on the Continent, and thereby obtaining a 
Means for better Supply of Grain and Provifions. On the 13th of the fame Month* 
an Account was received at the Prefidency, that this Defign had been accompliftied, 
and that a Detachment under the Command of Captain Campbell had poffeffed them- 
lelves of Parfeck Fort, which was deferibed to be very advantageoufiy ficuated for De- 
fence ; and it appears to have been afterwards refolved to repair and ftrengthen it. ^ A11 
Attempt upon Bellapore and Panwell was alfo fuccefsful on the 12th and 13th of 
April, and by this Means the Prefidency confiderably extended their Command along 
the Coaft, and towards the Pafles of the Hills in the Way to Poona. 

Your Committee do not find, that during all thefe Tranfactions, the Enemy made 
any very material Attempt upon the ^offefiions of the Company on the Malabar 
Coaft, except thofe (which we have taken Notice of) by the Forces of Scindia and Hob 
kar. It appears indeed, that a confiderable Body of their Troops affembled in the 
Neighbourhood of Fort Vi&oria; and that fome of their Veffels of War appeared off 
the Port, without however making any Attack. And a ftraggling Party under Gunni 
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nt Ravages in the Neighbourhood of Surat, and gave fome little 
i, and to Broach, preventing them from taking Pofleffion of, and 
-xled Purgunnahs. * 

,o the Madras Detachment, Your Committee find, that on the 24 th of 
1 Browne arrived at Surat with a Reinforcement from Madras of 
6 Companies of European Infantry and a Company of Artillery, and encamped there 
to wait the General’s Orders ; in Obedience to which, he afterwards joined him on the 
6th of April; and on the 18th of April, Five Companies of Sepoys ar*m\hiri the Bef- 
borough at Surat.—PTfle. additional Reinforcement of a Company of Infantry and 
Artillery was, flail detained at Tellicherry, where much Diflenjtion Items to have pre¬ 
vailed between the Commander and the Chief and Council of the Factory, while it 
continued to be intuited by the Attacks of the Nairs, and others of the Country Ma¬ 
rauders, at the Inlligation it was luppofed of Hydcr Aliy. And it Ihould be oblerved, 
that the Seled Committee of Bombay, for the Reafons which they affigned, approved 
of the Condud of the Factory in oppofing their Departure, though Colonel Browne 
wrote in very preffing Terms to defire, that in Conformity to the Orders of the Madras 
Committee, and becaufe of the Inconveniencie-s arifing to the other Ratt of the De¬ 
tachment under his Command from their Abfence, they might be ordered up imme¬ 
diately to join him. And we perceive that the Seled Committee wrote on the 5th of 
April io the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, defiring them to revoke their Orders for 
the J.u edion of their Detachment at that Place with General G9ddard, and to put 
it unc ;r the Orders of their Government. But it appears, that Ihortly aft. r this a 
Letter was received from the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, in which they com- 
plainet of the Chief and Fadors, iuppofing them to have given Provocations to 
Hyder*, and on this Subject they added thefe further Remarks: “ HyderYCondud 
“ at prefent depends very much on the Tranfadions with the Marattas. A Peace 
“ with them would have kept him in Awe, and delivered this Prefidency of every 
« Idea of Trouble from that Quarter ; but it will be difficult to fay what Line he will 
“ purfue, now that the Negociation is at an End, and Hoftilities commenced for 
“ we fuppofe it muft be known to you, that a Treaty has been concluded between 
“ the Marattas and him, with a View of increafing our Difficdkles, and that the 
“ Nizam has been from the Beginning of’ thefe Difputes, direded folely by the In- 
“ fluence of the prefent Powers at Poona.” The reft of this Letter, with the An- 
fwer of the Seled Committee, will be found in the Appendix N° 270. 

It Ihould not be here omitted to obferve, that feveral new Regulations, fefpeding 
the European Corps, and the Augmentation of the Sepoy Eftabh Ailment, were fug- 
gefted by General Goddard, and confidered by the Seled Committee; and if appears, 
that the reft of the Board agreeing with the Prefident in the Opinion which he delivered 
on the 29th April, refolved to carry into Execution at that Time no more of General 
Goddard’s Plans than what related to the raifing Seven new Battalions, in order to 
complete the Eftablifliment to Fifteen Battalions of Sepoys. The Plan itfelf, and the 
Sentiments of the Board upon them, are placed in the Appendix. 

Thefe are the principal Circumftances which Your Committee have found recorded 
in the Confultations of the Bombay Prefidetjcy, relative to the Condud and Events of 
the War during that Campaign; the remaining Materials, from which we ffiall en¬ 
deavour to extrad a brief Account of the fublequenc Tranfadions, confift chiefly in 
detached Papers and Difpatches from the feveral Prefidencies. 

A View of the State of the Revenues, and of the Number and Diftribution of the 
Forces, which Your Committee find made up to this Period, will be here properly 
presented to the Houfe j and we have accordingly annexed it in the following Papers.

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In a Letter dated 50th April, to the Secret Committee of the Court of Directors, 
which was difpatched with the Records above referred to, the Selett Committee gave an 
abridged Account of thefe Proceedings •, and in Conclufion obferved upon the ultimate 
Civets of their own Willies from Sticcefs in the War (not pretending to judge to what 
Extent the Governor General and Cduncil carried their Views) “ that after <dlablifhing 
“ themfelves in Bafiein, and the Company’s Share of Guzcrat, which would afford a 
«* Revenue equal to their Expences on that Side of India, their Views Ihould be merely 
“ defenfive.” And Your Committee find, that in a fubfequent Letter to the Seleft 
Committee of the Court of Directors, dated 25th of July, they repeated the fame Senti¬ 
ments, and again lamented the Want of Communication frojo the Governor General and 
Council with their Government on thole Objects. They at the fame Time informed the 
Court, that by feme late Succefiis in the Neighbourhood of Surat over the Army of the 
Marattas, and by the Reduction of fome Forts of Importance, they had got clear Pofief- 
fion of the Country to the very Border of the Portuguefc Dlftrifts, which alone now lc-> 
parated the Frontier of the Surat P.ovince from the Diftfifli of Bafiein ; and Bafiein it- 
felf was to be the Firft Objed of Attack at the Opening of the enfuina Campaign. Ge¬ 
neral Goddard had allured them, that Scindia and Holkar had certainly retired into their 
own Territories ; to detain them in which he had iuggefted’to the Governor Gerieral the 
Expediency of caufing a powerful Diverfion to be made on both the Sides of Malwa ; 
that having put his Troops into Cantonments, he had fenr back the Bombay Detachment 
to their own Garrifon, from which a fmall Party under Captain Campbell had lately 
taken the Town of Callian, where the Committee afterwards ftatioi ed a refpedable 
Force, hoping that it would prove a beneficial Acquifition. 

And Your Committee have obferved, that the Seled Committee of Bombay, before 
they communicated to the Court of Directors the Obfervations which we have remarked 
above, on the doubtful Intentions of the Superior Government in regard to the Extent 
and Objeds of the War, had written in fimilar Terms to that Presidency, and intimated 
a Supppfition that their Views might depend perhaps upon the Efforts which the French 
plight make in India. They explained the Limits of their own Ambition, and the 
Steps they were taking to put their Army on fuch a Footing, as would render their 
Schemes for future Defence, pradicable independantly of Support, either in Men or 
Money,’ from the ocher Prefidencies. 

In regard to the offenfible Views at leaf! of the Governor General and Council in-this 
Profecution of the Warj as far as may be colleded froiin tfieir own Declaration ind Pro¬ 
ceedings, YouriCommittee have already laid before cheTIpufe the Overtures which they 
had directed to be made.for an Accommodation with the Marattas, after they knew of Ra-- 
goba’s Efcape, and of hjs Arrival at Surat. And we have idfo referred to their Letter of 
the 24th of January to General Goddard, wherein they declared their Intentions in refpeft 
of Ragonaut Row, and their Approbation of evfery other Part of the Plan agteed upon 
between the Seleft Committee of Bombay and the Genera!. 

And it appears that General Goddard, in his Anfwer to the Governor General and 
Council’s Letter of 24th January, after (taring the Detail of his Military Obfervations, 
obferved to them, “that knowing the earned; Willi they had to bring the War to a 
“ fpeedy Conclufion, he Ihould readily liften to, and encourage every Overture the 
«« Maratta Government might make for that defirable End i” .but he was afraid, that 
notwithftanding the uniform Succel's of the Britilh Army during the Campaign, the 
Enemy was not yet fufficiently humbled to grant it upon Terms fo honourable and 
advantageous as they had a Right to expeft. And Your Committee find, that on the 
2 3d of March the Governor General and Council again fignified their Approbation of 
the Plan adopted far conducting his Operations in the Guzurat Country, directing 
him to do all in his Power to fecure the quiet Pofieffion of thole Countries in 
Perpetuity to the Company, and tepeatjng their Commands to him againft entering 
into arty Engagement whatever with Kagoba, in regard to whom the General 
explained the Motives of his Conduit (in a Letter dated 17th of February) on the 
Ground of Companion and Policy. And we perceive, that when the Board wrote on 
the 20th April to the General, in Commendation of his good Conduct at Ahmadabad, 
they concluded their Letter with Expreflions of Hope, that “ by the decided Superiority 
“ of their Arms, he might be able to accompiilh the Object which they had invariably 
“ in View, an honourable and advantageous Peace, which Service they Ihould efteem of 
“ more Importance, porlefs honourable to him, than the molt fplertdid Operations in 
.«« the Field. They authorized him to accept any Propofols which might be confo- 
“ nant to their former Instructions, and warranted by the prel'eht State ot the War, and 
** even to make Overtures for Peace on fuch Conditions, if he Ihould have any rea- 
“ fonable Ground to believe, that they would be immediately accepted, and not em- 
« ployed to amufe and deceive. In the mean Time, they relied on his Activity for the

. Your Committee obferving. that Sir Eyre Coote being at that Time in the upper y 
Stations in the Vizier’s Country, had from thence recommended an Alteration in the 
Mode of carrying on the War, have examined the Records of the prefidency, in orter- 
to difeover what had theretofore been the Condudt and Event of 1 ranfaaionv in thok 
Parts more immediately under his Eye. And Your’Committee n > M at V 1 0 f petirif 
to the Inftruaions of the Board, the Commander m Chief had ir^ Be^fttog of Kb^ 
ary direded Captain Popham to march and join the Rana of Ghode; ^JK*®**^ 
afterwards ordered him to demand from the Rana, the-regular and punJ.ua.

perceive, how very diffadsfied the Commander in Chief was with the Plan of Addon, as 
unequal to the critical Situation of Affairs, and the Dignity of that Chai aJer which 
the Britifh Arms had fupported in-India; how fenfibly he feemed to feel the \\ant of 
Information and of Authority from the Supreme Council to execute what might appear 
to him proper at the Time.of Exigency ; and with what Reluctance he paid Obedience 
to their Commands, It appears however, that in the Beginning of May, he had an 
Opportunity of tranframiog to the Board fome more favourable 'Account, from Capra,n

tnent, by Three tegular Battalions, with their Guns, under the Command of Major Ca- 
mae, and a Battalion of Light Infantry under Captain Browne. To this Propofitiomthc 


Board aflented, and Orders were Tent accordingly to the Commander in Chief. Oh the 
12th June, having previoufly recommended fome Steps towards a Pedce with the Ma- 
rattas, under the Mediation of the Rajah of Berar, and at the fame Time however fug- 
.'.e Neceflity of improving their Pretenfions to better Terms by an Interval ot 
fuccefsful Exertion in the War, the Governor General advifed the Reduction of Captain 
Popham’s Corps into Three regular Battalions, and that they flrould be added to thofe un¬ 
der the Command of Major Camac, for the Purpofe of an Invafion on the Territories 
of Madajee Scindia ; and as the Subfidies from the Rana of Ghode would of courfe be 
difeontinued by that Scheme of Operations, he fuggefted the Expedient of appropriating 
the annual Contribution of Cheit Sing, amounting to Five Lacks as a Military Fund for 
the Payment of the Detachment. And he concluded his Propofals on this Oecafion* 
with an earrieft Entreaty addrefled to the Board for their Support in a Meafure, upon 
the Confequences of which he would venture his Life. But jt appears that Meflrs. 
Francis sind Wheler objected to the Expence of this Force, as well as to the Diftanceat 
which it was to be employed, the diferetionary Latitude of Adion given by the intended 
Inftrudions to the Commander of it, and the Danger of any Pretence for invading the 
E)iftrids of Buhdlecund ; obfervi'ng moreover, that they believed it “ to be an Evil in- 
feparable from the diftant Military Operations in that Country, that the Charge of them 
“ could neither be limited or controlled.” The Oppofition to thele Meafures propofed 
Hr the Governor General, was not leffened by his Offer of taking upon .him felt the Ex- 
p \pce of the Contingencies, which he fuppofed to be the Only orie that could reafonably 
b f charged to the Expedition, and which he rated far below Two Lack of Rupees. 
T he Inltrudions to Major Camac were drawn up agreeably to the Minutes of the Ma¬ 
jority, and recorded on the Confultations of the 13th ot July. A Change however in 
thefe took Place a few Days after, when, Mr. Francis being indifpoled, Mr. Wheler ac¬ 
ceded to the Regulations propofed by the Governor General relative to Captain Popham’s 
Corps; and though he oppofed the Inftrudtions to Major Camay, the Voice of the 
Governor was then double, and decided the Queftion. 

On Sir Eyre Coote’s Return to the Presidency, thefe Refolutiorts underwent fome Al¬ 
terations, but the principal Scheme of Adion by the united Detachments under Camac 
and Popham, againft the Territories of Scindia and Holkar, was confirmed; and the 
different Afped of Affairs, after the certain Knowledge of Hyder Ally’s Defigns, and 
the probable Attempts of the Marattas on the Bengal Prbv'rncCs, gave Rife to a more 
large and general Plan of Prevention from the Commander in Chief,‘which met with the 
Approbation of the Board. The Points of Controverfy and Difienfion at the Board, 
Specially between the Governor General and Mr. Francis; appear to Your Committee 
to have daily increafed, and at Iaft to have rlfen to a very great Excefs; in the Courfe 
of which the Governor accufed Mr. Francis of having fcducediiiw, by falfe Promifes of 
Acquiefcence in his Meafures, to part with the fu'te Means'" of effablilhing them by the 
Support of Mr. Barwell, who left Calcutta in the Month of March on his Return to 
Europe. But Your Committee recommend to the Houle a Pertffal of all thefe difeor- 
dant Minutes, which we have placed in the Appendix N* 288, chiefly becaufe there 
may be colleded from them a great Body of Remarks and Information on the general 
Pofture of Affairs, comprehending Opinions and Arguments, not only on the View of 
political and military Situations and Incidents, but on the State of Ability, particularly 
u» pecuniary Refources, on which the Prefidency might be fuppofed to rely for the Exe¬ 
cution and Succefs of their complicated Syftetn of Operations, 

The Means by which the happy Accomplifhment of thefe Defigns might be attained, 
were at leaft the oftenfible Caufe of the Difference of Sentiments and the Diftraftions of 
their Councils, till the News of Misfortunes in the Carnatic induced fome Sort of Union 
into their Proceedings, as the Objeft at which they were to aim became more certain, 
a-~d other accidental Cjrcumftances weakened or broke the Springs of Oppofition. 

But before we confider the Tranfaflions of that exaft Period, Your Committee muft 
relate to the Houfe fome military Events which happened, and fome Overtures of Ne¬ 
gotiation which were fet on Foot previoufly thereto. 

Captain Popham, who, upon firft receiving the Orders of the Board to retire to Cawn- 
pore with his Detachment, feemed apprehenfive of the Confequences of retreating in the 
Face of a Maratta Army, was afterwards however relieved from this Alarm, and ap¬ 
pears to have exerted an unufual Degree of Vigil" ice and Activity in order to gain Ad¬ 
vantages over the Enemy. By thefe Means he was enabled to conceive and to compais 
a Plan for the Surprize of the Fort of Guafl&ty which had been pronounced by the 
princes of Indoftan to be impregnable. The Emerprize appears to have been attended i 
with Rich Difficulty and Hazard as to. render the Succefs uncommonly brilliant. 1 he

into the Cuttack, the Dewan allured the Governor General, that this was done merely to 
keep up Appearances with the Nizam and the Poona Durbar •> that the March of their 
Troops had been purpoiely protracted, till the Seafon for A£hon was over; and that 
they were fincc dire<Sted to abftain from^Meaiures, 1 he Plausibility at leaft 
of this Pretext was admitted by Meflrs. Francis and Wheler, who jeemed alfo to think, that 
the Rajah's Defire 0/ Peace might be fincere, as in appeared to be founded in the Conn- 
deration of his own Intereft, and conformable to the Language he had uniformly bel<v;: 
But it was thought advifable not to fuffer the Appearance oi perfect Confidence in his 
good Faith to carry them ib far as to negleft the proper Precautions wmch their Situa¬ 
tion dictated. C 

Sir Eyre Coote indeed feemed to entertain Doubts of their Defigns, and was at all 
Events of Opinion, that the Maratta Army on the Confines of Cuttack mu ft have a bad 
EfFeft on the State of the Company’s Affairs. He was earneft therefore for their Re¬ 
moval, and propofed, that an immediate Application Ihould be made to them, to retire, 
as their remaining where they were, difturbed the Peace of the Provinces. But he was 
prevailed upon by the Reprefentations a$d Arguments of the Governor General to wait 
further Intelligence ^refpefting the Intentions oi the Government of Berar, befoie any 
Appearance of Stiipkion Ihould be manifefted ; and the only Step of that Sort which 
appears to have been taken, was the Appointment of Captain Macpherlbn to watch the 

Motions of the Berar Armv with a imall Detachment under his Command. 
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Your Committee have indeed obierved, that the Bengal Adminiftration thought it 
proper alfo to aflent to an Application from Chimnajee Boofla, who commanded the d°* 17 July 1780. 
Arm)? in Cuttack, for a Supply of Provifion, of which they were in great Want ; and ^ 
it w£ .'r-n^-d remembered by the Board as an Inducement for their Affiftance in this ; 

Particular, that the Holpitalicy which the Rajah afforded to their Army under General 
Goddard, for many Months, had been of effential Service to them. 

But it appears that the Dewan, after he had been informed of the Supplies of Grain 
with which the Calcutta Board had furnifhed the Berar Troops, in a Letter of Acknow¬ 
ledgment upon that Subject to Beneram Pundit, made an Obfervation, that “ there 
“ was no Money with the Army, and that as by the loweft Calculation Four Lacks per 
« Month was the leaft which could defray their Exigences, it was advifable that Six- 
« teen Lacks Ihould be fent for their Affiftance, Twelve of them fecretly and in order 
to remove all Hefitation about Compliance, he added, “ Let not the Governor appre- 
« hend that rhis Money will thereby be thrown away, for the Bhoofila and Englifh Inte- 
« reft will then be but One, and much Benefit muft flow from this. To bring this 
«« about is neceflary, extremely neceffary. I do not write for myfelf. This is the 
** 4 dvice to be followed mod certainly, certainly ; or the Army will be no longer go- 
*< '~le. If the Army remains till Poos and Maug, the Fear of the Englifh will be 

*«■ and therefore this ought to be effefted.”

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Terms of a Letter from the Governor General to Chimnajee Babcp, dated the 
:tober, it was to be luppofed, that he fent him by the Bearer, BifTemb'ier Pundit, 
cher of Beneram Pundit, fome pecuniary Aid, the Amount of which however 
_. T at that Time appear. But a Letter from the Governor General to the Court 
of Diredors, dated 29th November, has explained the Matter to Your Committee, and 
fliewn that the Governor General, for Reafons which he affigned, had privately with¬ 
out the Knowledge of the Council, given Three Lacks of Rupees to the Rajah’s Vackeel, 
Two-thirds of which was raifed by his own Credit, and to be charged in his official Ac¬ 
counts ; and he intimated fome Ground of Expectations to Chimnajee “ of the Rematn- 
« der of the Amount required for the Arrears of his Army, proportionate to the Extent 
«* to which he might put it in his Power to propofe it as a public Gratuity, by effectual 
« Orders for the Recall of the Troops, or for their Junction with thofe of the Com- 
“ pany.” 

In refpect to Hyder Ally, Your Committee find that the Governor General received a 
Letter from him on the 14th of July, in which he complained of the Breach of Treaty 
by the Madras Government •, obferving, that he was before well convinced that the Trea- 
ties and Engagements of the Englilh were inviolable, but he had found that whenever a 
new Govefnor arrived he would not conform to the Agreements of the Council, but a fled 
as he pleafed, making many Innovations in the eftabliihed Friendfhips. In Conclufion 
he ufed the following Expreffion, “ What Dependance therefore can be placed on the 
*< Engagements and Treaties of the Chiefs of the Company ? Do you however ad as 
« ihall fcetn beft to.you.” 

Hyder does not appear to have given at that Time any further Explanation of his In- 
'tentibns with refped to the Company. Bat his Adions almoft immediately after fully 
interpreted them by an Invafion of the Carnatic. 

The Proceedings of the Superior Council upon Receipt of the unfortunate News 
from the Coaft of Corortiandel, have been already taken Notice of by Your Committee 
ih our former Reports ; by a Reference to which, the Houfe will perceive that immediate 
Overtures for a Peace with the Marattas were among their Firft Refolutions, and that 
they were encouraged by the Vackeel of Moodajee Boofla to hope, that they Ihould meet 
with effedual Affiftance from his Matter’s friendly Mediation and Guarantee. The Ar¬ 
ticles for this Pacification propofed by the Governor General on the 25th September, and 
afterwards amended by him, were unanimoufly agreed to by the Board on the 2d of Odober; 
and Mealures were immediately taken to forward the AceompUfhment of this Defigh, by 
tranfraitting a Copy of the projeded Treaty, with Powers of Mediation, to the Raja 
of Berar. 

Letters were at the fame Time written to the Nizam, to the Pefhwa, to Madajee 
Scindia, and to the Minifter at Poona, containing the Propofals which were offered, with 
additional Affurances of Zeal to put a Stop to all Hoftilities. And a few Days afterwards 
other Letters were difpatched under the fame Addrefles, informing the feveral Powers of 
Sir Eyre Coote’s Embarkation for the Prefidency of Fort Sainc George, and defiring them 
to communicate to him any Circumftances of a Progrefs towards Pacification, as they 
Ihould arife. 
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Previous however to his Departure, Your Committee find that Sir Eyre Coote gave 
in to the Board a State of the Forces, and the Diftribution which he recommended of 
them, according to the Situation of Affairs and the requifite Plan of Operations. Thefe 
are to be found in the Appendix, and Your Committee will only add to them a Peynark, 
that the Vizier was upon this Occalion defired to require from Fizoolla Cawn the Quota 
of Troops (lipulated by Treaty to be furnifhed for his Service, being 5000 Horfe, to be 
put under the immediate Command of Lieutenant Colonel Muir, commanding the De¬ 
tachment of Putty Gur. And at the fame Time the Raja Cheit Sing was required to 
furnilh fuch Part of his Cavalry as he could fpare for the Service of the Britiib Govern¬ 
ment, and to inform the Governor General what Number he could 1'upply.

Of this indeed, if the Defcriptiorr which Meffis. Francis and Wilder fometlme be¬ 
fore gave of his Country was allowed to be juft, there might much Doubt be entertained. 
“ The Condition to which we have reduced the Vizier’s Country, makes the Connec- 
“ tion rather a Burthen than an Advantage to this State. We have now to defend the 
“ extended Frontier of a ruined Country, which at prefent barely pays the Troops 
“ that defend it, and which, according to all Appearance, will not do even that much

.It has indeed appeared to Your Committee, that before the diftreffing News of 
Hyder’s fuccefsful Progrcfs in the Carnatic, had made an Accommodation with the 
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Marattas the Object of their greateft and molt immediate Attention, the Burthens of 
the War were acknowledged by the Superior Government: to have become intolerable. 
Early in the Courfe of this Year, they had expreffed their Senfe of them in the molt 
pointed Language.—In a Letter to General Goddard, under Date 20th April, they wrote 
as follows, “ Our Refources arc no longer equal to the Payment of your Army, 
“ without draining Bengal of its Specie; nor can any Acquftmon on the other Side of 
<c India, compeniate for die Diftrefs which a Continuance of War at the prefent 
“ Expence would bring upon the Company. We therefore earneftly recommend to 
Ki you, to oblerve the ftnfteft (Economy in your future Difburfements.” 


Among the Savings which the Board then pointed out to the General, was the Re¬ 
duction of the Eirft Regiment of Cavalry, which they did not think had or Would in 
future compenfate by any Service for the Expence of keeping it up.

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But Your Committee find, that General Goddard afterwards earneftly interceded 
for the Maintenance of that Corps, as he attributed the Succefs of one very advan- 
d°. 9 Oft. tageous Aflion entirely to its Exertion*-;-and it appears, that the Board afterwards, in 
^°P 8 ' Confequence of this Representation, revoked their Order for reducing it. 
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They alfo directed huh to call upon Futty Sing, to fix a Subfidy for the full Expci$e 
of any Troops left in Garrifon at Ahmedabad, or employed in the Defence of the 
Countries ceded to him, independent of the general Plan of the Campaign. On this 
Head indeed the General explained the Motives of his not having anticipated thefe 
Orders, as he was afraid of unfavourable Confequences from it, before the Affections 
and Dilpofnions of the Allies had been fully puc to the Teft.

The Neceffity of acquiring fome certain Fund for the Support of the War, feerns to 
have influenced the Realbnings and Kefolutions of the Board, relative to the Articles of 
the Treaty with Futty Sing, and the Appropriation of the Revenues arifing from thofe 
Diftrifts of which their Army had taken Pofleflion in the Guzerat. And in a Letter to 
the Prefident and Council of Bombay on that Subjetft, under Date the 15th May, they 
warned them agifoift any Reliance on continued Supply from Bengal, as they feared 
“ that neither their Refources, nor the Currency of the Provinces, would in any Degree

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“ endure a Continuance of the vaft Drains which had been made from it in Remittances 
“ to tl,a f Prcfidertcy, to Fort Saint George, and to China, fince the Time at which they 
“ came into the Company’s Pofieffion.” 7 

FCnas iuueed appeared to Your Committee, that General Goddard, who had recom¬ 
mit nued the Appropriation of the Revenues of the conquered Countries to the Expences 
ot his Detachment, did not approve of any Alteration in the Articles of th.e Treaty- 
kis Opinion, « that the Exchange of Territory with Futty Sing was equita- 
“ ble » _ an d proportioned to the Claims of each Party, and calculated to promote the 
:* triie Interefts of the Company.” But we obferve, that the Calcutta Board were not 
induced by his Reafonings to make any Change in their former Orders refpefting the 
Demand on Futty Sing; and although in Regard to Ragoba, they at laft hardly con¬ 
tented to iuffer the Ge^ to allow him 10,000 Rupees per Month, which was repre- 
kntea to be neceftary for the bare Subfiftence of hiinfrlf and Family, they accompanied 
this I indulgence with a i'evere Reprimand for the Deviation from their Dire&ions about 
iuch Allowances. 

But we perceive, that even the Acquifitions made in the rich Country of the GuzeraC 
were not uoivqrfally efteemed in the clear and undifputedLight of Benefit and Refburce. 

Upon this Point Meflrs. Francis and Wheler wrote as follows in their Minute of 29th b * 

Jur-, “ An open Country has been conquered, which at fome future Day, if the pro- 
m /td Collections from it fhould be made, is to return 30 Lacks a Year to the Com* 

“ P‘ °y- Ag ain ft this Acquifition the permanent Expence of an Encreafe of Eftablifh-

increailng Neceflities of Government, The Governor General introduced that Prono- 
fijion with the following unpleafing Companion of Times pad and prefent • “ When I

It is needlefs here to repeat the Ot fervations made upon the Maratta War bv the 
Prefidtncy of Fort Saint George, and their frequent Remonftrances a{^ainft the Conti¬ 
nuance of, it, In the Beginning of this Year Sir Thomas Rumbold'drew up a large 
body of Remarks on the actual Syftem and State of Politics in India, in which as the 
F.xa‘a cts from it in the Appendix N° 323; will fhew, he raade very feverc Animadver- 
nons on the Conduct of the Bengal Government in that rdpeft, by an Examination and 
Cenfure of every Proceeding relative to the Maratta War; and he further charged them 
wrni the Acculatton of a wilful Continuance of it by their exceffive Demands,’ and by 
GegleSt of the proper Opportunities for Accommodation. The Seleit Committee of 
Fore Saint George, in their Letter of lire 3d April, feem to have held very nearly the 
fame Language. '

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It will be remembered howearneftly felicitous the Nabob or Arcot declared himfelf 
about this Time for a Pacification with the Marattas, and what were the Concefficns he 
recommended to be offered to them ; but it will alfo be remembered how great were his 
Alarms on account of Hyder Ally. - 

The Opinions of Sir Eyre Coote while abfent from the Board have been alfo referred 
to, and have (hewn how ftrongly he inforced the Neceffity of Pacification, at the lame 
Time that he recommended a more vigorous Profecution of the War*, and Tour 
Committee obferve, in his Letter of the nth May upon this Subje&, iome linking 
Marks of the Senfe he then entertained of the Danger, as alfo of the value of the 
Company’s Poffeffions. “ The utmoft of my Ambition is to co-operate with you in 
“ every Meafure of public Benefit, and to be enabled by that Means fuceefsfully to 
‘ c fupport the Honour and Intereft of the Nation in this Part of the World, at a 1 nne 
« wheh the Event of Affairs at Home may render thefe Poffcffions of (till more effantial 
“ Confequence to us than we have yet had Occafion, valuable as they really are, to 
“ eftimate them at.” 

The Arguments and Reafonings of the fuperior Government, and of the feveral 
Members of it, on the Origin and Profecution of the Maratta W ar have been lard 
before the Houfe in fufficient Detail. But Your Committee have ado found, that at 
the Clofe of this Year, when the Steps we have related had been taken for the more 
fpeedy T/ rmination of it, and while they were waiting in Expectation of an ftnwer 
from the 7 Court of Berar, for the Approbation of the Terms of the Treaty which Moo- 
daiee was to mediate and to guarantee, the Governor General took Occafion to e tprefs 
his Sentiments of it to the Secret Committee of the India Company ; and he appears to 
have been induced to do lo by the Provocation of a Charge upon himfelf, as being the 
Author of it to contradict which, he obferved, the Court of Directors were in Poffeffion 
of the fill left Evidence ; and “ that the Occafion of the War was planned and executed 

without the Knowledge or previous Concurrence of the Bengal Government, which 
“ had no other Participation in it,, than in providing, by an extraordinary hxertion, for 
“ the Support of the Measures undertaken by the Prefidency of Bombay, if they fuc- 
“ ceeded 5 and for its Prefervation, if they failed.”—And he remarked, how leaionably 
their Detachment had arrived for the laft of thofc Objefts, and the Redemption of the 
national Honour, which had been without it irretrievably loft. He had flattered him¬ 
felf that the War would have been loon terminated in fuch Advantages, as would have 
amply atoned for the paft Calamities which had attended it. The SubjeCt was now re¬ 
duced to an Argument of unavailing Speculation, “ in which every Perfon was at Liber- 
** ty to form his own Opinion.” 

The War, at leaft in the Carnatic, which was the prefent ObjeCc of their Anxiety and 
Exertion, could not, he fuppofed, be imputed to the Government of Bengal \ for the 
Occafion of that Event he accounted by the following Explanation: «* It the excoited 
“ and palliated Confeflion of the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn may be credited^ and we 
“ have the Evidence of the moft public Notoriety to confirm it u was the lole Effeft 
« of a Confederacy formed at his Inftigation, and dictated by his Relentnu-nt of 
“ the Infringements made by the Seledfc Committee of Port Same George, on his 
“ Rights obtained by the Treaty fubfifting between him and the Company, and his 
u nat b ura i Apprehenficn of Hoftilitles intended by that Government againft him \\ hat- 
« ever be the Caufe, fuch have been the Effects •, and it is our Duty to do all that may 
« be in our Power to avert them.” 

Your Committee indeed firtdrih* the Effefts of this extenfive Scene of Warfare 
were at this Timfe moft ieverely felt; and that, in Addition to the NeeeflUy of borrowing

Your Committee obferve thefe to be the Outlines of the Pidure drawn by fotne of 
the principal Adors in the great Scene of Troubles, which marked this as perhaps the 
moft awful and interefting Period, that has yet been prefented, of the political State of 
the Company’s Affairs in India ; efpecially when it is recolleded that Sir Edward 
Hughes, at that Time upon the Coaft of Coromandel, had received Accounts of & 
very powerful French Squadron, which was naturally imagined to have for its Objed an 
Attack upon fome of the Britifh Settlements in rhofe Parts. v \ 

To render this Reprefentation of their political Circumftances, and particularly under 
the Prefidency of Bengal, more complete, Your Committee have made up fuch Accounts 
of the Revenues and Military Force as the deftdive Return of the Materials would 
allow, in the Papers hereunto annexed.

It alfo appears, that General Goddard, after his Return from Bombay to Surat, 

' been delayed in commencing the Siege of that Place merely by the Badnefs of the Roads, 
which had continued impaffable longer than was expedited *, that howevter on the 15th 
October he wrote to the Governor General and Council, informing them that he fhould 
move forward the next Lay diredly to profecute that Objebt, and that, he had taken 
all neceffary Precautions for the Protection of the Guzerat, which was likely to yield® 
very large Acceffion of, Revenue in the Courfe of that Seafon; That he bad no Apr 
prehenfions of any formidabkOppofnion in that Quarter, except from the united Forces 
of Scindia and Holkar, .from which alio he hoped to be relieved by their necefiary At¬ 
tention to the Defence ofi their own Northern Pofleffions againft another Detachment of 
Troops reported to have been lent from Bengal into the Territories of Gohud. Your 
Committee do not find that the Defigns of the Portuguese went beyond Report; 
and indeed we have obferved* that the Governor General and Council at once regarded 
it as a vain and imaginary Alarm. The General appears to have arrived before Baflfem 
on the 13th November, amfifinding the Place very thong, and defended by a numerous 
Garrifon, he determined to carry on his Operations with Regularity and Precaution. 
But the Account of his Proceedings during the Profccution of the Siege, till it furreo- 
dered at Difcretion on the mh December, will be found in the Letter to which we 
refer in the Appendix N° 334, with other Particulars of the Advantages derived from 
this Acquifition, which had been fo long the favourite Object of Ambition to the Com¬

Yovir Committee find*, that in Confequence of Orders from the Court of Direftors, 
dated 12th April 1780, received the ift October, the Diftriifiion of Mr. Carnac from 
the Council and Seled Commit tee of Bombay took Place immediately, and Mr. Stack- 
houfe llicceeded to the youngeft Seat in thrCommittee ; General Godda/d, as has before 
been obferved, being appointed to a canftant Seat as Third. And we perceive, 
that immediately after the Reduction of Baffeiu, the General repaired to Bombay, to 
confult with the Board refpe&mg the further Operations of the Army. But that a very 
material Change had then taken Place In the political Situation of the Company’s Af¬ 
fairs, as an Account had beenTome Time before received from Fort Saint George of die 
Irruption of Hyder Ally into the Carnatic ; and the Admiral, Sir Edward Hughes, on 
r his Arrival with the Fleet on the 19th December, brought a Confirmation of the Difafter 
1 which had befallen a Part of the Madras Army under the Command of Colonel Baillie, 
and at the fame Time a Letter from Sir Eyre Coote to General Goddard, advifing an 
Attack upon Hyder’s Pefieflions on the Malabar Coafi, which the Prefident and Sebfit 
Committee of Fort Saint George had on the fir it Notice of Hyder’s Invafion before re¬ 
commended to the Bombay Government, and hoped they would be in a Situation toadc 
with Vigour in it. With thefe alarming Accounts however from the Coaft of Coroman¬ 
del it appears, that the Seled Committee of Bombay received Advices, dated the 9th of 
Gftober, from the Governor General ana Council, communicating their Determination 
to offer Peace to the Maratcas on certain Conditions, a Copy of which was inclofed •, con¬

'Ommittec find that a Body of Hyder’s Troops, in Conceit with the Ma- 
lad made a joint Attack on the Settlement of Tellicherry immediately after 
i. > 0|jCii Declaration of Hoftilities; and that the Government of Bombay thinking 
thcmlelves bbund to give their principal Attention and Exertions to the Maratta War, 
found it expedient to abandon Tellicherry altogether; that this Refolution however had 
been lufpended till the Receipt of the Opinion of the Madras Prefidency, for which they 
had applied, declaring themfelves unequal to the Maintenance of the Place by any fur¬ 
ther Contribution of cither Men, Money, or Stores. It appears however that the Admi¬ 
ral in his Paffagc round to Bombay had touched at Tellicherry, and had prevailed upon 
the Chief and Council, with the Commandant of the Garrifoh, to cbtTie to an unanimous 
Refolutiori of defending it, and had provided them with a Reinforcement of Men and 
Supplies of Ammunition and Military Stores, Provifions, and Money ; ahd in his Ac¬ 
count of rhefe Proceedings, which will be found in the Appendix N“ 338, he infinuated 
feme Complaint againft the Committee of Bombay, perceiving by their Letters, that nbt- 
Withfianding the' known Diftrefs of the Company’s “ Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel, 
“ and of their own Settlement of Tellicherry, the Maratta War was Hill uppermoft 
“ in their Mitids.” Your Committee obierve, that in the Letter jfiludai to, the 
Gentlemen of Bombay expreffed great Anxiety for Succefs in the Operation; againft Bal- 
feio, which were at that Time on the Eve of commencing : And we further obierve, 
that the Select Committee, in their Account of the Admiral’s Proceedings at Tellicherry, 
remarked, that he was then in Poffeffion of the Governor General arid Council’s Intentions 
of offering Peace to the Marattas, 

Such appears to have been the Information which the Seledt Committee of Bombay 
were poffeffed of relative to the State of political Affairs, when, on the 23d of' 
December they held a Meeting, at which the Admiral affifted, (General Goddard 
being alfo in his Place) to coniult on the proper Meafures which would be taken at 
that Juncture : And the Refult of their Deliberations appears to have been, that although 
the Admiral at firfl pointed out the great Necefficy of aiding the Operations of the 
Madras Government by a powerful Diverfion againft Hyder’s' Territories on the 
Malabar Coaft, and urged the Expediency of an immediate Peace with the Marattas, 
for the more effectual Purpofe of diftreffing the Invader ol : the Carnatic; he at laft 
concurred, that a vigorous Profecution of the Maratta War, as recommended by the 
Governor General and Counc il, promifed to promote a fpeedy Accdfnmodation, which 
they all wilhed for, foOner than any other Plan of Conduit. But they however at 
the fame Time refolved to maintain the Settlement of Tellicherry, as the only Place of 
Strength they pbfteffed in Hydcr's Dominions, and the Attack whereof occupied a 
Part of his Force. And we perceive, that on the 24th the Sc led Committee applied 
to the Admiral for the Affiftance of Two of His Majefly’s Ships, on an Expedition 
againft the Maratta Town and Fort of Arnaul, fituate on a final! Ifland at the En¬ 
trance of a River of that Name, which'formed the NortHei'n Boundary of Baffein j and 
that he in confequence of this Application, ordered the Worcefter and Coventry upon 
that Service. The Meal tire winch Your Committee find Was principally recommend¬ 
ed by General Goddard, and which the Sc left Committee, out of Refped to the Go¬ 
vernment General (with whole Authority he was invefted) did not oppofe, though they 
had at firft fugasfftcd a different Plan, was to fecure the Paffes of the Ghauts, and to 
carry the Terror of their Arms as near the Enemy’s Capital as poffible, without rifleing 
too far the Safety of the Troops, or endangering their Return.—And it appears to 
Your Committee, by a Later from Bombay to the Court of Directors, dated 31ft 
March, that the Expedition againft Arnaul was attended with complete Succefs, and 
that the General forced the Enemy’s Polls on the Hills, and gained Poffeffion of the 
Pafs of Bhore Ghaut. , 

And we perceive, thac while the Army was encamped in that Situation, a Maratta 
Agent came to the General, though without any formal Credentials of Deputation, and 
pretending Ignorance of any Overtures which had been made to the Court of Poona, 
defired to know the Terms which the Englilh would cxped in any Plan of Pacifica¬ 
tion. The General, with the Advice of qhe Seleft Committee, tranfmitted a Copy of 
the Articles in a Later to the Minifters, containing the moll friendly Profeffions •, 
and received in Reply, a pofitiv-e Refufal .to accede to them, with an Intimation, 
that they had been difapproved of by the Rajah of Berar, who had for that Rea ton 
pic them back to the Governor General and Council. In confequence orthis Affufance, 
lilities were not to be terminated, and having accomplifbed every Object 
1 ' ' which 
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which they propofed to acquire in the Courfe of the War, thi 
in Concert with General Goddard, refolved to direft their future n 
Syftem of Defence, in the Prote&ion of their prefent Acquifijo'ns, and the Redu&ion of 
their great Military Expences, in which View they made Preparations to fend back ajl 
the Madras Troops ferving on that Coaft. And the Pafs of Bhore Ghaut where the 
General had at firft propofed to fix a fortified Poll:, being upon more mature Re- 
flection abandoned by him in the Beginning of April, he effedted his Retreat, though 
not without Lofs, to Panwell, and from thence to the Neighbourhood of Caljian, 
which, as a centrical Situation, was held the: molt optionable for the Cantonment of 
the Troops during the rainy Seafon. The Europeans and Bombay Troops only were 
to be brought into their own Garrifon.

In the Article of Finances, Your Committee have obferved the great and diftreffiii" 
Deficiencies of which the Government of Bombay had conftantly complained, from the 
low State of their Ireafury, and the want of Rcfburces of any kind for a Supply. We 
have found that they had been ddirous to procraftinate the Recommencement of Holliii- 
ties with the Marattas, and complained of the l'mall A fii fiance they had received or 
were promifed from the Superior Government. They had forbidden General Goddard 
to draw any more Money from the Surat Treafury, whence he had taken 4 Lacks of 
Rupees, becaule of their own Diftrefles •, and represented the Advance of 6 Lacks to Him, 
between September 1779 and January 1780, as a moft heavy Dedu&ion from their 
Infilled income; and that upon his preffing Solicitations, they had been obliged to make 
the Remittane; of Two Lacks of that Sum out of a Loan of 5 to 6 Lacks, which they 
had railed for their own immediate Expences, by the Negociation of their Chief at Surat 
It has appeared, that from the fame Ground of Necefiity they had refufed to give Coun¬ 
tenance to a Loan for the Ufe of Fucty Sing, and had exprefsly announced to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal, that not only the Refponfibility, but the Expences of the War m u ft < 
reft upon them. And we perceive, that the Scarcity of Grain which was much appre¬ 
hended at Bombay in the Beginning of the Year 1780, became a more alarming Evil 
from this Ctrcumftancc, that the Company’s Treafury was not able to furnifh Money 
for the Purchafe of any. 1 

It is proper to obferve, that the Expences of the Bombay T/oops ferving under Ge¬ 
neral Goddard, were inereafed beyond the ufual Allowance of that Eftabliftimcnr. the 
Select Committee having unanimoqfly agreed with the General, that it would be ex 
pedient to raife their Pay to an Equality to that of the Bengal Forces while they fhould 
ferve together, explaining however to the Army, that this Indulgence was not to be 
conudered as a Precedent } and at the fame Time the Pay mailer and Commiflat y were 
directed to make their Drafts on General Goddard for the Expence of the Bombay 
Detachment. ^ 7 

will be remembered, that when they found the War to be inevitable, the principal 
Objea of the i lan, which they recommended for the Conduit of it, was to fecure a 
territoi ial I ofiefilon, yielding a, lufficient Revenue not only to anlwer the prefent but 
alfo the paft and future Expences of their Government. But Your Committee find! that 
an Alarm of a Dffappomtmenc to their Hopes in this Refpeft, bv a Letter from the 
Governor General and Council, upon the Appropriation of the Revenues arifiner f rom 
the conquered Countries, was very ttrikingly marked in the following Paragraph of their 
Letter, dated 25th July 1780, to the Secret Committee of the Court of Directors. 

“ We have the moft alarming Apprehenfions of the Difficulties we ihaJl experience 
the enfuing Seafon for Want of Money} having lately received a Letter from the 
Governor General and Council, acquainting us, that their own Diftrefs will put ir 
out of their Power to make additional Remittances equal to the Supporc of this , 
Preftdency, and the Pay of the large Army under General Goddard; and therefore 
defiring that every Acceffion of Income which may arife to the Company from the 
Succefs of chat Army, may be let afide, and appropriated exclufively to that; and 
thus cutting ofl the principal Refource we had Dependence on for our immediate 
Exigencies, we have only the Hope, that when they receive our Propofal for the

The Selett Committee in Anfwer, promifed that they would fend a more full Reply 
to their Letter^ bv*t in the mean Time* returning to tlife Plan they had formed for the 
Reduction of Military Expences, and to the Support neceffary for its firit Eftabhfli- 
roent, they exptefled their earned Hope in theft Words, 4 * that you will exert your 
;*« extenfive Refources to the utmoll, to fend round the rteceffary Supplies this Seaton, 
“ to give full Efficacy to your Plan, and put an End to fuch infupportable Drains 
“ from your Treafury in future.” 

The Return, made to the general Account above demanded, appears to have been 
received at Calcutta on the 3d October, accompanied With si Letter of Solicitation tot 
'ample and fpeedy Supplies, as they (the Bombay Government) were then in the utmoll 
Diftref^ for Money, to defray even their ordinary Expences. 

' "Your Committee, in the Profecution of their Enquiry bn this Part ot the Subjett, 
have been much ftruck with the fympathetic Tale of Diftrels which they found in the 
following Extract of a Letter from General Goddard to the Selett Committee, dated 
24th Auguft i 780, “ I ob&rve with real Concern sihd Difappointment the Diftrels 

,v for which you ftrpngly r&prefent, becaufe fojTown cannot be inferior 1 and 

« the Honourable Governor General and Council have depended upon the Refdurce Of 
’the new acquired Revenue, for the greateft Part of ffif Supply. I have been corri- 
« pehed forTome Time paft, to draw Bills upon thenh at a confiderable Lofs (which nO- 
.>* thing but the mod urgent and extreme Neceffity could jullify) to provide for the

■ But Your Committee obferve, that at the Beginning Of the next Year, the Situation 
of the Prefidcncy became ftill more indigent and intolerable, and this appears with 
additional Weight from the introditttory Obfervation on the undifturbed Tranquility in 
which their Pofieffions to the Northward had remained, and from which they ex petted 
to receive a confiderable Revenue the enfuing Seafon.-—“ i his however (they added) 
« will be far from equal to oufTtfeceflities, now prefling to a Degree never before ex- 
“ perienced, as we ate obliged to appropriate a Part for the Expences of the Bengal 
“ Army.” 

. Your Committee have already obferved, that the Government of Bombay fount} a fe~ 
rious Addition to their Expences in the Defence of Tellichefry, firft againft the native 
Powers of the Malapar Cbaft, and afterwards againft the United Forces of Hyder Ally 
and the Marattas. It. appears, that early in the Year 1786, the Selett Committee had 
Obliged to dirett the Chief and Fattory to referve the whole Balance of the Trea-

fore in their Hands for defraying the Charges of the Garrifon, and to lay out none ot 
it in the Purchafe of Pepper, as it would be imjpoffible for the Prefidency to iupply 
them with any further Afiiftance of Money. It has been remarked above, that various 
Refalutions had been taken and changed, at one Time for abandoning and at another 
for defending that Settlement; and it was mentioned in a former Report, that after the 
Misfortunes in the Carnatic, the Prefiden'cy.of Madras had refolved to withdraw all the 
Troops from thence, and entirely to relinqbiffi the Poffeflion of it. The increafed Diffi¬ 
culties of the Bombay Government to furnilh diffident Support of Money or Gram, ob¬ 
liged them finally to agree in a like Determination ; the I ime wiis fixed, and within Two 
Days of Completion for the Departure of the Fleet, in order to bring off the Troops and 
Stores, when the Receipt of a Letter from the Governor General and Council, dated the 
7th January (which ought to have reached Bombay Six or Seven Weeks fooner) gave to 
the Committee an Affurar.ee of a prefent Supply of Five Lacks of Rupees, and a Per-

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miffion to draw upon them for fuch further Sums as they might (land in need of; a large 
Quantity of Rice was alfo prorhifed, and Part of it arrived. The Knowledge of thele 
Refources appears to have had the immediate Effett of reviving the Reluftance they 
had. {hewn to Quit the Pofieffion of that Place, and made them once more alter uieir Ke- 
folution, and take immediate Meai’ures. for preferving it, by fupplyipg the Garrifon with 
a Reinforcement of Troops and Stores; the Admiral, who was dill upon the Coaft, 
chearfuUy complying with their Requeft to affift in the Execution of this decifive Meafure V 
and it appears by a Letter from him to the Earl of HilHborough, dated 15th May 178 x, 
that on the 8th of that Month, haying arrived the Day before at Teliicherry, And found 
it clofely inverted by the Enemy under the Command of Sadur Cawn, an Officer o”f 
Rank in Hyder Ally’s Service, he difembarked from on board his Squadron the Bombay 
Reinforcement, confiding of 40 European Artillery and 60 European Infantry, and i,xbo 
Sepoys, with 40 Artillery Lafcars ; and that 500 Men in Addition to that Number arrived 
on the 10th; he alfo delivered to the Garrifon a confidfcrable Supply of Provifibns and 
Stores, and having aftervyards embarked che Detachment of Madras under Major Got- 
grave, amounting to i,i.8o .Men, Europeans and Sepoys, he intended immediately to 
proceed to Sea, and make the beft of his Way to the Coromandel Coaft. 


It may not be improper here to remind the Houfe, that the Bombay Government had, 
long before their Knowledge of the unfortunate Events which had happened in the Car¬ 
natic, been ve y defirous of fending back both the Bengal and Madras Detachment, |n 
order (to give their Reafons in their own Words, contained in their Letter dated 6th 
June, to Bengal) “ to relieve the Company from the moft heavy Expence which mu ft be 
“ incurred by their Service on this Coaft, but which cannot be done until we put our- 
« felves in a Condition to defend our own Pofieffions, without their Afliftance.” 

But Your Committee obferve, that in die fame Letter, purfuing their Remarks on die 
, intended Plan for the Augmentation of their own Force, and ftarting a Difficulty which 
would arife from the Deficiency in their European Corps, they eXprelled a Hope of 
Remedy even for that, in the following Suggeftion : “ We hope die Reinforcement re- 
“ ccived this Sealon at Bengal and Madras^ will enable you to fupply even this De- 
“ ficiency 3 the moft ready Method of doing which will be to transfer the Privates arid 
“ non-commiffioned Officers of the Madras Detachment now with General Goddard 
“ to this Eftablifhment, which we hope that Government will' be how in a Condition to 
“ fpare.” 

It mult however be remarked, that the Governor General and Council had, fo early as 
the 20th April 1780, (which was a few Days after the Europeans from Madras had really 
joined General Goddard, and before the Sepoys had reached him) exprefied their Willi 
in a Letter to him of that Date, that he would return the Whole or a Part of the Fort 
Saint George Detachment as foon as the Seafon would permit, and he could difpenfe 
with their Services. But in. his Anfwer under Date the 20th of June, being then at 
Surat, and about to canton his Troops for the rainy Seafon, the General a fill red them, 
“ that as far as poffible he would comply with their Willies refpeding the Fort Saint 
c ‘ George Detachment,” adding however this Remark, «« The Reinforcements that 
“ have at this Time joined me from that Prefidency, confift only of One Company of 
“■ European Artillery, Seven of Infantry, and One Battalion of Sepoys.” 

It does not appear-that on the Irruption of Hyder Ally, the Prefidency of Madras, 
or afterwards Sir Eyre Coote on his Arrival, demanded the Return of their Troops 
from the Malabar Coaft ; but rather, as has been obferved, tecommended a Diverfion 
againft Hyder’s Territories in thofe Parts : And the Commander in Chief,in his Letter to 
General Goddard, dated the 12th of November 1780, ftrongly enforced this Advice, 
confidering the Situation of Affairs with the Marattas as a very fecondary Bufinefs; did 
expreffed a Hope, that if an Attack on any principal Place belonging to Hyder Ally 
could be fuccefsfully undertaken in Concert with the Admiral, , fo as to oblige him to 
fend forne Part of his. y aft Eorce from the Carnatic to the Defence of his own Country, 
he lhould think he might be able, even with the Force he then had, to drive him out of 
the Carnatic. - M , i,j», . , \ » ' : ,, , . ■fT.-T/. V' 

Your Committee have explained the Refult of a Confultation on this Subject at Bom¬ 
bay, on die 23d of December, and the fubfequent Tranfaftions of the Army under 
General Goddard. It appears, that Sir Eyre Coote enclofed in his own Letter to 
General Goddard, another alfo addreffed to him from the Governor General and Council, 
wherein' they fignified their Commands for placing his Detachment under Sir Eyre 
Coote’s Orders ; and it will be remembered what Dire&ions and Authority they Had 
given relative to the Profecution of the Maracta War, which Sir Edward Hughes re¬ 
marked they appear to me more ffifpbfed to do than to march the Army under

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« General Goddard into the Dominions qf Hydei Ally, to make the Diverfiort Sir 
«• Eyre Coote thought fo neceflary for the Prefervation of the Carnatic againft him,

On the gift of March however, Your Committee find the Bombay Government 
«< having then: loft all immediate Proipcd of a Peace with the Marattas,” and every 
Object they had propofed to acquire in the Courfe of the War being accompliihed, 
informed the Court of Diredors, “ that they had taken Meafures in Concert with 
“ Genera! Goddard, to yield what Afliftance they could to the Prelidency of Fort 
“ Saint George, and were preparing to fend back all the Fort Saint George 1 coops 
« ferving on that Coaft, by which their own Military Charged would be greatly reduced, 

«* and the Army under General Coote lengthened with a very confiderable Remforce- 
“ ment.” ' - 

The Alterations which the Refolution of defending Tellicherry, and other Circum- 
ftances after the Defcent from the Ghauts, occasioned in thele Meafures, are explained 
in a Letter from the Prefident and Seled Committee to the Secret Committee of the 
Court of Diredors, under Date 27th May 1781 •, and it appears, that the Admiral earned 
ivith him in the Middle of that Month to the Coromandel Coaft, only the Detachment 
Under Major Cotgrave frOm Tellicherry Yet it is to be obferved, that the Ponlbyrne 
was 4 detained at Bombay tlTthe Committee fhould come to fome final Detertninatiqn rp- 
fpedhig the European Corps under Colonel Brown, and though no Mention as made of 
its being embarked on beard that Ship, or on Two others, which at laft failed Itom 
thence 'on the 1 ith of July for Madras, yet there is fome Eeafon to believe it was then 
really fent in them,

Your Committee Should not have omitted to obferve, that Sir Edward Hughes, in his 
Way round to Bombay in the Months of November and December 1780, made Two 
fuccelsful Attacks on Hyder’s Naval Force at Calicut and Mangalore, where he deftroyed 
and tbok feVeral Ships, though one of his own Frigates ' the Sartine) had the Misfortune 
to run upon the Rocks at the former Place, and was entirely loft. 

After the Departure of Sir Edward Hughes from that Coaft, and the Reduction of 
their Military Force by the Arrangements abovementioned, the Syftem of Defence, 
which the Government of Bombay nad refblved upon, became apparently yet more 
advifable •, and Your Committee perceive, by a Letter from the Seled Board to the Secret 
Committee of the Court of Directors, under Date 28th July 1781, thac.they perfevered 
in the fame Intentions, not having received or offered any new Overtures for Accom¬ 
modation with the Marattas. But it appears, that this Flan 'did Mt ieein to be agreeable 
to the Sentiments of the Governor General and Council, who had informed the-Select 
Committee in a late Difpatch,, that the Unwillingnefs of the M.nifters to accept the 
Offer of a-Treaty-dkl-not-dilappoinv-but on the contrary, had rather, piealecl them, 
as it left them at’Liberty to fecure to the Company the important Poffeflion of Baffein, 
add the Other Advantages acquired at the Time the propoled i reaty was written. Under 
this Impreffion, they intimated their Willies for a vigorous Profecution of the War, and 
thalthe Utmoft Aid might be offered to General'Goddard's Operations, the Plan how- 
ever of which had not yet been confidered and iettled. 

The Bombay Committee appear alfo in this Letter to urge many Arguments in 
their Defence againft the Imputation the Governor General anti Council had brought 
againft them, of a fudden Alteration of Sentiment with reiped to the Mode of profe-

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Your Committee $11 now proceed to trace the Source of fome of the material Iixt- 
dents, of which we have yet made only a flight Mention, under the Adminiftration of 
Bengal, feegihning with the Courfe of Events that may appear to have immediately at¬ 
tended the Offer of pacific Fropofals, which (it has been obferved) were lent to the Court 
of Berar, as the moll promifing Channel for the Acceptance of them by the Govern¬ 


ment at Poona,

But as it has appeared to Your Committee, that before the Receipt of any Anfwer 
from Moodaiee Boofla the Superior Council thought it neceflary to confider of other 
Means alfo, by which they might poflibly acquire an Acceffion of Strength to repel the 
Attacks, the Enemy, particularly in the Carnatic, we fhall very briefly ftate the 
Measures which were the immediate Confequence of this Policy. In Addition to the 
So poly of Trealure for the Military Expences of the Prefidency of Fort Saint George, 
which they had remitted at the Time of Sir Eyre Coote’s Embarkation, they in the Open¬ 
ing 6f the Year 1781 ordered to them the further Sum of CR‘ 4,23,672. io. 3. and 
had taken Steps to continue to that Prefidency Supplies of Grain and other Articles of 
which they were in need-, but as it was not in their Power to furnifti them with a Military 
Force which appeared to be fufficient for the immediate Expulfion of the Enemy, they 
were induced to propole a Treaty of Alliance with the Dutch* whole Pofleflions at and 
adjacent to Cochin had lately been invaded by Hyder Ally.; This Negoaation leems to 
have been formed under the Advice of the Director and Governor or the Dutch Fall 
India Company’s Settlements in Bengal; and the Objeft of it was to obtain \he Aflittance 
of a Body 1 of Troops from the Government df Cochin; but as neither the Governors 
of Colombo or Cochin could engage their Afl'ent without great peribnal Refponflbility, 
they having no regular Powers to bind their Company in fuch an Acl without the San&ion 
ofhhe Superior Government of Batavia, for which there was no Time to wait, the Offer 
of Ibtne additional Conceflions appeared neceflary, both to indemnify them and to wm 
the Cpncurrence of their Superiors. Urged by thele Confiderations the Governor Ge¬ 
neral and Council propofed the Cdifion of the Tinivelly Country 10 the Dutch, which, 
for Reafons afligned, they thought might without great Lofs or Danger be feparated 
fVom t.be Government of the Carnatic; and they were alio perfuaded chat they had a 
Kicbt to expeft fuch a,Sacrifice from the Nabob Walaw Jaw of Part of his Dominions, 
for the Share they took in the Prefervation of the Whole. The Draft of the Treaty, 
and the Confcquences refuldng from it, and particularly the Reception which the whole 
Scheme met with at Madras, have been laid before the Houle in the Supplement to the

And Your Committee find, that the Superior Government was alfo at this Time at¬ 
tentive toTome Proceedings of a fimilar Nature, by which they fought to,give Support 
to their Affairs on the Malabar Coart. We have already obferved, that the iuppoted 
De fig ns Of the Portuguefe upon Salfette and Baflein were not thought worthy of their 
Jerious Attention, becaule indeed whatever Connection might lubfift between the Porcu- 
guele and the Marattas, its Effect could not, from the Condition of the Party, become 
important, nor be fuppofed to weigh againrt the ftrong Confideration of the Alliance 
which had long fubfiffed between the Englifh and them; but as [he Hoftilities and Am¬ 
bition of Hyder Ally, as well as thole of the Marattas, required now the full Exertions 
of Oppolition and Controul, and as Hyder had repeatedly offered Infults to the Portu- 
guefe Settlements, the Governor General and Council took Oocafion upon that Giound 
to make Overtures to the Government at Goa, for an Union with them in diffrdflng thac 
Prince by fending a Body of Forces into his Country. For this Purpofe a Deputation 
was given to Mr. Auriol with Inffrubtibns, which will be found in the Appendix N“ 361; 
but it appears that the Expectations of Succefs from thefe Propofals were not very ian- 
guine, though the Adininiilration declared themfelves hot willing to neglebt even the 
rerhote Chance of fuch an Advantage. 

It will be remembered, that a Refohuion had been taken by the Governor General 
and Council, when they fent the Reinforcements to Madras under Sir Eyre Coote, to 
detach alfo over-land a conpderable Body of Sepoys with their Guns, and a Company 
of European Artillery, the Command of which was given to Lieutenant Colonel Pearce. 
This Force, to which was afterwards added a Company of Golandaaze and a Troop 
of Horfe, was colleded near Narainghur in Nlidnapore, but the Movement of it from 
thence was delayed, till the AnlweVs from N^igpore fhould arrive, left by a precipitate 
March into the Cuittack, before fame Terms of Agreement were fetded, that Corps and 
the Berar Troops might be expofed to mutual IJoltilicies. It has indeed appeared, that 
one great Objefl of the Application made to Moodajee Boofla, was not only tq remove 
all Alarm or Impediment arifing from the Situation and Number of his Cavalry in the 
province of Orifla, but alfo to profit in fame Meafure by that Circumftance, and to

But your Committee find, that on the 9th January 1781, the expefted Anfwers from n 
Nagpore were received, and Teem to have greatly difappointed the Hopes of the Board, 
as they contained fo many Objections to the propofed Treaty, that little Room was left 
to hope for an immediate Accommodation, with the Government of Podna-, and it in¬ 
deed further appears, that they contained a Variety of Claims and Propofitiens aliened 
by Moodajeeon his own Account, “ which, though they were hot wholly new (to the the 
“ Expreflion 6f the Board) were recapitulated in a Style that impreffed us with Doubts : 
“ regarding the Sincerity df Moodajee’s former ProfdTions and Alpiirjin-chts.** 

Thefe Replies, which in another Letter the Board termed a total Rejection of their 
Propolals, they foppofed to be founded on art Opinion, that their Affairs were reduced 
to fo defperate a State, as might render it too hazardous for the Berar Government to 
take a decided Part in their Favour, and afforded no Hope of Speed's in the Mediation 
required. / t : ■■ 

Your Committee however find, that the Governor General and Council thought it yet 
more incumbent upon them to profecute the Defign of lending Colonel Pearce’s Detach¬ 
ment into the Carnatic, againft every Oppofition it might meet with, though at the 
fame Time they took Meaiures to provide for its unmolefted March, “ and to marie 
“ that Attention which was due to the Relation in which they had till that Time flood 
“ with the Government of Berar,” by deputing to Raja Chimnajee Boofla, a confiden¬ 
tial Perfon, who fhould endeavour to prevail upon him, at leait to remove his Trciops 
from the Road df Colonel Pearce's Tallage, if he would not be induced to take 
a more friendly Part, and fend a Body of Cavalry to accompany the Colonel, and aft 
under his Command, ytuo- 1 4 «tt . ■■■or 

This Refolution led to a Series of Negociations with Raja Chimnajee, and alfo with 
Raja Ram Pundit, the Naib of Cuttack, the particular Detail of which tvas conveyed to 
the Court of Direttors in a detached Narrative, accompanied with a Collection of Let¬ 
ters. 1 he moft material Parts of them we have placed in the Appendix N" 365 •, and 
entirely recommended them to the attentive Perufal of the Houle, as they contain the 
fulleft Information on thefe Points, and many curious and inftruCtive Remarks oh the 
general Pofture of Affairs, and the Situation of other Powers, by which the Court of 
Berar might be probably influenced in its prefent Conduit towards the Englifh. The 
Schemes of Policy, by which the Governor General fee ms to have dictated the Inftruc- 
tions he gave to Mr. Anderlon |the General deputed) will alfo appear in this Document, 
as well relpcdting the pameular SuccefBon to the Rauje, as alfo the Mode of accommo¬ 
dating the Demand of Chout, the Eftablifhment of which was apparently the great Aim 
of Moodajet’s pbllfite&l Manoeuvres, while the Governor General’s Wilh to defeat it was 
avowedly more intent on the Removal of a nominal Difgrace, than on the Anxiety or 
Refolttfion to be freed from an expenfive if an unavoidable Incumbrance.—The Effect of 
theie I ranfadtions appears to have been, that Mr. Anderfon muajgd to Calcutta, bringing 
with him Raja Ram Pundit; when an Engagement wasformally concluded on the 29th of 
March, iri the Name of his Matter Raja Chimnajee; by which ic was llipulated, that a 
Body of 2,000 effective Horfe fhould be detached from the Army at Cuttack, and 
placed under Colonel Pearce’s Command ; their Pay to be iflued by the Englifli Pay- 
matter, at the Rate of One Lack of Rupees per Month ; that a Party of the Company's 
Forces fhould affift the Government of Berar in aliening its Pretenfions to the Dittrichs of 
Gulrra Mundela, a final! Territory lying on the Banks of the Nerbudda, and under the 
actual Poffdlion of the Pcfhwa. We perceive that Major Popharn was accordingly 
ordered to command a Detachment of the Company’s Troops upon that Service. 
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It was at the fame Time refolved, that a Gratuity “ of 13 Lacks of Rupees, being the 
Remainder of a Sum of 16 Lacks propofed as a Contribution for the Relief of the 
Forces in the Province of Cuttack, in the Event of the Acquiefcence of the Govern¬ 
ment of Berar in the Propolals which were tranfinitted in October laft to them, fhould 
be granted, and delivered to Raja Ram Pundit, on the Behalf of Chimnajee, for the 
Relief of the Army, reprelented to be in the greateft Diftrefs, and as an Acknow¬ 
ledgment for the patt and leafonable Inftances afforded of the Friendfhip of that Go¬ 
vernment, A Loan- of 10 Lacks, requefted for the fame Purpofe, was alfo granted to

The Nar^ve to which Your Committee have referred the Hoiifc, will fhew them 

how far the extreme piftrefs of his Situation for want of Money to fatisfy his Troops* 
might be fuppofed to operate as an Inducement with Chimnajee to make thefe Agree¬ 
ments; and bow far alfo fuch a Sum was likely to quiet the Murmurs of thofe to whom 
it was laid Five Times as much was due ; and who were reptefented to be with Difficulty 
reftrained from Depredation and Plunder on the Provinces of the Company —It is alfo 
to be remarked, that this Tran faction was concluded without the Knowledge and Con¬ 
currence of Moodajee Boofla or his Duan, who had before ref ufed to allow of any* 
Agreement on thofe Terms : But it appears by the following Observation of the Gover¬ 
nor General and Council,, that they neverchelefs reckoned upon the moft confirmed Ef¬ 
fect of it: * We have laboured, and we think with a Succefs now decided, to detach the 
« moft powerful Member of the Maratta. State, and in its Relation to Bengal the moft 
*« capable of any in India to do it either Service or Hurt, from the general Confede- 
“ racy which has been formed againft us, and have converted it, oftenfibly at leaft, 

into a Party to our Caule. The Event will fhortly prove the Truth of our Con- 

cluftons.” 

Of this indeed Your Committee do not find that any other Affurance had yet been 
indicated, than the lafr tmajolefted Paflage of Colonel Pearce’s Detachment, which 
Raja Chimnajee himlelf ended to the Borders of the Cuttack, and {hewed much Atten¬ 
tion to the Commander. It further indeed appears, that the Raja had fevertly puniflied 
the only Inftance of any hoftile Attempt, which a Party of his Troops had^ade by an 
Incurfion upon the Frontiers of Midnapore. 

It was afferted towards the End of April, that he was then on his Return to the Capital 
of Berar. The laft Letters from thence appear to have been received at Calcutta on 
the 8th March, and in them Your Committee perceive no Encouragement to the Superior 
Council, to hope for fpeedy Affiftance of any kind from that Quarter. The Treaty had 
not been forwarded to Poona; Profeffions of Friendfhip indeed, were made, but they 
■were attended by an exprefs Declaration, “ that there were other Treaties and Engage- 
*« nients which circumfcribed them ; that the Maha Raja was connefted by 7 'reaties with 
« Pundit Purdhaun ; and that the Family of Boofla never did or would vary a Hair’s 
“ Breadth from any Engagements.” 

Your Committee find, that; Colonel Pearce’s Detachment reached Ganjam at the End 
of March, but was long prevented from much further Advance, by the Violence of an 
infe&ious Diforder, which, added to a great Defertion among the Sepoys, much weakened 
the Force of the Battalions. No certain Account feems to have, been received of its 
Arrival at Madras, or of its Juntftioh with Sir Eyre Coote’s Army. Another Detach¬ 
ment under the Command of Colonel Camac, the Scene of whofe Operations lay on 
the Weftern Side of the Jumna, feetns for a Time to have been expafed to great Hazard 
and Diftrefs, being furrounded by the Forces of Madajee Scindia j but before any Suc¬ 
cours could reach it. Colonel Camac worked his own Relief, by a bold and Cuccefsful 
Attack on the Enemy’s Camp, the whole Plunder of which, with the Guns, Ammuni¬ 
tion, and Stores, fell jrito his Hands. . *> :u 

A Third Corps, under the Condudl of Colonel Morgan, was fent againft Culpee. 
The Frft profeffed Object of this Plan, was to protect the Rear of ColonelCamac’s 
Detachment, and to be a Check upon Nudjiff Cawn; buc the Commander of it was 
alfo inftru&ed to uie his Efforts to gain fuch Command over the adjacent Country, as to 
be able to collect thofe Revenues which had before been paid to the Maratta Govern¬ 
ment. The Fort appears to have been abandoned on his Approach, and he of courfe 
took an eafy Poffefflon of it ; but the Chief who held the Diftridt not having appeared 
fc ready to obey a Requifition for the Transfer of his Tribute, the Board approved of 
Colonel Morgan’s Defign of placing an Aumil over it, in the Hope of drawing a con- 
fiderable Revenue therefrom. 

Thefe are the principal Military Tranfa&ions, of which Your Committee have found 
Information in the lateft Difpatches from Bengal.—Yet, although thefe were attended 
with Succcfs, there was Intelligence of other Matters from thofe Parts, which did not 
bear fo favourable an Appearance. The Diftrefles of the Vizier had increafed to fo 
great a Degree, that they would not permit him to make complete Payment of the 
Company’s Claim upon him, and it became therefore neceffary to be content with a 
great Part of it in Afiignments, which however, by Mr. Middleton’s Calculation, ex¬ 
ceeded the Demands for the Services of the Year by above 6 Lacks. A ProfpcT of 
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Troubles alfo arofe from the Conduct of Fizoola Cawn, who continued to refufe the 
ftipulated Number of Troops, and the Bengal Government had, as Guarantees of the 
Treaty, lent a formal Requifition to him, infilling upon the Performance of his En¬ 
gagements. ' - TAn • -i 1 | ' 




The Troops which compofed the Garrilbn of Guallier, Your Committee have obferv- 
ed, were ordered to march under the Command of Major Popham, and to ,affift in the 
Reduction of the Gurra Mundela Country ; and he was inftrufted by the Governor Ge¬ 
neral and Council, to deliver up to the Rana of Ghode the Fort itfelf; their Motives for 
which they declared to be, that the Rana had repeatedly urged his Claim ta, it, t|at he 
had given great Proof of his Fidelity and Attachment to the Company,; to which 
they added, that “ they thought it peculiarly necefiary at a Time when, they were en- 

deavouring to form new Alliances of the firft Confequence to their IntCreft, to remove 
“ every Circumftance that might tend to throw Doubt upon the Company’s Fidelity to 

their public Treaties.” 

In regard to thofe Alliances, which they were defirous of forming with the Two Eu¬ 
ropean Powers, the Dutch and Portuguefe, Your Committee find, that neither of them 
terminated agreeable to the firft Willi and Intention of the Board, though it is obferv- 
able that they exprefled a Pleafure in the Rejection of the former by the Madras 
Government, fince the Plan itfelf founded on the defperate Neceflity of the Aftalrsmn 
the Coaft, was one of the great and numerous Exertions f whi<T die Government oi Ben¬ 
gal had made for their Relief, but was rendered unneceffar} by the Change to a. more

It Ihoukf indeed be obferved, that previous to the Date of the Letter here referred 
to, the Governor General and Council had received Accounts from Home of feme Steps 
which tended to a Rupture between Great Britain and the Republic of Holland. 

It appears however that the Governor General and Council thought a Supply of Eu¬ 
ropean Strength of fo much Importance to the Succefs of the War in the Carnatic, that 
they wrote on the 23d January to the Prefident and Select Committee at Fort Marl- 
brough, to defire that they would fpare the European Force at that Prefiuency, confid¬ 
ing of 400 Men; and they feemed to think, that this Requifition might be properly com¬ 
plied with, becaufe the remaining Force, confifting of Coffrees and Malays, would be 
fufficient for the Defence of that Place againft the Enemies of the Country, and the (mail 
Force in Europeans was at all Events unequal to its Protection againft an European

With refpeft to the Overtures intended to be made to the Portuguefe Government at 
Goa, the Governor General and Council, in their Fetter of the 27th April, manifefted 
their Indifference about the further Profecution of them ; but it appears by the Poll- 
feript to that Letter, that the Enemy had been beforehand with them, and that a Treaty 
offenfive and defenfive was formed between Hyder Ally and the Captain General ot 
Goa, lo long before as the Month of September, Eight or Ten Days after the unfortunate 
Defeat of Colonel Baillie’s Detachment, and that there was great Reafon to fuppofe, that 
the Troops which the Captain General had engaged to fqpply, were actually on the Road 
towards the Place of Rendezvous. 

'The Line of Conduct which the Nizam appears-to-have purfued, was hitherto 
neutral. The Guntoor Circar, which had been delivered up by the Madras Government, 
he retained in his own Poffdfion; and the Calcutta Board do not feem to have been 
difpleafed at it. Your Committee indeed perceive, that fome Hopes were entertained of 
being able to draw him to the Engiilh Party, from the Circumftances of his known Jea-o 
loufy of Hyder’s Succefs and Aggrandizement, and more particularly when he fiiould be 
informed of what the Governor General believed to be true, that Hyder Ally had ob¬ 
tained from the King a Grant of his Dominions. And we have indeed perceived, that 
according to the Information of Mr. Hollond, the Nizam had fome Time before ex- 
preffed his Readinefs to join the Englilb againft Hyder on certain Conditions, the Hi it 
of which was faid to be, that the Support of Ragonaut Row ftiould be 1 or ever aban¬ 
doned ; and the Board directed Mr. Hollond to allure his Highneis, that. Ragoba was 
not fupported by them in any Claim upon the Government at Poona, and that indeed 
they were not by any Alliance connected with him, though they ihould think it d:(ho¬ 
nourable to deliver him up into the Hands of his Enemies. .

Your Committee have remarked, that one of the principal Objections which Moo- 
dajee Boofla and his Duan made to the Articles propofed for an Accommodation with 
the Poona Government, was 'arc! to the future Difpohd of Ragoba, whofe.

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, as welt as his Stipend and Number of Attendants, they expefted Ihould 
at the Difcrction of the Maratta Miniftry •, and it does not appear that the 
■ral and Council declared any other Motives for their Interference in his 
an the Safety of his Perion, which they thought required a free Choice as 
’lace of his Refidence. 
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of Peace, through the Mediation of the Court of Berar, between the 
i Governments in India and the Maratta Empire, appears to have been repre- 
; fenced under this State of Sufpence which Your Committee have explained, when the 
laft official Difpacches were tranfmitted from Bengal. It is indeed to be obferved, 
that the Governor General and Council very plainly declared their Satisfa&ion in the 
Unwilllngneds of the Minifter to accept the Offer of a Treaty, fince it left them at 
Liberty to fecure to the Company the important Poffefiion of Bafiein, and the other 
Advantages acquired by their Troops in the Weft of India. 

Some greater Hopes indeed of Pacification feetn to have been entertained by the 
Prefidency of Fort Saint George, as the Nabob Walaw Jaw, who alfo was employed 
at the Defire of the Governor General in a Mediation with the Poona Durbar, had 

received Advices from them, by which it was fuppofed they dilcovered a ready Dif- 

pofuion to fettle proper Terms of Agreement •, and it further appears, that a Letter 
had been written to Sir Eyre Coote by the Minifter, and the Purport of it was a De¬ 
claration, that the D ..‘ 1 "'ould willingly agree to any Plan for <Acco mmodation, the 
Advantages of which Ciould not be entirely on the Side of the Englilh. ! 

The Government of Bengal however, who acknowledged their CuSiofity to have 
been railed to a Kno wledge of the Terms by which the peaceable I mentions of the 
Poona Government were to be proved, exprefled their Surprize when they found the 
following to be the Conditions recommended :—“ That they Ihould deliver up to the 

Marauas the Iflands of Salfette and Bafiein, the Fort of Guallier, the Forts in Gu- 
“ zerat, and all the Countries taken from them in Concan, &c. and furrender to 

“ their Pleafure the Perfon of Ragonaut Row.”—And the Governor General and 

Council thereupon obferved, that although they wifhed for Peace with the Maratta 
State, they would not make Peace on Terms dilhonourable to thcmfelves, or difgrace 
the Enghlh Name by iubmitting to Conditions which could not be complied with 
without^ Sacrifice of the Honour and Intereft of the Company. In their laft Letter, 
under Date 15th May, they further declared their fixed Refolution in thefe Words:— 

Refpebling other Conditions, (being determined not to part with the valuable Ac- 
quifition of Bafiein) on which we might be willing to accede to a Peace, the ill 
“ Suceefs with Vhich our Advances have been hithento attended, and the Prefump- 
« tion which the*feem to have given birth to in the arrogant Conduct of the Minifter, 
“ diicourage us in looking to any favourable Determination of the War, but as we 
“ have advifed you in our laft Addrefs, by the molt vigorous and fucceisful Profecution 
“ of it.” ■ ■ 

And in the lame Letter ^hey again take Notice, with fome Chagrin, of the Syftem 
of Defence adopted and recommended by the Prefidency of Bombay, exprefling how- 
ever a Hope, that the Remonftrance which had been made again!! it, “ would have 
“ the good Effect they intended, in altering a Plan of Conduct as oppofite to their 
“ late Opinions, as they deemed it hoftile to the Attainment of that Objed, which both 
“ of them profefled to aim at; an honourable and advantageous Peace.” 

With thefe Accounts of the prefent political Situation of the Britifh Governments 
in India, refpeding thofe Powers immediately or more remotely interefted in the War, 
q which has been the Subject of our Enquiry, Your Committee had nearly concluded their 
Narrative and Oblervations; having only referved fome Remarks on the Orders which 
the Company have lately lent to their Adminiftrations in thofe Parts, for the more 
regular and complete Termination of them. We have thought it proper, for Reafons 
which appeared to us nioft juft and forcible, to draw from no other Source than the 
Records of the Company, or the official Difpatches of the Minifters, thole Materials, 
•which we Have endeavoured faithfully, though perhaps without Tulficient Method and 
Perlpicuity, to digeft and arrange for the Information of the i loufe. The laft regular 
Advices from Bengal which were received by the Belknont, contained thofe Papers 
already taken Notice of; and Your Coihmittee upon enquiring found, that the Nep¬ 
tune, on board of which the only Copies of Confultations and other Proceedings were 
luppoled to be lent, had been obliged, by having Sprung a Leak, to put back, fo that 
we looked for the bell: remaining Authority in the Letters' from the Governor General 
and Council of the 27th April and 15th May, wherein the .Houle will have feen what 
was the apparent Ptolpe.t of Pacification at that Time, and what little Encouragement 
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for Hope of Tranquillity, arofe from the- Mediation of the Court of Befar; No Men- . 
tion of frefher Advices from Nagpore has been found therein, than thole which were 
received on the 8th March. The Letter from the Superior Council to Bombay, which 
(Emulated only the Spirit of offenfive War, was dated on the 10th May,\ and * L e I -an- 
guage of it appears corroborated by that of the 15th to the Court of Directors.'™*But 
it has been fmcp ftated to Your Committee, that by the fame Conveyance which ’ 
brought this Difpatch of the 15th May, Major Scott, who appears to have.been ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor General his Agent at Home, for managing his political In- 
rerefts, received a private Packet, wherein were incloied fcveral Revenue Papers which 
had not been tranfmitted in that Ship to the Court of Diretfors-, and alfo a Letter from 
theDuan of Moodajee Boofla to the Governor Genera), which was elated 5th April, 
and received by him on the lOthMay 1781. I he Exiftence of this L.etter appears to 
have been accidentally made knbvvn to the Court on the 26th February laft, when k ! 
was immediately called for by them-, and on the Firft of March, they communicated.- 
a Copy of it to Your Committee, which we lay before the Mottle, in the Appendix

« contribute to fet Matters in the fulleft Light, either in weighing the prefent Circum- 
“ ftances, or looking forward to future Cordequences. I have the ftrongeft Hope, that c 
« you will examine the Whole by yourfelf Word by Word, and approve of all that 
« i have laid. And aftbr the Foundation of Peace is thus laid, and I am relieved a ft* 

“ little from my Dilorder, I will certainly do myfelf the Honour of.having one Time 
« an Interview with you.” 

It is remarkable, that no Mention whatever is made of Ciiimnajee Boofla, or o. the 
Troops in the Cuttack, of whole Forbearance under great Diltrefte‘s lor Money, tac 
former Letters had been filled with very pointed KeptFntations. 

It may indeed be proper to obferve, upon the general Tenor of this Letter, rs .well _ 
as uponfome particular Palfages in it, that they certainly dilcover the (1 rong E{ie£f which 
Change of Circumftances had upon the Dii'pofition and Language of the Berar Mtmfter.

tamac, againft the very fupetior Forces of Madajee Scindia; the reviving Credit 
of the Britifh Arms in the Carnatic under Sir Eyre Coote, to which however Ihould 
be added a Mixture of Dread and Jealoufy of Hyder’s Ambition, fomented and fupported 
by the French- have apparently contributed to turn the Balance of political Doubt, fo 
far at kail on the Side of the Englifh, as to have removed fome of the Difficulties before 
ftarted in the Way of Pacification. There will not efcape the Attention of the Houfe, 
the Lead which is gi ven to the Nizam, in the propofed Renewal of a Mediation for Peace, 
and the Recommendation of foliating the Interference of Nudjif Cawn, of whole Prepa¬ 
rations and Defigns we have noticed the Jealoufy of the Bengal Government in the Plan 
of an Expedition under Colonel Morgan. 

It muft not however be omitted at the fame Time to remark, that the Alarms then 
evidently entertained by the Duan for the Fate of Poona, would be foon afterwards re¬ 
moved by the Retreat of General Goddard ; a Meafure which Dewagur had certainly not 
expe&ed, as appears by this Expreffion in his Letter: “ As it -Will not be proper for 
“ him (General Goddard) to retreat, he will defcend from the Ghauts upon Poona.” 

It is alfo to be remembered, that the Calcutta? Board fuppofed the General to be ftill 
in Poll on the Summit of the Ghauts, 

What Degree of Influence the fubfequent Ki. wledge of the Difficulty with which he 
had effected his retrograde Defeent to Gallian would have upon the Politics of either 
Government, maybe a SuFvCt for SpeculatiC" , Your Committee think it proper to 
confine themielves to the fimple Remark of the Fait.

“ confidercd at their Crifis) by impreffing the Minds of the Public with an Opinion

Reflc&ing however with Confidence on their remaining Strength in thole Parts, and 
with Attention to the Meceffitjes of the Service on the Coaft of Coromandel, they added, 

“ Yet in other Rdpe&s we have no Reafon to be diflatisfied with it, finCe the Troops 
“ of this Prefidency and that of Bombay are fufficient for the Profecution of the War 
“ and the Defence'of opr Pofleflions on the Malabar Coaft .; and the Services of the 
“ Madras Detachment in the Carnatic may be of great Ufe and Importance to the Sud- 
« cefs of the War in which you are engaged with I-Jyder Ally Cawn:” 

Your Committee find, that mutual Complaints and Accufations continued fo, pals 
between the Two Prefidencies of Bengal and Fort Saint George in regard to the Cauies 
of. the diftrefsful War in the Carnatic.

however Your Committee obferve, that Sir Eyre Coote declared a very explicit DilTenr, 
becaute, whatever Reafon there might be to allow that the Meafures taken againft the 
Mnattas had given Birth to the Idea of a general Combination of the Powers of In- 
doftan againft the Englilh, he could not for many Reafons admit, that the formidable 
Incurfionof tlyder Ally into the Carnatic was owing to that Caufe alone ; well knowing 
that the deliberate Umbrage given to the Nizam, by their Behaviour concerning the 
Pdculh and the Guntoor Circar, had been the Provocation which had incited him to 
become an Agent in fomenting the Offences taken by Plyder, and which he himfelf ac¬ 
knowledged to h vve been the Reafons for his encouraging a Combination of the Powers 
againft them. While at the very Time the Treaty was carrying on with Bazalet Jung, 
it was a Thing certain, that Hyder would have entered into an offcnfive and defenfive 
Alliance with them. 

Yet it is obfervable, that on the ift March Sir,Eyre Coote wrote to General Goddard, Appendix, ^“373,

** Although I ever confidered the Policy of warring again (I the Mara tea State a maft 
ruinous one to the Interefts both of the Company and the Englilh Nation, lb 11 , on the 
Eve of your late Succeft, if we had no other Power to combat againft, I might have 
fubferibed to the Plan you advifed me as laid down for the Operations of your Cam¬ 
paign, as the moll likely to procure us honourable Terms of Accommodation; but 
engaged as we are in a Scene of Contention, I may fay with every Power of any 
Confideration in India, all Steps, the Event of which could not be clearly afeertained 
as an unfailing Remedy, muft be exceptionable. By profecuting the War our Diffi¬ 
culties mu ft be iftcreafed, and the Prolpedt of obtaining Peace become daily more 
diftaht. Our Resources, anticipated by the current Demands of our Military Efta- 
blifhment, to which they are unequal, and, burthened with a heavy Debt, cannot long 
fupport the prefent Syftem. I mull therefore impofe it upon you as a Duty you owe

adding tf ereupon, that General Goddard allb adled under fimilar Authority and In- 
ftrinftion,--In further Exculpation of themfelves, with regard to the Objeft againft 
which he advilcd the particular Direction of their Hoftilities, they affured the Com¬ 
mander in Chief, that though they were convinced of the Necefllty, and were (incerely 
deflrous of bringing the Maratta War to a Conclufion, yet until that Enemy would con- 
ferit to an Accommodation, it would be as impracticable and as unfafe for them to em¬ 
ploy the Army againft the Pofleflions of Hyder Ally, as it would be for him to make 
a Diverfion in their Favour againft the Marattas. They had already done their utmoft 
in having jrefolved to reduce their Plan of Military Operations to a mere Syftem of De¬ 
fence; and as there was no Doubt of Hyder and the Marattas being bound by mutual 
Engagements which they would probably abide by fo long d# they might find it to their 
rntereft of Safety, Provifion mull be made to refill the Attempts of both thole Powers, 
until one or other could be detached from their Engagements or effectually depteffed.— 
It will be hardly neceflary to remind the Houfe, that the Remonllrances of the Superior 
Council, under Date io May, again entirely clalbed with the Willies and Conceptions 
of the Commander in Chief, as much as they were repugnant to the Syftem of that Go¬ 
vernment to which, they were addreffed. 

It is remarkable that Sir Eyre Coote intimated, from Information he had received, that 
Hyder was fo anxious to defeat their Views of Peace with the Marattas, and had carried 
his Intrigues lb far as to authorize Ragonaut Row to employ his Credit in the Expendi¬ 
ture of whatever Sum might be neceflary to that End. Your Committee have indeed in 
vain fought for any Accounts of Rhgoba’s Proceedings in the lateft Records of the Com¬ 
pany, and can therefore give no certain Relation of his Behaviour under the reduced Cir- 
cumllances which the Orders of the Superior Government had prricribed for him. Pie 
has been diftinguilhed by no other apparent Conlequence, or even Notice in the late 
Tranfa&ions, than what the Sufpicionsof the Poorm-~Miniftry, and the peribnal Anima¬ 
lity of the Nizam havfe given to him. 

Your Committee have now fubmitted to the Houfe the full Extent of Information 
which we have been enabled to 'collect: upon the Subject under our Enquiry, in as much 
Order and Detail as the Quantity and Variety of it would readily permit. We defire to 
poinc to the annexed Papers for fuch a View of the State of the Revenues and the Military 
Force of Bengal, as we could make out from the irregular Materials with which we have

Your Committee indeed think it proper here to remark, that the Accounts of the 
Revenues and of the Military Eftabliftiments, which we have occafionally exhibited in 
the Courfe of thefe Two Reports, are only intended to convey a general Idea of the State 
of thole Objefts at different Periods, and to lerve as a fort of I able of Reference ior the 
Reader during his Confideration of each Series of thofe political Tranfaftions and Events, 
upbn which it was our particular Duty in this Place to expatiate. The more full and 
more exaft Inveftigation of thofe Points, as well as feveral others, may become the Sub¬ 
jects of feme future Reports, when it" (hall be'thought advifable to purfiie them. We 
iiavc here only to add, that we fhall fubjoin in the Appendix N" 37S, the Particulars of 
thofe Charges, which we can ciifcover to have attended the fevetal Expeditions and Ar-. 
maments occafioned by the War with the Marattas. It is evident, that the Expence 
of the Detachmcjit under General Goddard alone has confideiably exceeded One Ciqic 
of Rupees. * 

■ Your Committee will now conclude the whole Subject of our Enquiry with forae 

Account of thofe Orders of the Company, which do not appear to have peached 
their Governments in India to whom they were addreffed, before the laft DU patches 
were font from thofe diftant Provinces. This rouft be efleemed an indifpenlable Addi¬ 
tion not only for the 1 Purpofe of explaining the Sentiments of the Court of Directors on 
preceding .Tranf«aions, ; and on the Line of Condud which they point out for future

There has indeed been communicated to Y'our Committee, a Letter from the Secret 
Appendix, N u 379. Committee of the Court of Directors to the Governor General and Council, under Date 
rath April 1780, which appears nor. to have reached Calcutta before the Month of 
March in the following Year. It feems to have been written under the immediate 
Imprcffion of Alarm from the powerful Armaments and fuppofed Defigns of the French 
• againft our Settlements in India, and to have contained an earneft Recommendation of 
Peace with the Marattas on any Terms, by which the Exclufion of the French from all 
EftabHfhmeiit within that Empire might be fufficiently determined and confirmed. 

0 Before the Arrival of this Difpatch iat the Place of its Deftination, the Circum- 

feances of Affairs were certainly very much altered ; and the Houfe will imme¬ 
diately recoiled, from the Information they have feen, what the Nature of thofe 
Charges was, and what Influence they had on the political Situation of the Com- 
m - r , 4 . psuiy’s Governments. On the 27th April 1781 the Governor General and Council ac- 
ana j 7 May tjtoi knowledge to have received this Letter, with Two others of fubfequenr. Dates, on the 
13th March preceding, and make this fhort Reply to them: “ We have nothing to 
« fay in Anfwer to the Letters we have the Honour to acknowledge, and in* Addition 
« to the Information already lent to you, but that the Orders given to us have re- 
u ceived and always will receive our punctual Execution of them.”

But it appears, that 
the great Source of Anxiety to the Court was Hill .die Exclufion of the French frorti 
the f Maratta Dominions •, and they remind their Council of Bengal, that the Firft Plan 
of Operations, when they feat military Afliftance to Bombay, was “ confined merely to 
“ the Objefls of Security to the Englifh Pofiefiions in India, and to the Exclufion of 
“ the natural Enemies of the Britifh Government from any Influence or Connection 
“ with the Marattas.”—Thefe Ideas they declare to be confonant to their own Willies 
on the Subject, and exprefsly point out the Conditions which they fhould efteem de- 
firable in any Treaty of Accommodation:—“The open and avowed Predili&ion of 
“ the Court of Poona, in Favour of French Agents, was the only Ground upon which 
•«* we countenanced Hoftilities againfl the Marattas. Upon the Removal of European 
«♦ Influence, we repeat our moft anxious Solicitude to have a fpeeciy 1 ermination put 
“ to the War. And as Conqueft is by no Means our Objed, we defire no ocher 
Benefit from the late Succels of our Arms than a full Compliance with the .Stipula- 
tidnS of the Treaty Of Poor Under, and the Ceflion of Baffein, as a neceffary Appen- 
. “ dage to Saifette.”
